OK THE TIEWATKS 07 AKCIRKT flTONB-DTFlLT FORTIlE&Sna AKD 
HABITATIONS OCCUEIUKG TO TIIBT7EST OF DIHQLB, COUNTY 
KEERT. 

Tiiq OArlioet TeBtig;dB, TvMdi arc BtlU in exiatencs, of any 
d^Tdllings of tho inhabitaQU of Iroland consist gouerally 
of a simple circular mouud of oartU, surrouudod by oeo or 
moro fooBos and cartUoii ramparts; but timy are for tlie 
most part ao dofacod by time, tWt arohiooloffists have passed 
tho)n by as uudosorviug of attention. ’WKou, howeror, tvo 
find stone buildings of an equally vamot© period occiirring 
in groups, surrounded by a maasiro oivoular wall, as if 
intondea for warlike defencce, and in detacliod bouses coin- 
prisiog one, two, or throe apartments more or leas circular in 
plan, and all evincing conaiderablo skill and ingenuity in thoii* 
designs, Uie investigation of them is* attended with no little 
interest; for it may throw some light ou the social condition 
of a raco, who occupied Iroland at a period so I'emote that 
scarcely a trace of &eir arts has boon presorred to us, aud 
even tlicir specific uamo as a people has not been rescued 
from oblivion. 

It was ray good fortune, in the summer of 1856, while 
engaged on tbo Goologiool Survey of Ireland in the Dingle 
promontoiy, to meet with an extonsivo group of suck 
buildings. They ai*© kuoyni as CaJiers and Cloghauns,* and 
had till then escaped tho notice both of tourists and anti¬ 
quaries. These buildings, amounting probably to seventy 
or eighty in number, are in the parishes ofVentry, l^alha- 
vogher, and Dun quin, and occupy, in groups aa well as singly,

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the narrow and gently eloping platean, which extends along 
the soQthem base of Mount Engle, from Dunbog fort or 
Caher on the east, to the village of Couraeenoolo on the west, 
a distance of three miles. (See Plate I.) An ancient bridle¬ 
path, still in use, winds along tlio slope of the hill near tho 
northern limit, and was the original road which led to tlioin. 
They occur principally in the townland of Fahan : hence tlio 
collection of huildinga whiclr I am about to desmibo, may 
with propriety he ^od tlie ancient Irish city of Fahan. 
Proceeding west from tho coast-guard station at Vcutiy 
along the bridlo-road just alluded to, at a short distmico 
south-east of Fahau village, ws amro at a group of small 
.Cloghauns, or bethive-slmpcd huts, which appear to have 
served as an outpost, to guard tho place on that sido from 
any hostile surprise: and close to them, nearer to tim sea, 
are two groups of standing stones called Gallauns, whidi 
mark the eastern limit of tho city. 

The Cahor or fort of Dunbog, which protected the city of 
Fahan on the oast, is the first of those ancient stiiictaros 
which requires a detailed description. By refcreuco to the 
map, it will bo seen that it lies duo south of tlio pvosoiit 
village of Fahan on the sea coast. This romaikable fort 
(a plan of which is gircu on tho opposite page) has been 
formed br sepamtiiig tho oxtremo point of an angular 
headland &om the main shore by a massivo stone-wall, con¬ 
structed without comont, fl’om 10 to 25 foot in thickness, and 
extending 200 feet in length from cliff to cliff. Tliis wall is 
pierced neai* its middle dj a passage (n), wltich is flagged 
overhead, the doorway to whicn is at present 3 foot d inchos 
high, 2 feet wide at top, aud 3 foot at its presout base, having 
a hntcl of 7 feet in length; os the passage recodes from tho 
doorway it widens to 8 foot, and becomes arched overhead; 
to the light hand, and consti-ucted in the thickness of tho 
walk is a rectangular room (d )—perhaps n guard-room— 
measuring about 10 feet by 6 feet, and communicating with 
tho passage by means of a low square opening, opposite to 
which, in me passage, is a broad hcnch-Hke seat (o); a second 
guard-room (s), similar to tlio ouo just described, has been 
constructed in the thickness of the wall, on the liaud of 
the main entrance, but unconnected with it, tho access to 
this being from the area of the fort, through a low square 
opening- 
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Tie Oaier -wall, on the exterior facse at each side of the 
entrance doorwaj, has been strengthened by an additional 
layer of masonry about 4 feet in depth and 30 feet in length, 
which bears, however, the appearance of an after-thonght, as 
tie face of the original wall is clearly distinguishable behind 
tie outer work (See Plate XI.) 

In the thickness of the wall at each side of tho entrance 
^crway (a), are long narrow passages, (f f) formerly covered 
in, the uses of which are not apparent, as no original means 
of access to them are visible; similar passages are not ua- 
common in stone forts, Cashels, or Oaiers.* Tie interior 
few of tie wall of Dunbeg recedes iy a saocession of steps, 
which doubtless led to a parapet on the top. 

Tie details of the curious entranco will be better under¬ 
stood from the following plan and section, which are on a 
larger scale :— 



As a further means of defence a series of three earthen 
roound^ with intervening fosses, have been thrown np out¬ 
side th^ wall, having a pathway through them, leading in a 
direct line to the main entrance; at each point where this cuts 
the mounds evidence remains to show that it passed through 
a stone gateway or passage (? and u), Sagged overhead, 2d 
jirobably equal in length to the thickness of the mound ; in 
the pas^e leading across the second fosse from the fort, an 
under^ound chamber (h), flagged overhead was constructed, 
i he relative proportions of the mounds and fosses are shown 
in the section, which is taken between n and a in the plan 
They are formed out of the drift clay and gravel which 
overlie the strata of dull purple grits, sandstones, and slates, 
ol which the promontoiy is composed. In the interior of the 
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Oaher are the remaina of several Clogbauns (x), the plana of 
which cannot now be traced with certainty; and on the wgat 
side axe portions of a wall (h), along the edge of the cliff, 
which is about 90 feet above the level of the sea. 

Prom the extreme eastern and western limits of the 
GSternal fortificationg just described, two walls extend up the 
flank of Mount Eagle, nearly parallel to each other, thus 
leparating tlie townfiom tho adjoining country to the east, 
and enclosing a plot of groiuid now called “ Park a dooua.” 

I shall next describe the most remarkable of the Cahoi-s 
and Clogbauns in the city of Palmn, noticing each in succes¬ 
sion as they would be reached in going westwards from 
Dunbeg to Slea Head.®

No. 1. A simple circular' Cloghaun, about 11 feot in 
diameter internally, and 19 feet externally. It is constructed, 
as axe all tho buildings yet to be noticed, of roughly quarried 
blocks and flags of the gi'oouislx gray or browoish purple 
grits aud sandstones of the disUict, the stones being laid i'y 
or Avithout cement of any kind. When a Cloghaun is perfect 
each stone is placed so as to overlap the ouo below as the 
wall rises, till the chamber is completed in a dome-shaped 
form, asiugis stone closing tho top. In Wales, where sucli 
buildings as these ocenr on the mountains in good preserva- 
tion, tho apex stone is omitted, or else latgely perforated to 
allow of the escape of smoke and to admit light. 

It is scarcely necessary to remark, that this is tlie earliest 
as well fis simplest form of the arch or dome, and is tho 
method adopted by the early Egyptians to construct their 
dome-shaped chambers as well as arches in the pyramids. 
The entrance to this Cloghaun faces the cast, and a

This is a circular Cloghaun, 35 feet in diaiuotov 
internally, having a low and narrow recces attached to it 
ertamallY on ite S. W*. periphery, access to which is by a 
low angular opening ; from this peculiarity of construction 
the deeping recess does not encroach on the main apartment, 
os in the former exainple.

No, 3, This building is a Caber about 75 feet in diameter, 
consisting of a circular stone-wall 8 feet thick, the exterior 
of which indmes irom the base upwards and appears to bare 
terminated in a parapet; the doorway through this 'swdl 
faces the east, and is 4 feet wide, with sloping sides, but 
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the lintel wanting. In the interior area of the Oalier are 
the foundations of several clvoular chambers, that nearest 
the entrance (e) is 17 feet in diameter internally, having had 
its door fadng the south-east j on entering this chmber 
a narrow passage a little to the left leads dne south into 
a small circular apaitment (/); a second passage leads 
westwards from the principal chamber into an inner one, 
also circular, and 16 feet in diameter. The whole of this 
Cnlior, with its enclosed OloglMiunSj is very massive in its 
construction.

No. 4- This ie a most singular double Cloghaun, remark¬ 
able for the great thideness of its walls in proportion to tho 
size of the two enclosed chambers. In plan it is oval; tho 
doorway faces the south-east, where the wall ia 11 feet m 
thickness, and the passage from it is constructed obliquely 
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to tbo longest a^s of the building; it leads to the first or 
aate-ohaznber, which measures 16 foot hy 13 feet, being semi¬ 
circular at its southern and recUm^lar at its northorn end, 
la the middle of the north side ot this chamber, a narrow 
passage leads to the second or inner apartment, which is 
circular, and about 10 feet in diameter. As in the former 
examples, little moro than tho foundations of this remarkable 
building remains. It would be interesting to know how 
it was completed externally; from its plan I am led to 
suppose it terminated in a double cono-sLaped roof, that 
formed by the completion of tho larger chamber being more 
lofty than the other.

No. 5. This has eyidently been a double-roofed Cloghaun 
Tery similar to the former, and was constructed with much 
care. The doorway faces the east where the wall is 10 feet 
thick, and, as in the former example, the entrance passage is 
oblique to the longest axis of tho building ; it leads into a 
circular chamber 1 6 feet in diameter; where, close to the 
entrance on the right hand a narrow passage, flagged orer 
and 1 2 feet long, leads from the first to the inner or second 
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apai'tmont, whlcli in plan is rectaagular at its western and 
semicircular at its eastern oitremity, and 16 feet long by 
about 14 feet wide. Ext^ior to the main doorway is a 
row of upright flag*stones, placed so as to follow the contour 
of the Cloghaun at about 3 feet distance from it; these may 
have been portions of the side wall of a covered passage 
leading to it. 



No. 6. A small elliptical Cloghauu, Laving the doorway 
facing the south-east, and its p^sage oblique to the lon^t 
axis of the hut. In tho interior a stone diaphragm has 
been constimcted, thus arching off a small portion of the 
ohamher to form a sleeping apartment; a low square opening 
directly facing the main entrance leads into it. 

No. 7. The fort called Cahernamactirech appears to be 
the principal building of this gronp. Its name signifies “the 
stone fort of the wolves.” It is from 95 feet to 106 feet in 
diameter, and consists of a massive and almost circular stone¬ 
wall, varying in thichness from 11 to 18 feet. The entrance 
passage tiirou^h the wall (c), which is here ,11 feet thick, feces 
the east, and is most singukr in its coustimction; externally 
it measures 5 feet in width, narrowing midway to loss than 
4 feet intemally. Here aovcral stones project vertically from 
the walls of the passage at each side, forming a lest, gainst 
which a moveable door could be placed, so as to resist any 
force applied from without I am not awaro that, amongst 
similar buildings in Ireland, Scotland, or Wales, another 
example exists of a main door-way thus constructed. Tho 
entranco ptasage loads into a small court-yard, about 19 feet 
from east to west, and 20 feet from north to south; opporitc 
is a nati’ow passage, formed and protected at each ade by 
wbat may have been small guard-houses ; both of these are 
still perfect, measuring 6 feet 6 inches square internally,

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and riang into a loffcy dome-shaped roof. On the left hand, 
and close to the southern guard-house, bnt detached from it, 
is a Cloghaun( 7 ), measuring 12 feet square internally. Having 
passed this building, the central area of the fort is reached.

On tlie left, attached to the Cahei' wall, is the principal house 
or Cloghaun (A), constructed -with unusual care, its doorway 
being formed internally of large upright flag-stones, supporting 
a flat lintel, and the passage leading to it flagged above. 
The following wood-cut gives a view of the inner aide of this 
doorway. In the interior of the Cloghaun, to the right of 
the door, is a small square recess, about 4 feet above the 
present level of the floor. The Cloghaun marked k on the 
plan of this Caher, lies directly north of the one last described, 
and is much ruder in its construction. Its doorway is unique 
in construction, one side projecting from, while the other is 
level with, the orternal surface of the buildiog. 

Seveial other buildings of the beehive type were scattered 
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over tlie remaining area of Oftliernamactirecli; but they are 
now mere heaps of stones. 

The circular and massive wall which encloses the buildings 
I have just described, measures 18 feet in thickness ou 
the west and north ; two narrow passages {?), flagged oter- 
headj have been constructed in its thickneBS,—one haring its 
ontrauee close to the north of the Cloghann marked k, and 
running southerly for the distance of about 40 feet; the 
other with its entrance close to the first, passes easterly 
in the wall for the distance of probably 30 feel» and then 
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becomes obliterated, the roof having fallen in; a third 
such passage (roj, of the same proportions and conetmetion 
as the others, js in the wall at the south periphery, the 
entrance to which is not distinguishable. 

South of the main doorway of the Caher, and constructed 
in the thickness of the wall, is a small circular guard-house, 
or watch-house («), access to which is from the exterior of the 
Fort by a low and angular passage; that this chamber was 
intended for a watcli-bouse is most evident, and from it 
is obtained a commanding view of Dingle Bay, Valentia 
Island, and the range of tlie Iveragh mountains; in this 
watch-house, constructed in the Caher wall, we have another 
feature quite unique in buildings of this age and type. 

No. 8. This is a massive circular Caher, with an external 
diameter of about 100 feet; the wall measures from 10 feet 
to 14 feet in thickness, the thicker portions being to tho 
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south-west 5 the doorway is stiJl perfect^ flat-topped, 4 feet 
6 mches wide at the base, and 3 feet d inches at the top; the 
passage from this door is nearly perfect, flagged overhead, 
and leads directly into a guard-chamber, measuring 8 feet 
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6 inches square internally, and dozno-shapod overhead ; from 
this chamber, which is a unique feature in buildings of this 
class, a narrow doorway leads into the interior area of the 
Fort: SO feet west this guard-chamber and abutting 

K hst the Cahor wall, is the Cloghaun marked m in the 
; ft is in the most perfect state of preservation, and its 
doorway, though narrow, is unusually high, fully 8 feet (see 
Plate IV. fig. 2). In the central area of this Ca&or is a group 
of CLogbauns; that marked i on the plan, has attached to it 
externally, on its eastern sido, a small low oral-shaped 
chamber (^), with an unusually small entrance, which faces 
the east—this, I believe, was intended for a kennel or dog¬ 
house. From this Cloghaun is a naiTow passage leading 
south into a second chamber marked /c on the plan, from 
which a third passage, running oast, leads to a third circular 
chamber marked A on the plan; here the ruined condition 
of the building prevents us from ascertaining furlJier its plan. 
North of the group of buildings just described is a double 
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Ologhaim, of a most singular giound-plao, Laving a common 
passage (ft) to the t^o Siambors o aud p. 

No. 0. A circular Cloghaun, 18 feet ui diameter, formed 
in au excaration on the east biw of the steep glen, close to 
the village of Glen-fahan. That portion of th s masonry, whicli 
is above the level of the surrounding ground, appears, on the 
cost aide, to havo boon constructed :n a Boriea of Bmall 
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terraces, which lessened in diameter os they rose to form the 
conical roof; the door which faces the south is 6 feet C inches 
in height, and a trencli to it was excavated in the sur¬ 
rounding earth. On the sooth-west side of tlm Cloghaun a 
small sleeping apartment with its usual low narrow ontranco 
woe constructed in the earth. 

No. 10. A unique double Cloghaun. The two cl^ambers, 
though quite distinct at the height of a fow feet above the 
foundations, are included in the same ground plan—they He 
east and west of each other. That to the west is circular, 
having its doorway facing the south-east; a portion of its 
interior (^) Is partitioned off to form a sleeping chamber, in 
which reject it resembles Cloghaun No. C. That to the east 
has two chambers enclosed under tho same roof, connected 
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by a lov passa^ close to tbe north and vith its door- 
WAT ^ng the south-west 

&uUide the more western of tbeee Clogbanns, are the 


rerDAins of a broad flight of steps, which probably led to the 
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summit of the house, from which An extensiTe prospect 
could be obt^ed. 

No. 11. This boildiDg is moet alnfulur of any 1 have 

f et described. It is call A Oaher-iadA-an-doruia, or tbe Long 
ort of the Doors." Externally its longest axis is 74 feet from 
oast to west, and the shortest 32 feet from north to south, the 
walls ATernging 6 feet in ihicknesa. Internally it consists of 
three distinct chambers, ranged in a line from east to west, 
and connected by straight passagea 8 feet in length; tlie 
central chamber is circular, moasuring about Id feet in 
diameter, to this the entrance passage leada traveraing the 
wall on the S.E. side obliquely to the longest axis of tbe 
building; the eastern cbambtf is also circular, but only IS 
feet in diameter, while that to the west is semidrcuUr, 
measuring 10 feet by 14 feet The wall to the east of 
the main entrance is 10 feet thick, while on the west side It 
is but 5 fee^ the increase of thi^^ess being caused by a 
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doubt that in externa! form Caher-fada-an-doruis oiiginaliy 
presented the appearance of a triple dome, the central ono 
being much the raofit lofty of the three. 

No. 12. This is the most intereetlng of acy of the double 
Cloghauns of the district. The doorway, which is quite per^ 
feet, faces the south and leads into the northern chamber, 
which measures 1 $ feet in diameter. On the right hand of 
the main entrance a passage, fagged overhead, leads into 
the second or southern chamber, which is cli“cular also in 
plan, and 14 feet in diameter. lu the northern Cloghaun, 
between the two passages just alluded to, Is a small angular 
loop or window, elevated almost 6 feet from the present 
floor and feeing due south (See Plate TV. fig. 1); this is 
tho only example of a window in all the structui'es which 
constitute the city of Fahan, possibly owing to the better 
preservation of tlus Cloghaun, though many that ai*e quite 
perfect have not this feature. On the east side of the 
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northern chamber a low narrow opeomg givea access to an 
pval-ahaped aleopiog recess. A broad flight of steps has 
been constracted on the exterior of tho Cloghaun, e^itoding 
round the south and west of the northern chamber^ thus 
resembling Clo^&un No. 10.

No. 13. In plan this building is circular 14 feet in 
dimeter, with the doorway feeing the east; it is remarkable 
AS forming the angle of an andenb boundary waU, into which 
It IS incorporated. At the distance of about 12 feet from 
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this hut, and surrounding it on all sides, except that to 
the north-east, is a stone wall, having a doorway through it 
on the west. This ia the only example in the district of a 
Ologhaun having been protected and partially enclosed ia 
this niannen

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All the Cloghauns wind; extend from that marked Id on 
tlie map to Son Head, and thonce towards the Tillage of 
Couinoenoole, arc sitnpie ciroular buildings, and need no 
furtlicr notice than to recoid tlxe ihet of their existence. 

Here I would romark. tlxnt it lias hitherto been supposed 
that beehive houses, or Cloghauns, circulai* in plan, are 
more ancient than those which are rectangular. Now, 
from the foregoing doscrip^ons, it is ovident that the cir¬ 
cular buildin^B ore contomporoneous with the rectangular, 
or square ; indeed, in an example described presently, the 
Clogl^uQ consists of a rectangufar and a circular chainber 
oonimctod by a passage. 

North of tlie villaco of Coumeenoole is Dun-more Foit, 
conatructod by simmy separating the grassy hill-sliaped 
promontory, called bun-more Hoad, from the main land by 
what was once a massive earthen wall faced externally with 
stone, and a deep fosse now nearly obliterated. This wall 
extended in a north and south direction, from Dunquia Bay 
to Coumeenoole Bay, a distance of 1800 feet. 

Although but thirteen examples of Cahers and 01<^baQns 
liave been given from the group of ruins which I have called 
the ancient city of Fahan, they have been selected aa the 
most characteiistic and perfect.

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Before I bring this iotereatiug and bitberto slighted braucli 
of Irish archeology to a close, I wish to direct attention to A 
few buildings of a class similar to those I hare described, 
though they occur in a different locality, as they sxipply 
us with additional information on tho subject under con- * 
sideration.

Cloghami a is on ito sido of the mountain, linlf a mile duo 
north of the old ohurch of Eilmalkedar. between Smevwick 
harbour and Dinglo.

The doorway fiiees tho east; adjoining this dooi'wny, 
on tho ndrth-rast, and forming aa it were an oxcresoenoo 
on tlio exterior of the oircular wall, is what may have 
teen a dw-house, with a low eqnavo entrance facing tho 
door way ofUio hut; w the interior of the hut iwelf a portion 
Cf It has bMu separated, to form a sleeping cliaioberrwhicli 
hMM uaual a low iiajyow entrance to it.

this Cloghaun ai'O still to be obsciwcd oxtonding in vai ious 
dii’cctioiia from it, showing that tho occupier hod on closed 
ti'octa of laud either for tJio piu'pose of tiUago or tho greater 
security of cattle. 

0. This iuterostiiig relic I ha/o named a lialh caher. 
It ocouis ill tlio townland of BallyhoabougUt, tiro railos 
uorth of Dinglo, and cloao to tho main read loadiug to tho 
village of Bal^braok; and is without doubt tho most remark¬ 
able of tlio ancient rath caJua'S or forte, constnictod partly 
of oai'th and partly of stono, wliidi I have obsotvod m tho 
soutli-wost of Iroiaiid, It consists of an iiuior civculur 
oavthoii ramixu'b, from 12 to 14 foot thick, and 100 feot ia 
iutornal diamotor, carefully faced on tho interior withstoiio, 
aiul liaviug a nwrow platform avoragiug 3 foot above tlio 
pit«out lord of tho inner area, constracted ai'ouud its outiro 
circumforonce. This l ampart is svu rounded by a fosse, 25 
foot In width ut tho top, and ou tho south side fully 20 feet in 
doptU. luoosui'od from tho summit of tlie rampart. Outside 
this fosse is a second wall of defence, 10 fcot thick, also 
of oavtli, but ihcod on tlio exterior witli Igj go flag-stones; iu 
removing tho earth to construct this mound, a second but 
small foaso was mado extorjial to all; tlio ground was 
then gently cacarpod in every direction from tlio fort. 

Tho oiiti'anco passage to tliis magnificent fortification (c) 
faces tho west, and, crosaiug both mounds and fosses in 
A direct lino, cute tln-ough the innor mound; large flag¬ 
stones lio scattered about> and ai'e doubtless tho remains of 
^ massive stono doorway, whicli was coastnictod in tho 
rampart. Iu the inner chcular area aro tlio temaina of 
soDi 0 massi VO Ologhauns. The principal one is well preaer ved, 
fuid measures 18 feot in iiitemal diameter, having its door¬ 
way faciug the north-east: a portion of it towards the 
south, lias been carefully sepai'atod, to form a sleeping- 
chamber (/); at tho oxti'eme end of whicli and loadiug due 
south is a low narrow passage (^), giving access to a lunette- 
shaped apai*tJncut(A), constructed ou tho exterior of the 
main wall of the Cloghaun and on its southern periphery. 
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Tho interior of tlio fort is partly divided off by a wall («), 
whidi connects the group of Cloghauna witli tho rampart. 

Otlioi* buildings once occupied tU© iniddlo of the aroa 
of tlie xatb, but unfortuuately they ate now completely 
in ruins. 

Within 3 feet of the pHnei^ Cloghaun, and on its northern 
poiiphery, is a row of upright flag-fitoues (a), contiinious for 
tho distance of 25 foot, but for tvLat purpose they were thus 
placed it is impossible to say. 

In tho Rath-cahor, as I have termed it, which I liavo just 
described, the conuo^u botsvoeu stone buildings of tho true 
Cloghaun typo and tho circular earth rampart aud fosso is 
clearly oxliiLitod. And this is not tlic only example of its kind 
in tho district nortli of Dingle; another fortification of tlio 
sa)ne class occurs on the bank of a small stream south of 
tho vilisgo of Tiduff, on the west slope of Moxint Brandon. 
Have wo iu this blending of stouo and earth architoctui'c, 
titc indication of a period whon ouo stylo of architcctui'o, 
if I may so exnreaa mysolf, was giving place to tho oilier 1 
it would indeoi appear so, for in many poi'ta of Ireland tlioy 
exist iu distinct classes. Tho anciont structuvos on Taia 
Hill aio all of oartii; are we to suppoeo that tho differouco 
iu ccustruction depended on tbo materials which wei'e most 
readily procurable on the spot t Many oxamploa could bo 
adducotl to show that this tlioory, though at first sight 
plausiblo, is not conclusive; it may, tliorofove, bo askod, 
liavo wo in Ofu ly Irish arclutocture an age of stone and an 
ago of oavtii \ 

That tho FaUan buildings are of romoto antiquity is beyond 
a doubt; iudood, tho leaniod Dr. Potrio, iu his Inquiiy into 
tho Origin and Uses of tho llouud Towers of Ireland, p. 128, 
attributes tlio oroction of tho circular Cloghauu to tho 
Firbolg and Tuatha-dc-Donon tribes, who inhabited this 
country long prior to tho introduction of Cliristianity. Tho 
secluded locality whoro these buildings oxist, their solid and 
massive character, the rocky nature of the district which 
has been sparingly brought under tillage by the cleaidug 
away of sui fac© stones, for which theso Cloghauus audCahei's 
formed ready I'eceptacles, adding to theii* bulk but preserving 
their ground plans, have tended to seem© to us these examples 
of early architecture. 
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It is wortUj of romaik,. tliat tho iahabitsAts of tKd 
western poiilon of tlio Dingle district, still coosti'uct and 
use small beeliive^shaped liuts, not as places of residenco, but 
for the purpose of housing Iambs if on a mountain, aud for 
pigs, poultry, aud store-rooms if in a village; in the foimov. 
case they somewhat, resemble the ancleut buildings, 
though much smaller aud ruder iu their construction, a 
fact wliich will always enable the observer to distinguish 
between the two; in the latter, they may be doscribod 
AS cliurn-simped, And constructed with mud as cemont: 
oxoellent examples of this kind of modem Cloghauns oio 
to bo aeon at the groups of faim-housos to the woat of tho 
village of Smerwick. 

Iu ooDclosion I would remark, that the architectural 
remains of any andont people enable us to form a doaror 
uotiou of their social condition, than could any otbei* ovidenco 
abort of a written description.* Thus it is with ^e 
Audent buildings I havo described; tho people who erected 
them were simple iu tlieir habits, ^et lived iu a state of cou- 
slaut watchfuluGss aud mistrust, if not of absolute waifai^ei 
with their immediate udghboui'S ; they acknowledgod, 
doubtless, a chief, and practised wai liko habits; they woi'o 
not nomadic, but on the contrary givoji to remaining pei'ma- 
neutly settled iu a locality which they carefully selected 
AS best adapted to their state of society, their wants, 
and their security; it was a place therefore to which they 
would cling with tho utmost tenacity, and of whicli uotliliig 
but force of aims could dispossess them ; henco it is 
natural to infer that thov were tillers of the soil, and were 
possessed of Hocks aud Lords ; dogs they certaidy domes¬ 
ticated, and probably employed them in tho chase. They 
constructed fbrtihcatioas aud housos of various shapes and 
sixes adapted to their wants and tastea. As tho stoues in 
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tlieir buildings are laid witliout cement, they hare been 
selected 'with care and fitted together 'with the greatest 
nicety ; but as no attempt at ornamentatioit can be detected 
in any of their buildings, and none of the stones bear the marks 
of dressing, it is not likely tbattliey were acquainted with tho 
use of meted implements for that puipose. I haTe mentioned 
that I found but one small windowJoop amongst tlie Fab an 
buildings, and it must hare been more a roy*hole than a 
window to afford light, and not a trace of a fireplace or 
chimney can bo dotocted; perhaps the firo was lighted in 
the coutro of the Clogbaun, aud the smoke made its exit 
through the apex of tho hut, when it wag loft uncorerei 
for the purpose. 

The smailness of the aleepiog-ohambers arid of tho entrances 
loading into them is rory remarkable; indood, this addition to 
tho Ologhaun is a singular feature in tiro habits of the people 
who used tliem. Taking botli into account, we may suppose 
that the attainment of warmth by animal heat was tUa ^ief 
object they had in fisw in their construction; if so, it at 
on CO lowers tliom to tlio scale of tlic Esquimaux, whose 
circular Tng!6e or stone buts closely resemble the smaller 
and more insignificant of our Ologhauiis; indeed, the resem* 
blance may go oven yet fuvtbor, tov it is likely that in many 
instances there were long corerod stone passages conducting 
to tho door of tho Clogbaun, similar in design to the long, 
low, and straight stono passages, covered with sods, which 
lead into the winter Ingloo. Wlioii wo consider what an 
important addition to our comfoit is a chamber act apart 
for sleeping in, no matter how small it may be, we aro 
Burpi'isod to find that so few of tbo Clogbauiis have this 
important addition to them; it is sufficient) however, to 
know that sucli was sometimes required, and we may 
rogord this fact as ovincing some degroc of vefinemout 
in a people wliose habits must have been most rude and 
simple. 

I trust that tliis notice of tlie buildings on tho west of tho 
Dingle Promontory, and of tbo probable social poaidon of 
tbeir inhabitants, may be sufficient to call die attention of 
archfeologists to these interesting rero^na. My object in 
preparing it Las been to place upon record, in a plain and 
simple manner, the present condition of a class of antiquities 
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of which a hotter example is probaUy not to be met with in 
Western Burop^ azid w)ucb in a jears m&y cease to exist^ 
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NOTICE OP THE BiJUim OP AllTONUirrS PITO.' 

In thia papor, I propose, first* Briefly to review the hiatorr 
of the ancient lino of Eornnn fortification, ncrofis Scotland, 
commonly called the Antonine Wall; secondly, To deecribo ita 
present condition, and point out wbei^a the bast-pioserved 
sped mens may yet be seen ; and thirdly, To notice somo of 
the more interesting memorUds, which have been discovered 
from time to time, along its course. 

I. Wliilo in tlm East tlio Eomans were angled in the war 
witli tho Jews, which terminated in tlie finS destruction of 
the Holy CitVi they were also pushing their conquests in the 
then “ hW w ost,” in regions hitneito Uttlo known. Tho south 
of Britain had felt tho weight of the Boman arms sometime 
hoforo, under Julius Oiosav and Claudius, hut tho nortliom 
portion, Oolodonia, yet remained undisturbed, shrouded in 
the gloom of its huge forests. Tlio conquests of the Roman 
generals at len^h cu'riod them northward, to the tliroshold 
of this unexplorod countiy. It was in tho year 80 after 
Christ, that a Homan army, which liad subdued most of tlie 
native tribes south of the modern Northumberland, prepared 
to penetrate the gloomy region in thoir front, called Cale¬ 
donia, or the Country of the Woods." The natives of this 
wild and forbidding land were divided into a number of 
tribes, voiy fierce, and almost always engaged in petty wars 
with each other. Numerous little hill-forts of tlie chiefs 
studded the county, and the natires lived on inillc, borries, 
and tho flesh of wild^ animals killed in the cliase. They were 
scantily dad in the skins of these cveaturea, their bodies 
tatooed and painted, chiefly of a blue colour, from tho juice 
of the woad-plant, while their long yellow hair atroamed in 
tlie wind as they pursued with ardour through tho dark 
forests, rank with jungle, and diveraifled with dismal swamps,

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the black bear, th© welt the wfld hoar, djxd other denizetiB of 
the ■wildemees. They were now, however, destined to 
witness the approach of a foe, terrible in power, hut whose 
desire it waa, from policy, to implant among the conquered 
the seeds of ciTilisarion, and thus mould them into peaceful, 
if not willisg, sabjects. 

The army for the inYasion of Oaledoma conBisted of three 
legions, Tis., the Second (sumamed Au^ta), the Ninth, 
which had suffered much in the aoutli of Britain, and was 
weak in numbers, and the TtreDtIeth, known by the title of 
V^ria A la^e body of auxiliaries accompaniod 

them. These were diiedy from the Deighbourbood of the 
Bhine, hsrdT, warlike, and completely disciplined after the 
Bomaa fashion. If we estimate the Roman legion at its 
then arerage complement of fiOOO men, proba^ the whole 
inYading army amonnted to about 20,000. Tne general, 
was the celebrated Julius Agricola, a faTourite ^th of 
Vespasian, and of his son Titus, the conqueror of Jerusalem. 
¥lta this force the Roman leader ontor^ Caledonia. Tho 
weather is described as haring been dreadful. During tlio 
laborious march, the light troops soonred the woods, skirmUli- 
ii^ with the natires, who fr^oently attempted to cut thorn 
off in ambuscades; the numerous hUl-foi^ on the route 
were stormed, and tbrir defenders either were put to tho 
sword, or, eBcapiD& joined the sullen bands wmch slowly 
retired before me Scmian light-infantry; while the pioneers 
hewed a passage through the woods for tlie main army, 
forming a road with the fUlen trees. Erery ufght an oo- 
trench^ camp was formed, and sentinels care&ly posted. 

The cotzrse of this first Roman army la supposed to bare 
been from the modem Carlisle northwards, through the 
eastern parts of Dumfries, and Lanark shires (the centre of 
the country!; by Lockerbie, Crawford, Biggar, the neigh¬ 
bourhood ot Lanark, and thence to Oamelon, ou the Water 
of Csrroa, where they wintered. Early antiquaries Hay© 
traced along the greater part of this route, with sundry 
ioterruptioDS, the enniu of night-camps which are supposed to 
have been then formed by Agricola. 

At Oamelon (long afterwards a Roman town), the inTadiiig 
army had arriY^ at the narrowest part of Britain. Dio 
neck of land, or isthmus, between the Clyde and the Forth, 
is only about thirty miles broad, aud, as a military position. 
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was too important to escape the practised eyo of Agricolfi, 
and his eDgineere. During the winter of tho years 
80—81, the general collected all possible information 
vegardiog the country, and resolved, during tlie following 
summer, to fortify this isthmus. Accordingly, he devoted 
the open p^*t of 81 to constmcting a chain of small forts or 
CaiUlla, within short distances of each other, all the way 
from the one estuary to tho other. These he placed with 

S i’oat judgment The piinoxpal oae appears to have been at 
arhiU (noar tlio small town of Kirtmtilloch), au elevated 
and commanding position, neai'ly in the cantro of the isthmus, 
and from which an exteosife range of country is aeon. This 
row of forts fonned tho germ of tho Anfonino barrier, although 
in point of feet, tiiat military work was not constniotod loi 
Bomo time afterwards. 

But while Agricola was thus consolidating his conquests, 
and imparting to these under his sway tho arts of civilisation, 
ho met with a severe loss iu tlie death of his paU'on aud 
steady fnend, the omperor Titus, whidi aifuoted him deeply 
Domitian, the younger brother of the deceased emperor, 
sueceeded,-^darh, i^elontloea, and cruel—a dlsgr&co to the 
Itoman name and to humanity. Agricola was allowed to 
hold his command in Britain fom* years longer, during which 
ho carried his arms as far as the Crrunpian mountoius, and sent 
a naval expedition to ascertain the direction and extent of 
tho nortlioi'n region. Tho fleet made a voyage round by the 
Pentland Prith, and ascertained, for the first time, the insulai* 
character of Britain. It is not noccesary, for the history 
of tho Antonine ramparts, to follow Agrioola further in his 
northern campaigns. Ho was everywhere victcrioos, and at 
a great pitched battle with tho confederated tribes, said to 
have been 80,000 strong, he completely defeated and dis¬ 
persed them. The fame of his exploits, however, roused the 
jealousy of Domitian, who recalled him to Dome, but afraid 
to strilce, sufforod this brave man to pine out his days in 
ignoble retirement. His accomplished son-in-law left the 
Roman bar to soothe aud comfort him, aud beguiled the 
general's dreary days by writing an account of (ua British 
campaigns, drawing the information from Agricola himsett 
and from such of the officers as came to visit theii* old com¬ 
mander. The Life Gf Agrieoh, thus composed by Comolius 
Tadtus, contains, probably, one of the moat beautifiil acd 
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touching memorials of a rirtuous but fll-requited maa that 
is to be met -wi^ in the -sphotc range of antiquity. 

After tho rccidl of Agncola we hear little regarding tko 
nortliem portions of Britain during tho rrigns of Domitian 
and his eucoeesors Kerra, Trajan, and Hadrian, a space of 
about half a century. No doubC howerer, many stirring 
crents took place, <rf which tho records are for ©rer lost. 
But there are incidental alloaions made hy some of tho 
Roman authors to insurrections; and we know that the wai’- 
like Hadrian camo over in person, and examined the for> 
tificadoos, so he must hare been in this district, in tho 
oourse of his inspection of the forts on tho istlunus, probably 
about the year 120. He brought oror with him another 
legiou, the ^ixth, which thencefo!^ remained in Britain, with 
two of the origiiud com the Second and Twentieth, till tUo 
Romans leR the island three centuries afterwards. Tho 
Ninth legion seems to bare been withdrawn as too weak 
for this dangerous serrice. 

Hadrian appears to hare considered the frontier between 
tho Clyde and the Forth too distant, and caused it to be 
canieu back to tbe line of country between the Tyne raid 
the Solway, whore, as has been satisfictorily shown by 
Dr. Bruce, this emperor constructed the msgtubcent lino of 
fortiHcadon which must now bear his name iustcad of that 
of Sererus, too long and erroneously applied to it 

On the accessioa of Hadiian's successor, the wise and 
vhtuous Antoninus Pius, in 13$, an officer was Mnt orer as 
goToroor of Britain, who equalled Agricola in talent energy, 
and military skill; this was Lollius Urbicus. He seems to 
have found the northern natires rery troubloflomo, and 
dotennined to adrance the fron^er again to the line of 
the old CofisUa of A^cols, and to fortify thoroughly tho 
isthmus between the Forth and tbe Clyde. He^ereforo 
repaired and enlarged thoee forts, and constructed a number 
of new ones between them, so tb^ at every two miles there 
was a fort; but instead of leaving the intervals open, without 
a military curtain, he caused tbe soldiers to dig an immense 
/«« or trench, the whole length of the isthmus, in a line with 
and connecting the CatUUa. This huge dit^ was about 
twonty-seven miles long, forty feet wido, and twenty feet 
deep. It ran in an unbroken Hoe, strai^t over hlfl and 
dale, generally, however, on the crest of a succession of rising

grounds, from the Clyde near Dumbarton, to Caeiiden on 
tho Forth, not far from the smaJl towu of Bo'iieas, thus tra¬ 
versing of the shires of Dumbartou, Stirling, and Liu- 
lithgow, “ffitli the earth dug out of this military trench, a 
rampart, twenty feet high and twenty-four feot thick, 
strengthened witli stones and tuif, was raised, close along the 
south or Homan side, tlie whole way, having a platform 
hohind for tho soldiers; to tho south of oil this was a 
military causeway, twenty feet broad, woll compacted with 
stones in tho durable Roman feahion. This road followed 
tho liuo of fortification from one end to the other, wid 
communicated with tho other via, which traversed tho 
Roman province. 

The forts thus lining tho rampart and foi^a of Lollius 
Urbicus were oigbteon m number, Aud, on an averago, stood 
within about two miles of oach other. Small bodies of troops, 
probably a centurion’s guai* J, wore posted in tho minor forts; 
uut tlw larger and more important were held by cohorts, 
They wore mostly within view of oach other on either side, 
and military sigmds could be promptly exchai^god by 
trumpote and otliorwise; while, in case of alarm, troops could 
bo speedily moved along the causeway from the larger can¬ 
tonments to any tlu’eatened point. Tho Roman nainee of 
those oightesn Caitdla have not been preserved to as in 
tlio caso of tlioso on tlio wall of Hadriau, otherwise it might 
liAvo boon curious to trace tho Roman idcaj of the difforout 
localities, &c., as m obably ombodiod in tho etymology.

Of theso, NchS- 2, 4,5, 8, D, 12,13, and 16, wero large and 
well garrisoned; and we know from inscriptions, that varioua 
corps of Gauls, Gormans, and odier foreigners in the Rom^ 
service, were statioued along tho isthmus, besides the regulai* 
Roman forces. 
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Sucli wag tbe Antouino barncr vhon &€sl) hom tbo hands 
of its scldxer-biiilden 1700 years ago; now lonely and 
nnheoded, but once the fronder of a mighty €mpiro» which 
gnaped the whole of southern Bnrope fiom &e Bbine to tho 
Danube, and sent ambassadors ^m its eastern limit on the 
Indus, to the court of tbe monarch of Hindostan. 

The legions which cooscrueted this formidable barrier wove 
those already mentioned—the Second, Sixth, and Twentieth, 
assistsd by the auxiliary cohorts. Each had a certain portion of 
tho work assigned to it, and the working parties were protoctod 
by adranced guards from any sudden attack. The soldiers 
considered the formation of this fortification a meritorious 
undertaking, imd were accustomed to orect at the end of tlioh 
respectire sections of the work, slahe, with inscriptions, re¬ 
cording tbe number and tiilo of tho legion they befouged to, 
and quantity of worit executed, which was genei'sjlya 
stretch of about three Homan miles. Moet of ^ese slabs 
were dedicated to the reigning emperor, Antoninus Fius, 
who was a fsTourite with tbe solmcry. 

The rest of the hl^ry may be bnofiv told. LoUius Urbicus 
remained twenty years goremor ot the country, during 
which, we may well suppoee, tho Aotomse barrier Nras firmly 
maintained against satire assanlts. lie orer-ran a largo 

f ortion of the low country beyond, as far as the Moray 
ritb, intersecting it with roads and camps. Undei* bis rule 
Homan power in Scotland attained its greatest dovelopn 
meut. 

During the succeeding reigns of Marcus Aurelius and the 
profligate Commodos, down to a.t>. 197, frequent iusurrec- 
tions of ti^o natires took place; and ou ono occaaiou tho 
rampart was stonned, and a ^man gener^ killed, but tho 
insurgents were dnron ontof tbe province by a new governor 
hastily sent from Borne. 

When the warlike Severas ascended the throne, the officer 
in command found everytiiiiig in Caledonia so insecure, that 
he was obliged to write to the emperor either to come over 
himself or send more troope. Screnis determined to visit 
the country in persou, which he did, about aj>. 206, with a 
large arm}*. Alarmed by his vast preparations, the natives 
sent ambassadors to sne for peace, which was stomlj refused. 
The emperor, accompanied by his sons Oeta and Coracaha, 
advanced in battle array, passing througjithe Antonine rampart 
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probably nt Castlecarey, by the great central lier from the 
south, -which led north to Stirling and beyond, carrying 
everything before him. Determined to root out the fierce 
natives from their almost impenetrable fastnesses in the 
dismal wilderness outside the barrier, Severus caused whole 
forests to be cut down, morasses to be drained, bridges built, 
additional roads made, and cthei* laborious operations exe¬ 
cuted. 

By fatigu^ disease, mid other casualties, he lost move than 
one calf 01 bis army: but nothing could dannt hitn. Though 
old and Inbouilng under disease, he was carried in a litter 
at tho hoad of the legions, till at len^h he reached the 
northern shores of tlio island. Again the natives sued for 
peace, which was this time ifvantcd, after they had been 
made to feel the weight of his power. To this day quan¬ 
tities of felled troes are taken out of tlie bo^ bearing tlie 
mrn'ks of tho Eomau axe, and referable to tuis memorable 
oxnodition. 

’)t is extremely probablo that Severusmaintaiaed the Auto- 
nine barrier. lo^eed, it seems quite inconsistent with Uie 
character of this resolute old warrior, that he, a conqueror, 
should voluntarily relinquish his Caledouian territory, 
abandon the fortified isthmus of the north, and, after tlie 
enormous labour which his much-diminished army hnd 
(drandy undergone, cariy back the Eoroan fronUer eighty 
miles, and impose on his soldiers tho additional toil of build¬ 
ing such a huge line of fortification us the magnificent stone 
wall between the Tyno end the Solway must have been. He 
may havo repaired, but assuredly he did not build, that 
gigantic baiTier. 

The peace which Sevorus had concluded, was soon broken 
by tho natives, aud the enraged emperor resolved, this time, 
to exterminate the whole race. Ilut while maturing bis 
plans death overtook him at York, a.d. 210. 

During the next 160 years, embracing many troubled 
reigDs, -we know little respecting Eomau offaiis in this 
count^, That the wild tribes living beyond tho rampart of 
Antoninus made continned incursions into the Roman pro¬ 
vince, may be gleaned from casual allusions In some of the 
later classical authors. By the year 367, these distur¬ 
bances had become so intolerable, that Valcntinian, a man of 
great military talent, -who was tlien endeavouriog at the 
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head of his legions to repulao the swarm of barhariaiis boTer> 
ing round the empire, sent orer his distinguished general 
Thcodosine, who cleared the prorince, between the wail of 
Hadrian and the Antoniiie barrier, of the invaders, and re* 
paired and strengthened the latter ibrtifica^on, naming the 
dietrreC Vaimiia, in honour of his imperial master. Tins 
kept the natives in check for some time; but tho empiro was 
fast hastening to its fall. It was hemmed in on all sides by 
hosts of barbarians, inclnding the tribes of our own wild 
north. Twice was the Aatoniue foiiifieation agun repaired 
and re-garrisoned, vis., about 395, and 422, in the reign of 
tho feeble Houorius, but in vain: it had become untenable. 
The last time we hear of the Eomaas baring been there, was 
in the autumn of the last-mentioned year. A single legion, 
commanded by a skalful officer from Ravenna, came up through 
the country 1^ hasty marches: and unexpectedly appearing 
in the district fell upon the fierce natives laden with plunder 
from the Roman colonists, dispersing them with great 
slaughter, and pursuing them a loug way north. But seeing 
the desperate condition of the l&man affairs, this officer 
recommended the colonists, many of whom were old soldiers 
who had probably roeeired grants of land iu Valeittia, to 
retire within the massive wail of Hadrian, which was still 
garriaoned, aud abandon all northwards to the barbaiians. 
the Antonine rampart vts left to its fate, and here the cur¬ 
tain falls on Roman Caledonia. 

11. With regard to the preeent condition of this venerable 
bulwark, I am enabled to speak, haring on more than one 
occasion walked along its whole cooree, from sea to sea, and 
notod its appearance. When Gordon surveyed it, about 
1726, and tenoral Roy a few T^rs later, (tbe results of 
whose inspections arc embodied in tboir curious volumes,) 
the Antonine barrier remained in good preeervation, not^ 
withstanding the liftse of so many centwes. But during 
the last hundred years, great changes have taken place on it. 
What time had touched with compararively genUe decay, has 
in too many instances been destroyed by the ruthless band of 
mau. It is, however, fortunate for Archeology, that before 
so much injury was done, the baniei' had been carefully sur¬ 
veyed, mapped, and described by such competent and enthu¬ 
siastic antiquaries as those we have named; for had f^rdon 
aud Roy not made their observations at the time they did,

much of what wo now know about this rmcient Roman work 
muat have been utterly lost, 

The rampart and the causeway have almost entirely dis¬ 
appeared : the great ditch alone 1 * 61011105 , hut even Uiis fa 
much injured; in the course of cultivating tiie land, great 
portions have been iilled up, In fact, almost every year tbe 
work of desti'uctioD goes od. Starting from the river Clyde, 
hardly a vestige is to be secu for the first seven or eight 
miles, except a daiker shade in the soil, visible only to the 

f raotised eye, aware of its course. Long intervals cf this 
ind take place between the more distinct portions In some 
places the ditch may he discovered in an old wood, entan¬ 
gled with briars and rank, wiry, greyish-coloured grass, 
which almost forbid the visitor's appioach; while tall Wack 
trees throw a sombre shadow over the spot. A few miiee 
farther on, the trench is nrobably met with again on a dreary 
track, its aides woU clad with vigorous whine, difficult to 
tliread ; or passing a solitary cot, built of old-fashioned grey 
atones of brick-like shape, evidently brought from ancient 
ruins, the ditch skirts the cottagers little garden, wattled 
round, through which the white mse or the wailfiower exhales 
its simple perfume. After another groat interval, there 
may be observed, on n bleak hill-aide, a huge seam, leading 
down to a lively rivulet, over whicli a few ol3 trees creak to 
the blast, and where tho plover with sliviil cry starts from her 
hidden nest. Then ofain tho troncli is lost hi cultivated 
fields, but still traceable by a deeper sli&de in the waving 
grain, or tho sweetly scented clover, as if unwilling to relin¬ 
quish till the very last its hold over that soil wliicli has so 
lone owned its away. 

The unme by wlnoh the ditch ia univei*aally known among 
the peasantry, is Graham’s Dyke’' or ‘^Oinxliam’s Sheitgk" 
They regard it with a certain air of mysteiy; it baa been 
there, they say, time out of mind; it has outlived all local 
tradition ; none amongst them can tell who the men were 
that dug it, where they come from, or for what use it was in¬ 
tended, It ia looked upou by some of the older folks as 
uncanny!' ^he work of wisards, and in certain of its wildest 
and most “ places, it is said to bo haunted, rendering 
a visit to it in the gloaming, or after nightfall, a very unde¬ 
sirable, if not rash, step: strange uneartlUy cries and uncouth 
sounds, they say, are heard from it on stormy nights; nay, it 
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ia confidently affirmed that those who hare good ©yea may 
see the Prince of Darkness flitting ahont “the Sheugh” in 
moonlight with some of His evil ones, in aearch of miachief, 
and ready to pounce upon the unwary. 

Probamy the beet‘preserved specimens on the whole 
line, are at Elf-Hill, on the moor of Bonnieaide, about a mile 
and a half beyond Castlecarey, and in the enclosed grounds 
of Mr. Forbes of OaJlander.* But minor fragments, within 
a few miles of Glasgow, are to be seen on Fergustonmuir, 
on the road to Milagavie, about half-a-mile beyond Can- 
niesburn toll-bar (which is the first distinct piece of the 
ditch that occurs, starting fi‘om the Clyde), at tbo fhrm of 
Bemulie (one of the wall-forts), on the estate of C<wder, 
belonging to Mr. Stirling, M.P. for Perthshire; at the 
Barhill; and on the eminence of Upper Croy, near tlie rail¬ 
way station of that name. 

Of all the eighteen Co^teUa scarooly a vestige remains. The 
only one worth noticing is at Kirkintilloch (No. 7 of the 
list}, where two sides of the flanking-ditch exist, fully twelve 
feet deep, on the property called “ The Peel" (an ancient name 
for a stronghold), belonging to Mr. Charles Stuart. 

I have seen, with much regret, portions of tho via mUtiuTHi 
taken up at different points; and I observed that it was com¬ 
posed principally of small round stones, probably gathered off 
the adjoining ground, rammed compactly, within a border 
of larger ones deeply planted in the earth. The work-people 
had much difficifity in dislocating and rooting out these 
ancient fragments. A small piece exists on Mr. Haggarts’s 

E roperty of Bantashin, near Falkirk; and in the village of 
auricstoD, adjoining the latter place, the course of the via 
is indicated by a narrow street, called “Graham’s Dyke- 
street." 

HI, But, while the line of tlus once-iinportant fortification 
is BO gi'eatly destroyed, many memorials of its ancient 
builders survive in good preservation. In the course of 
ploughing and cultivating the land, numbers of the inscribed 
slabs before alluded to have been discovered, erected by 
the soldiers to record the quantity of work which they had 
executed. One of these has the name of LoUius Uvbicus cut

upon it. Alww hare also been turned up» dedicated to Jupiter, 
Minerra, Mars, and Hercules; to Mercury, the Pati'on of 
Highw^s and Messenger of Jot©; to Fortune, and Victory; 
to the (jod of the Woods, the Genius of Britain, the Nymphs, 
and other deities of the itoinan mythology. SepnJchri slabs 
to “ tie Mandi ” of soldieie slain in battle, have also been 
rerealed; and a place is pointed out near the great Custellum 
of the Barhill, where, in a deep hollow, the dead were depo¬ 
sited, indicated by groups of small sepulchral slabs, 
well remembered by old people, but long ago tom up and 
dispersed, DisooTeries hav^ moreorer, been made of some of 
the heavy iron hammers used in breaking the stones, mucli. 
battered ; soldiet s' sandals; groups of stone bullets, ab^t the 
size of the modern six-pound shot, to be thrown by the mili¬ 
tary engines defending the rrimpart (these last were found 
carefully gathered in small conical heaps, like those of our 
artillery); great quantities of Eoman pottery, finely glazed, 
and of beautiful colours, including vases, amphcrm, bowls, and 
lachrymatories, some of them with the moiers’ names upon 
them 5 stones for grinding wheat; nay, Urge quantities of that 
grain itself, apparently duirred, were found in what bad been 
a subterranean granaiy, in one of the Castelh (Castlecorej); 
bones, for sharpening ^e soldiers’ knives, with a notch for the 
thumb, smooth os velvet and mucb worn; a number of large 
iron nails, severed inches in length, with broad heads, probably 
for secumg the soldiers’ tents, veiy much rceembliug tioao 
described by my friend Dv. Bruce as having been found at 
several places along tlie wall of Hadrian; and an elongated 
slab, representing a Roman archer shooing a deer entangled 
by the horns in a thicket Two of the wells Utat supphed the 
garrisons of the Co^teUa at Cawdor and Aucliendavie, have 
preserved theli* stone frames and have water still in tbsm. 

I am in possession of a variety of the memorials tliat have 
been rescued from destruction; aud amongst others of 
a very interesting one, a stene whicli had fallen probably 
from a Roman officer’s finger-ring, representing a figure 
saorificiag at an altar, well cut, and still yielding a good 
impression in wax ; it was found in one of the CasitHc, 
beside the Roman bullets. Coins have also been discovered, 
at almost all tho forts, of gold, silver, and brass, beginning 
with Vespasian, and ending with Honorius, though with gaps 
in the series. 
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Of all theSD curiosities, which are preserved partly in 
Glasgow College and partly in private collections, the in¬ 
scriptions are the most interesting; for, independent of what 
they record, we there see the Eomnn Alphabet precisely the 
same as that now used by ourselves—an imperi^able legacy 
by old Eome to modern Europe, introduced into our native 
north for the first time by the soldier-builders of the Ante- 
nine wall. 

Fourteen hundred years have since run their course ; and 
when we look back across that broad interval of dim time, 
how many vicissitudes have taken place in our native land I 
But this ancient memorial of “the Masters of the \7orld“ 
still lingers there, a visible link between the present and the 
mighty past. Though now hoary with age, disguised under 
an uncouth name, and shrunken into the disjointed fragments 
above noticed,^the wonder of the ignorant peasant, and 
an object of attraction only to the curious,—this remnant of 
remote antiquity has a claim to national interest, not only sa 
an important historical monument, but as marking the epocli 
when Caledonia first became known to the civilised world. 
The ravages of time have done much, but the ruthless hand 
of man continues to do more, towards hastening its destruc¬ 
tion. But so long as it remains on the face of Scotland, its 
ancient renown will entwine the last crumblmg vestige, and 
after all trace shall have utterly passed away, history will 
consecrate its track.

Thb saddler’s art in the Middle Ages was far different 
from what it has become in our own days, when the highest 
baron or the noblest dame in the land is content to ride forth 
on a seat made of a plain strip of leather and a few iron 
nails, In the old time, embroidery, carving, paintings gilding, 
and even precions stones, gave to this part of a knight^s 
appointments a splendour not exceeded by any other portion 
of his costly equipment. When reading ia old inyentories 
of hoi'se-fumiture adorned with pearls, weapons mounted 
witli diamonds, helmets surrounded with sapphires and eme* 
raids, we are at first tempted to beliepe that these were but 
mock jewels; yet, on reflection, the probability of the accounts 
and the reason of the practice become apparent. In those 
days, when propei-ty was stored up in plate and jewels, the 
w^thy knight or squire looked upon his aikUes frsU4es 
ds and his “ htsudriei' hoi'nacJU ^or et 09'n6 dt 

simply in the light of inrosfcments. 

The ancient Germans, as we learn from Cssar, did not 
tise saddles in their warfare. “ Neque eorum moribua turpius 
quicquam aut inertius habetur, quam aphippus uti: itaque 
ad quemyis numerum ephippiatorum equitum, quamvis paucl, 
adiro audeni” ^ Tlie Anglo-Saxons, when we obtain pictorial 
representations of them, are found in the possession of 
saddles, which, howcvor, are mere pads \ and from somo of 
them bangs a sort of tufty fringe, which l»as been supposed 
to represent the skin of an animal.^ 

In Beowulf, we read of a horse beaiiug “ a saddle Tarie- 
gated with work, made valuable with treasure : that was 
the war-seat of a lofty king, when the son of Healfdene

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would perform tho game of swords.” Canto 15. In 605 
we find recorded a charter of Bthelbert^ King of Kent, 
whicli fiirnishes another example of tho enriched saddle. He 
giras to the church of St, Augustine “ Missurum etiam 
argenteum, scapton am*eum, item aellam cum fr?eno aureo, et 
gemmis omatam, speculum AVgenteura, armilausia oloserica, 
camisiam omatom, quod mihi xenium do domino papa Gregorio 
sedia Apostolic© directum fuerat, qu© omnia supradict© eccle- 
si© gratanter obtuli:'’ ^ It will be seen by the illuminations 
we hare mentioned, that the saddle was proyided with a 
girth, breastplate, and crupper, the latter being fixed to the 
sides of the saddle ; pendent omaments are attached to the 
crupper and breastplate, Real stirrups of this period hare 
been procured from the giaves, They aro of a single pieoo, 
having a loop ibr the attachment of the leather.* 

In early Norman limes, we find the saddle formed on a 
frame, with high pommel and can tie : the Bayeux tapestry 
fumiahes many examples. In frequent instances, tiie front 
and back take the form of volutes, after the manner of Ionic 
capitals. The girths are fastened to the panels. See Plate 3 
of Stothard^s series. In Plate 4, a saddle has a zig-zag 
edge, something like tlie borders of those in the Anglo- 
Saxon manusci'ipts before noticed. The high pommel and 
cancle may be seen also in the seals of William tlie Conqueror, 
William Rufus, and Henry L* 

In the twelfth century a novelty appears—the saddle¬ 
cloth. This is found in tlie second seal of Henry L, in 
the seal of Kiug Stephen, and in that of Louis VII. of 
France. In these examples it is quite plain j but in the seals 
of Conan, Duke of Britauny,® c. 1165, and of Henry II., it is 
of an ornamontal character, All the royal seals of this 
century may be consulted for minor details; but the second 
of Richard I, is the most curious, as showing the manner in 
which the warrior was supported in his seat’ The peytrel, 
at this time, is furnished with pendent ornaments, of a circular 
form—probably small globular bells, We obt^n some light 
on the mode of ornamenting saddles in the Xlltli century

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from the work of Theophilus, the monk, *‘De ' diTeraiff 
Artibus." In his instructions to saddlers, be says, “ Bellas 
autem eguestres et octoforoa, id est, sellas pJicatorias, 
scabella, cseteraque, qu« sculpuntur, et non poasunt corio 
rel panno cooperiri, inoi ut raseris fcnx), fricabis osperella,® 
sicque bis dealbabis, et cum sicca faerint, mrsum asperella 
planabis. Posthsec in cirdno et regula metire, et dispone 
opus tuum, Tidalicet imagines aut bestiaa, rel ares et folia, 
sire quodcunquc pertrabere rolueris. Quo facto, si decorare 
roluoris opus tuum, nuri petulam impones/’® The same 
rmter tells us that the saddles of ladies should be ecnbob 
lishod with images of birds, beasts and flowers, wrought in 
gold or silrer; ” Eodem mode, potes in auro et argento 
facere imagines super libros svfing;eliorum et missales, et 
bestiaa atque ariculas ac flores super sellas equestres matro- 
narum exterius/’ ^ 

From Peter of Bids, Archdeacou of Bath and Chaplain 
to King Henry II,, wo learn that battle-scenes and caralry 
fights were among the subjects most in farour with the 
knights mid their saddlers. Censuring the effeminate 
manners of some of the military class of his time, he wiites : 
—Bella tamen et conflictus equesti*es dopingi fsciunt in 
sellis et clypeis, ut se quadam imaginariS, Tisione delectent 
in pugnis, qnas actualiter ingredi aut videre non audent.“* 

The rich materials, that were employed for saddles during 
tills century, appear from passages in some of the rotnaoces 
of the time.* In " Alia et Prophelias,” written about 
1100

In “Girard de Vienne,” composed about the same period:— 

Dca Eal«8 furenfr tulc doni 11 &rgoo, 

A flora, n bcat«s potnture envit'Oti. 

In the thirteenth century we find representations of these 
ornamented saddles; the part of the saddle selected for 
decoration being the hinder portion of the panel and the 
back of the cantle. In the seal of Alexander ll of Scotland,

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1214, the panel is ensigaed mih a Hoc rampant, tie same 
device being on the shield also,^ An analogous instance is 
furnished by the seal of Hobert Fitz-Walter, c. 1298, the 
silver matrix of which is preserved in the British MuseuTo. 
In the Lives of the Offas, a manuscript of this century 
(Cott. MS., Kero, L, II.), on folio 7, is the figure of Offa 
the First: hia hoaiiag is a saltire, which appears upon the 
shield and hack of the saddle. 

Saddles with armorial bemings are frequently mentioned 
in documents of this century. In the Soli of Expenses^ for 
the Tournament held in Windsor Park in 1278, we find an 
account for saddles, which appear to have been purchnsod at 
Paris from Felis lo Seler, The account is given in French 
money. From it we select the following items, the cost beiug 
given in the English money of the period. Eight saddles, “ de 
armisAiigli«/’at£2each; four saddles for coursers,atl 7a. 
twelve others, at 15^. Four saddles, '‘broudatie de file auri 
et aigenti tracto : videlicet una de armis Roberti Tibetot, uca 
de armis lohannis de Neele, una de amis Imberti Guidonis, 
et una de amis Comitis Comubis,” amoimting together to 
£22, or about £5 10#. each. The most expensive saddle was, 
however, one “brondata eodem mode de armis Johaniiis dc 
Grely cum scalopis argenti," its price £9 10^. 

In the Account of Expenses of John of Brabant and 
Thomas and Heiny of Lancaster, for 1292—3, edited by 
Mr, Burtt, for the Camden Society,® we also find mentioned 
armorial decorations and the prices of the saddles, the latter 
varying from 10#. to 13ff. Ad.

The Tory curious volume, edited by Depping, contain¬ 
ing the trade regulations of Paris in the Xlllfch century, 
abounds iu information on the subject now before us. We 
can only venture to givo one or two of tbo more etiikiiig 
rules for t!ie '* Painti'es et S^Ueia do Paius.” 

Nus no puet estre sellers i Paris, ne vendre selcs gamies 
dc cordouan, s'il n’acbate le mestier du Boy. 

Nus s^ers ne puet coudre basane avec vacbe nc avec 
veel pour nul fonrnement, no aule manniere do poil avec 
bourre, qu^le qua clie soft. 

Nua no puet paindre de couleur i or s^Ie derri^ se 
elle u'estcouvarte d© fin or, e'est ^ dire, d’or aanz mesleure 
d'argeut, que en ap^le <»■ paiii: ra^s rarqon devant puet-il 
paiudi'e de ce que U plera.’' 

From this paragraph we see tliat the place of honour was 
the outside of tho cantl© (of which inoi*© anon); but why 
the saddler should be permitted to lavish his roguery on 
the pommel does not so plainly appear. 

“ ITuI ne puet mestre en s^le ne en escu chose emprient^e 
ue enpast^o, ne ietolcUe d’estain, se ce n'estoit, &c. 

“ Li sellers ap^le choso empt aiiiie ou empoii^s ou ieieieicJie 
d'estain, quant aucuus fet euvro par mollee, et puis cell© 
chose mollle ataclie h oollo seup rar 9 on: quar toute envi’e 
enlev^e (r^levee) doit ostre faito de pldtre ^ pincel, et sur la 
sole et sur* I'escu/' 

The modo of produemg this moulded work is clenrly 
described by Theopliilus, lib, 3, c. 75. 

‘'Nub seller ne doit slle taint© garnie livror devant que 
ye eat (aiS) eet^ vermcie, se ce n’est sble dormaut,” ^cJ 

The ar 9 on of a saddle of the close of the Xllltli century, 
carved in pear-wood, is stall in existence, and exhibits the 
mode of decorating by carving the back of the canUe. It 
formed part of the Debruge collection, and is now in the pos¬ 
session of Mr, Evans, at Paris, It has been engraved iu the

A very good representation of the saddle of the Xllltk 
centitry will be found on folio 27 of Hail MS. 3244. It 
is there composed of a raised pommel and cantlo, the panel 
being of square fonn, and bordered by a fringe. The poitrail 
is sometimes plain, as in the first seal of Hen. Ill- (Harl. 
Charter, 43, d 38); in other examples it has the pendent 
ornaments noticed as oc^nuring at a previous period. In 
plate 37 of the Painted Chamber, the pattern is a stiiug of 
golden trefoils, The royal seals of this century may be 
cousnlted, but do not present any novelties. 

In the fourteenth century we find the same kind of saddlfl 
as in the last.^ The use of armorial beai ings on the cautle 
was continued. A manuscript* of the time furnishes an 
instance, in which the shield and cantle of a knight are both 
charged with a cross. 

The elaborate ornamentation of saddles prevailed through' 
oat this century. In the expenses at the marriage of 
Princess Blanche of Bourbon to the King of Castile* in 
1352, we find an account for a litter made for the princess. 
Among tlie items occur, “pouv le hemois de 2 chevaux, 
selles, colliers, avahoueres et tout ce qui y appartient 
pour le dit hemois, fait de cordouan vermeil, gavnis do clos 
dorez, et les arqons* devaut et derriire pains de la devise 
de la dicte Hti4re,"—that is to say, with the device of the 
Princess Blache. 

In 1376, Sir Marmaduke Constable, knight. leaves as bis 
mortuary, “ optimum equum meum cum cellft deaurati prout 
solebam equitaro.*^ * 

In 1397, we have richly ornamented saddles made for 
the Buclioss of Orleans by Jehan de Troyes, the King’s 
saddler: — “ une riche selle de brodorie il chevaucher 
.... et le harnois fait de broderie et clouez de cloz d'or fin

Among the mimerous specimens of aueient leather-work 
collected from excavations in London by Mr. Roach Smith, and 
now deposited in the British Museum, are several pieces oi 
horse-fumiture of various kinds. The most intoresting of 
these are two portions of saddles, both apparently of the 
XlVth century, On© of them is of embossed work, ivjpre- 
senting scrolls of foliage interspersed with anim^ and 
monsti's of various kinds. The other, which is somewhat 
later in date, is engraved with running patterns, and retains 
n portion of its origionl colouring. Attached to it is a caso 
for a knife, likewise of leather.^ 

But in tJie XIVth century, two new and veiy curious 
features appear in some of the military saddles, They are 
made so high in the seat that the knee of the rider is on a 
level with the horse’s back. Instances of this fashion occur 
iu the figure of Sir Geoffry Loutereh,'^ and in the statue of 
St. Gleorge at Basle, given by Mr. Oruikshank in the Journal 
of the Archmobgical Association for 1657. The secoud 
feature to which wc have alluded consists in carrying the 
pommel and cantle so far round the knight’s person, that 
they toucli each other, or fairly become one continuous rail. 
The earliest example we have seen of this mode is that given 
by Hefner (Trachten, Part II., pi, 8), from a chronicle written 
and illustrated about 1350. The front of the saddle iu this 
miniature is represented os forming a shield for the leg as 
far as the ankle. The metjd ewer figured at page 114 of 
Worsaae's “ Copeuhagon Museum,’' supplies an analogous 
instauca. Aud anotlier is furnished by the figure of 
Si George, on the triptych of the Madonna di Rocca 
Melons, preserved at Susa; a notice of which was communi¬ 
cated to the Institute by Mr. Kesbitt, and the figure 
engraved in the last volume of this Journal, page 207. 
Into a saddle of this kind' the kuight must have crept from 
tlio back of the horse. 

In the fifteentli century we obtaiu a real specimen of 
this singular type. It is represented iuthe plate at the head

This specimeu receives the 
moat striking illustration from the drawings given in Heihor's 
“ Trachten/’ Part II., pi. 188; one of which we have 
copied, 80 far as it heara upon our inquiry, Tho subject is a

tournament with rebated swords aud cudgels, and is especially 
valnable from being dated. The date is 1471. There are 
four figures in Hefner’s plate, and ail liave the saddle joining 
in its fore aud after pa^: little bells are appended to the 
hind rail in two of the subjects, and tho whole design is full 
of curious details. 

The Towei* example is formed of wood, covered with hide, 
and partially with canvas; then comes a coat of geisOy and 
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upon that there has been painting. The front measures in 
its gi'eatest lengtli, 3 ft. 11 in. There is a distance of ten 
inches from the saddle proper to the seat of the knight. 

In King Rent's “tourney-book," c. 1475, we We a 
proTision for tlie tilt, muck resembling the defence here shown; 
but in this case the saddle^shield and the peytrel are in one 
piece. “Ce hourt est fmt de paille longue entre toilles foi t 
porpcinct^es do cordes de fouet; et dedans Is dit hort y a 
un sac plain de paflle, on fa^on d'un aoissant." This forms 
a pad to defend the horse’s breast, “ On couvre le dit Lort 
d'uue couverturc armoy^j des avmes du seigneur qui le 
porte,” &c. Dr<wings both of the hourt and the sac are 
given in pi. vii of the “ Tourney-book," and other drawings 
show the appearance of the courser when fully equipped 

The char acteristic of the ordinary war-saddle of tlie fif¬ 
teenth century is, that it overlaps the tbigli of the rider in 
front, and rises moderately high bohiud, always permitting 
the knight to sit well down on his homo.^ 

At the close of the fifteenth century, but more frequently in 
the si^^teentb, appears a new kind of f^tlug saddle. Tha saddle 
itself is made low, because in the tilt for wliich it was 
employed, the chief object was to throst the adversary out 
of his scat over the horse’s haunches ; but fastened to the 
front of it was a defence of plate which completely covered 
the leg of the champion as low as tl\o calf. This appendage 
was sometimes made permanently fast to the saddle; some¬ 
times it was attached by sfraps only. It is named Beiiischiene 
and Knieplafie in the Gorman Tournoy-books. An early 
example of it occurs in the picture of a toumoy at Innspruct 
in 1496, ecgiAved by Hefner, Part II., pt 109 of the 
“ Trachten.’' It again appears in tlie Toumey-book of 
William of Bavaria, published by SchJicbtegroU, and from 
another co^ of this curious volume, in Hefner’s plates, 89 
aud 90. (5tlicr instances occur in the THumph of the 
Emperor Maximilian. A real spednieii is pi^eserved in tlie 
Dresden Gallery. 

In the sixteenth century we find a modification of the 
old leg-shield with poytrel, already noticed in the preceding

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age. It now consists of one piece, protecting the horse's 
breast, and the knight’s body from the waist downwards. 
This contrivance appears also in the Jk’iumph of Maxi- 
iniltan and the Tourney-book of Duke William; and again 
in the KttnstHchlin of Jost Aman, 1578, cuts 121 and 
229. In some cases the defence is not covered by any 
mantling ; in others it has a covering, with heraldic devices, 
and terminated hy a border hanging freo and fluttering in 
the wind. The name of this tilting-picce was in the German 
h<jw Zeug, which the French writers rtniarHauU l/ard$. 

The ordinary war-saddle of the XVlth century differs but 
little from that of the XVtb. Good specimens appeal* in the 
Tournament Soli of Henry VIII, preserved in the Heralds’ 
College, in Hefner’s plate 115, and in Joet Aman, cuts 185, 
231, &c. The “sellcs d’armes” of the tourney roll, having 
no riders upon them, show very exactly the construction and 
oi*naiaentation of this part of the horse-furniture. Oue of 
them has been given in Shaw’s Druses and Dcooraiion^^ 
with the usual fi(ielity of the artist, A fine embossed plate 
of steel, inlaid with gold, which had formed thear^on of a 
saddle in the middle of this contuvy is in Lord Londesborough’s 
collection. It was exliibited to the Institute in February, 
1856. See vol. liii. of this Journal, p. 181. 

The wat-saddio of the seventeentJi century is well shown 
in Captain Cniso'a “ Militarie Instructions for the Cavallrie,” 
published in 1632. The engraving has been copied by 
Grose. 

In compiling this short account, it has not been attempted 
to give a complete history of the Saddles ofiJte Middle Apes. 
Indeed, the writer can only hope to be excused for the 
insufficiency of Ids work by the consideration that, in a 
thousand instaDcee, the masterly treatise which all the world 
axlmires has been suggested by some crude essay which all 
the world has forgotten. 


JOHlf HEWITT. 
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Os tiie summit of a lichly 'wooded hill which rises on the 
north-west side of the town etauds the Castle of Dudley. 
Its ruined keep, as it towers abore the thick and scarcely 
penetrable folia^, forms a pleasing^ and striking contrast 
with the highly practical character of the smTOunding 
country. Although no part of the castle is of rery great 
antiquity, and although its annals form comparatively but an 
insignificant item in the history of the Middle Ages, there 
is, nevertheless, much of archeolo^cal interest, not only in 
its arohitectural detail, but also in the fact of its presenting 
an example of a fortified structure erected during a pericd 
proverbially poor in this class of buildings. It is, therefore, 
with this view that I have endeavoured in the following 
remarks to draw attention rather to the building itself than 
to attempt any elucidation of its records; tha few historical 
notices here given being collected from works already 
published.* 

7he first cattle is said to have been erected during the 
Heptarchy—upwards of five centuries before the earliest 
poisons of the present mins wore raised—by a certain 
noble named Dudo, or Dodo. The last Saxon possessor was 
Earl Edwin, from whom it was taken soon after the arrival 
of the Conqueror, and, together with numerous other manors 
in tlie county, given to William Fitz Ausculph, one of his 
followers. Upon his death, the castle with the manors 
attached to it, came into the possession of Fulk, son of 
Ralph Paganel, but whether hy marriage or by royal grant 
does not appear. Ralph, the son and heir of iPulk Paganel, 
was the next possessor, and to him may be ascrib^’thc 
foundation of the Clnniac Piiory, whoBe ruins arc so pic¬ 
turesquely situated on the western side of the Castle-hilL 
For although the monastery was not actually commenced 
till the reigu of Henry IL, c. 1151, its erection was, never

ksT. Boolcor, Lun., Vidor of 
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thelesB, owing to the will of Balph, the fulfilment of which 
hU son Gsmse had delayed until the turbulent times occa¬ 
sioned by the war between Stephen and MatiJda^in whidi 
be held the castle against t)ie former—had subsided, and the 
son of Maud had seconded the throne, Gorysae having 
incurred the displeasure of Henry, the caatlo was demo¬ 
lished in 1175 by order of the King. Yet he retained pos- 
sesaion of the maoew, and two years subsequently payed to 
his sovereign the sum of 500 marks as a fine. Upon his 
deatli in 1195, John do Somory bocame possessed by his 
marriage with tlie heiress Hawise. 7t tlion passed to his 
sou and lieir, Balnh, on whoso death in 1210 it descended 
to liis eldest sou, Villiam do ^mery, who died in 1222, 
leaving his son, Nicholas, ia wardship. He dying (1229) 
without issue, the property fell into tlie liands of his unde 
Boger, the secona son of the last-mentioned lUIph. It 
was during the life of this first Eogor de Somery that the 
present castle \vaa commenced. It appears that he ha<l not 
been in possession more than four years when a writ of 
leisure was issued at Wealock, to holtf the honour of Dudley 
and all the lauds of the recusant baron for tho Kiug’s use, 
ill consequence of his refusing to appear befoiv: tho lung to 
i-ecoive tfio honour of Icnighlhood. About thirty years after 
this we find liitn rebuilding tlie castle, and reatoiing it to its 
former strength. Most accounts agree that it was In the 
year 1261 that the work was commenced, but that tlio King 
prohibited it from b«ng carried on without his special liconso, 
wliich ho granted in 1263, in oonsideiation, it is said, of 
Somer/s adherence to tli© royal cause during tlie Barons’ 
war, having been taken prisoner at the Battle of Lewes. Ho 
died in 1273, seised of the barony, and was biu'iod in the 
priory. Those parts of tlie castle which were erected in his 
time aro very cfeaviy distinguishable from the later works; 
they coaaist of pait of the keep, the gi-eat gateway, and a 
small portion of the cingidum or wall of enceiute. Of the 
same date is a frement of an aipli (marked a on the plan), 
that appears mixed up with thomaionry of one of the internal 
walls of the domestic apartments; tlie Iiood moulding has 
been cut away to allow the plaster to be laid on. It will 
scajwly be necessary for the purpose of this paper to trace 
much further the genealogy of the various possessors, On 
the decease of Boger de Somery the castle descended to his 
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son Roger, by a second wife, whose eldest son, dying in bis 
minori^, ifc came into the possession of bis second son, John, 
after whose death without issue in 1321 the estates were 
dirided between his sisters, Margai'et and Joan. The castle 
and town of Dudley, with the manors of Sedgeley and Kings- 
Swinford, and the diase of Pensnett> were assigned to Mar¬ 
garet, and by her transferred to her husband, John de Sutton. 
To him the erection of the barbican may be referred, but 
whether the building of the chapel took place during his 
life, or tliat of his son, is a subject for conjecture; the 
death of John de Sutton hAving occurred about the time that 
the later decorated or currib'near period” commenced. 
From the form of tho doorway, and the character of tho 
mouldings (if this part is original), I should be more inchned 
to consider it the work of tlie son who died in 1360. 

From this time the builder’s hand seems to have been com¬ 
paratively idle ; no further reinEuns existing of an earlier date 
than the portions erected during the nofarious possession of 
John Dudley, Lord L’Isle, afterwards Earl of Warwick, 
and Duke of Northumberland. At his attainder and death 
in 1253, the castle and its estates devolved to the crown. By 
this means the Sutton family again became possessed; Edward, 
the son of the last of that name, being in fevour with Maiy, 
who granted it to him and to his heirs. To the Earl of War¬ 
wick may be referred the greater part of the later additions, 
whilst a few remwns may be seen of a still later date, exhibit¬ 
ing marked and characteristic features of the Italian school. 
There also exist portions of the fortifications coristmcted by 
the royalists, as a further means of defence during the par¬ 
liamentary war, at which time this castle held a somewhat 
prominent position, being one amongst the few which were 
maintainod by the King until nearly tEe close of the struggle: 
not having surrendered before the 13th of May, 1646. Upon 
its capituktion, Sir William Brereton ordered it to be dis¬ 
mantled, but only so for as to render it incapable of rec^ving 
a garrison- The domestic or habitable parts of the building 
were destroyed by fire in 1720. 

We will now proceed to examine the architecture and 
plan of the structure. The area of the castle is cont?uned 
in an irregular polygon, enclosed by walla on every side. 
The greater part of tlie moat has been filled up, but on the 
west side it exists comparatively perfect, At the south-

west an^le etAuds the keep, Jo the plan of whicK we recog¬ 
nise the type of the coocentric, or Edwardian fortification : 
going eastward, in a north-east direction, we pass a fragment 
of the “ Early English wall, and some of tho later huildings 
which lie between the keep and the principal gateway. 
Attached to the l^t-mentioned building are tho interesting 
ramains of tho barbican. At a ehevt distance fiirther on, at 
an angle of the enceinte, is the cotmneiicement of the 
domastic apartments. These occupy the whole of tho eastern 
side of the bailey, and terminate in tho chapel to the south, 
and the postern westward. Returning to the keep, which is 
raised on an artificial mound, wo find it consists of a central 
parallelogram of two stories, with circular angle towers 
rising one story above the centre (see plans of each). The 
ontronce is on the ground floor on the north side, under a 
segmental pointed arch of three orders, with continuous 
imposts, and provided with holes for the stockade of timber, 
and with grooves for a portcullis—a somowhat unusual 
occurrence. Immediately within the gate on the oast side is 
a aegmentol-hoadod doorway, leading to a spiral staircase {») 
constructed in the tbicltncss of tlie wall, whicli forms the 
only moans of approach to tho battlement, and which com¬ 
municates with the upper floor of the central part of the 
keep ; from this level a second staircase common ces, which 
Appears to have boon entirely used as an approach to the 
battlement of the north-east tower, the other having originally 
led to the battlements of the central division and the north¬ 
west tower. On the ground floor of the tower a (see plan 
of keep), a pointed-headed doorway leads to a wall stalroise 
(s) 8 met wide, communicating with the second story through 
A concave corbel-hendod doorway, At this level thei'e is a 
set-off in the wall, apparently for tho supporting timbers of 
the floor to rest on. The parapet of this tower and the upper 
part of the staircase which led to it, havo been desti'oysd ; 
in the opposite tower (b) tho general outline is, however, 
still retained. The merlons are unusually lofty and pierced 
by cross billets with trefoil terminations. The upper room 
is provided with a fireplace, and a square-headed window 
with convex corbels in the place of the scomsou arch. The 
ground floor of the tower has also a staircase, which leads 
to a gardarobe (g) lighted by a small circular window, which 
appears to have been originally quatrefoliated- The corbels 
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for the support of (be priodp^ tuuben of tbe centr&l roof 
may still be traced. The diief apaitmeot seems to h&ve 
been lighted on each of the four aides by tvo siogle-light 
TTindows. Those on the north side are square^head^ with 
segmeotal pointed aeoinson arches, moulded in a bold and 
eifectire manner. The east windows seem to hare been simi' 
Urly treated, with the exception of hATtng segmental pointed 
heads on the ootsidd. A few of the enaller windows of the 
keep are pointed and trefoliated with the plain soffit cusp ; 
but the majoritr are sqoare. The whole of the south Bide 
of the keep, with its towers, and the greater part of the 
curtain walls, east and west, are nearly leru with the 
ground. 

The great gateway, which consisted of three stories, is of

the same date as the keep, and of corresponding strength, 
the inner, aa well as the outer archway, being provided with 
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the portcullis groove : tlie former is consequently of a some¬ 
what siagular construction. The gates themselves liaviug to 
open towards the court, necessarily required a rear vault, the 
strange novelty of which, nbt to mention the unsightly appear¬ 
ance of such an arrangement, ha^ in this instance been judi¬ 
ciously treated by throwing across tlie opening an effective 
sooinson nrch supported on short pillar corbels, and sur¬ 
mounted by a bold and woll-mouldod label. The outer aivch 
of tlie gateway {see woodcut) is of thi'ee ordors, moulded simi¬ 
larly to the keop enti'Auce, and, like that, of a sogmental form. 
It has, howovei', the addition of a hood-mould, with termina¬ 
tions composed of the usual trefoil foliage of the ^leriod. The 
wall in whlcli this archway occurs is ^oced, as will ho seen 
by the plan, somewhat out of the square, the hotter to 
command the western approach; tliis uTCg^rity is still 
mol'd obvious in the plan of the barbican. Tho uppor part 
of the gateway was approached by an exterior flight of steps 
(shown dotted on the plan), and entered tlirougU a pointed- 
headed doorway, having well moulded and continuous jambs, 
and a simple liood-mouldiug. Tho apartmont witli whicli 
this communicates has a two-light, or moro correctly speaking, 
A double window, divided by a moulded pier or mullion; 
the heads appear to Imvo boon cusped. Above this, nothing 
remains beyond a portion of the nan*ow lights, or loopholes, 
of the upper floor, and tho corbelling of tho bartizans. 

The baibican, with its lofty archway flauked by circular 
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towers is au interesting example of this peculiar feature in 
fortiiication, though it is Tauch to be deplored that the ranges 
of war and time should have leil it such a ruin. Of the towers, 
the foundations only are to be seen, whilst the " high-lifted ” 
and delicately-moulded jambs of the outer order of the 
arch support nothing but tlie luxuriant moss or thriving 
weed, ** — gray, but leafy walls, where ruin greenly dwells. 
The inuor order of the arch is yet standing, It is of a 
very depressed tbree-oentred form, but tlie raouldiugs are 
good and characteristic. From one of tlie towers a eommuni- 
cation with asubtarraneau passage was discovored some years 
since, but it was blocked up soon after the discovery was 
made knowu. From an examination of the moat and the 
fotiudations of the gateway and baibioim, it would seem, 
that when the latter was added, the course of the water was 
changed so as to surround the new work, and that conse¬ 
quently the drawbridge occupied the somewhat unusual 
position of being in advance of the barbican; while it is not 
improbable tbat the old moat may have beeu left drv, and 
that over it thero may have been a second drawbridge 
betwoou the barbican and great gateway, and that the doors 
in the angles of the towers communicated with open passsgos 
running parallel to the bridge. 

¥d come now to the remains of the clrapel, the most 
interostlug feature of which is the west window,

but yet not so completely desolate, but that we can discern 
sufficient to en^le us to form some idea of its former 
state. It appears to have been of three lights trefoliated, 
the crown of the heads of the lights reached bo the springing 
of the window arch, which is equilateral, and contained three 
aexfoliated equilateral spherical tiianglea. The hood-mould¬ 
ing torminatee at tiie spriuging of the lights. Immcdistelj 
under the sill of tho window is a stringcourse, which continues, 
uninterrupted, as far as the doorway in tho south wall, where, 
although it is level with the impost, it is abruptly broken 
off, and riia hood-moulding of the doorway carried round 
perfectly distinct. This, together with the form of tire arch, 
which is ogeed, and the character of its moulded jamb, 
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would induce the opinion that the doorway ia the work of a 
later period, the only entrance being originally from the 
domestic apartmenta. The crypt underneath the chapel 
reauirea litUe comment: it k entered from the south, and 
Ugntedfrom the west by two narrow squaxe-headed openings, 
There hare been various conjectures I'cspeoting the use to 
which it was appropriated, but that of its having been a 
place of sepulture seems the most probable. The domestic 
apartments immediately adjoining the chapel aro of the 
same age, tlic stringcourse which passes under the chapel 
window continuing at a lower level along tlio west wall, 
imtil abruptly broken by the insertion of a late sc|iuu*o> 
headed window. The remaining buildings aro principally 
debased perpendicular, with hero and there an addition of 

E othioisoii Italian of the very plainest chaiuoter. There arc, 
owevor, in the bay-window, features, which, although they 
have little Intrinsic merit, present at least In their bold and 
picturesque choractor a pleasing contrast to the stiff sauare 
mass of building surrounding it, Upon the west-sije of 
the bailey, some slight traces of building (foundation walls, 
corbels, &c.) may be seen, but thoy do not possess any 
features wortliy of notice,

ON BOSSES OP BOHAN BHIBLDS JOTOD IN NOETHmiBTlKLAJJD 
AND LANCASHin£. 

Tub iut«resting: velio represented in tho accompanying 
illustration was found iu the pai'isli of Matfoa ia Nortli- 
umberland, a little to tlio norih of tho Itoman Wall; the 
noarest station bein^ Holton Olioatons, the Hunnum of tho 
Notitia. It was dmcorered about three feet below the 
ground by eomo labourers, who, supposing it to be tho lid 
of a pot coDtaioing treasure, turnod up half tbo field in 
hopes of finding the remaindor. It was oxliibited to tlio 
Institute by Dr. Obavltou, iu December, 1857. 

Its form, as will bo aeon, ia circular, the convex portion 
being nearly bemiapherical, and tho flat rim piercod with 
four holes, The boss has no ornaments oxcepting a few 
engraved circles: ou the rim are tlio traces of an insenp- 
tion exoeuted in punctui'od dots. From the present condition 
of the surface, it is difficult to ascertain the exact form of 
tho letters, for the ‘'pot lid*^ w&s hung up in the farmer*B 
Idtchou, where it received a woohly scouriug, and owing to 
this, or to previous corrosion, tho motal is covered with 
miaute holes, which are easily confoundod with the punctures 
of the letters. Indeed I feel some doubts whether tlie artist 
has not included in the wocdcut some of these accidental 
holes- The inscription lias been read don ap lOVfNTi ; on 
examining the original, I felt nearly certain that tho termi¬ 
nation is QYTNTi, and tliat the whole inscription nught 
possibly road oavspi qvinti, the first cliaractcr being the 
centuviol mark, .ind the sense bring oitlicr “ the centuim of 
Ruspius Quintus/’ or “ of the centurion Ruspius Quintus.” 

This umbo is not the only one which has been discovered 
in England. About the year 1800 a boss was found at 
Qarstaiig iu Lancashire, which passed into the collection of 
Mr. Towneley, and is now iu the British Museum. It is 
identical with tlie Matfau umOo in material, form, and size, 
and has also four holes in the vim, but it differs in being 
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covdrsd With elaborate doTices engraTod in ondine.^ Though 
much oxidised, the codtox portion still exhibits a warrior 
seated on a throne or ornamented stool, and wearing a 
helmet with a flowing crest; in his right hand, whicm is 
raised, be holds a lance; in his left apparentlj a amall globe, 
surmounted hv a bird reaemblmg a goose or swan. The 
flat rim is likewise ornamented: on the upper part is a 
Victory seated by an altar; on the lower another Victory 
seated between two eagles with globes; at the sides, 
opposite each other, arc naked male figures with spears; 
between these and the Victories are trophies, each formed 
of an oval shield crossing an octagonal one. The work¬ 
manship is eridently late ^man. 

It is difficult to 6x with certainty the personage delineated 
on this boss. Mars is rarely represented as seated, though 
a painting of his throne may be found among the frescoes 
at HercuUneum. On the other hand, Jupiter, whom the 
figure resembles in some respects, Is not ust^y represented 
m armour. It may, however, he some topical form of one 
of these dinoities, or p^bly of Bomulus, to whom altars 
were dedicated in Britmn. ^e nearest resemblance to the 
design is to be seen on the rersrse of a medallion of Con¬ 
stantino the Great, where a figure apparently of the emperor, 
seated on armour, and holding in left hand a lance, is 
supporting in bis right a globe, surmounted by a pbeenix, 
whioi he has receired from a soldier bearing a trophy. 
The legsnd is OLom siectu timts oaiss.' 

The fields of the andents varied considerably at different 
times; the early Greek shield was circular, and of large 
sise; it had a convex suriace nearly flat In the centre, and 
rising abruptly at the sides from a narrow flat rim; the 
outside was ornamented with varioos darices, which were 
probably painted. The Etruscan shield was somew^t 
similar, but sloped gradually towards the rizn from tiie 
centre, where there was a low boss, more for ornazneot than 
use ; the siuface was sometimes covered with patterns in low 
relief. The Eomaos probably adopted in early times the 
Etruscan form, but appear to hare found it inconTenient for 
warfve, and retains it only (or TOtive and ornamental

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purposes. Tbey aro said to hare borrowed from the 
Sabines a peculiar form of shield, the scutuDi^ called by 
the Greeks Ovpm, from the similarity of its qaadiang^ular 
form to a dooj*, 0vfia. Polybius, in doBciibing tho B,oinaii 
army during the third Punic war, thus speaks of tire 
senium : *«—The armour of the Eomans couaiats firstly of a 
shield (dypwf), 2J feet wide in its curved surface and 4 feet 
long . , , It is formed of a double layer of boards fastened 
together witli glue and lineu. Its external surface is covered 
with calfekin, mid its upper and lower inargius bound with 
iron, to enable it to beai* sword blows, and to pment it 
from decaying when resting on the ground. An iron boss 
(cdyxos) is then fastened to it, to resist the blows of stones 
and til© violence of weapons of various kinds " 

The form of the scuiuvt is shown in several Dionumenta, 
and rosombles tho lialt of a cylinder divided longitudmally*. 
Tlifl boas inontiouod by Polybius is rarely visible. This 
shield was chiefly confined to lienvy-armed troops, and must 
fi^oui its size have boon of considerable weight, Oue of its 
principal uses was in foriniiig tho testtedo, a mode of attack 
which is represented in tlie Antonino column, and which 
Dion* tells us was foimed thus :~The cavalry and light* 
armed being placed in the ceutro,—'‘sucli of the heavy- 
armed who have bog hollow tile^haped shields

outside, forming a kind of tib*work with their sbiolds; those 
who have broad sbiolds (vhATtlat hold them up over 

their heads, so that notlung but shields is visible througlicnt 
the phaUux/’ 

During the Imperial times we find both the scuium and 
tho ciyp9W in use, the latter, howevor, oval in forte, 
with a projecting boss. In tb© baa-reliefs on the Trajan 
ftud the Autouino columns, wo fiud numerous repreaentations 
of shields. la the former, recording the conquests of Ti'ajaii 
over tlio Dacians, \7© see tho Roman soldiers wmed with 
both kinds, some few, probably Grennan auxiliaries, have the 
long octa^nal shield generally seen on trophies of that 
nation. The Dacians have oval shields diflering little fiom 
those of their opponents, but the bosses arc less prominent. 
On the Antonine Column, ^presenting the victories of 
Marcos Aurelius over the Germans, wo find chiefly soldiers

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of the Twelfth Legion called Palminatrix. Their ehieldB, 
principally oval dj/pe%, but ooc^ionally icuia, are ornamented 
Tvith thunderbolts, in allusion to tlu Tiamo of the Legion. 
Their enemies hsTO either oval or octagonal shields. In 
most of these representations the sctdtm has scarcely any 
boss, while the oval shield has a prominent cii^cular one 
towards the centio; there can he lituo doubt, therefore, that 
the objects under consideration originally belonged to oval 

The limits of this notice will not allow us to enter into 
the devices on ancient sinelds, which Vcgetius calls Sc^yMara. 
It will be Bufficient to mention the use of inBcrlptions on 
sliiolds, which may throw some light on the Matron wtiho. 
It was not unusuu to inscribe the nmno of tlie commander, 
for wo leai'afrom Hirtius and Dion Cassius, that the partisans 
of Pompey in Spain (d.o. 48), wrote his name on their 
bucklers, and on renouncing liim, erased it.‘ So, likewise, 
wo hoar of Sextus Fompoy's namo on shields,^ and of 
Cleopatra's on those of tlie Bomaii guards.^ The most 
important notice, howoror, is that given bv Dion Cassius * 
in nis account of tlio Dacian campaign of Domitian, from 
which wo bam tliat tho gonornl Juliauus ordered the soldiers 
to inscribo on tlm shields their own and the centuiion's 
namos, so as to be recognised if they behaved espocially 
well or ill. This probably became the rule, as Vegetius * tells 
us, that on the iront (or bock) of oach soldier’s shield was 
to be written his name, and t^e cohort or ceutury to which 
he belonged. 

Such may hare been the origin of tho curious inseviption 
On the umbo found in Korthumberbnd, which may possibly 
bavo belonged to some Bomau soldier slain in a sklrmisli 
with the wiTd tiibes to tlio north of the wall.

The "Libii Augustiul*’ 
follow, of which tliero ore only four. Witfi tbcieii clasicd Arnuldua "do sex 
verbis domioi in klonte.’* Ono volume is very miiocllonooue. containing 
the Dialogue of Auguitdne, ood a treatise of St. Beroard " do prseeepto 
et diipenaationo," a tioatlao on the Lifo of St. Edward tlio ^Ooufesaor, 
aad the Life of St- Hugh. The prioeipal works of Augusdne cooUiDcd 
in this coUecdon woio that "<te doctrina Chrietinna,^’ and the com- 
meelary on the Psalms, io three volumes. Theso two are not priced : tbo 
value of the others was 12.

‘'Ill tlie first anmlisr eftho WjltsUIre Arebssologiflal Society’s Hags tine, 
there li a lidiograph of the tumbrel eaeking stoel at Wootton BoMett, with 
the dale 1663 on it.w)iieh I obtained from Ui« late UlssCripps, of Wootton 
Bassett: butny friend Mrs. Ilsini of that place, remacnbsrs that ooeking 
stool when in a perfect state, about sixty years ago ; sad in the same work 
tliere is alio a lichograpL of a Crsbuekot eiicklng stool at Broadwater, near 
Wortblag, from e drawing of the late Kr. Curwood, wbo rofflombered it as 
tliere rsproecotod, exoept that he did not mb aoy one in it.

dorei. A sepulchral slab at Dlibonaton, Sussex (Sosicx Arohnorogioal 
CollsctioQS, U. p. 281), bat on It, wuhln tbros olrenlar msdalliens fbmicd 
of a cable laoufding, a cress, an Agnus Dd, and two birds, similar iu form 
and attitude to those at Eaitry, with arose betwssn (hera. Into which 
didr beaks nre i;is«rtod.

"Now, if the blvdi in queation et Buiry were a Chriidan lymhol, it ia 
highly probable the aubjoeta of the other medallione weie ao too. T)ia 
floral aevioe. wlholi. it will be obiavved, ia in tho middle of each row, and 
thua had aooke degiwo of {lupcrtajjee giveo to It, maybe an mnblem of tlio 
Vir^ 0 , wlie woa often lyisboliied by a lily, and not uofre^uontly by ionic 
eoarontdonal fiircu of flower, having little or no reaomblcnee to a lily ; aa ii 
exenmUfied on m&ny icala of tlio AlUh and Xlllth ccnturioi. 

"Tbe lion may have i*eforrcd to tho Saviour, who, aa tbe lion of tho tiibo 
of Jndah, ia apinelimciao rcprceontod. It is tlnu the llou haa boon undeN 
itood on tlie old foot at Winchosler before inontloned, on one aide of whicli 
are three circular medolliooi; io the middle one ii a liou, and in each 
of tbo otbare a dovo. 

" To the grifiiii it ia more dcfficolt to aistni its I'gniflcAtion. It ie inrely 
found among Cjuiatien aynbola. It hui ^nnot unfrequently, end even 
by aome mcditeral writera, confounded with the drAgoo. whioH tiod cot the 
hind quavtera of a lioo, bat tho tail of a aerpest, oud geDei*aIiy moaot tlio 
evil one, or at an earlier period Pagmiiam. 1 bnvo menUonM that both 
the lion and (he grifflo aro pauaut, a pencoful attitude: ood tlio fermci* boa 
no preference of ptaec. A griffin and a lion, both alio puannt. confrouring 
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coob ollwTt without 0&7 iudicfttion of hoatillLj, occur on iUo dd font 
IQ UqooIb Cathedral; wkicfi jb about eoutotoporair with tliat of Wiaclieeter, 
Wgiof from im oogTkTtog of the former tu ^impaou’a Aneleut FoitU. 
^he otKer sculpturoa on it are not glrcD lo oa to enable me to judge of tlidr 
import. A writer in tbo VotMta UooanentA 11. pi. 40, p. Q, apealca of tiiere 
beiog tbiwegriffioatjpooit. A lion and a nnSo, both p&uaul, and eaob iu a 
drole. were two of tbo three animal Bubjoeta often repeat^ in the pa?e> 
ment of tilca in the oliapter*lioii«o at Saliabory. The other woa the two 
Urda, but with a 0owcv or nlant between tliem. 71kat pavement may bo 
refen ed to the latter part or tlio Xlllth oentnry. The giiffin ia found, too, 
on early leala, ae a penooal doviee, where it la hardly to be euppoaod to 
have had any dioovedilable aigiufioaace; aod it afterwardi, we all knew, 
bcoame heraldic. Being eonpoaed of part of an eagle and port of alien, 
it ii likely to hare b&OQ omblomatle of the moat honourable and admirable 
quolltlw attributed to each ; oad, aaaoeiated ai It la on thia eoouion, wo 
may rooaonably proaumo It bad aomo nllgiouj or laered mooning, though 
what that wee liaa not boon diaeorered. 

What haa boon aa!d of the ohoroh and of the ityle of the painting heut 
' indioatod the date that I am dianoeed to aialgn to tlioM pictorial renjoin», 
Tlioy muat belong to tlio latter fialf of the Xlllth oenturr, and oao hardly 
be later tbou the^egiuning ef the reign of Bdward I. Thoee on the uppov 

I ortion of tlie wall ^lenld aeeivi to have been ef a aubeatiuoal period, If, aa 
undorttamd waa tlie fact, there were aoiao fragmente of blaok lettor 
inaorintioua In tlien. They may have boon of the ■amo date aa the itare 
on e ^ork ground upon tUo plaater that overlaid the oxedallioua that I liare 
deMribed. Slieuld it ooeur to any cue, that theae modellione nay have 
ropreionted part of e paronent, I would obaarvo that they appear too large 
for anr aubieot enitahlefor Uie ipaoe, and, beaide that tliere wore only two

Mr. Obchos V. To Notbr, M.R.I.A., oommuniantad a momoir on tUa 
roviaioi of aneieot iton^buiU fortrooMi and habitation* ooourrios u> the 
weat of Cin^a, Conotj Keirj (printed in tbie rolome p. 20). 

The Hen. R. C. Kstcllb, fumtahed an oooount of bia rccont eioavatlona at 
Qrooi Ohoaterford. Caxubridffeahh'o. and oihiblted an armlet of Rimmei iUfo 
ehale, one oS the objeota wliioli he had found in tlio courio of thoao now 
roaearcbea. It la * fteih example of the ooourresoe of objeotiof that 
material with Roman remelua at the itation at CljMterfordi of whiek two 
romorkable apaolnone wore ezbibiled at the meo^nga of the Inetltute in 
Februarj, l§fi7. bj Mr. Neville—nameljr, two druo-ehaped veaiola or 
pjxoa. ooe of which ie engraved in the fcurteenUi volume oi thie Journal, 
p. 85* Mr. Neville atatee thatt~ 

*^The armlet of Elnmeridge eocd wia found fn e grave 8 feet deep at 
the fact of a akaletoo. tugether with three 8at armleta of hronae. lender 
the right Oita of tlie akeleton atood a amell block voae of Roman vraroi 
nearlj porfeet. The diaoorei? took place on tbe 9th of Norembtr laat. at 
a apot outilde tlie well* of the itatica at Oheoterford. 1 a*iid alao for 
oxambotiCD another relique reoaatly diieoverod la my exoavatteno. vi*.. a 
itfluii of a form oat unuaual, bovlng at one extroraity a amcJl 6et apatiiltw 
which ptebtbiy aarved in aiaoothing the wax, or orailog tay eniKveoua 
writiag. Thia atylua ie however remarkable oa being mrmod of eilvor. 
which i believe ia unoommon. No other object of thIa daMripticUi of tliat 
motel» hai been found In the ooune of my reeearchca." 

Dr. Bitirei took oecaaioa to advert to the progreea of arobteciogi'ccl 
reecorcbea In the North of Englaod. owing la a ^reat meaiura to the 
ffooeroaa enoouragemeat afforded to auoh eoquiriee br the Duko of 
Norlbumberlaad. The aurvey of tho wall, executed W Mr. Maolauchlan, 
uodertbe Duko'a dlrecclone, had been engraved et hU dnoe’e expenee, and 
would afford a largo mau of accurate innwmntion to ibo atudanl of Roman 
retnaicie in Britain. Mr. Maolauohlan 1* now engaged br bia Qroco to 
execute aome further ourveya in Nortbumberlcad. Dr. ^ruco llkowiio 
meBtlo&ed that tbe Society of Antiquarlea of Newcaatle were aboat to 
pubJlah a complete Corpua iDicrlptionum of the Roman poiiod in 
Nortbumberland, more eopeelallyia ooanoxion with the Romaa Wall and it* 
aUtiono. Tbe outlay requlette for the ezteo»ive illuatratiooa of thii work 
in which every Romta maeriptioa or aculptuie of value la to be corefulty 
figured, will be In a great meaenre defrayed by the Duke of Nortltumber- 
laod. The oompilation of thia work bad bean attended vrlili coaalderable 
difficoltiea, owing to the inocoenible aieuationa of many of the ioacriplioae. 
The illoftration* hare been entroated to Ur. Uoaeman, of Newcaatio, an 
&rti*t who bad abown groat akill in delineating nooieot remeuna. 

Mr. Hswin. exhibited a photograph frm one eldo of the baao of 
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Teolumo at R«in«, amcmg tbo 7»riou» kinds of armour of which tho 
trowel OQ the base are formed aty bo elaorlj distdDguiahed hauberks of 
ebau) man . The empleymeot of maJod dofouooe aoriag tho Imperial 
away ia Rome ha* boea questioned by some sntiquarlee. Dr. Bruce placed 
befn'e t)ie mooting a drawiag by Ur. Mosiquq, which furnished a 
remai'keble confirmation of tlkO existence of a&il at that period. Durlog 
tike oxoAvotiooa at the Roman etaUoa ofSremenium io Rodsedale, a mass 
of oxidised iron roeembliag oro wae found amidst numeroas Roman reuaini, 
and proved on examination U be wholly oompoeod of ohtla mail. It U 
now in tho Duke of Northumberland's cousoum at Alnwick Caatle. A 
aicadar example of the Xertca C^noM was found laet year at Chsaterdo* 
atroel. Among tho antiquities from Stanviek presented to tho DritiiX 
MusQun by the Duke of NerthumberlaDd. are soreral lumps of chain nail 
much decayed. 

Ur. C. H. PtransT, cemmurnsated a drawing of o fragraenb of an 
aueionl cross, lately found iu the cathedral prcciuote, OarUsto, In digging 
the foundations for an addition to Csaod Esreourt*! house. It bears pai't 
of an inseriptica which appsors to haTO been eoutioued on tbo two lidos of 
tho head of the cross. The fragoont U formed of light oolourod 
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sandstone, tho snmo material as another cross found at Carlisle, which wa s 
communicated ie the Institute by Ur. Purdey. aod published in vol. xn. p. 
180, of this Journal. This sandstone liad been nsod only io the oldest 
parta cf the fabric cf tlie Cathedral. Mr. Weetwood oonsiders that the 
dato of tlio fragnoent recently found is about the year 700. Its dlmenaions 
are as follows :>~widtli 13f in., height 4^ In., thlckoess 3 in. The forms 
of the lotCcrs roscmblo thoee in the Dui’ham Book. tJie Gospels ire the Book 
of Su Clued at Lichfield, and tho Gospels of U»e Regol iu the Bodleian 
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Libmr, all of tlie»6 being MSS. of that penod. Tbe peculiar form of S 
to be laoB on one aide of tbe Cat^ale froment, after the croas irhicb 
preocdea a irord, prob&blj the name of a female, oeovca in the Durbau 
Book, and in the greet illuminated pagee at tbe commcnoemeot of each 
Goepel in tbe Book of St. Cbed. 

TI)o Rer. Dr. CoLLinonooc Broob, author of “ Tbe History of the 
Roman Wall/' bmoght a weapon of gwat rarity foand at a depth of SG 
feat in a well at Carrorao, Uagna, one of the StaUona on the line of the 
Wall. It ia a Javolin, or spear.head, of iron, meaeutlng 2U inahesin 
length, with very long barU, (aee woodout), and Is suppoaed to hayo beeo 
uaed aa amlaeilo weapon. It baa been presented to thebluMuin of the 
Soeiety of Antl<|naiiea of Nowoaatle. It boars oloee reeomblanco to the 
weapon deecribed by Mr. Wylio, and otlior arohmologista, oa tlio Angan 
of the Franks. Agatblas, who wrote in the sixth oentury, desorlboa tho 
mode In wbioh au^ miiailo woapons wu'e employed by tho Fraokiah 
warrimi. 
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Mr Dewratt, M.P., wtamoulooted, through Mr. W. J. Dornawl Srnltli. 
an flilrnct from tho will of Folk fly ton, Ba<j., datod at Shrawerdlne, Salop, 
Fab. 18. H5l, aod proved Doo. 13,1444 ; refoting to his having brenalit 
Uok to Sagluid the bones of John Bail of Arundel, mortally wouimod 
at the aseaiilt of tbe Castle of Gorberoy, b May, 2484. in order that the 
anme might be buried in the ocllogiato Cburoh of Arondol. Tlio pceeago 
in the wHlla aa follows :—''Alaol well that my Lord of Arendell tliat 
DOW ii aggre aod oocapouno with yon my sotde ezeoutoin for tbe bones of 
my Lord John bis brotlier that I brooghte onto of Prano#, for tlio wbioh 
oanage of boDoe and oute of the Frencbonoiinys bandei delyveraance ho 
owoth me a M. maro ^ iiij. e. and after mya Bseoutoora byn ootopooned 
with I well that tho bones ben buried in the Collago of Aroedell after 
hii entent, and so I to be praldo for in tbe Collage of Amndell aod 
Ahneebouio perpotuolly." Tbe altar tomb believed to be that of tho Bari 
John having lately been opened b preioneo of the Duke of Norfolk, Lady 
Victoria Pitsnlan Howard, the Bov. Canon Tiemoy, and othoia, bonae 
wore found benoBlh it in aeoiSa of wood, much decayed, suppoaed to bo 
oak ; the akuU in aororal pleoea, oue (hlgli*bone waa miulng. It appears 
from Uonatrolot and Hall that tbe earl had been struck on the aukle by a 
ihot from a oulverin, which abaltored his iog: lie was taken prisoner and 
1 amoved to Beauvaia, wboro ho died of tbo oFoots of bis wound, Juno 13. 
In tho Mowing year. Moiiatrelot atatoa lliat lha rciniuna were inten'ed 
b tbe church of tlie Cordeliers at tlint place. Yet it thus appoari highly 
probable that tboy were brought to England, and depowted in tho place 
directed by hla will, which is dated April 6, 1480. A deacripblcu atid 
view of riie tomb is given in Mi'. Tierney’s History of Amudel, rol. il„ 
p. 826 , aoil more detailod ^presentations of tho effigy may bo found in 
Blotliard'sMunuiooutal Effigies.

Id the lovoral gredM of life, whom the moiropolitea looietloe 
canaotreuh, to fool oa intoreit Id what hoe ooomi'edor exiitodin t]i«v 
own ooantj w aelghhourhood t poruni, in whom at preseot there U ao 
erohaologlool teito, &o eoatimeat of roepeot for the oldea time, to 
veepond to au appoel made to them from a distriDce. Tbo laetitoto 
oad Aesoobtlon hero both done eomothiog toworde tills objoet by thdr 
onDuel meotloge at divers placoe. 8UU much remd&s to bo doneboforo 
the hUtory and anti^uitiee of thia qodduv caa looelve the ottODtioD 
that they reoric. ' The county of Simex etiiuds oonsplououe fer the reiposso 
whioh (ul olaeooe have gives to its loool aaliquoriu ; end lu inUtbitaoti 
iney preadly point to theli nbe volumes of Arobaologbal Oolleotiono, 
as aD*^exoaple and onooui’agemest to otUei*» showlug whitmejbe doao 
witk e eubeoriptien of too ehillingi a*yaar. Similar sool and equal 
isduetry jodloloaoly eppllod might Soabtless havomedaoed ample biurcite 
ia eounties whore at present all soeme barren. TbU now v^ume ie na 
uoeqaWocal sign of oonduulog prosperity. It is eves larger thou auy 
of the fornlBr. Whether it be prudent to go oa incieoaiug the ei*e of 
their annual publication, may deserve the considopoUon of the Committee. 
To ihooe gostlemes we are indebted for permiosioa to uee the woodenta 
whioh illustrate thi* Dotioo of the present volume.

The articles are too numerous to bo all noticed lo detail. OlaDy ot 
our readers will recollect an iuterostbg account given by Mr. Barclay 
Phillips, of Brighton, at our monlbly nieotingin March 1856, of thoremoTol

It waa then 
undenMod that wa aubjeet would bo more MJy treated in the Sussex 
ArcbiBolopoal Collectioni, and we have bore his more partloulcr deBonptiem 
of the diioovory and oi^ects, with woodcots of the latter. M mentloued in 
the report refoi rad to, aomo workmen employed la remoTing tho tumulus 
fcood me remains of an oaken coffin that lay neai’ly east and wait about 0 
feet below tho aorfaee- “In ibo earth,” eays Mr. B. Philllpe, “with 
nbieh tho coffin wat dUod were numerous email fragmonts of oarioui bono, 
apparently eharrod, some of which wors plokod out; and about tlio conlio, 
as if, said one of tho men, tliey had rostod on thobroait of the body 
intOTTod, woro found the following ourioui ri^lcB:—1. An anib« cop, 
homiapheHttl iu ^apo, rather deep i« proportion to its width, with a ‘ Up ' 
or 'nick,' and oraamanted uioiely with a band of Ano lliiee running round 
the ouUido, about half an inch ivma the top. There is one liaudle, lerao 
enough for the ineerUon of a Auger, oiimuented with a fillet on oaob eido 
of the surfnee, vhloh U flat, vmilar to that on tho onu itself. Fram the 
fact of the lim not being peifeotly round, and the baud before mootiouod 
not palling over the ipaoe within tho baodls, and iti bung markod off wUli 
a line at OAoh ond. leereingly out aorosa, wo mav oonjocturo It to have been 
mi^e and oarred by hand* Tbore are two mall chine In the lim. That 
on tho loft of tho handle li freih, and was oauiedhy the man who found 
tho oup aooidontsily itrlking it, ae he told mo, with his ipadc, when bo fli ii 
came upon it: that on the right li not lo large, but is anoleec, as is shown 
by its appearance. The oup is perfectly imeoth inildo and out, oxoop^Dg 
wheve the earth In wbioh It was huriod still adheres to tho surfaoo { but 
•inoe Its oslmmation ths anbor has ovaoked ilightly la every part. On tho 
enn being lified by the handle, thli broke iato two pleoes. liaving raoolrod 
a Mow from the workman’! epade, bot fortonately the fragaonti flt very 
exactly, aud I have therefoio saaily repedrod it.” Then follow ths dtme)u 
iloui of tho oup, ezpreuad in inches and decimal parts; and according to 
then he finds by oaloulation that tho capacity of it li a little more tlian 
half a pint. The other o^eoti wo».-»S. A head of aa axe, made of eomo 
kind or ironaUmo, 5 luoUee long. 1*9 wide in tl\e broadeet part, aod O S of 
nn inch thick. It ie in pomat preservation, with a hem neatly drilled 
through the oentio. 3. A email whetstone 2*7 ischos loog, 0’$ 
inch wide in tho centro, 0*85 inch thick at tho centre, and taporiog 
off lightly at eaoU oxtremity. There U a small hole neatly drilled ibrough 
one cad, nad thoiurtaco appears partially eociuited with lomo oxide or 
pe^nt of a red colour. 4. A bronso dagger, vory much oxidised, oud so 
faiiitle that it broko iuto balree ns it was being takmi out of tho ground. 
Two of tbs rirets, and fvaguents or tincse of t^e boss handle, still remain 
attac^d to the lower end of the blade. Bimeaiioue: leng^ 5*5 inohea, 
width flt lower end 2*4 inohei, tbloknass at ditto 0*3 moh. With reference 
to the cup, about wbich doubts liad been expressed whetl^er it really was 
amber, he says: “ Several small fragments m the broken handle have been 
submitted by me, iu ccojunction with Mr. Hlcbard Noakei cif Brlghtou, to 
chemical teat, and, oocerdiug io tbcio, proved to be amber. Similar arperi- 
meuts were made by us on other piooos of amber, vrilh the liko reeuJts. 
We also boiled some pieces of amber in apIrltA of turpentine, and found the 
process rendered them quite plastic while warm, so that tho amber could be

We may meation, in conneoUon ivlth theae oarly antl^iultisa, that K£r. ?. 
J. baa reprinted in this TolQtoe a noiioe. hitherto Uttlo hnowa, of 

a tumulue *klch oxlated aone jeara ago near Polborougb, bnt hoe boon 
wholly deatroyed. It iraa 80 foot in diomet^r, end 3 feat high, and 
leaemblcd whnt ia called a *‘pond borrow/' At tlie ba»e. exeoaC foi* 
about 4 foet toimnli the eaat. vae a cliolo of etonae like the foundation of 
a wall, about 4 feet thlok.

Aa the tumolua did sot move to be aopnlchral. it ia auppoeed to 
have been tho remuoi of a Brftiih hut i and In of thie auppoeitioo bo 
rofara to what are oonaidered tc hero been tho ronalne of a Britiah eoUla*

It eeema to point to an early date, and may, judging from the 
deoga of ilie ornament, have even boon of Anglo-Saxon worHmanahip.

lions been iodebted. A dcauiption of ITewharcn Chni'chby Ur. Petlfi> with 
a woodcut of it, was piibliibed in Vol. VI. p. 1$8, of this Journal, and, but for 
tho expeoao of printing, wo would gladly mto aruled euraolTos of tlio kind 

S ei mleaioD of tba Soaaox Cotomittee to uae tho plate of Yamville Church, 
or corapa^n with tho woodout gireu bv Ur. Petit la both these churches 
the ohancol was a lomloircQlar apae, and the tower lotervoned between It and 
the naro, a raiy unusual plan. Kewharou Church hoe sieee undorgoua 
conaiderahla alteration. Ponton Church ealli for no partleular romark. 
At tho ondof tliii papoi’ii aotiood the ohauge from natural cacaoa In the 
outfall of the Ouio from Soafonl to Moocliing; whouoo tho latter placo 
cauto to bo eallod KenhoTen. 

Mr. WiiUAK SuTSA has furoishod a douvlption of Bellingham Choith. 
Thia interoitiog atiaoturo. situate between Tunbridge Walls and Haatlngs, 
and remarkable fu* the beauty of ite wiudows, wblob hare bean sometlmoi, 
though enoueouslr, oallod Flamboyant, ii most lilcsly known to many of 
our readori. It la one of the few oharahee of which tho date la woU 
atloatcd ; having been built by Sir WiUlam do Btehlof^liaa. who died in 
January, 1960. From a gsns^ogloal sketch of tho family, wliiah moaedea 
tho dosaription of it. lio appeava to have saoeoaded to the manor in 1840, 
when listeeu voaie of age. The bran iwpreaentlog him, and reoordiag bii 
death, ii walllcaovn to the oollootore of rubbings from such mooiorials, and 
also the brass plato, from whiah we learu that he rebuilt the oburoh. A 
tre^il lieoded tfoorway iu the oliauoel, auppcied by Mr. Slater to Lave bean 
of the time of King John and built ioto tlio new work, has led bin to think 
tho former ohureli was of that period ; but thoro Is so uuob diet is peoulicr, 
not to say cnomaloui, in tlie erahltootnro tliat it is by no moans olear, that 
this doorway ii not ooeval with the presBut bnildiug. *'Bohingham Church, 
sers Mr. Slater, Is pei'tloularly valaablo and Interesting, not only for ibo 
boIdBeas aad beauty of ite outline and nroportloua, and tbo elegance and 
variety of its dotaila, but olio for tho pocatlaritles In their foim and style, 
and for its height, whleh, for a tillage ohuroU of ita dimeuscona, ia nnusually 
great In proportion to its length and bioadtli, aud for the ocmuletenesi of 
the deilgo, whioh ii all of ono date, excepting only tlio door bef^iro leforrcd 
to. TLaro is altogether, in tbe whole uilgn. and also In tho traceiy and 
details, a tendency to tbestvio of our continental neighbours, which has led 
aoreo to thiuk that it nay nare been tho work of a foreiga architect.” It 
ccnsiits of a chancel of somewhat imuiual length In proportion to the other 
parts, and a nave with two aialci, tbo oast cod in both aiiloe bolog dedicated 
as chantrioi. and preeervisg to iltls day, In aorao i^eapects, the diatinotivo 
oliaraclerof tlioao appeodagoa. The nave baa a eloi'estciy, and the tower Is 
a central one. The sontli aisle hae attached to it a very snail wooden porob. 
There ie rooaon to think that a aacristy, or vestry, was attached to the nor^ 
aido of tho chancel, whore a few corbel stones and other alight trooee i*emaln.

It >e mnob to be regretted that, 
whoB tlic alarming proaeae of roitorntion docs tako plaoo, the new povtione 
of the moaliKegt and tracery are not made to look like tho old which remain, 
instead of the old being made like the uow, by their heiag both lorapsd to 
a uniferm appearaooe. 

From tbe 3tor, E. K. EoAtta we hare aome notoi on Suited Chureli;

Trs roovomouU of the Court Iiare conunouly been 
regarded as of seme public imporMtice; and tbo visits of 
sovereigns to places, at all remote fi’om their usual residences, 
have rarely foiled to interest the inhabitants among whom 
thev came, whatever may have boeu the occasions. Accord- 
ingWour early chroniclers have generally informod us whero 
tlie Kings spent the great festivals of the ChuroJi, and what 
were the principal journeys which they took in the eouno 
of tlie year, and especially when the writer was an inmate 
of some religious house which wsa visited in the royal pi^o- 
gress. These events are recorded fci' the most part among 
such matters of facts as the birth of a prince, or tiie death of 
A king, the appearance of a comet, the occurrence of an 
ocUpso, tbo erection or consecration of a monastery, the 
calamities of a plague, a famine, or a storm. The writem 
were moat of them monks, living ia the cloister, far apart 
from the busy haunts of meu, and their opportunities of 
becoming acquaintQ<l with the history of their own times 
must have been limited and rare. News travelled but 
slowly in those times, and, being generally convoyed orally 
by means of the wandering pilgrim, or by tho brctliron of 
some order journeying from one monastery to anotlicr, waa 
apt to become perverted in its course. 

Besides this, the obliteration of a uiimeral in the writings

facts in total confusion; and here it is that the isolated 
relics, ^hich compose Boyol Itineraries and are gatliered 
laboriously by the hand of the archaeologist, are so valuable 
and important in elucidating bistory. 

The author of *‘Tlie Decline and Fall of the Koman 
Empire," speaking of the rostless activity of the Empei’or 
Hadrian, whose reign was almost a perpetual journey, and 
who, corolcsa of the difference of the seasons and climates, 
marched on foot and bai^edioadod over the snows of 
Caledonia) and the sultry plains of Upper Egypt) and lo^ 
not a province of the Benpire unhonoured b^is presonco, 
says that all our historians were lost, medals aixd 
inscriptions would be sufficient to record the travels of 
Hadnanand so if our ancient historians were lost, the 
records from which the Itinerary of Ring John compiled 
by Mr. I. D. Hardy, and printed in the preface to tbe 
volume of the Patent Kells of his reign pu1>lisbed by tlm 
Record Gcmmisslonors, the MS. Itlnornry of Edward I. 
compiled by Mr. Stevenson, and preserved at Carlton Ride, 
and tbis Itinerary of Henry III. belonging to Mr. Salt, would 
show the movements of those sovereigns os fully os medals 
and inscriptions do tlie travels of the Emperor Hadrian, 

A particular account of the sources from whicli stmh 
Itineraries have been compiled, as well os of the value of 
them in testing the authenticity of charters and the state¬ 
ments of cbroniclors, is given in the introduction to Mr. 
Salt's volume; but it will suffico for ^e present purpose to 
refer our readers to the introduction to the above mentioned 
Itinerary of Ring John for such information, and to state hero 
in general terms, that such tables ni'e derived from various 
records and original documents, but chiefly from the attes¬ 
tations of Royal Grants and Mandates inrollod on the Charter, 
I’atent, Close, aud other rolls j and from accounts of tlie 
royal expenditure, known as the Misa aiid Prestita rolls, 
wliich generally chronicle the movements of the Court by 
naming the places at whidi the several disbursements took 
place. 

Lost tlxe readoi’ ehotild be disappointed when ho sees tho 
paucity of tho references to authorities for tho facts mou- 
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tioncd in the following observations, it ia necessary to 
apprise him, that when oo autboritiea are adduced for pas¬ 
sages which are evidently not matters of genera] history, 
they have been derived from the Patent, Close, or Liberate 
voll^ being the records or documents chiefly used in the 
compilation of this Itinerary. 

King Henry's fiiat visit to tlio Northern countiee occurred 
in thoyear 1220, when ho was not quite fomteen years of 
ago. it bad relation to the marriage of one of hie sisters 
■with Alexander II. King of Scotland, wbo was desirous of 
allying himself with the Court of England. The Earl of 
Pembroke, to tvhoBO ouergy and prudence as Pwtector of tlie 
roalm Henry had been greatly indebted for establishing him 
on the throne, had died the preceding year, and had been 
succeeded by Peter de Koebes, Bisliop of Winebestfir, as 

S uardiau of the King ; and this prolate and bis rival Hubert 
0 Burgh, tho Cluof Jnsticiarj', were young ilcnry'a most 
influential counsel lora at that time. 

Tho nogoti&cicn would seem to have origiantod with the 
• Scottish sovereign, for Henry, in granting him nermiseion to 
como into this country, expressly states, in his letters of safe 
conduct, tlmt Alexander desired to come on his own business, 
to ipcaJc wi^ the Kiug ad I^uendum cum eo dc ncffotiit 
tuUy Tho licence to enter England extended fi'om tbe 
17tl; of May to Midiaclmas-day. 

It was evidently for the purpose of meeting and doing 
honor to Alexander that Henry wont to Yorlt. He left 
WDStmlnster almost immediatoly after his second coronation, 
which took placo on the 17tb May, aiid an ived at York on 
tlic 8tli of Jane, having commanded the Earl of Wareane to 
be at tbe bridge at Borwick-upon Tweed, on the guinzime of 
Pentecost (2nd June), to meet the King of Scotland, aud 
conduct him, with due cei'emony aud reverence, to the King at 
York, wiiere be bad arranged to meet him on "Wednescbiy, 
the 10th of June, that they might covenant togotljcr for the 
common good of both realms. He also oominandcd Alan da 
Galloway and others to be at York on tbe samo day. 

Tbe two sovereigns, according to Roger Wendover, mot at 
York on the Peast of St Barnabas (11th June), and 
negotiations were immediately commenced. 

The princess Joanna, Henry's eldest sister, was chosen by 
Alexander for his intended bride. She liad been betrotliad 
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in 1214, when about eleven years of age, to Hugh de 
Luagoan, eldest son of the Earl of Marche, and had been 
sent into Provence to be educated til! her marriage. Shortly 
after the death of King John, Hugh, having succeeded bis 
father as Earl of Marche, married hor mother, to whom he 
had been attached before hor marriage with John; and he 
detained the PHucosb Joanna under some pretence, possibly 
for her mother's gratification. Heuvy had applied in vain 
for her restoration, and, as he might not be able to secur'd 
her return for a consideiable time, be by his part of tlie 
treaty, which is dated on the 15th of Juno, 1220, undertook 
to mve Alexander his uoxt sistor laabolla* in 
within fifteen days ailer Michaelmas, provided Joanna did 
not arrive. He also undertook to find suitable matclies in 
England for Margaret and Isabella, sisters of the King of 
Scotland; and if le were uot able to procure them husbands 
within one year after the Feast of St. Denis, in the year 
1220, he WAS to I'eturn them safely to the King of Scotland, 
within the next month after the expiration o7 that term.^ 
The contract baring been confirmed, each monarch returned » 
home.^ King Henry left York on the 18tli of Juno, and 
proceeded southward through Pontefract. 

The King's next journey into the northern dwtiicts of 
Engbmdtoclc place in Marcli, 1221; Ids immediate obiect in 
travelling thither does not appear, though it probably was 
for the purpose of settling the disputes between the Bishop 
of Durham and the moults of that church ; be that, however, 
as it may, Henry left the Tower of London on tho 7th 
of March, travelluig llirough Htmtingdon, Newark, Blytli, 
PcDtefi'Act, Allertoii, Easing wold, and Durham, to Newcastle* 
upon-Tyno, at which place be was on the 23rd of March j 
fi*OTn the))ce lie returned to Wostminster, through Durham, 
AJlorton, Feiriby, Pontefract, Blytb, Newailc, Giantliam, 
Stamford, Northampton, Woodstock, Abingdon, and Windsor, 
where be arrived on the 15tli of April. 

In the same year, 1221, the King visited York, to be 
present at the marriage of bis older sister Juaoxia with

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Alexander, King of Scotland, the negotiation for which has 
been already mentioned; on which occasion he left Oxford on 
the 9tii of June, and proceeded northward through North¬ 
ampton, Nottingham, and Blytli, arriving at York on the 
17th of June. 

Having, on the 12ih of May, given the Scottisli sovereign 
permission to como into England, for tlie pmposo of con¬ 
tracting matrimony with Joanna bis sister, who had safely 
returned fiom abroad,® he despatched the Archbisliop of 
y ork, the Earl of Wai'enne, Robert de Vipont, and Geoffi oy de 
Neville to Berwick-upon-Tweed, to conduct them to Yoi'k; 
and ho directed the Sheriff of Northumberland, and the barens 
of that county, who jiad boen especially summoned for the 
pumoeo," together with the ScnescJial of Uie Bishop of Durham, 
and the King’s Chancellor, to be there also o)i the same 
occasion. He likewise commanded the Sheriff of York and 
the barons of tliat county to go to the River Toes to meet 
the Scottisli King and coudtict him to York. 

Matthew Paris asserts that the marriage waa solemuised 
on the morrow of St, JoIjq the Baptist (SJtli Juno), but lio 
is clearly in error as to the day, for it undoubtedly took 
place either on tbo I6tli, 17th, IStb, or IPth of Judo, as 
is proved by the order to pay the expenses incuned at the 
marringo feasts on Weduesday, after the octaves of the Holy 
Trinity (leth June,) and tlio three following days, whou 
Alexander King of Scotland was there with tlio ICiug, to 
take to wife Joanna his sister.’ It is more than probable

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that the ceremony waa performed on the 18th of June» as 
Alexander granted to her on that day, in dower, the lands of 
Jeddeworth, Elastenesden, Lesscwin, and Kingor in Scotland, 
and the church of Oarol* 

The English monarch anbed at York on Wednesday the 
16th of June (though there is no attestation recorded on that 
day), and left that city on the 20th of the same month. 
He was at Pontefract on the 2lBt, at Doncaster on the 22ad, 
and at Nottingliam on tlie 25 th, m route to Shrewsbury; 
tho very day on which Matthew Paris statos that tKo 
marriage too£ place. 

The King’s next Tisit to tlio nortlioru counties was in 
NoYember, 1227. He arrived at Doncaster on the 20tU of 
that month, on bis way to York, where he intended to keep 
Ills Christmas holidays; he visited Tickhill, Thor^, Knaves • 
borough, lUpon, AUerton, Durham, Middleham. 'DsxUngtoit, 
Thirsk, Oraue, DrifReld, and Beverley; he arrived at xork 
on tbs 24th, nod loft it on tho 29th of December, returning 
homewards through Tadcaster, Pontefract, and Doncaster. 

The King having iuvitsd Alexander King of Scotland to 
spend the Cliristmas festivities with lum at York, in 1229, 
loft Westminster on the 10th of November, and after visiting 
several places in tho cotnities of Oxford, Kortliampton, and 
Nottiogliam, arHved at Doncaster on the 2l6t of December, 
and went through Pontefract to York, wliei'e we find lum by 
the Ttinersry on the 25 th, 26 th, and 28th of that mon^. 

lleger WenJovor states that the Archbishop of York, and 
A large retiime of earls, barons, and knights were present, 
and the two Kings distributed many splendid drosses amongst

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thej continued tlia featival, banqueting every day splendiclly, 
and observing the great anniversary mth joy and exultation. 

On the fourth day the party broke up 5 the King of Scota 
went home, and King Ileuiy returned to London. 

In the year 1236 Heru*y revisited York for the pui pose 
of taking tho advice of his nobles, and making arrangementa 
for settling a dispute which had arisen with Alexander. 
Their discord, says Matthew Paris, arose out of the claim of 
the King of Scotland to the countv of Northumberland, 
whicli he stated had been given to nim by King Honry as 
tlie dowry of his sister Joanna, in proof of wbicH assertion 
he had charter and tlie testimony of many bishops and 
clergy of rank, as well as earls and barons, and he declared 
that it was execrable to gainsay what liad proceeded 
tho lips of kings, and to annul a treaty made between persons 
of such exalted rank ; and ho added, that un ess the king of 
England peaceably reBtorc<l tc him what was his by right 
an^ lessen, ho would enforce liis claim by tlie edge of the 
sword. Per tlie purpose of restoring peace and ^odwill 
between them as well os for tho protection of the kingdom, 
which was besot on all sides with enemies, King Henry 
offered Alexander a revenue of eighty marks from some 
other place in England, in order that the boundaiics of tho 
kingdom might not be broken in upon in the northern parts. 
Tho conference ended to the satisfaction of both parties, and 
all for the present romsined in peace. 

Matthew Paris does not mention where or when this 
meeting took place,' but tlie Itinerary proves that it was at 
Newcosile-upon-Tyno, in September 1236. 

Tho King’s route lay through Nottingham, Thorpe, Peveril, 
Doncaster, Pouteftact, andCawood* to lork, at which city he 
arjivfld on the 5th of September; tlie next day he left York 
and proceeded to Oraike, Allerton,* Darlington, Durham, and 
NowcastIc-upon-Tyne, which he reached on the 12th and

Sherbum, Pontefract, and Doncaster, proceeding homewards 
through Worksop, Laxton, and Rccles- Matthew Paris states 
tliat the King convoked his nobles to York on the Feast of 
the Bx^tation of the Holy Cross flith Sept. 1287), to treat 
concemiug the arduous aaairs of tlie realm, and to meet the 
King of Scotland, whom he had invited there to arrange 
terms cf peace. On their arrival in that city, it was decided 
that the Ring of Scotland should receive throe hundred 
hbrates of land in the kingdom of Kngland, on condition 
tliat he did not erect any castle thereon, and homage to 
the King of England for the same. 

TliO Itinerary conhnns tho statement of this historian, 
except in a sligfit discrepancy aa to date,^ for the King did 
not leave Kottmgham until the 18th of September, nor reach 
York until the 22nd: he remained in that city until the 
28 th of the same month,* and rolumed homeward through 
Sherburn, Doncaster, and Worksop. 

Shortly after tliis Alexander lost his Queen, Joanna. Sho 
had Buflbred from a long, and, according to Boeco,^ a painful 
disease. Having come to England, ana vainly sought roliof 
at tho shrine of Beckot, sho died at Bltlmm, near London, 
attended by botli her brothers. The next year ho married 
Mary, daughter of Ingelram de Cou^, the representativo 
of an andsiit family in Picardr Her iuduenoe, unlike 
Joanna’s, was unfavourable to England; still Alexander 
seems to have been disposed to remain at peace with Henry. 
Koweror, a misunderstanding betwoen them occasioned tlie 
latter to visit the northern counties in 1244. He charged 
Alexander with receiving English fugitives, and, according to 
Matthew Paris, he issued a gen oral summons to his military 
tenants to meet him at Newcostle-upon-Tyno, about tho 
Foost of tho Assumption of tho Virgin Mary (15th August), 
1244, assigning, oa lus chief motive for that stop, that some 
noble and powerful barons of Scotland hsA fortified two 
castles in Galloway and Lothian to the prejudice of the King

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of England* and contrary to the oh alter of his predecessors ; 
and, moreo7er, that having recsivod some exiles and fugitive 
enemies, they were endeavouring to withdraw their allegiance 
from the King of England; but the Scottish monarch being 
a good, just, pious, and enlightened man (aa deservedly loved 
by the EiigU^ as by his own subjects), was very desirous 
of preventing Christian bloodshed, and therefore entered 
into a careful inquiry into tlie nature of King Henry’s 
grievance, and agreed to terms satisfactory to all parties 
concerned. 

The pulHo records avo confirmatory of Matthew Paris's 
narrative; for it appeal's by the Patent rolls, that on the 15th 
of July the King dispatched the Archbishop of York, the 
Bishop of Carlisle, Simon de Montford Earl of Leicester, the 
Prior of the Hospital of St. John of Jerusalem, and Viliiam 
de Oautelupe, as ambassadors to the King of Scotland to 
know what amends he intended to make to the King of 
England for the injuries ho had sustained; and he sent hy 
them letteis of safe conduct to Alexander to come to New* 
castle-upon-Tyne and be present at the meeting of the Par- 
liamont the King had there convaned, which were to bo in force 
for three days after tho Parliament should break up (post* 
quam Parliamentum illud ruptum fuerit); he further under¬ 
took to abide by aud confirm whatever his brother EicUard, 
Earl of Comwafi, should arrange at Newcastls-upon-Tyno in 
the treaty betwoen the King of Euglaul and the King of 
Scotland. 

The Itinerary shows that King Henry travelled to New- 
castle-upon-Tyiid from Nottingham, tli rough Olipetone, 
Hods took, Sherburn, Doncaster, Cawood, Pontefract, York, 
Alleiton, aud Craike, arriving at Newcastle on the Ist of 
August, and continued there until the 14tU of August. He 
stopped on his journey horoewarils at Durham, Barliugton, 
Alierton, Eipon, Sherburn, Fountains, Knaresboiough, 
Doncaster, and Hodstock. 

In July, 1249, Alexander died of a fever wlille on an 
expedition against Angus of Arpde, leaving by his Queen, 
Mary de Coucy, a son, in his eigiith year, who succeeded 
him as Alexander III. In his fatb 0 i '’8 lifetime he had been 
betrothed to Margaret, the eldest daughter of Henry, King 
of England; and it was arranged that tho nuptials should be 
solemnised at York on Christmas Day, 1261, the prince&s

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being about a year older than tbe King of Scots,’ and Houry 
determined that the nuptials abould be celebrated with great 
pomp: be therefore called together a numerous assembly 
of clergy and knights in order tixat the splendour of this 
great cei'emony should sbine far and wide.* 

Tho court of England left Windsor with the bride on the 
28th of October, taking the route through Reading, Walling¬ 
ford, Oxford, Woodstock, Winehooiabe, Gloucester, Evesham, 
Worcester, Hales, Liclifield, Burton, Tutbury, Derby, Not¬ 
tingham, Newstend, Sherwood, Warsop, liodstock, Conis- 
brougb, Pontefract, and Thorpe. The royal party reached 
York on the 22nd of December, and took up their abode with 
the archbishop. 

Every preparation was made to receive the young bride- 

5 room with mtinction, and amusemeut was pi'ovided for hia 
iversion on his entering the English territory. Orders 
were given to the warden of Gsltrea Forest to allow the 
youthml sovereign to liunt the doer in that royal domain, 
and to cai’ry away all the game he might kill. 

Tn addition to a numerous rerinus composed of the flower 
of the Scotch nobility, the young King was accompanied by 
hie motlior, Mwy ds Coucy, who had boon summoned fj’om 
tlie continent for tlio occasion, aud in whose train were many 
nobles not only of Scotland but also of France, whore she 
was born. 

A donor is generally supposed to display considerable tact 
and discrimination when lie bestows a gift suitable to, and 
likely to bo prised by, the donee; and King Henry liad, 
perhaps, some secret inkling of tlie taste of the imperious 
diuiftlitor of Ingelinm de Ooucy, when he ordered his butler 
to place the whole of the wines iu the royal cellars at Not- 
tiugham at her dis])OB(iJ, and to make a euitablo speech to 
hei' on tlio occasion.* 

Matthew Paris recounts with much minuteness the magni¬ 
ficence of these nuptials; and to him w© refer for many 
particulars which our limilod space constiaiua us to omit.

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Previous to the cclebrAtion of the msiriage, King Henry 
conferred knighthood on liia intended son-in-law. The 
ceremony was performed with much magnificence on Christ¬ 
mas Day» and twenty young nobles, arrayed in rich and 
costly apparel, reoeiv^ a similar honour. On this occasion 
King Henry presented the young monarch with a fine sword, 
having a silver pommel richly chased, a scabhard of silk, 
together with a costly sword-belt; an elaborately formed 
couch (minutely described in the royal mandate ordering it 
to be prepared) was also delivered to him for the purpose of 
rost while he was performing in the Abbey Church the usual 
solitary watcliings on the night previous to the belting of a 
knight. 

The day after ChriMmas Day was appointed for the nup¬ 
tials ; and it was deemed advisable that the ceremony should 
be performed in private, caily in the morning, long before 
the expected hour, for the purpose of avoiding the rush and 
pressure of so large a multitude. 

Immediately after the nuptial ceremony had taken place, 
tlie King of Scotland did homage to the King of England for 
the laud of Lothian and the other possessions held of him 
in England, and was then asked to do fealty for the 
Kingdom of Scotland as his predecessors had dooe; but the 
prudent boy replied to this unseasonable and unbecoming 
application, that he had come there peacefully for the 
honour of the King of EngUod, and at ins request to ally 
himself by mairiage to him, and not to intermeddle with 
afiiairs of state; moreover, that tliis wa.s too arduous a 
matter for him to act in wiihont consulting his nobles, and 
he must therefore decline replying to so difficnlt a question. 

Tho public muniments abound in notices of the prepara¬ 
tions made for the marriage feast; for instance, the King 
ordered for the same, five last of herrings, one thousand 
mullets, ten thousand haddocks, two hundi'ed and fifty salmon, 
five hundred conger eels, thirty pikes, and sixty jacks ; and 
the King's “ piscator ” was directed to catch all the fish ho 
could in tho royal fish-ponds, and to keep tliem alive in some 
safe stew until they were required: he also ordered thirteen 
hundi'ed and twenty porkei'S, and two thousand four hundred 
and sixteen fowls, four hundred bucks, throe hundred does, 
two hundred fawns, and one hundred wild boars. An in¬ 
credible quantity of wine was also ordered to be sent to York, 
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and Eoliert of Koutpelier, his butler, -was ordei-ed to spice 
two casks ctf the best whits wine in the Kin^s cellar* and 
oonrert one class of the best red wine Into dare} and he was 
also to have any quantity and qiiaUty of wine ho might 
require to make theiewith delicate drinks for tbe King. 

On tbe occasion of these festivities the King made many 
vaJimble presents to the bride and bridegroom and also to 
other persons, lu addition to a very ample trousseau 
which be had provided for Ins daughter, lie gave bar other 
jewels to the value of two hundred marks; a silver pot* 
weighing ten marks; a silver posnet and cup, weighing five 
marks; a plain silver cup, weighing five marks; a golden 
chalice, weighing three maiks: six spoons; and several 
other pieces of plate; four beautiful saddles of costly mate* 
rials, with reins to correspond j a riolily ori'iamented bed ; 
ten cloths of gold and several magnificent robes for herself, 
her governess, and maids of honour; and two hundred marks 
in money. lie distributed among the Scotch nobility a large 
quantity of cloth of gold and silken robes, and gave in alms 
to tile poor and indigent, a largo supply of cloth, and other 
articles of apparel; ho gave to twenty-fovir religious houses 
in Yoikshire valuable silver chalices, and pi'eaculs in 
mcney to all the prioresses of the aarue county. 

At the conclusion of these festivities the King presented to 
his young sondu-Iaw one hundred and nine pounds for his 
expenses in England; and granted to him five thousand 
marks for four years, and all tho lands and tenemonte in 
Cumberland, which his father Alexander II. had held, and 
which, at his deatli, had reverted to the crown of England. 

Shortly aEcv tho bride and bridogi'oom took their depar* 
ture for Scotland, a trustworthy guard having boon appointed 
to attend on the young Queen. They travelled by the way 
ofNewcastle-upon-Tyuo, ^Yho^e tho governor was commanded 
to place the IGng’s castle at tlielr disposal, and to provide 
thorn with wine, meat, fish, and other necessaries os long as 
they desired to remain there. 

■Whilst King Henry was at York he visited several of the 
neighbouring monasteries and towns, and conferred upon 
them many acts of kindness and benevolence. He left the

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dty of York on the 7tli of January, 1252, and arrived at 
Nottingham on the lOtb of that month. 

The next visit of the English court to the Northern coun* 
ties was in tlie year 1255, and had relation to the domestic 
disturbances in Scotland during the minority of Alexander 
III. It sBoms that disseuslons had arisen bet'weeu the 
English attendants of the young Queen and the servants 
who were placed about her by the regents of Scotland, 
which roaderod her situation anything hut agreeable; in 
addition to wliich slie was kept in a state of imprisonment 
in Edinburgh C&atle, and was denied all intercourse with 
her husband. This state of things naturally drew from her 
many grievous complaints to her parents, and applications 
for redress. 

More than one effort was made by King Henry to bring 
the young Queen back to England, and a safe conduct waa 
aotmdly granted to lier for the purpoee, but the regsuU 
could not be induced to let bei' go, well knowing the die- 
aabUfaction she felt at all around her: a secret mission was 
then sent iuto Scotland, and the information it brought 
created serious approhensions for her health in her mot£er, 
Queen Eleanor, who immediately sent over her own confi¬ 
dential physician, Kegiuald de fiathouia, to attend to her 
health and that of her ^oung husband, whom ebe loved as an 
adopted child. On Ins arrival at Edinburgh, be was cour¬ 
teously received by the regents, as he brought letters of 
credence from the King and Queen of England, and 
when he was loft alone with the young Queen (as with 
physicians it was tlien customary) he inqulrod of ner the 
cause of liei* perturbation and sadness; upon her rerealing 
to him tiie cause of her grief, and particularly the treatment 
she experienced from the regents, the iiidig;nation of the 
physician was aroused, and ho charged them and her attend¬ 
ants with treason. In the course of a fow days he was end- 
dcnly taken dangerously ill, and, attributing bis attack to 
poison, he wrote to the King and Queen of England a full 
account of what he had seen, done, and suffered in the cause 
oftho young Queen, and iramodiatcly afterwards expired. 

Tlie Kuig, highly enraged at this iutelligence, entertained 
thoughts of dissolving the marriage forthwith, and sent 
privately into Scotland tlie Earl of Gloucester and John 
Mansoll to ascertain the actual situation of his daughter, aud 
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tlie best meang of assisting her. Eatering the castle of 
Edioburgh in disguise, they obtained an intoryiew yrith 
Queen Margaret, who related all her grievances," concealing 
nothing from them. So great was her irritation against the 
Scots, that she entreated her fatlier to invade Scotland, and 

E iiniA her persecutors, rather than leave her unavenged. 

y the authority of Homy they formed a nowerful party 
in Scotland, and with their assistance I'cleasen the King and 
Queen, and conductod them in safety to Eosburgh Castle. 

To follow up tliis step, Henry summoned his military 
tenants to join him, vowing vengeance against those who 
liftd persecuted his daughter, tliough in the proclamation he 
issued on the occasion, he spoke merely of his great desire 
to visit the King of Scotland and his daughter the Queen, 
whom ho had not seen for a long time, ami to lull the 
i^ouB Buspidou of the Scots, ho declared that it was not his 
intention to attempt anything contrary to the rights and 
liberties of their kingdom. 

Everything being prepared, the King, on the 26th of Juno, 
left Woodstock, where he Imd been staying for some weeks, 
a))d marching through Kortbamptonihire and Nottingham¬ 
shire, arrived at Doncaster on the Sth of August; thence pro¬ 
ceeding through Pontefract, Cawood, York, Newborough. 
Allerton, Darlington, Durham, Newcastle, Alnwick, and 
Chillinghem, he arrived at Wark on the 6 th of September. 
While at Newcastlo-upon-Tyne (26th August), ne sent 
letters of sa^ conduct to tlie young King and Queen and 
the Earl of Gloucester and another nobleman wore com¬ 
missioned to escort them to the King of England. 

As it was considered more prudent that Henry should 
not for the present cross the frontier, Warlc Castle was 
decided upon as tho place of rendezvous, and there King 
Henry and his Queen, wlio had insisted upon accompanying 
him, look up their rcaidcuco; finding, however, some demur 
on the part of the Seote as to the propriety of their King 
and Queen venturing beyond the border, Guy do Lusignan

aunm tpAtiui, tal fajaRjam liAban apO' 
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and William de Valence, the King’s half-brotbera, with tlie 
Earl of Gloucester and otbev nobles, were sent to urge their 
presence, and they pledged tliemselTcs that neither the 
young King nor hie Queen should tarry in England without 
the consent of tl^e Scottish nobles. This promise was 
renewed in other letters of safe conduct which were issued 
on the 5th of September, and the meeting accordingly took 
place at Wart Wyntoun says :

Tlio ordinances, which gare such grief and displeasure to 
the three estates of Scotland, were that Queen hCargaret 
should be treated with proper attention and respect, and 
that she should have free uttevccurse witli l^er husband; 
that the government during tho King's minority should be 
placed in the liands of those who were in the EngUsIi interest, 
and that King Henry sliould bo the pidncipal counsellor to 
tho King of Scotland. These ai-ticlcs were drawn up at 
Wark on the ICtli of Septembor, but wci'e not completed until 
tlie 20th of tliat month, when it is said that tliey wore signed 
by King Alexander, at Roxburgh Castle, in tho presence of 
tho King of England, and that afterwards tho two moiiarchs 
visited Kolao Abbey together wliere tliey attended )ngh 
mass, after which King Henry retuined to Work. 

There is no evidence, however, by the attestations to show 
that the King was either at Eoxburgh or Kelso on the 20th 
of September. 

He was at Wark on the ISth and on the 18th (it does 
not appear where be was on tlie 17tli) ; on the 20th he 
was at Sprouston and Work, and at Wark on the 2\st. I( 
therefore, King Henry went into Scotland, it must have 
been on the 17lh of September, as that is the only day his 
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preMDce cannot be traced in England.* After tke treaty 
con6nned by King Henry he made preparations to 
return home; he left ¥ark on the 2l8t of September and 
passing through Alnwick, Newmmater, Darimgtoa, 

York and Pontefract, arrived in London tho iSth of October. 

The Kin^a last journey in hia Northern provinces o^ri-ed 
in September, 1258, when he had convened hia pwliament 
to meet him there. He arrived at York on the 10th of that 
month and atayod there until the 26th. The chief objwt ot 
hia riait waa to see the King and Queen of Scotland and 
their family, whom he had invited to meet him thevo. 
Notliing particular appears to have occurred on tho occasion, 
and the King left York the 26th. taking the route through 
Pontefract, and arrived at Westminster on the 12Ui ot 

October. . _ , , 

The foregoing remarks suggested by the Itinerary ot King 
Henry IIL, may serve to show how such tables assist m 
elaci<ktiDg the statements of contemporary annalat% and 
enable us to educe from the mouldering fr^ments of history 
little traits of individual character and national manners and 
customs, which are looked for in vain in the pages of the 
general liistorUn.

KOnOE OF A TEURIBLT2 OF THE TWELFTH CENTFRT, 

01 THB m? &lfV, DABIIBL ROCS, D.D. 

The thurible which ia repraaented in the accompanjing 
illustration ia of copper gilt, aud when it cam© into my 
hands had unfortunately lost all its chains and muoh of its 
original gilding. W’antinf it for use at tli© altar, I had new 
chaios put to it, and had it regilt by the alectrotjp© pro* 
cess—a motliod which hindered tli© slightest abrasion, or 
the smallest hurt from being inflicted on it i the regilding, in 
fact, was absolutely needful to koep it safe from Uioae 
ries BO sure to follow from the enocts of damp and oxi^ 
tion< 

As may b© seen at a glance, it ie a work of the twelfth 
century. At Lille there is another so Tery Ilk© th© one 
engraved that, at first sight, both would seem to hsT© boon 
cast in the same mould: there cannot b© tli© slightest 
doubt that they were wrought by the same hand. A short 
inspection howorer will show that they differ on© from th© 
other so much as to be easily distinguished; which is the earliei* 
of the two it would bo hard to deeiJe. The other thurible 
belongs to K. Benviguat of Lille, who found it among some 
broken iron in an oTd* 0 tore shop of that town, and bought 
it for a few francs. M. Didron, in his^^ana^;; ArckhdogigueSi 
tom. iv. p. 293, published an engraving of it, of die full sise, 
from a well-executed drawing by the pencil of M. Viollet- 
Leduc. 

The names, inscribed upon both thuribles, show at once 
that th© youths seated upon the lid, with ^oir heads towards 
an angel slttisg above tlicm on the top, represent the three 
children, Sidrach, Misach, and Abdenago, otherwise called, 
Ananias, Azarias, and Misael, spoken of by Daniel, cap. iii. 
These Hebrew martyrs are thus figured singing their beau¬ 
tiful song of praise scathless amidst the fiames of the 
Babylonian furnace, gazing upon the angel whom God had 
sent tliem for protection in their burning trial. All around 
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ftEd leneatJi them are the flowere of the field, the beaats of the 
earth, aad the fowls of the air. The symholism of this orna¬ 
mentation is most fitting for such an ecclesiastical appliance 
as a censer, in which incense was to be burned—the emblem of 
prajer and worahip. The three children typify the faiththl 
people of Gk>d uplifting to Him their notes of adoration and 
praise, in joy and grief—at all times. By the angel hearing 
in his left hand an object resembling the flat dishes for holding 
incense—like that belonging to &t- Paul’s, London, in the 
thirteenth century (see St. Paul's, p. 312), we are 

reminded of tiie an^l in the Apocalypse (chap, viii., verse 3) 
to whom “ was given much incense that he should offer of 
the prayers of all saints upon the golden altar which is before 
the throne of God.” Highest and uppermost sits the angel; 
below him are seated t’&e youtbfnl Hebrews ; and under 
them are birds, beasts, and flower-bcariDg branches and 
boughs; thus are wo at once reminded of Uie “ Benedicite ” 
which our Church sings every day in her seivice at Lauds, 
and in which she says:—“ All ye works of the Lord, bless 
the Lord—0 ye angels of the Lord—0 all ye things that 
spring up in the earth—0 all ye fowls of the air—0 all ye 
beasts and cattle—0 ye sons of men—0 Ananias, Asanas, 
and Misael, bless ye the Lord: praise and exalt him above 
all for ever,” &c. By comparing the coppev-plata given by 
M. Didron, iu the Annales, with the wood-cut, we shall find 
that there are several differences in desigii between M, 
Benvignatis thurible and mine : the foot of this is a trefoil, 
that in France has it fashioned like a rose of six petals, or as 
M. Didron calls it " une rose i six lobes, comme les roses 
qui couronnent les fenStres de la cathedrale de Reimsthe 
doves, the lions, and other animals, though evidently cast 
in the same mould, are placed differently on each thurible : 
the spaces between the semidi'cular bands in this, are fiUod 
in with a three-petaled floweret; in that, with a sprig of 
five leaves: names, Ananias, Ac., are written at the 

feet o( and between the three children, on this—on that, 
upon Ihe broad bands spanning the animals: in that, the 
angel at top is seated upon a cushion which, in this, 
is not to be seen; though, in both, the wings, originally 
fixed upon the angel^a shoulders, are broken off. Besides 
these, there arc some other variations not worthy of men¬ 
tion ; but they, with those mentioned show that, while the 
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niAkor of sucli tKuriblee could employ very many of tlie 
same moulds up (in tho vessels tlmt he sent forth from 
hia hands, he knew well how to diversify them aad put 
in a few small differences of a leaf or flower, so as to render 
one easily distluguishablo fiom all hia otljer censers. But 
wo must not forget to notice tliat around the horisontal rims 
of the bowl and lid of the Lillo thurible, mns an intorosting 
Latin ioscription of throe Ijoxaineters telling how a certain 
Itainerus gave it to some religious house, or capitular body, 
that, after death, he might be pmyod for. Tliis, as well as 
two other twelftli contmy tlmritlee, of which one is still to 
be seen io the cathedral of Ti'^ves, has been figured by 
Texier, in his very useful Dictionnaire (POrfevrerid, A 
Oravurs st tie Ciselttre Chftliennee, just publishedi at Paris, 
by Migne. Tho learned Abbd gives the deddad preference 
to that at Lille, and says : C’est oncoro h I'epoqus de 
Theopbile quo se rapporte I’cncsnsoir bsaucoup plus re mar- 

S uable, consorv4 h Lilte par M. BeuvignatBut long before 
1. L'abbo Toxicr, tho same preforonce had been euthusiasti- 
cally expressed by one to wnom moditeval aiehnology is so 
mu^i beholden—I mean M. Didrou, who tells us: — 
“L'encenaoir quo nous arione vu \ Treves, ceux quo scat 
sculptds ou points dans nos znonumeuts, ceux que nous avious 
observe dans plusieurs dglises de France ou dans quelques 
collections d’antii^uairas, ne pouvalent pas nous donner une 
id6o do Teucensoir de Lille .... Loraquo nous avons tu de 
nos yeux et touch4 de nos mains cet iddal oxdcutd daos 
I’encsnaoir de Lille, notre amour pour le moyen dge a 
v^ritabloment rodoubll”—A rc/tw/., tom. iv. p.305. 

Among the several Htuigical appliances, few show, in 
their mouldings and outline, more of the architecture of their 
times than these thuribles, so that it becomes an easy matter 
to determine the period when they were made. Within 
t^io last few years, several fine speoimeus have either been 
discovered or drawn forth from out of the obscurity under 
which they lay hidden. Not long ago there was found, 
while draining Whittlesea Merc, a beautiful silver censer, gilt 
all but the chains, weighing 50 ounces : it belongs to Mr. 
Wells, who claimed it as lord of tho manor ; and it is well 
figured by Mr, Shaw in hia valuablo Decomivee Arts of 
the Middle Agsi; it is noticed also in this Journal, toI, 
viii, p- 195. In that truly magnificent coUectiou of 
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medieval antiquities, belonging to Prince SoUjkoff, at 
Paris, may be seen one of the two large silver thuribles 
which, with other predous articles of chorch-plate, were 
brought, several years ago, fi'om Basic to this country, 
and exhibited for sale in London: this has been figured 
in Le Mo^tn oyc et la RsnaissancG, tom- in., by Lacroix 
and Sere- The treasury of St. Antonio’s church at 
Padoft possesses a most beautiful thurible of a very large 
size, silver gilt: tlie ufivicula, or boat, for holding tlio 
incense is even finer and more curious than the censer 
itself, and is fashioned like a ship with a mast and stevu- 
gallery; all about it are little figures of mariners and soldiers, 
some cased in regular annour : the thurible ami boat were 
the gift of a Roman pontiff, but the workmanship, in my 
opinion, is Genuan r they are, however, the finest things 
of the kind to be met with: my impression is that 
they never were meant to be employed at the altar, but 
intended ss votive offerings to be hung up at a sUrine by 
way of orBament. 

About tho use of incense in general some notice may bo 
seen in “ Hierurgia,” cap. xvii, and its empl^rocut in the 
Anglo-Saxon ritual has beeu pointed out in The Church oj 
Our FaQiSi'i, t. i., 205. 

What may have beea the shape of the censer used by tlie 
Jews in their ceremonial it would be now hard to find out, 
for among the sacred vessels brought away from Jerusalem 
hy Titus, and still to be seen sculptured on his triumphal 
arch at Rome, no appliance for burning incense, if I remem¬ 
ber rightly, appears; probably, the Hebrew censer was 
fashioned like a small chafing-dish or cassolette, resem¬ 
bling, in fact, tlio thymumialerium or acerra of the ancients. 
By the early Chiistians, however, swinging thuribles, just 
like tliose now in use, seem to havo been employed, and a 
tuoic-clad figure ou one of the frescoes in tlie catacomb of St. 
Callistus on the Appian way (given as tho frontispiece to 
ifibrwyfa) appears to bold in bis hand sucl: a censer, Oue of 
the oldest representations which I know in Western Christ¬ 
endom, is fibred among the curious ilhuninations of that 
piwious Bodleian MS, of Caedmon published in \\i&AvcJuie<h 
loffia, toL xxiv, where, at plate 83 is seen a figui“e bearing, on 
tile fore-finger of his right hand, a thurible, in ah essential 
parts, exactly like the one before us ; and assuming those 
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illuminations to Lavs been executed towards the end of the 
XtJi or beginning of the Xltli century, we have a valuable 
Illustration of what was tlio shape of, as well as the mode 
of carrjing, the thmible among the Anglo-Saxons, Of 
certain laigo thuiibles not swung by the Imnd hut kept con¬ 
stantly Imngiijg from a beam, and at one time used at 
Home and in this country, mention is made in The Ghu/t'ih 
of Oitr Fath&8, t i. 206. In St. PauVs, London, a curious 
method of using tho censor is recorded r by menns of 
some kind of raecbfUiism, it would seem that the figure of 
an angol swinging in oua hand a large thurible, was made 
to come down from tlKS roof of the church and incense 
tho King as he walked into tho nave“at aftornone the 
King (Henry VII) cajno riding through tlie dtie to tho weste 
doore of Powlea, where liia Grace alightdo. To rcceyve hym 
into the chyi'cho was the quors of Pewles in ther habitc* 
and copes.—And at lii.s enti'o into tl)c cliirclie, hi Grace was 
scDBoudo witli tlto great sensor of Powlos by an angel 1 com* 
myngouteof tho wof.”—Zc/aRcTi CoiUciaiiea, t. iii, 217, 
216. 

Wliilo giving the symbolism, eomo liturgical writers have 
noticed the shape ot the vessels used in tlie sanctuary, 
and in such a mannei’ m to let us know some peculiarities 
of tJioir make; thus lunocont III, circfi 1160, in a work 
not sufficiently read, De Sacro AUaxU tells lu 

that the thurlhU sometimes had net three but four chains;— 

“ Kam sjeut in thurihulo parssupeiior ct iufbi iyi* iribus catbe- 
nulis uniuntur, it!i troa in Christo suiit unionos qulbua divi¬ 
nity ct humauitaa conjuiiguntuv—Quidara autem quartam 
uuionem assignant, videlicet Deitatis ad compositumox njiima 
simul et came. Nam ot qumdam thuribula quatuor liabent 
cAthenulas.” — Lib. ii., cap. xvil, 1)4 formd i/iuHbuIi Again, 
yicavdus says :—“Tlmribulum vero eat vas utriquo logi com¬ 
mune, quod, vel orationalem significat prsedicationein quro 
oxcitat ad orandum, vol domini carasm—^i quatuor liabuorit 
linya, demonstrat earn ex quatuor eloineutis constare, &c. 
Quinta linea qu® partes dividit, animam designat, &c. Si 
yei“o tres habuerit linaas, figurat carnem, animam ct verbum 
in unam convonii'e porsonam. Quanta qua partes separat 
potestas est quii anim.^Itl suam pro ovibua suis posuit: si una 
tantum linoa sustentatur, significat quod solus de Viigine 
goneratur, vel solus est inter mortuos liber/' Skardi Ep. 
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Cremofmtsis Miirak, 11, c. liii., p. 48,6d. Migne: bv 'llnoa’ 
is evidently meant “ chain f and it is curious to find, in the 
XlUth century, ^hcn Slcardns ^vrote, a reference made to 
those singular thuribles, not carried about but kept hung up 
in some part of the church—“ una tantum linea. Durandus, 
as is his wont, merely repeats what has been said by otliei-s 
before him, and in his BoHonak, I W., c. x, embodies the 
Tcry words of Pope Innocent and Bishop Sicardus. To sare 
the liturgical student some trouble, I would obserre that, by 
an easy mistake of an R for S, in the printed copies of the 
HaiitmaJe, I c. 105, n. 4, Sicaxdus is thus quoted 
•i^lcavdus Bpiso. Cremon. dixit in Mitrah, &c. I once 
found, figured in an illuminated MS,, a thurible, the hd of 
which was not drawn up by a chain, bnt attached to the 

bowl by a hinge. , i 

That like all the other liturgical appliances tJie thunble 
was o^n not only formed of gold and silver as well as 
copper, bnt had bestowed upon it all the beauty of design 
which the cunning of the artist could devise, wc ga^er from 
various sources, and more especially from that precious book 
the Diversarum Artitm Schedula. One of the forms in 
which the so-called Theophilus the monk suggests it should 
be made, is that of the Temple as fore-shadowed by the 
angel, in Ezechiel In another of those word-sketches which 
he writes so well, he says “ fiant flosculi aut avicul© vel 
besdol® seu fenestoll®—ponantur quatuor capita leonum 
give horoinum fusilia per qu© eaten* transeant/' &c. {cap. 
lix., p. 205, Paris, Didot.) Tbo dimensions of a thurible, he 
infoims us, should be such—“ita ut altitude in ae ipsius lati- 
tudinem totam habeat et ejus medietatem,” {ib. p.20i) : the 
small windows, the little birds and boasts, the flowei'ets, the 
Hods' heads, through which the chains run, on the thurible 
figured above, spoSc for themselves; wliiie curiously enough, 
its height is about half as much again as its width ; so that, 
although we may not be justified in asciibing it to the hand 
of Theophilus himself, it may Iiave come from tliat of one 
who was bred up in the school and followed the teachings of 
the good old workman-monk. 
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IIBMABKS ON AN EPFIOT OF A KKIQET IN TVINCnESTEP. 

CATEBDEAL. 

TiiEBi IB a remarkable sopuldiraJ effigy in Viiicliastor 
Catliedral, which hna been from time to time the aubjecfc of 
much unaatiafactory apeculation. So far from it haring 
been ascertained, wlio waa commemorated by tlie monument, 
it has ereu been left doubtful, whetlier bo were nn English- 
mrm or a foreigner* Where there hfis been so lai’ge an amount 
of unsuccessful conjecturo, a little more may, I hope, be 
tolerated j but I propose to offer something else than con¬ 
jecture as to who was intended to be represented by tliis 
effigy, though I may not be able to explain completely erory- 
thing that has ocmionod difficulty in determining to whom 
it should be referred* 

It is the only military effigy of its period easting in tliat 
cathedral, or, indeed, in tlie citr of‘ wincheater, Eemored 
many yeais ago from ite originaf place, widely was ni‘obab!y 
against a wall and under a recess, it now lies, dctacnod from 
tlie remains of the tomb to wliicli it helonn, behind the 
choir, betwooii tlie moiuimonts of Cardinal lieaufort and 
Biahop Wnynfleto. Tlio knight w*\s represented in a hauberk, 
clmporon, and chnussos of mail of the time of Edward L, with 
a surcote roacliing a little below the knee. There is no 
mixture of plate j but tlier© aro fragments of ailettcs, and 
these will require us to ascribe the effigy to die latter part 
of that reign, if not to the beginning of the next. Tho logs 
from the knees downwards are very nooidy gone ; but 
sufficient evidence exists to show that they wore crossed, 
and the feet rested on a lion. Tho head is slightly inclined, 
and reposes on two cushions, formerly supported by two 
angels, the bodies of which remain- The right hand grasps 
tho hilt of the sword, and on the loft arm is a shield charged 
with the following arms, viz., a cross between, in the first and 
fourth quarters, two cows passant, collared, and belled, and. 
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iu the second and third quarters, three garbs. What vas 
one side or lather the front of the tomb on vhich, there fe 
good reason to belieye, this effigy originally lay, is now built 
into the eastern wall of the Guardian Angola' chapel There 
are carved on it, under five decorated iirchos, as many 
escutcheons suspended by guigcs, and 
bearing respectively the following arms, 
vis.: I. Tiie same that are on tlie 
IcuigliC’s shield; 2 . Six oaglete displayed; 
3. England j 4. France somd ; and 5. 
Castile and Leon quarterly. About forty 
Years ago the effigy, wtich had been 
lying on tlie floor Tor aomo years, was 
repaired and partially restored. Happily, 
there was no attempt made to complete 
the figure, though tne time-worn shield 
underwent that process. More for« 
tunately still, there exists, in Britton's 
Hiitorr of this Cathedral,^ an engrav¬ 
ing from a drawing of tJiis effigy by the truthful pencil 
of Mr. Blorc, which was made before the iv:pair ami 
I'flitoratlon. This shows tliat the arms now on do shield 
agree hi all OMentinIs witli what were there proviousW; 
and fiom it is given In tlie ina)*gin a woodcut of do 
sliield and the arms on it as ti)oy then appeared. Tliere 
is also in the same work an engraving worn a drawing 
by the same hand of the front of tlio tomb; from wliich we 
learn that tlio mms then upon it remain unAltored in any 
materifd respoet. 

Witli so mucli heraldry and sucli mdicatlons of royal 
connexion or patronage, it njiglit hare been expected that 
tliere would net have been any great mystery about this 
effigy. Tlie cailiost notico of it whicli I havo mot with is in 
Galas History and Antiquities of this Catlicdral, publislisd 
in 1715, p. 32; where it is tJius spolcou of: “Beliindtho 
Quire on the north side licth a wailike person, whose figure 
is much defaced, with this inscription;_ 

‘ Uic jt 09 t WillidmuB ComcB dc IiibuIo Vaat aIIm Win©»jl.’” 

Of this singular inscription, which does not on a first perusal 
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impress one with a favourable opinion of its autbentadtj, 
1 aliall presently bare moretosaj, Govwh, in his Sepulchral 
Monuments* published iu 1796, after deacribing the effigy, 
■which he speaks of as in the north aisle, adds, “ on hie shield 
(are) two bulls ■with bells, quailering threo gorbes, at bis 
feet a bound. The front of the tomb now fixed against the 
wall, has tho bulla and gerbcs. six eagles displayed, three 
lions pfifisant gardant, old Franco, Castile and Loon/' He 
says nothing of the inscription. 

Dr. Milnor, who passed for aa authorit;y in hia day, and 
not without some reason, though he is not to be trusted 
whoro heraldry is in ouestion, describes the ofBgy, in bis 
History of Winchester,^ as ‘Ulie mutilated figui'e of an 
ancient CiTisader, armed aip-d-pie ia a hauberk, wi^ his 
sword and shield ; tho latter of which bears quarterly two 
bulls passant, gorged wick collars and bells, and three garbs 
for tho princely family of De Foix, of winch was Capul de 
la Dud), Knight of ths Carter of tbb first creation by 
Hdward III. On an adjoining slab arc the arms of the 
Royal families, to whidi be appears to liave been related, 
namely, England, France, Castile, Leon/’ kc. Ho then goes 
on to Quote from Gale the inscription before mentioned, as 
one ''which is said formerly to have existed here.’' In bis 
edition of 1609, ho has altered those words, and spo^s of 
tlie inscription as having formerly boon “on tho monument,” 
but adduces no new autTioritv. It will be observed that he 
notices only royal arms on the front of the tomb ; but there 
can be no doubt of the otheia Imving boon there at that 
time. The omission may, perhaps, he attributed to his not 
having intended to speak of any but royal alliances. 

Britton, in his d^ription of the effigy,^ states, that it is 
“ finely executed, and is said to represent William de Foix, of 
the princely family of that name, who resided ou an estate 
called Vana, or "^ineall, noar Winchester." As he (juotes 
no authority for this, I presume it is a bold interpretation of 
the inscription that we owe to Gale, by the light of information 
too hastily borrowed from Milner. 

No trace of the inscription remwns, nor is rt known 
where it was placed. It does not read like an original

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ODS, but lilce on$ of latsr date embodying an erroneous 
tradition, or a tradition mmmderstood. No such title as 
“ Comes de Insula Vans,” or Earl of Wineall/' is known to 
have existed in this country or elsewhere. For a while 
I tljought it might have been a foreign title translated into 
I/atin, and rendered into rernacular English; but I can 
discover none by which it can be explained, Had there 
been sucli a count or ear! allied to the royal families of 
England, Finnce, and Cnstile and Loon, he would surely 
appear in some of tlje genealogies or histories, and have been 
brought to light before now. Tho Oaptal de la Buch t, 
Edward III. was not a Do Foix ; nor nre the arms of tlie 
family of De Foix on the monument: they were, or three pal¬ 
lets ffu. It is true that at a later date tfiev were quartered 
wiijior two cows passant collared and beDed at .; but that 
was the coat of Seam, and it misled, no doubt. Dr. Milner. 
Wineall, formerly Winliale, or Wynhale, and now Wiunall, is 
a small parish very near Winchester, extending some dis¬ 
tance up the chalk lulls, There is no evidence or probability 
of its Imving ever been insulated, though near the river; nor 
of its having been a lordsliip vested in any family in whfcli 
there was an earldom at alf rosombling in name that men¬ 
tioned !n the inscription. 

Some years ago Mr, Plandib examined this efUgy, and lio 
has dUcussodit and the heraldry connected with it in voh i. 
of the Journal of the British Archaeological Association, 
He also came to the conclusion, which indeed seems un¬ 
avoidable, that the inscription mentioned by Gale is not 
trustworthy, and that the effigy doee not commemorate a De 
Foix, or any earl de Insula vana, or Wineall. He could 
not rccoacire the arms on the knight's shield, or the six 
eaglets displ^ed, with any English lamily of the period to 
which the emgy manifestly belongs, associated as tliey are 
with the royal coats of England, France, and Castile and 
Leon, Though six eaglets displayed were borne by eovoral 
English familiee.be inclined to refer them to Fetor de Gavaston, 
who bore vef'i six eaglets displayed or ; but on that suppo¬ 
sition he could discover no one to whom he could attribute 
the effigy- He has concluded his paper by calling “ attention 
to tho very unsatisfactory account at present existing of this 
finely executed and interesting effigy-’^ 

Sucl) is the present state of our information as to this 
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effigy.® I have known ifc eight yeai's, and had examined it 
twice or thrice hefow I was aware of what Mr. PlanchS had 
written on the subject. In much tliat he states I fully 
concur. From what has been said, I need not add that I do 
not credit the inscription, nor can I admit that it com¬ 
memorated a De Fob:. For a while I was a little sceptical 
as to the arms on the knight’s shield: I iinagiaod they 
m^ht have been carved in the fifteenth contury on a blank 
sliiold that had once borne the original arms in colours only; 
but I saw good reason to abandon that supposition, when I 
found the sonio arms on the front of the tomb, without 
there being tho sliglitest ground to question their genuine¬ 
ness. I felt assured too the knight was a foreiguor; for 
tlmse arms are very unlike EngM heraldry of that or aiiv 
other period, aud more easily 1 * 600 ucileatle with some 
foreign examples; and I am strongly inclined to tlie opinion, 
that the arms with tlie six oaglote displayed were those 
of Gavftston. Still I might have remained in the same 
state of uncertainty as Mr. Planch^, had it not come to 
my knowlodge through Mr. Blaauw, who first brought the 
fact forward in modern times, that a Sir Arnold de 
Gavaston was buried at Winchester in 1802. ¥iion I 
received this information 1 had not leisure to take up the 
inquiry anew; but anticipated that this fact would prove 
the desired clue to the riglit appropriation of the mouurnoat. 
Bo tho matter rested till Mr. B. Woodward, who is ea- 
gagod in writing an Account of Wincliostor Catliodial, was 
very recently roferrod to mo for information about the 
effigy in question. This led me to joturn to the subject, 
and I proceed to give tho result of my further researches 
and speculations. 

That Sir Amald do Gavaston was buriod at Wincheeter in 
May, 1302, we learn from the compoiuf or account, in 30 
Edward 1., of John Swaiiland, a inosseDger who had been 
sent, in the month of May in that year, from Guildford, hy 
the King's command, to Winchester, to cany some money 
and two pieces of cloth of gold for the funeral of Sir Arnold 
de Gavaston deceased, which was to take place there,®

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Tins is the document in the Carlton Hide referred to hy 
Mr. Blaauw in his account of the Letters of Edn^xl 11. 
■when Piince of ¥ales, published in the Sussex Archaeological 
Oollectione, vol. ii., p. 97; but for want of a definite 1 * 0 • 
fewnce toit» and in consequence of Mr. Blaauw haring lost or 
deet^ed his notes, I am greatly indebted to the kindness of 
Mr. ^nter for having it searched for, and eventually found 
^n. The valuables conveyed by the messenger may pei*- 
haps remind some of the present of moiiey and a piece of rich 
brocade sent to a wife who was supposed to hare lost her hus¬ 
band, which is mentioned in one of tlie tales of the Arabian 
Nightfl, In this case the money no doubt was to defray some 
expenses, and the cloth of gold to add to the splendour of 
tlie ceremonjal This rich material was probably used to 
throw over the cofin, for in the singular Will of Sir Lewis 
Clifford in UOi, he desirca, ''that on my stinking carrion 
he neither laid doth of gold nor of silkand in the Fasten 
Letters we road of cloth of gold being required for covering 
the body and hoarse of the fiuke of I^orfo k ; and Sir John 
Paston writes licme for that to be sent whioh he bought for 
his father's tomb.* 

The question now arisos. who was Sir Avuald do Ga- 
vastoQ ? Tho oarliost mention I Iiavo found of liim is in tlio 
1 Edward I. It will bo remembered timt when that king, 
on the death of his father, returned from tlie Holy Land, 
he came through Franco. After doing homage at Paris to 
Philip III. for Guienne, ho procoeded to that Duchy, and 
received tho homage of his vassals tliere, and among thorn of 
Gaston de Moiica 4 .le, Viscount of Bearn, who had been ro- 
bellious, and was still suspected. Tho king took fjx>m him 
a solemn promise, on pain of forfeiting all his lands hold 
of lumsolf, that ho would not quit liis court without leave 5 
and four knights, apparently all Gasoons, judging from 
their names, among whom was Sir Anmid de Qavastou, 
undertook, in a similai* manner, tliat tho viscount would 
koop Ills pi’omise.* This occurred *' a)>ud Sal turn ” (I Sault), 
on the Monday after Michaelmas, 1273, and it seoms to show

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thftt Sir Arnald -was then closely connected in some T?ay 
with the Viscount of Boajn ; he probably held lands both of 
him and King Edward, or the riscount may have been a 
mesne lord between the king, aa Duke of Guieune, and 
Sir Arnold ; for his lands as well as Gaston’s were liable to 
forfeiture in the event of tho lattei* breaking bis promise. 
The next mention that I liave found of Sir Arnold is in 16 
Edward I. (1288J, when lie was dolivei-ed by King Edward 
AS a hostage, with tlie same Gaston Viscount of Beam aud 
many other's, to Alphonao III., lOng of Arragon, to secure 
the performance by tho Kiug of England cf an obligation 
which he had entered into, to pay tlie King of Arragon 
70,000 marcs, in case the Prince of Sslomo did not keepliie 
engagements with Alpbonso.* This transaction took place 
at Campo Franco, whither Edward bad gone as a meiator 
between Alplionso and the Pr'iuce of aalerno, respecting the 
kiiiedom of Sicily, whicli bad mcontly paseod fiom the house 
of Anjou to that of Arragon aftor the Sicilian Tempers, and 
also respecting tho liberation of tho prince himself, who was 
a priBouor in the Imnds of Alphonao, Though called Prince 
of Salerno, he was in reality tlic son and successor of Char les 
of Anjou, ICiug of Naplos aud Sicily, wiio was then recently 
dead. How ho kept his engagemoate with Alphonso I mnrt 
leave the historioe of those two kiugdotas to tell. The next 
notice of Sir ArualJ that 1 have met witli is in tho year 
129D, when ho appears to have recently escaped from tlie 
prison of the King of France, and to Iiave come to Eogland 
with two other knights, namely. R. de Cauperme and Ber¬ 
tram Paviealls. Tliis 1 learn from an entty, in the House¬ 
hold Accounts of tho king in that year, of the payment of 
yi 10#. to them for tlieir expenses iu journeying through 
Brabant, and pacing into Eoglaud. Whether this was his 
fliflt visit to this country maybe questionable, as many 
Gascons had been brought to England, and employed by 
Edward in tho subjection of Wales, iu 1282. We find liim 
mentioned again in the Houseliold Accounts of tlie 28 
Edward 1. (1300), published by the Society of Antiquaries, 
pp. 200-1, whom there are entries of two payments of 22^. 8#. 
and 15i. 12#. to Sir Amald de “Gavoston,” banneret, for the 
wages of himself and bis four esquires. The latest and only 
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other notice of him, ^'hich has come to my knowledge, is 
that in the before-mentioned Measenger’s account, which 
provee that he died in 1802, and was buried at Winchester. 
The sending the money and the cloth of gold to Winchester 
on that occasion shows the king had CTCOt regard for him. 
Of his parentage nothing has been discoTercd, nor is any¬ 
thing known of any wife or issue, unless Edward Il.'a 
favotirile, Peter de Garaston, were his son, which is highly 
probablo, as I hope to show in a few words, though further 
evidence is required to justify me in asserting it to be a fact. 

With regard to the surname, De Gavoston, I would observe, 
it is evidently of locd origin- We have seen that Sir Anmld 
WAS associated with, and most likely a vassal of, tbo Viscount 
of Bearn. Now, I cannot find any such place as Gavaston ; 
but in Bearn was an ancient barony called Gateston, and a 
place of the name still eusta about nve or six lea^s north¬ 
east of Pau. Probably from this barony, either by birth 
within it or otherwise, Sir Am aid, or some ancestor of hia, 
derived this surname. 1 need hardly mention that Bearn 
borders on Spain, whore the B and tho y have long boon 
useddmost indiscriminately for each other, a practice which 
is tvaoeable in the larg^iage of that part of France, hi this 
country tlio name was variously spelt, but most commoDly 
eitlisr Gavaston or Gavoston, and sometimes Oaveraton, yet 
it occurs in ilomin^ord ns Ga^erston, Tim inhabitants of 
Bearn were st that time often called Gascons, in like manner 
as Gascony was used to comprise more than tlie duchy pro** 
periy so called. 

sir Arnald waa in all probabQity some years youuger than 
Edward I. Peter was very nearly of the same age as Edward 
II., perhaps a year or two older, and is said to havo been 
from Gascony, and tlio son of a knight ("a Wasconia oriundus, 
filius fuit cujmdom mintis'^. Hie father, as far as 1 can learn, 
is nowhere mentioned by name, but is said to have been a 
Gascon (Voeconus)—“regis Edwavdi senioris quondam famili- 
aris—mQes generoeus,” who had done the king faithful service; 
and tbe king is scud to have been not unmindful of his 
services, but had placed his son Peter in the court of tho 
Piince of Wales, to be brought up (nutritum) with him.* 


* Sm Memubut UiljDub., p. 100; Tr«kel«w, p. S ; KealngtnU L p. 843, 
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Seeing iJie respect paid bj the king to Sir Amald’s meuxorj 
on the occasion of the funeral, the latter had no doubt 
rendered much greater services than the scanty notices wo 
Juvve of him show, There is flotbing therefore improbable 
in the supposition that he was Peters father; on the other 
hand, I Uunk we iuLve seen that there is a great deal to 
warrant an opuiiou that he was the father of Petor. 

If such woi e tho fact, or indeed if he were any near relation 
of Poter, then, with tho exception of one coat, all the arms 
on the monument may be ewily accounted for; since, 
whether executed before the accession of Bdward 11., or, as 
seems more probable, after that event when Peter was Earl 
of Cornwall and in high favour with the king, and married 
to his niece, his own coat and that of England might bo ex¬ 
pected to be found there; and the addition of those of 
France, and Castile aud Loon, tho realms from whi^ the 
royal patrou of Arnald had married his two quoens, one of 
whom was the mother of Peter's patron, and tho other tlio 
aunt of his botrotlied or actual queen, would be quite in ac¬ 
cordance with tlio usage of tlie time. Tho King of Franco, 
I may add, was the lord pammount of Sir Arn^d's fief in 
Bearn. The other coat—tliat wluch is on the Itnighi's shield 
and also on tho front of the monument, and has occasioned 
so much difficulty—is not so ossily explained. It is not pro¬ 
perly two coats quartered with a cross ovsr all; for then 
the cross would Save partially overlaid the other charges ; 
but it iS| as 1 have before blazoned it, a cross between, in the 
hvst and fourth quaitera, two cows passant, collared, and 
belled, and, in tlio socond and third quarters, three garbs. 
The only known quartered coats, I beuevs, at the time this 
monument was executed, wore Csstile and Leon, and pro¬ 
bably Ilainault, which was composed of Flanders and Holland, 
and was assumed soon after 1300. The Roll of Arms, t. 
Edward II. attributes a quartered coat at that time to 
an English subject, namely, Sir Symon de Montagu;^ but 
if then used by him. It does not appear to have bccu con¬ 
tinued. Or two cows passant pii., collared and belled a.c., 
were the arms of Gaston Viscount of Beam, of whom we 
have seen Sir Arnald was probably a vassal. This Oaston

Garbs Tvere not a 
common bearing in France : three were borne by families 
named Brosse and Aust, and also by Briois and Avenioi'es 
with what may have been a difference ; but none of these 
families have been found to be in anv way connected with 
Bearn, nor indeed does the family of the Viscounts of Beam 
appear to liaye been allied to any femily bearing ga-bs. 
Still I cannot doubt that the cows Wo reisi'ence to Bearn ; 
and, as we have seen reason to think that Sir Arnald was a 
vassal of Gaston Viscount of Bearn, I woiild suggest that the 
garbs (tree Uiav be a canting aQusioa to the first two 

syllables of 'Gabaeton, m accordance with the practice of tho 
time. Though not one of the happiest of such allusive boar* 
ings, many might be quoted that were little, if at all, better. 
The croes may have beon adopted merely as a mode of 
separating the other charges, in tUo same manner as it may 
bo seen to have been employed iu tho signum, os it is 
called, of Alphonso IV. of Castiio and Leon, to tho release 
by him of his piotonsioiis to Gascony, in 1254,* wliicli Nvns 
before tiioso arms wore quai'torcd on bis seal. A similar 
mode of separating tho quartoriiigs was used by tho Kiucs 
of Castile and Loon, both in the sigmm and on tlieir seals, 
as late as IH07, oi appears by a cbai'tor of Ferdinand 1V-, 
now in tlio Britisli Museum. 

Thus considered, these arms would be in the nature of a 
feudal coat, or a coat having a feudal oH^n, composed iu 
part of tlie arras of tlio lord of tho fief. This would mako it 
more easy to comprohend why Peter de Gavaston did not use 
the same arms as his fetlier ; for, even if he succeeded to 
ie fief of his father in Bearn, ho had far more importaut 
fiefe here ; and, being raised to so high a position, he may 
have thougiit the gai'bs not a happy allusion to his patro* 
nymic, and preferred assuming a new and more pretentious 
beariDg. I cannot discover any good reason for bis choosing 
eagles; but it Is remarkable that Ralph Monthermer, another 
foreigner (I believe) of inferior condition, who at that time 
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had married an Bngliah pn^ce9S, the mother of Garaeton's 
wife, bore an eagle displayed with the same tinctures as 
Gavnaton, yiz., wrt and oi', but reversed, bis being or an 
eagle displayed vet'i. Neither he nov Gavaston appears to 
have been in any wjw connected with the Empire. 

Upon the whole, I hopo I have shown that it is highly 
probable th^t this effigy commemorated Sir Ariiald de 
Gavaston. and that he was the father of Peter de Gavaston. 
Supposing, liowever, that he was not the fatlier, but some 
other relation of Peter de Gavaston, so common was it for 
different members of the same family, ovon brothers, at that 
time to bear coats of arms essentially unlike, according to 
the different alliances or feudal engagements that they con¬ 
tracted, that there would still be sufficient leascn to justify 
us in regarding this effigy as intended to represent Sir 
Arnald de Gavaston. In either case, as Peter ao Gavaston 
waa put to death in 1312, it could hardlv have boon oxecutod 
later than in that year; so tlmt its dato must bo placed 
betwaoo the death Sir Arnold inMav, 1302, and the death 
of Peter in 1312, and inost probably about 1308.

NoTQ.—After tins Paper Imd been read at a Moetiug of the 
Institute, I discovered that some further observatione had 
been made on tliis monument by Mr. Plaochd, which are 
reported in vol. xii.ipp. 04*^36, oftlie British Archaeological 
Association. He stated that he had rocoivod from Mr. K. J. 
Paigent of Winchester ‘‘ two rubbings be had taken from tlie 
front edge of the slab, of a uame which had been twice 
incised upon it, and which proved to be ' Petrus Gaxwton/ or 
* Qavflton” Woodcuts of the rubbings are there given. 
Judging from them, the writing is not earlier than the middle 
of the fourteenth century, and Md been scratched on the stone 
with a point: most probably, it is mere scribbling, as the words 
occur twice, The usual mark of abbreviation to indicate 6i\ 
seems omittod afber tbe u. It appears to be a contracted 
form of Gaveraton, as we have seen the name was sometimes 
written- In a MS. chronicle proaerved in the Library in 
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Reigate Ol^iircb, the name ia written Gayerston in the text, 
and Gau’eton in the margin. That MS. ia probably of the 
Utter half of the fourteenth century. The scribbling may 
hare been the record of aomehody’a conviction that the monu¬ 
ment was that of Peter de Gavaston. However, Mr. Planchh 
could not concur In this opinion, though he thought the 
efBgy m^t have commemorated some member of hla 
family. He noticed that Gevaston's parentage was ^hnown, 
and mentioned Amaldo de Gavflslon,*^ as if he might have 
been a relative; but be did not appear to have been aware 
of his iiaving been buried at Wmchoater. It is singular this 
scribbling ^ould not have been found earlier. Tlie par- 
ticulaj's of the discovery, and how it was made would have 
been acceptable. It scorns improbable that, within a cen¬ 
tury after the monument was erected, there could have been 
a doubt as to whom it was intended to represent. Peter de 
Gavaston waa ultimately buried at Kings LanglWi Her^, 
bis remaine having been removed thither from Oxford in 
1914.

Tei document 'which forma the subject of thU notice is of 
greater relue, from the ^ery important historical evont with 
which it is connected, tlian on account of iU own intrinaio 
interest. After the aottlemont of tlio aSura of England, and 
tlie temiinatiou of the wav in Wales, the attention of King 
Edward L was directed to the kingdom of Scotland. The 
heiress apparent of this kingdom was hie own niece, and a 
marriage tetweon her and tho King's only eon would offor a 
satisfactory solution to all parties of an onterpi ise on which 
tho royal hopes were concentrated. I aliall no^ however, 
here offer any obaerratioua upon the historical import¬ 
ance of the then projocted union of Bdwai’d of Caernaiwon 
with Margaret the ^laid of Norway. Tho contompora^ 
chronicler, tlio annalist of later years, and tha modern his* 
toriwi, have dwelt in the most glowing and pathotio terms 
upon the pwpAnitions that wovo made to receive the child of 
so many hopes, as well as upon tho anxiety with which her 
Arrival from tho land of her birth to the kingdom over which 
sbo WAS to rule was expected. How vast were the political 
consequences involved in this cue life \ Foiling her advent and 
occupation of the throne, there was every probobflity that 
Scotland would become the prize in a struggle between the 
members of a powerful nobility among whom the claims of 
royal consaaguiuity were distributed- 

The duration and prosperity of the reign of Alexander III. 
had boon productive of two serious evils. Its length allowed 
the collateral clmmanta of the crown to become extinct 
and their titles diffused, leaving a young and delicate ^rl 
the sole hciiess to the throne in a direct line; its prosperity 
ensured that the succession would be fiei'ccly contested where 
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6 YC 11 a shadow of right could bo adduced to justify a contest. 
In order to avoid the impending calamities^ tlie union of the 
royal princess -with the son of Edward I. was cordially desired 
by the people, and carefully arranged by the chief Scotch nohlos 
with the piiDcess’s fether.^ The Scottish Parliament liberally 
agreed to the proposals of tbe neighbouring sovereign, while 
it insisted on conditions calcvdatod to preserve the iiide- 
peudenco of tlie Kingdom- 

On leaving her father’s home, it was not at first fUTfingcd 
•whether the princess should laud directly in Scotland or 
pass through England on her way. TUo ktter course was 
eventually decided upon, but with the intention that her stay 
in England should depend on the state of affaiis in her own 
country. To Scotland, however, the princess belonged, raid 
to the “two eminent knights of Fife,” David Weemys and 
Michael Scott, was oomnutted tbe important duty of pro¬ 
ceeding to the Norwegian court and of bringing home the 
precious charge. But, by the sudden and mysterious death 
of the princess on her homeward voyage—an event oyer 
which the gimtest obecunty prevails—all hopes of a pacific 
succeaeioji were aniiihilatsif, and the country was plunged 
into the fearful prospoct of a civil war, aggravated by tlie 
evident designs of tlie Englisli soveieign upon the national 
freedom. 

Important as tlieso transactions were, notiung can bo 
more complete tliaii tlie blank wliich exists as to the par* 
ticulars or the embassy that was sent to Norway, though 
there can be no doubt that they were all duly recorded 
among the other details of those transactions of whicli it 
formed so oventful a part. And it is simply owing to tho 
minute care •with •wliich details were given relating to public 
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matters whidi mvolred au expenditure of time, money, or 
stores, tiiat we are iudebted for tbe evidence now produced 
The accidents to wliicli the records of tlie sister kingdom have 
been exposed, and tUe losses they have experienced, are well 
known ; but it is eomowliat roroaricablo that amongst our own 
national collections nothing (so far as I am aware) is known 
to exist which tlirows any further light upon the iforwegian 
expedition. 

The evidence now brought foiward, while it is a fresh 
instance of tbe value of sulkidiai j sources of information, is 
still veiy imperfect; were it existing in a complete state, it 
would doubtless have cleared up the whole mystery in whicli 
the last few months of the life of tlie Maicf of Norway is 
involved. Some of the contemporary writers have said 
that the princess died in Norway before the ambassadors 
arrived thoi'e ; but most of thoao of later times have followed 
the account of WalsingUain, who asserts that she died in the 
Orkneys ou her passage homeward. 

Witfi regard to tlie embassy itself, the document now before 
us shows tTiat precisely the same system of mutuality was 
brought to bear upon its arrangemouts, wluch had orovailed 
in those for tlio projected marriage and the union of the two 
nations. While the ambassadors themselves were Scottish 
knights, the ship and the provisions with which it was sup¬ 
plied were furnished by the English sovereign from tho port 
of YarmouthOu the return of tho vessel to port from its 
unsuccessful errand, tho officers iu cliarao of the royal stores 
were bound to sec that those which hhS been supphod to the 
ship on her outward toy age were duly accounted for or 
returned;—a practice wliidi prevails at the present day. 
The document which follows is the account so made out, and 
it describes the manner in which the balance was struck on 
that occasion, And, if the princess actually embarked, and 
was landed in tho Orkneys or some other island on her 
passage, it relates to the very ship in which she sailed, and to 
the provisions and articles provided for her use and comfort. 
But there is not the slightest allusion to any circumstances 
relating to her. 
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The object of the voyage appears inddentaJly in the first 
entry, vhich refers to the “wine by Matthew de Colum- 
bariia on board the greal ahip of^armoxith wliich was sent 
to Norway for the Maid of Scotland,” The proTisioiis con- 
aist^ of the usual royal honsehold stores of the thirteoath 
century; the fiah compridng “fishes of Aberdeen” stock' 
fiali, sturgeon, lampreya, whale, and herrings. Tlie bulk of 
the articles, includiog wine, aoema to have been elmred be¬ 
tween the ambasandors and crew; while the ale, nuts, apices, 
and condiments wore roaervod for the ambassadors done. 
Tlie gi'oas quantities of the articles furnished are not given; 
the sailors ai^e said to ^ve used so much or so many, and 
the ambassadors Uie rest Some of the entries seem to show 
that difficulties existed in making the bfJance even, and are 
expressed with a vagueness that will appear amusing. “ Of 
the nuts, the sailors used none, but tbo ambaasadors used a 
certain part, and the rest were lost by decay " “ Of the salt, 
the ambassadors used a port, and tbe sailors a part—a half 
they think ” “ Of the sugoi', the ambassadors used a part, 
and! the rest vanished in the ship ” The “ meaani'o of Yai*- 
mouth," to which the provisions wars aubjoctod on tlieir 
return, api^ears to have been vow strict. Some of tl)o 
articles wo in given away “nre Deo,’’ in clmrity. Tlie stores 
woj'o on one occasion turned to account to provide foi' other 
wants. “ Of the wheat, none wna used, b\it all was rctumod 
to Yarmouth, except one barrel which Andrew the valet of 
Matthew de Columbariia sold, by command of the said 
Matthew, to purchase himself a rooe and other necessaries ” 
Some of tho “ oigaus, banners, and ponons,” provided for 
tJio state purposes of the expedition were taken away by the 
ambassadors, some were kept at Yarmouth, On the bade of 
the account is entered an appraisement of tbe avtid os re turned 
and their disposition. They were consigned to tbo keeping 
of Godfrey Pilgrim and El chard ds Qoscibid, with the under¬ 
standing that they were to bo answered for to tlie King at his 
pleasure.

It appaere to prsieot eonia 
faaturse of iatoroat, not oaly ai eltowlui^ tiu proeleioa wltU whioh mepMtio 
maooia woreleeMd, batelio u oompiuiai eertem ^pertioulan lllaetrative of 
tbo euclent agriculture aud maitegotui&l« eetotse a loma of tbo eoutUon 
oountlei.

Awunt Wat oommunicaled a notice of a dlscoTCi 7 of Roman 
remains, usav CMcbeiler. A doUilcd account baa aubwciueully been glron 
by ibo Rev, 11. Smith (Soisok Arch. Coll. toI. x. p, 168), 

" *< Tlie mambei'S of our aociaty^iLo attoadedtk© meetlagia the year 185S 
at ChieheaUtt, will not fall to veuwrubor two lemarkabl© eopulcliral oiati of 
•tone, which, with the omiooi objeels of glow and I'Otlary discoverod iu 
thorn, were scat for our ©sainhiatioD io the tamnerary Museum. The coo. 
MDte of one of those ^sta, found In 1660, at westergate, dooi Olucbester, 
on the properly of Hr. Thoumi Shlfihcv, was afterwards presouted bj that 
ffentleroao to dm British Kuseom, and il has been dosoribed by Hr. Franks 
JO m‘ Journal (rol. zl., p. 25). In that isstance, a pair of eaaumlled fibula 
and a uatallic isliTOr aoooapenled the remalos, which may have besii 
ofafafflala. TboothovtombhadbeeDdlssovaradin 1817 al Avisford, about 
8 inllaa out of Ohiohoelor, and at the olowofour meeting it wu ni^esenlod 
by Lady Elitaheth Reynell to the Huseum of the Chiobestor Pbiloaophioal 
fioelety. Thess Roman tombs ave of a type whioh sooos almost peculiar 
to the souther)! part« of the oountry. Tbo deposit had beon onoloMd In a 
Imgo reotaDgular oliast, about 8 feet i)i b)igtb by 2 foot In breadth, and 2 
feoi ill height; a musivo slab served as a oover; vosscli of glau and flo 
tils wM'oa were armuged witliln, In eonaiderable nuinbor, iho Avisfortl oltt 
having contained upwards of finty vsMels of various f(»riai. The burnt 
hoQOi had bsen i^aoed in laigevMoa of glass; oud the snialloi' objects, eo>!* 
bIj ting of cups, saucers, jugs, ita.. had doubtloss sorved fm* ionic Aiuoral 
feait. U was remarkable that the ramams of leatl)orn shoos wara found la 
both these curious oisti i and In that lent to our museum by Lady Elisabeth 
Reynell, there was a small brooket or projeetbg shelf in oaoh eornor of the 
eavity, near the upper pare, ahapod with ©ora ia ebiselllog out the block of 
itoQo to form tlie oist, and on tlioso brackets were found placed small 
opeu lamps of eartheuwavo, as if to light up the mlDiatuie fuDOt^oal 
o^ambsT. 

“It was doubtlosaowlugto the faellUy with wblck blooks of stone of 
ample slso could be obUuaed in the locality, from the lower greeo^send 
bod I Deal* Fotworth, that these sepulchral cists were in faahloa amongst the 
Botaao colonists settled aimiud tlio city of Rtgnxim. Some other ezainplos 
ofasIcniUr mods of io term out, although compaimtively unoocumoa In this 
ccontry. have occorred; for instance, at SoutU^eet,' io Keut, and tho tomb 
at Binstead, Hants, now preserved in the British Huscum, which has been 
described by Mr. Franks io our Journal (rol. Iz., p. 12). In othsr localiiios 
whero stone was not to be obtalusd, tho small sepulchral chamber was 
foriQ(k of other materials, in some instaooee of wood, as alio of brick, of 
whioh a remarkablo ozam;^© was found at Rougham, In Sufibik. In most 
of these doposits, the urns, the vases of glass, and o^er vestiges of Roman

“ Dorisg tlio month of December loeC, fi'ceh csomple* of the sBroepheguo 
of stone, ssmilar in oborflotor toiVioM sdrendf noticed, liAvs bs«u discoTered 
in tUs neighbourhood of Chichester, Dsosvortk Farm, Fontiogtod, About 
Z rallcs N.W, of that oil;. Although those lumai&J moj not odd bdj ms* 
tcrisi facts to the koowi^go olreodj pnwu’cd of the oepulohrol usages of 
the Romani, those euooossiTs disco^erios within a roogc of a fc* miles 
nround the citj of i^epfium oie not without interest, as leaving oeeunod on 
sites distant from Moh othei', not Immodlatel/ adjacent to the oity, but 
pi'obably where tUo Tillai of Roman lotdsn ))ad boos peocoablj estsblishsd, 
at no great UieUDce from the great line of Roman road tovoids London, 
which pused netu* Bigoor nnd is knoivu ss the Stono Street. T])e 
iudieatjons thus presented to us cf numeraus rural habitations sod sst> 
tlcmonti in Itomau times lo the district so uosr the coast, mar elsim our 
nodes as evidenoo of (])C ^ulel occupation of t)iat part of Britain by 
oolonliU of a superior class. I have hssn indebted to our friend Mr. 
James Smid), or Chichester, who rendered us frsqusnt and frieudly 
assistance durias our meotinff. for soens particulavs regarding the recent 
(llscovsriss at DoDSWorth, wnielv he Itoi oorefully lospeoted. Tbe Rmt 
occured on Doosmbor 8, lu prcclicly the oacno raannsr as nt Avisford, 
namely, in pltcljlng liurdlei for slisop in arable land* Tlie crowbar struck 
upon lomething ^^lich hlndcrs'l ilte operation, and this Isd to tho risk 
being unccvei’cd.

Keor it stood two stjuare vtics of gresn glM 
witik tho pscufiar aogular reeded hoodies oftoniko^ccd In speeimsni of this 
(Icscriplien. These bottles were ahoot 6 inches higb, and one contolDsd a 
lif|uid, which gave forth ao attkmatic odour when exposed to Ikoat. Thors 
were also certain vessels of pottery, aad ether oigsets. Tbe positloD ^ 
the cist woe north and south; Its dimonuone are 38 inches by 2i. 
height 17 inebos ; thora is a brocket In ono of the angles, precisely oa 
in tbe cut found at Avieford. The lid was hollowed out, ond fennsd 
of a slab 19 ledies thick, thi^e sldoi being much bevelled off. liu* 
mereus fiigmenU of tiles and d^brit Of Rocuan times lay orcund i on one 
picoo, Mr. 8o)HH informs mo that he noticed the letter K boldly formed, a 
large lettsr nearlj 2 inohesin Ldght. Subicqoont reeooiebes have brought 
to fight a second ciit, and it is eatisfactory w bavothe assoiauee tbsl ev^ 
ears will be taken of those remains, which it may be hoped will bo de* 
pouted in tbe interesting museum of loool anlieoUics at Cbicbestcr. It 
Uesoi'vce notice that on etabarikiueut of considerable strength rune near the

Themn, ‘ wiiblog to preserre the fame of that i cno\Tned city, now nliuoal 
swallowed up by the sea, from alokinginlo obliTioii,’ (Jardner has giT<m irn 
intoreiting aocounk of llio ancient remains irlkioh existed in lus time. Since, 
hovovor, hla acoount was mitten, Dunwioh has been aWcolly declimog in 
importance. The quondam ‘city’ and ‘borougir has now de^norolcd 
into a imdl country village of aoma throe liuodred inhabitant*, loo froo- 
men can no longer sood their inproieoUllvea to Parliament, and tlie last of 
the nnoient ©hurolioa which existed in Gardner’* time, and in which divino 
aervioe we* atill calebrated once a forwiglit, ia now a roofJese and loooltlonnff 
ruin npen the verge of the cliff, Tlio oliurcliyard of tbu Cliuroh of All 
Smote haa Greedy been partially waahod away, and In a few yean the 
BhuTch iteelf wDUoilow, , , .. 

" With regard to Dunwlcb,it may beremarlteu that ite poiiuon aeemt to 
be admirably deeorlbed by ita coroeound name of Celdo, or porliaw rather 
Oermanie and Scandinavian deriTatlon—DuB*wlob—tlie hill bytho unc, 
(Dan, fig), a curving bay, rinu#, if indeed wie dwa not Iiaie indioato a 
morua. Ia the nrewnt oaic, a glance at the Ordoance Mail would bo 
likely to mislead the etraogar aa to the natural featuroe of the plaoe, which 
Appear* therein to be liiuatod upon anytJiing rather than a naae or promon* 
tcry, Yet luch lii fact U the oue. While iho Kortli Sea baa for centuries 
been oneroachlng upon the oliffi of Minsmeve and Donwloh, what was 
ADoiently an mm’ of the sen to the eontb has, amenff other oauica, by tbo 
lilting up of tbo obanoei, become tiio rich expanso of Minsmere Level i end 
to tbo ncrtii, whnt waa foiiooi'ly part of Dunwioli IlATeii, hna baeome a 
pasture ground for cattle. At present, tliorofuo, Duiiwieb scanda on the 
aide of a sandy ami oletnted promontory stratchlng out, not ni formorlr 
iolo but tewnrd* tlto Ma, and situntad between level oxnnnsca of salt 
marehea “ The uaJliion noticedbv SirChajlci Lyell,* “that tlio tailors 
sate ia their shops at Duowlcb, anti saw the ships in Yarmouth Bay,” goes 
to prove that Dunwioh formerly extended fir out into tbo ocean. But for 
centuries, a* Gardner haa shown, the promontory of DuowioL haa beon ox* 
posed to tlie ravages of the North Sea, wluoh Indeed baa swallowed up a gt^at 
pari of tho pnnsh, Those ravagos still eoallnue, but are by no means 
regular lu extent. It is when a particular eonjunotion of wind* and tiUoa 
takes place that most damage is dun*.

J. G. Prim, rsceody puM;abed. *' Near the 
North door (Ur. Rlebaidson ehserred) there is an arched recess, of early 
English date. witbonC an effigy; la ibo nave there U an effigy of a bUbop 
of tba same data, seoJptnred in Mack EHkeimy siarble. Oq tho same sido 
are effigies of remarkable ebarseter, one of Uiam afslgned to one sf the 
Baris of Ormonde, tbe other is the memorial of James Sobortbals, who 
died io 1507. There is also a daou>«ffigy cn the Boor. On the south eid« 
are several altar tombs, with effigies, and one of ti>ese, representing Sir 
John Graeo, beam the asme of the scnlpUr—‘ Eorices Otwnno fabncsvlt 
Istam tambsm,' There are also aina altar tomba wi(h incised crosses. Ia 
tbe south tnosept are to bo seen effigies of tbe Boiler family, of Uaok 
marbla. The Cathedral presents ge**e tgyboaacifol architectizral featoree: 
tlie doorways are good examples of the BeHy English period. Tbe choir 
is disfigored by modeni jdaMeriDg sod woodwork, end the stone work of 
the nave hss nnfbrtoaatoJy been tooled over in the eourto of r4rU>raihni; 
the Qriginsl snrfacee of the fine sen^mred c^tsls sad other detsUs lies 
thus b^u destroyed. 1 found also that many of ihe enrious incised slabs 
lind been damogad in mixing mortar open them, and by tbe woikmoo’s 
tools.

meota, with whom 1 had hoped to held instractive conuunicatico at Lyons, 
bad died just befbeo 1 rMched that place. His loss wiR bo much felt, 
especially as tbe great eoUectiooa of Roman Antiquities beqaeathed to tbe 
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city (rf Lycrni a few years iince, and wUicIi I found a till unarranged, will 
not be UTiited with the Talwiblo njuaegm previoualy formed by M. Comar- 
inood, in tJje aciaotiflo ayitem tn which he would hwe comb wed due highly 
yalunWe euomblii^e of local anliqmtiea.

eroonutioot and oave are taVoaby the Fronah Goroi-nmont for die pro- 
eervadon of tlieto relica of old dmoa, and lb wero much to be awm that 
thoir iatereit wna aqoally eetatmed in our own country. The Theatro 
at Orange, whicli I rtoenlly puaed, wai until the laet fow yeaie 1j|»U up 
in a miM of modem dwalllnga of the loweat c\m. and almoet wholly oon* 
eealed fVem view atnidat about aitty inegularly bnlll babitaiiooa, in whieb 

that itriking example of Eoman conatruotion w« meat uoworthUydiiguiBW. 
Tbeio ialrudM* hove boeo removed, and tbii Important rello I* now, under 
the auapicea of the Empire, which aro uniteraally moat odfontogeoua aa 
regard* the coniwratlon of Katiooal Monomeota in Prance, to be examined 
with evaiy foclHty. I regret that my hurried viait to Aix has act girea 
me opportunity to aend yoo a detailed deaoription for the Inatltuto of the 
remerkoble Tapeatriea preeervod in the Cathedral there, aud oonoally dia* 
played at Beeler to decorate the choir. They aro very intereatiog to tho 
ferglish antiquaiy, aa having been part of the aacred foraitore of Can¬ 
terbury Cathedral, and bearing the arms of the donor to that church. I 
am unnble to atate by what mean* tUaae Tapestrioa camo to Alx after the 
Beformation—they nr© I know of great beauby. and are pi*eaer?ed ‘he 
greateet care. 1 lelicve that foibhful repreMBtotiona liare hooQ puhlialiod 
ju France by U. Juhinal. The Cothedrel of Aix preaenu many other 
feature* of interoit, more eipocially in it* baptliteiy, witli colmnna of 
beautiful proportion, believed to be from tiio temple of Diana, In the Boraan 
colony of A^ee Sffttii. TLIi multangolar bapUilery ia an object of no 
ordinary lotemt? I may alio mention the aeulptured coder door* of tho 
Cathodral, which might lUpply to Jdr, Neibllt a enbjeot warooly Ibm 
attractive In regard to anelont oKurah doecrabione of tnli olaia, of wmo, 
than that which he gave ua in our Joornal on the BroDxe Doors In various 
Earcpean countries. The most eiiilout aud abtraotlve object to tho aroU* 
teotui al anri<iuai'y. lioweror, at Alx, li the Cloletar Court, and an aroade of 
slender double ootumna, prcHnring a very groat vnriety of design, oapitals 
of beautifnl foliage, wUh dguiae and remarkable ornamental deialla.

Mr, 
Carrotheri Tflffenltng the discovery liaTe been given In thie Jonrual, voJ. 
xili p 407. One ef thaie ermlete ii of a deop trunaparent blue glase, 
described by Mr. Can ulhoi s « purple ( the other i* of e& ownue glaai, 
iDrohably a deep purple colour, produced by mengeueee) which bad been 
ooBsidcred to be itlmmeridgo shale, to which it beam ooniiderable 
rsaomblance.

Mr. W. S. Wauoiu), who called tlio atlsnileo of the 
MoQtiog to those rings, has, In eompHatioa with a wiaU t])en sxpreued.

“ It is remai'kablo that soi^eaDte* rings should ha so comparatively rare, 
aince, for upwards of 400 years past, a ooDudorable Dumber have been 
distributed among divers olassoa of persons on almost erei^ crealioD of 
aerjeBnta-at>lair. Few czam^es of uem, it is believed, are to be found 
in any ejections. Until a few joars ago, upwards of a dosen Lad been 
preaerved in Mr. Matbewa'a family, but they have been dispersed, and those 
oxbibited are ell tli at are known to remain of them. 

** The practice of seijeants living rings on th«r taking the e<nf is men* 
tioned by Sir John Fortaseua, as if It wero io 1429 a time-lioaoursd enstoror 
yat it has not been traced distinetlT furcbor back, Uiougli the degree of 
aerjeanuai-law haa esiAtedat least from tbe middle of the Xllltb csaiury. 
Forteseue's aceouut of tbe usage 11 the more iotereatiug aud tiuitworthy, 
as be was himself created a son cant and nvo riogi in year just men* 
tiuoed. He was afterwords (1^42) ohief justice of the King a fionch ; but, 
having attochod him self to the House cf baneaatar, be sliarea their fortaoee. 
ThoQgh Appointed Lord Cbanoallor by Henry VI,, he never acted judlciallT, 
the govarnment having been at tliat tirao la tbe Imnda of Edward IV. In 
1461 ho was ottaioted by act of Parliament, la 1463 he retired mCo 
Flanders with Queaa Morgoiet, and there, or In Franee, wrote Irii work

In later 
timea the raodvera of the riiige varird, but do not appear to have materiallv 
(if At all) diminiabed ia number; thej compriaed peraooft of ftimoat afl 
gradci, iooludmg the eorercign bineelf, aa raav be leen on reference to 
iDogdale'e ^Origfaee Jarldicialee,' pp. 124*5. 130, wbore many cuiioae 
partieutare may alao be found of the ceremoDlea that took place on each 
occaecona. The expeoec liad meet likely been aomewhat leuened, o» 
aerjeaate were tbeo often called to fewer numbere. and even, as m recent 
timee, a aiogle oue was aot unfrequeotly ci'eated. The feaat of eeren daya’ 
duration Inw in all probability been much curtailed. In 1736, aa appoam 
in Ur. Serjeaot Wyune’a * Obsemitione touching the Antiquity and 
SigniLy ef the Sogreo of Seijeaut-at-Law, ’ privfttely printed in 1765, on a 
call of fourteen eeijeanta, the uumher of riuga amoonted to 1409, and tbey 
coat 7792. i winch ie a trifle more than 552. for each aeijaant; only st 
mere tbae what Sir John Fortetone paid for nnga In 1429. The expenee 
of a icijeant’a call at that time ia a eUrtliog fact. wLon we reooUoot tim 
relative value ef money, and alao the general i ate of expenditure and coat 
cf living. AooorUing to llie uiual eitimetein auch caaoa, 400 moioe in 1420 
would be equal te an expenditure ef nonr 20G01 at preaent. Either that mint 
bo too high, or the ineoneef a aarjennt in good pmoliee wna much groatvr 
than U ganorally mppoeed. It cflimot bo ft matter of surprlae that euwe 
Iftwreri, who were net In aecndition. or not of a diepoeliiento been prefueo, 
nianed to aaoape the proffered dignity. We read of aix grave and fftomne 
ftpprcntieei in the law, t Henry V., having declinad the elevation j for 
whloL they were oftlltd befbre tlie ParliAmcnt, andtbero ehaiged to take on 
tlmni the stale and degree ef a ceijeaDt; this they eventually did, and lomo 
of them. Sir £. Coke say a, aftorwanle weiililly served the king in the 
principal elEees of the law.*

" There oro maay curious remains of ifcnnan work, but I woe prloolpilly 
alt) acted by the ffiio BarlyRngliahwokreiusining In the Klog's Grammar 
School, formerly tho Refectory of St. Werbergh’s Abbey, end appropriated 
on the late ocooiioa oe the place wbeie the temporary Museuin of the 
Institute WAS formed, 

" There Is eeen on the south side a veiy beautiful etono pulpit pro* 
jecting from tbe wall; le has bean appioeched by & flight of steps In the 
thickeois of tho wall, this slalroiiss being open to the refeotory by five rciy 
elegant arches forming an open arcade; the details shown in my drawing 
will b])ow the oroelleaoe of the omameotatioo. I wcold ooll attention to 
the foliated termination of the label mooldlng of the canopy of tho pulpit; 
theie has boon also outer windows or an arcade, the dlrlafo&s of which are 
scon in tbe masonry In tho loteiior, sod very well sceo on tho exterior, 
where icmo very beautiful foa-liko cuapings remain.

This dooriray is shown b one of the drawings 
exlilbUsd, and is a very striking example of Early finglUh work, tv olroiilnr 
aith supported by slender ooliiune, end filled with a hold euiping. which 
nt first sight glvos an ides of sigsag Nensso work. The next oljeot of 
interest In tbe seme ololster. shown in the ikoteh, li the liwntory, ooulisting 
of three good nrehei vesthig on short oolumna, and n b&so of iv1id masonry. 
Woliey had little respect for tlioie remains, and bn! It his perpondiouler 
oiolstcra so os to rest ogalDst the piers of Uiom arch os, putting hU mono* 
gram and eudinal'e cap on the bosses of tlie groining. Tins side of 
tliQ cloistiii tonnbatoe wiilia very good Early Engliilv door Joadlng to a 
iteirease. This italrcoio Is lighted by two curious quatrofoiled windows. 
The mouldiogi of these windows ore tho same on loth sides. 

“The next arohiteotuinl feature to whioli I wouldln site notice. Is the 
double sroade on the east and norcfi side of the ololstori of Tt^oliey's time, 
and eolloJ the foWpforiKM; this is said to hove been partitleaed off into 
oarrels or cells, and shut In from tlie geaoval cloister, to be used by the 
monks when engaged lu writing and tlTamiaatioff US8. end tbe ae^ioe< 
books isqolrcd for tlie monnitery. It is I'emarJtabro tbat this orcode only 
oxtendi apart of the hmgth of tho east tide of the cloister, In fact, no 
further tliao tlie shadow is thiown at any time from tho north side of the 
c&tbcdrel, so that tho skilful scribes might Dover bo annoyed in their wovk 
by the glare of the euii. This oioister has been removed on the north lido, 
except ooeoompavtmcnt, botsovoiol of the bases of the sroporting piers 
are still visible in tlm lujf.

C9Aia.Ke Tooaiit<—A drawlug of a beautiful angular poroh, 
formed bv two arches of entrance at the ionth>wcst ond of the south aielo 
of the Pnrith Churcii of Awliseouboi in Devon iliire. Tbis porch was 
orectod by Thomas Chard, the last abbot of Ford ; each arch ia eurmounted 
by a i9oi iH uielio, mnl a third nlolke U insartod in the face of tbe bnltreei 
forming the noglc between tba two arches, an imusutl poeition for a stMue. 
The porch is otabaiUod. There is n window of great beauty ie the 
Chantry Chapel erected by tho same abbot.

After A brief lutiee of the Testigee of decontire peveiueati of iinpresKui 
tilee, whieh Appear to be of comperetiTiri; rare oeeurrenee ic Ireland, hlr. 
6nv&s prowede to ezamioo in nbate dttul the orehsteotsmi featuree of 
ibe cetliodnl, ood hie deecriptiooa, vUh the heaatifal iUiutntiooe axwoCed 
ohlofl; from lite o*b draviege, preeeat an iaterestiDg eubjoct of itndj to 
the «celee;olo|iit. We roet^iM throo^out a gen^ confomity to the 
peeuiiarltiee of the Earlj En^ib etyle ee derelopd inoor oim eoonkty, and 
a remarkeble reaeoiblaiMe in the owiildloge. (2 m treatment of leulpturod 
foiiaffo and other deceradre enriehmente, to t2M deUiU of a rimUar elaee in 
BDgtand, at Salisbury Cathedral for isuanee. a^ other eoutemporarj struc* 
tuita. Amoopt (be eeeonpesjiog UJutratiooe U ropmented a portion of 
the weetaro eotraoco, oee of the jbom elaberately donated faaturee of tlie 
f^rio. It eoatlete extemallj of a jMted areb. with (wo doorwaye banaatb, 
the hsade of wbleh are euktne<feUed. The ercb ia enriebad with two 
orden of moiUdingi deeply oaderenl (leettee, fi;. 2). The tyupanuu ia 
oeeupled by a receeeed end qnatrefoM pe^ vitliia wbloh wea plasod 
icne Hulptured firum, probably the Tirgie end Infant Sarienr, 3 
girei the eeetien of the Booldin; of tbia pen: the ipaeea et oeok tide aro 
oreamentad with flgnrea of angeli, koeunf in aderadoo, and boeaei of 
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f oli«a, one of which ia fifored in the woodcute. The eotruee door of iho 
north tranaepl. howerer, ia pevhape (he soet intea'eetiof Ceetoin of He kind 
ui the chnrcb, and of thia (hnwgh Ur. Qnrm' kiodnees we are enabled to 
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place h rcpreaectation Ijofore tna reodei'a. It prciantB tt© aottewhat 
anoraelcua focturo of a round nrch beneath a pointed one, but it trill be 
obserred that the omamenU ore tbrouj^bout itrietly Early English in that 
character, conaleting of an attnebed and Piloted loll of I&rgo size, banded 
at short interrals, and earned round tho Jamba and aroL eon^nuoualy. 
This retoarkable doorway, liarlng been eonstructacl of soft sandstone, hoa 
suArod much ^om timo; it Is hero figured from a careful roetoration 
drawn with acrupnloas fldolily by Mi . Gravee, and wo tnnst refer onr readers 
to the pagei of hii initnietlTo Yclumc for nicro pveoiso iaformaticu regard* 
log the deiails, inouldioge, ^o., of whieli leetlooi will be found at p. 104, 
Such dcrlatione from tbo mual types ef form are not without ponJlel in 
cur owneoantry. Th© fino docu^way of tb» south tronaept at Beverley 
Minster, it will be remembered, presents a ohoolar orcb, fisnked en either 
side by one of acutoly^pelDtsd fbim ; tho double aperturee under the eentrol 
arch being likewise poiotcd. la aomo foatmes of its design the door at 
Kilkenny reealla eortain examples which ceour m ^forth BHUio, »d 
etnedolly a very beautiful doorway fODongit tbs totno of Kilwiauug 
A^bey, Ayrtbire. 

The limit* of tliU nolioo wUl permit ui only to take a passing glsnoa at 
many mettora of ioterest to whlcJa the rBSoareno* of our friand Mr. Groves 
end hi* able fellow.labourer Mr. Prim havo been addi’euod. BMore 
doling, however, the review of tl)e avobltootural leetion ef the lubjaak, 
wemayiuvUe attention to the eaiiou* example of anoisnt italUworle of 
Kilkenny marble, flgarod at p. 76, and traditionally tarroed " St. Kiertn'e 
ohelr,’* u also to tho font, eonsldorod by our author to be eoeval with the 
ealliedral. It is of soucre form, the aide* fluted, the bowl oylindrioal, and 
!t ii supported by five short ibafts ia the atvla of the Early En|;U»l; 
Sittiler foata osiat in two neighboujing ofiurohea ef thot period. Tlie 
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square typo, with five easiaioiog colamns, 1* very ^miliar to us in 
this country. amongM exaraploe of the Noraum or the Traniitlonal period s 
the floted omaraont is comparatively rare, the lUss bmog loore usually 
worked witli shallow orohe^ ponds. Amongst other minor faolaioa we 
may here netioed the aumbrey, of rnUiar imuiual fixahioo, m tho Pansh 
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Clinrdh*' t ehftpci on ooit Aide of iho north ti'iuiupt. Thero is in tha 
south wnli a largo and deep roi3nd*are^iad panel, the intention of which ie 
not euilj diacorered •, ita War part ii about six feat from the floor, and 
diraetlp beneotii the centre of it is inaeited nn anmbrej, here figured. We 
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hare not met with an; ottamplo praclaelj rawmbling this In Ita ombattlad 
or mdatad obaraoter. 

In the fourth chapter the author prooac<li to daseiiho tijo round tower 
which now stall (Is near the oastem gablfbuttroii of tiie southern transept. 
The position of thaae singular piUa^towers, found In eloee proximity to so 
manj of the nnoiant ohurchei of Irelaod, wei genoiall;^ so arran^ as to 
be near tlio door In tho weit gable, and hero likewise the troeis w the old 
church of St. Caiilce show that tbs tower stood near the sootii-woit anglo. 
In regord to tbs purpose of thoao remai'kablo stmclujes hfr. Oravoe obMrraa 
tiial " although wo do not bold the lubfeot to hero been eompletelj 
cleared of tho doubt aud lojitaiy witii whiofi it b&s been so long elircudod, 
^t we tTow ouiasWes to have boeo' conrinoed b/ the able nnd leoioed 
author of tho Inquiry Into tho Origin and Uses of the Bound Tewersof 
Ireland, tiiat those structures are of a dato posterior to tlje introduction of 
Cbris^aoity ioto this Island, end that tlioy arc, what Oiraldus Casibronsis 
tarised them more than sis centuries ago, ‘ itarct eceletiatticaf,' " The 
data of Uiiifina example Is placed bj Ur. Orares between the sixth eod 
the nmth centuries : ^aibly ii m$y have been erected os early oe tho 
tirnss of 3t. Canico himself) wfao lir^ to tbe close of the sixtii centory. 
The reiDoral of the oooumulatcd earth from the axtorDiti base, and of a 
moss ofrubbitii from tbe interior, including a itmtum of gonoo of birds, 
which sold for 52., brought to light some remarkable eridence In regard to 
tbe site aad oonstruotion of tbe foundacioos. The masoDiy had been laid 
on a black and yielding mould, from which protruded beyond the baas' 
course externally human bones ui an east onn west direotlon ; and witbio 
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the tower, the lowest doped t hawing been ole&reJ nwfrf, ft Inyei* of stones 
resambliog s pftTsreent was fonnd extending over & cossidstabls portion of 
the internal area, ou a level witli tlio external bose'course.

Tiie argumsnti 
which be has addoesd in his detailsd treatise on tltfi structure, snd 
his admirable rsprosenutions of the construotiTe peeoliorities, the deer, 
windows, dsserrs the oarefill eonifdsrstion of whe uks intorsst in 

the ussfttft gutfitso, so ably handled by Dr. Petris in his ‘'In^airy,” 
bsfore cited. 

In the eeeond seotiou ef the work before tie will be found an elftborace 
Ocssartation on the sspulobiol meraoriols atill existing ia the Csithedrol 
ohuteh of Si. Cftnloe. They are exceedingly nuaorons and varied in 
chmotsr; oao oSgy only of the tbirtseath eenhiiy has been preserved ; it 
may represenc Bishop Roger of Wexford, who died m 1289; aod it appsars 
to bo scolpturod with unusual individuality of exprsMlon. It may deeeiwo 
obeervetioo, that to the lieod of tbs pastoral staff a drapery or 
is appended, oad that the prelftts's feet are eoversd only by sondala, open 
at die toes and over the iusteps, where these eomparatlvely homely shoes 
flift foatened by small bnekles. The iooised slabs beariag effigies traced 
in outliuo, as also slabs with foliated crosses, many of them displavitig also 
symbola, insoriptlons, die., occur ia great variety. !□ aeveial of t£e monu* 
mcotid portraitures of early data, tlie decoiued is represented with the 
hands upraised io a peenllar gesture, thmr pslms being shows, and the 
thumbs broaght uenr together, as InilgQrse of St. Francis retfeiviDg the 
It may be intcrostiag to the collector of scpoicbial braaies te 
be informed thot traces of cieajorials of that deeoriptioo, at the preseol 
time of tbc gre&tGst rarity in Iielaad, were fennd lu the cathedral. Mr. 
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Grares b&B girea (p. 139) note* of a fov Insh bruaes formerlj to be B«ea 
b otker churcbea; tbe oolj exiitdog »peeiQieni ere lo St. Ffttrick^e 
Celhedr*!, Dubliu. The tooibs. bowew. moet daierriag of eonaidaratloo, 
pteaeoted to ui la Ur. Graree* “ lfMwm#n4arium,’^ uo doubtlesa Uio 
effigiea m ai’mrar. eommoiconkire of peraoos of tlie noble IiouM of Oimoode, 
and of okber famUioe of knightly oondition. 

The peeuliu fashions of military costume in Ireland during the Uiddle 
Ago* present corbein ftoomsliee deeerving of special no^oe, as compared 
with 000 temporary ueagee in other Suropean oouotHee. The precise 
neuun of the laihtary equipmeoC of the Irisli, from the fourteenth eeatury, 
and throughout the pei'lod vheo dofoncee of mail gere pkee U pUta* 
armour, presents a subject of great obscurity, the elucidebion of whiek 
>voald require all that scute cbserrataea end JndefaUgsble researeli whieb 
Mr. Hevitt has shoim in his very useful treetise on the Armour and 
Weapons of tlie earlier period. One valuehie source of luformstioo, of 
which be has eo adTsntegaotuly aralled himself, li very scanty la (he elstm* 
Idogdcm: «e allude to the sepulchral effepee irhloji ooour ia Mofuse 
variety ia Bngland, Ocrnany, ai^ othsr Continental itetes, preseDtbg for 
the most part avidenoe of vu^eoiable autbentioUy. The ixauplos of caoou* 
usutal sculptures, however, comparatlvsly itre ae they may be la Ireland, 
eve not less deserving of oareful Inveetlntion, auJ a very intcrosting feature 
of the work uuder eoniideration cooenta cf the singular illuetrstioni of 
ujillUiT eostume, pi^eieDbed to cur aotioo amongst the sepulchral menonels 
which ere presorved ia the oliurob of St. Cwloe. Of tueie curiou eculs- 
turoi. the author'e kinduess hu eaahled us to nlaoe before cur resdere the 
represealaiione which secompany this notice. IBflgiee of the earlior age,-^ 
the period of mailed defences, are of the neatest rarity la Irelaod, oaecf 
the Wt-preeerved exeraplee u we believe hdng the mcnumes^tal fgure et 
Caaheli published by 3dr. Du Noyer in thie Jcuruel (tel. 11., p, 125). Wo 
hero been iedohted to the kindneei of tha asue tale&ted arohoologlet for 
eur knowledge of another cxanvple. of e much later ago, the racBorial of 
Thomas Butler, at Clonmel, figured la this Journal from a dreeing bv 
Mr. Du Noyer. (Sea vol. iii., n. The eftglea which exist at BjU 

kosny present varioua featuroe m close resemblance to that lost manUonsd. 
lu most of them, as shown by the acoompenying woodcuts, we find the same 
peeuliaricies,>>-the cam ail of uuusual length, the body-simcur formed of 
nsrrew oTer-lsppiog pinkea, or splints, the skirt of nsau, the Tieered head- 
piece, of onusunlly lofty prcporiioai, with certaio other details of military 
costume rarely ever fouod io ncnamental eSgles in England. TUo 
fii'it example ooourring in Mr. Qravei’ Clasaiflcntion is the noDumeot 
attributed to James, ninth Earl of Ormonde, who died in 1546 : the efSgy 
Is placed upon an altar te(nb,tbe sides of vhlok are enriched with statuettos 
of the Apoitles. The armoye closely resmaWse that of the figure at 
Cashel, before mentioned. The scoompeayiog woodcut reprseecU another 
curious effigy of the esme period : it rests on an altar tomb, bssrmg en 
InseriptioQ to the momory of James Schortbals, who cnaied it to he erected 
in ISO?, Bonio years previously to his decease. The body-armour ia Uue 
exemple ii highly curious. oonsistSug of pistes of metal riveted to eaoh 
other in bands, and possibly affixed to a garment of quilled cloth or of 
leather, such as may have been termed “pleled doublet*, m the 
loetructions given by Sutchffi).’ Armour of this doecriptioa is very

Du 
No^r, has been figured io this Journal, vol. ai. p. 60. 

Tbe emblems of the trade or occupation of the deoeaeed ocenr on grave- 
slsbe in Ireland, as also In Eortli Bntalu. Tbe memurlal of a burgess of 
Kilkenny, deceased in 1609, end who doubtless was a wearer, bean near 
the shaft of tbe croei tho fly-ebutile, temples, freiuo of a sprjng-Jooru. end 
a spool of yam.

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TRB DETJIDICAL TEMPLE AT 8TA:?TOir DREW, COMMONLT 
CALLED TEE WEDDIires. 

To tho antiquary who ]ia« in astonUhment 

b&naath tlio gigaotic tnUtbona of Stonohonge, cr wiio hw 
mado the arcuit of tlio hugo yallum of Abury, woiidorinff 
w no waJked At tlie magiiitudo and grandeur of tlio few 
remmning portions of the cirdes wluch it oncompa«cd, the 
sight of the ancioiit work at Siauton Drew, ia tlie county of 
Somerset, cannot fail to be somowimt Jiaappointing. It is 
by no meAiis an imposing monument of antiquity. It baa 
no vast downs studded with barrows to encircle it, and giro it 
the awfulaesa attendAut upon solitude; tlie atones wiiicb 
compose it are not particularly large, nor ia their arrange¬ 
ment such AS to produce much effect; it has no raljura or 
loase to enclose it; nor are tlie four portions which compose 
It ail visible at the same time from any one point It is 
novcrthelcss a spot full of interest to tlie student of liis 
country s antiquities, and is generally considowd to have 
been cons^cted at a much earlier period tlian either of tho 
two glider monuments in tJie adjoining couuty. It is 
situated about seven miles south of Bristol, in the fertiio and 
well-wooded valJoy of the Chew, in some pasfcure-ground 
mar the nvp, aud is overlooked by the range of tho Dundry 
iiills, of which the nearest and most important height is the 
remwkable elevation called Maes Knoll. The tump which 
liw been r^cd to isolate the Knoll and protect the camp 
which crowns it, is a conspicuous object from Stanton Drew, 
and It may be easily imagined to be coeval with tlie election 
aw® tomple. The mound and dyke, called 

wansdyke, which connect the camps at Hampton Down 
and Stantonbury, nnd which arc so remarlcably distinct at 
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EneMicombe, Are contioued to to hill fortress, ftnd may be 
trwed in the meadow at the foot of the hill in their course 
from Compton Dando. la other rejects there is noting m 
the immediate neighbourhood of Stanton Drew which is 
particularly in keepiug with its yeuerable stone circles, or 
which would lead a person who was not aware of their 
existence to expect to meet with such a monument m such a 

Brfore describing its present condition, 1 will briefly notice 
the eaahcflt, and 3ao tiie best accounts of it which hare 
come down to us; and it is satisfactory to And from them that 
this very interesting remnant of remote antiquity has been 
Buffered to remain unmolested for nearly a century and a 
half. They told mo,” says Aubrey, in 16C4, “thsjr^ (the 
stones) are raucb diminished within those few years; and 
Stukftfey spiiks of " a late tenant, who, for coTetousneas of 
the Ettle space of ground they stood upon, buried them for 
tbe most part in tlie ground." It does not appear, however, 
that since Stukole/s risit in 1723, a tingle stone ^s been 
removed, Would that the same renspation had been dis¬ 
played towards the temple and its precincts at Abury, where 
a wanton destruction of the stones was unceasingly carried on 
during the whole of the eightoontli century,—a destimction 
which the antiquary can never sufficiently deploro. 

It is remarkable that the celebrity of the three great 
monuments of antiquity in the south and west of Bnglani 
Stonehenge, Abury, and Stanton Drew, should have boen in 
an invei*se ratio to the extent of ground which they 
respectively cover. The smalleat of them, Stonehenge, was 
treated of by Henry of HuntingdoD, 700 years ago j tbe next 
in size, Stanton Drew, although uiidoscribed previous to the 
latter part of the seventeenth century, was nevertheless better 
known for mauy years than Abury, tlie grandest and most 
Gonsidei’able of thara all. The indofirtigable John Aubrey 
was the first who brought both Abury and Stanton Drew 
into notice, The former ho stumbled upon when hunting in 
1648, tbe latter he visited in 1664- The account he gives 
of Stanton Drew is very scanty, and his sketch of it in the 
“ Monumenta Britannlca" far from intelli^ble. He says,— 
“ When I last saw it, it waa in harvest time, and the barley 
being then ripe, I could not come to survey tbe stones so 
exactly as I would otherwise have done." It may, in part. 
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be attributed to this cause, and in part to the intersection of 
the great circle at that time by hedges, that his schemo,'’ as 
bo calls it, is so unlike anything now to be seen at Stanton 
Drew. 

Dr. Muegrave, in his “Belgium Britannicum," 171$ (voL 
i. p. 206, £c.), gives an account of Stantou Drew, derived 
from Mr. Palmer, of Fairfield. It is illustratod by an 
iutorestiiig and apparentl}^ very accurate plate of the ^vo^k 
as it then stood; and it ia cuiious tnat one more re- 
cumbont stone should bo now visible in the groat ciixlo 
than when Mr. Palmer described it. 

KoyBior,in his “ Antiquitatee Septentrionalce,*’ 1720, gives 
a short account of Stanton Brew, for which he was 
indebted to another Somersetshire gentleman, Mr. Strachoy; 
but it is curious that neitlier Mr. Aubrey, Mr. Palmer, nor 
Mr. Strachoy, appears to have been nwaie of tlie existence 
of The Cove, or of tho circle ■which is near it, their descrip¬ 
tions being confined to the portions of the work in tho 
field noareei to tlxe river. 

Dr. Stukeley, who bestowed so much psuns upon tho 
elucidation of Stonehenge and Abury, ■visited Stanton Dixw 
in 1723- His account of it ■was printed in the second 
volume of the “Itinerarium Curiosum,*’ published in 1776, 
eleven years after his death. 

Wood, the arcliitect of Bath, in his history of that 
city, published in 174$, runs riot in his usual style about 
Stanton Drew. Collinsou describes it briefly in his history 
of Somerset, published in 17$1 ; and Mp Seyer, in bu 
“History of Bristol,” 1821, has a more detailed account of 
it, with measurements of the stones, and lithonaphio 
illustrations of their form and character. Tlie pan of 
Stanton Drew, which may be implicitly rolled on, is that 
published by Sir Kichard Colt Hoars in his “ Modem 
Wiltshire," (rom a survey by Mr. Crocker, ajid a copy of 
which illustrates the present paper. 

We will first direct our attention to the three stones in 
the orchard on the higher ground to tire south of the 
church, and which form what Stukeley called The Cove. 
The two side stones are standing, and tliat which formed 
the back is fallen do^wn. These three atonos are 18 inches 
thick ; the prostrate one, of ■which, perhaps, 2 feet were 
under ground, is, according to CoUioson, 14 feet long, and 
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8 feet wide; the taller of the two which are upright is 
10 feet high and 6^ in width; the other is only 5 feet high. 
Stubeley makes the recumbent stone “13 foot long, and 8 
broad.*' Seyer says it is 13 feet long, and that the south¬ 
western of the standing atones is 11 feet high. “ Whetlier it 
was once higher, which is probable, cannot he ascertained.” 
The Cove is 10 feet wide, and about 8 deep, and opens to 
the south-east. The best print I have seen of it is that 
given by Stukeley in the Itinerarium Curiosum. 

At a distance of 157 yards from this Cove, in an easterly 
direction, aro the remains of a circle of stones of 120 feet 
diameter according to Stukeley, of 140 according to Wood, 
and of 129 aceor^ng to Ci'ocker. The number of stones 
appears to have been oiiginally twelve. There are now 
remaining, in the orchard 6 ; in the adjoining field 8 ; and 
there is one under the wall which separates the orchard from 
the field. They are very rode and irregular in shape. The 
largest of them, according to Mr, Seyer's measurement, is 
10 feet long, 5 feet wide, and 2 feet thick; the next in 
position to this ouo is also the next in size, and is 8 feet 
long, 3 feet wide, and 2 feet thick. They are almost all 
prostrate, and some of tliem are nearly buried in the ground. 
Stukeley says, “ This I call the Luuar Tompla This circle 
is the same diamotor and number of stones with the inner 
circles of the two temples at Abury." 

At a distance of 150 yards from this circle in a north¬ 
easterly direction, is the circumference of the largest of the 
Stanton Drew, circles. The diameter of it, according to 
Stukeley and Collinson, is 300 feet, according to Wood 378 
feet, and according to Seyer 342 feet. Mr. Crocker makes 
it an oval, with a diameter from west to east of 345 feet, 
and from north to south of 378 feet- It may here be 
remarked, that the diameter of Stonehenge is about 100 
feet, and that of the large circle at Abury about 1200 feet. 
The number of’ stones remaining is 14, of which 3 only are 
standing; others, it is said, are beneath the suriace, 
and make known their position from time to time by the 
burnt appearance of the grass above them in hot summers. 
Thei'e is great difierence of opinion respecting the nxunber 
of stones (5 which this drclo was originsily composed- Dr. 
Miisgrave and Keysler tliought that there had been 32 
stones, Stukolcy supposed that there had been “30 set at 
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tho distance of 30 foot/' The tallest of tlie standing stones fs 
7'^ feet high, and about 6 feet thick > and the largest 
prostrate stone is 11 feet in length, 3 in width, and 3} in 
thickness. They are all of a rude aad uncouth appearance. 
A writer in tho Gentleman's Mngasino for 1735 (toI. Iv, 

t . 762), makos two intersecting circles out of these stones, 
ut tliore enn socu'ccly bo a doubt tliat those who brouglit 
them thoro intended to group thoro into ono cirolo, and 
one only. 

Eastward from tlie groat circle, at a distance of 150 foot, is 
a circlo of eight stones, and this is the most imposing portion 
of tho whole work. Its diameter is 06 feet. All tno stones 
but one arc represented as being erect in the plate in Mus* 
grave's "Belgium Britannicunifour only are now upright, 
the other foiu* being prostrate. Most of thorn are square and 
massive. The tallest of those which are upright is 12^ feet 
in perpendicular height; another is 10 foot high and 7^ 
square. The largest recumbent stone is 151 feet long aud 
5 foot squai e. It is supposed that the fragments of stono on 
the east side wore occasioned by the fracture of one of them 
in falling, but it is more probable from their appeaiunce and 
size that, as Stnkeley says, there were niue stones, two of 
which are crowded together and set at an angle a little 
obtuse, so that they form a niche or cove,” Adjoining this 
circle on the east and south are seven scattered stones, which 
bavo given rise to a great deal of conjecture. Muagravo con¬ 
sidered that thosQ and the other five stones between "the 
circle of eight ” and the gi^eat circlo, had contributed to the 
formation of an outer ciiclo to " the circle of eight,'’ and that 
of this circlo some stones had been removed from their places, 
while others had boon talcen away for building and other 
purposes. Ksysler supposed that there bad been boro throe 
circles. Stukofey maintaius that tlioao stones wero portions of 
five concentric circles, of which " tho circle of eight.” or as ho 
has it, of nine, was the innermost. Wood is also an advocate 
for five concentric circles, tbougli of differoot dicneuBions fi'om 
those conjectured by Stukeloy. Tlie writer in the Gentle* 
man’s Magasine, before referred to, with mono discretion 
than imagination, contents himself with printing upon bis 
engraved plan, " There are seven stfonos to the E. southerly 
of this small tomplo of which I can make nothii\g/' Seyor 
says truly, with respect to the supposed concentric circles, 
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“ The number of etonea required to fiU up such wclee^ wodd 
be Terj gi“eat, and there are no trace* of them. The 
ffenerafiy received opinion respecting these twolre stones is 
^at they formed a sliarply curving avenue wlucb connected 
the “ (tircle of eight" with the Urge circle. 

The outermost of thoe stone* wore vulgarly called 
‘•the Fiddlers” the oUiers, “the Maids,” or “the ravel rout 
attendant on a maniago festival,” and the whole work " tlie 
Weddings,” for “the people of this country/ says atulieley, 

“ have a notion, that upon a time a couple wore married on 
a Sunday, and the fiieuds and guests wore so profane as to 
dance upon the green together, and by a (^vi no judgment 
wore then converted into stones.” ... “I have obsorved, 
he adds, “that this notion and appellation of Weddings, 
Brides, and the like, is not peculiar to this place, but applied 
to many other of these Celtic monuments about the kingdom, 
as the ‘Nine Maids’ in Cornwall—nine groat stones set alhn a 
tow;’ whence po»bly one may conjecture in very anaent 
times it was a custom here, even of the Christians, to 
soleniniRe maniage and other holy rites in these andent 
temples, perhajs before churches were built in little parishes, 
and even now they retain, or very lately did, in Scotland, a 
custom of burying people in the like temples, as judging them 
holy gi'ound.^ “No one, say the country people about 
Stantondrue, was ever able to reckon the number of these 
metamorphosed stones, or to ^e a draught of thorn, though 
several have attempted to do botJx, and proceeded till they 
were either struck dead upon the spot, or with such an 
illness as scon carried them off, This,” says Wood, “was 
seriously told me wlien I began to take a plan of thorn, on 
the latR of August, 1740, to deter me from proceeding, and 
as a storm accidanteJly arose just after, and blew down part 
of a great tree near tho body of the work, the pooplo were 
then thoroughly satisfied that I had disturbed the guardian 
spirits of the metamorphosed stones, and from tlience peat 
were taken to convince me of tho impiety of what I 
was about.” (Description of Bath, vol. i. p. 148.) 

Dr. Stukeley considered that “ the great plain (as he calls 
it) in the middle of the area was convenient for the works of 
sacrificing, and after for feastinga, wrestling, coyting, and the

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like; ” and that “ die fine lawn on the south aide, together 
with the iater7al northward between it and the river," had 
been a cursus for raoes of horsee, chariots, and the like, in 
old British times. 

CoJUnson was of opinion that there had been avenues to 
the great drole, and that the large atone north-east from ft 
on the other side of the river had served as part of a portal 
to ono of them. Stukeley, however, did not beheve that 
thore had ever been any avenue to this work. Of the 
celebrated stone just mentioned, Aubrey gives the following 
account: “ About a quarter of a mile from this monu¬ 
ment of tbe Wedding is a stone called Hake well’s Coyte, 
which is a great roundish stone, of the shape of a ooyte; 
length of it is 10 feet 16 (sic) inches, broad 6 feet 6 inches, 
thi^ 1 foot 10 inches, and lies flalt, and seems to have been 
left : it is of the same sort of stone with those at the 
Wedding. This is not erect as they of Stoneheng, &c. Tbe 
common people tell this incredible story, that Hakewell stood 
upon the top of Norton Hill, about half a mile off where 
tbe coyte now lies, and coyted it down to this place; for 
which having the Manor of Norton given him, and thinking 
it too little, did give it the name of Norton-maJ-rewaji 
whicli they pronounce Small-reward. That in these parts 
anciently was one Hakewell, a person of great estate and 
strength of body, is manifest by the figure in his monument 
in Chew Oimreh." 

Stukeley measured this stone, which he calls a bard 
reddish stone, and found it to be 13 feet long, fi broad 
and 4 thick. ColUnson says that “ it was computed to have 
wedghed upwards of tliirty tons j but the w<i^n loads of 
fragments that have been broken from it at different times 
for the purpose of mending the roads, have diminished its 
consequence as to bulk and appearance, though not as to 
antiquity or the design of its erection ; for it was part of a 
very remarkable monument of antiquity whicli has distin¬ 
guished this parish for many ages, and has diverted the 
steps of many a traveller." 

The Hakewell who performed the feat above-mentioned, 
and who is vulgw'ly supposed to have had hie abode on Maes- 
knoll {whoio traces oi his occupation remain in the tump 
which is said to have been formed of the scrapings of his 
spade), was Sir John HautviUe, who lived at Norton in tbe 
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time of Henry UI., and to engaged in ali ^ tob of that 
nrince, and was signed with tte CTOfis m order to hiy;omg

Aubrey 
says “They seem to be of the yery sme stone as St- 
Vmcent’s rocks near Bristow, about su miles hence, ^jey 
arc of seyeral tunnes: in some of themis iron-oar^ as l^e-

by'Uriuryeying these kind of worfe and ^tii a nice ey^ 
1 guess by its present appearance, and coasderation of its 
wwr. to be older than Abury and Ston^nge. One would 
thiii, from its dusky and rusty cobur, that it is a kmd ^ 
iron stone • it is very foil of fluora and transparent crystal^ 
lisations, like Bristol stones, la^ and m great lumps; so 
that it shines eminently, and reflects the sun-bea^ wi^ 
great lustra I cannot but think that it is bro^ht from 
Vincent’s rock, near the month of Bristol nver, ss Mr. 
Aubrey says ezpreaslyj though Mr. Str^ey, *who hM 
curiously obseired everything of this bnd, ca^t affim 
it ...... I found some stone, like tbs, by the sea-aido, 

this summer, at Southampton; and the walls of the bwn 
are mosUy built of it” He thinks that they had not been 
“ hewn with a tool, but rather broke by flints and a great 
etrength of handin those etfly ages, when iron tools weie

not found out.” Wood writes, “ The predominant colour of 
that part of the atone in the worlcs at Stanton Drue, sup¬ 
posed to hare been taken from Oaky Hole, is red; and it is 
so exceeding hard, that it will polish almost as 'nell aa some 
of tho purple Italian marble, and is as beautiful: the other 
stone is of two colours, white and grey; the white stone seems 
to have been the produce of Dun dry Hill, but the grey stone 
resembles the sand rocks about St^too Drue, and seems to 
have been taken from them.” To Collinson they appeared 
to bo “a composition of pebbles, grit, and otbei* concrete 
matter, and never to liave been hewu from the rock.” 
Phelps, in bis “ History of Soma'set,” sf^ys, '‘These huge 
masses wore supposed to have been biougbt from East 
Harptree, near the hfendip Hills, where stones of a similar 
quality (a shelly chert or conglomorate of caIcAreo*niagne- 
sian limestone) are to bo found ; but upon a more accurate 
examination of the strata of the vicinity, it seems they were 
raised near the spot on which they stand, from a stratum 
about six feet under the surface,” (Part I p. 78.) 3Ir. Charles 
Moore, F.G.S., whose reputation as a geologist is not cou- 
fioed to Somersetshire, has kindly furnished me with the fol¬ 
lowing notice of the geology of the district iu connection 
with these stones. 

“ The village of Stanton Drew is situated in a depres¬ 
sion of country well known to geologists as tlie Bristol Coal 
Basin, and though from its smaJlev size it does not possess 
tlie same commercial importance as the Welsh or Northern 
coal fields, the proximity of so valuable amiueralhas been the 
means of adding much to our domestic coraforta 

“ The area of this coal field is bounded on tho south by the 
Mendip Hills, the central axis of which is the old red sand¬ 
stone. Besting on this appear beds of carboniferous or 
mountain limestone. These may be again seen on the outer 
edge of the basin in the hills of Wrington, Backwcll, and 
Durdham Down, near Bristol. Its northern development la 
clearly shown by a narrow strip of tlie same limestone, which 
commencing near Almondsbury passes to Cromliall in 
Gloucestershire, and returns on the eastem side south to 
Chipping Sodbury. From this point, the limestones are 
in general covered by later deposits, but they are protruded 
through the lias at Dodington, and at Wick Bodes, and are 
lastly seen near the Druids’ Stones under Lansdown, from 
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vLejxce they prohahly pass below Bath to complete their 
encirclement of the Basin to From©. , ^ , 

“These limestones were once horizontal strata, but are 
cow much iiaaured and disturbed, eyidences f ^ 

cyorv'vhcre obaerrable, but especialiy in the beautiful Combes 
of Ebber, Cheddar, and Cleve, and the gorge of the Aron at 
Cliltom Volcanic action is the only cause siMcient to 
account for their appearance, and of this there is proof in 
the Combes of Clev© and Cross, near Wrington, where 
molten trap has been projected through the limestones, and 
has spread itself over the auiface; and again near Tortworth 

in Gloucestershire. , . . 

« Within the area I have desenbed, and lying upon these 
limestones, occur the coal measures. They have been worked 
at Stanton Drew, and arc at the surface about a mUe cast ot 
this vUlac^ They are also so found at Comptbn Dando, 
Publow, ^d Pensford, and again at Glutton, High Littleton, 

and near Mells. , ^ 

“ Though the area where the coal-measures come to the 
surface in the neighbourhood is small, it is probable they may 
he found by sinking over the greater part of the Basin. In 
the instance of tiie Qan Down pit, workings were commenced 
in the inferior oolite, and coal found at a depth of 202 

fathoms. , , . ^ .V 

“ The new red sandstone covers the greater part ot toe 
coal-measures on this side of Bristol, and is the formation 
on which Stanton Drew stands. 

“ The lower beds of this group showthat after the depoation 
of the caiboniferous system, great disturbances must have 
arisen; for almost everywhere on the sides of the Mendips, 
and ^ing up many of its fissures, are accumulations of a 
pebbly breccia, cemented together by magnesian limestone. 
These beds aie called Dolomitic Conglomerate. The nearest 
point at wliich this coogjomerate is found, is at Broadfield 
Down, about three miles west of Stanton Drew. 

“ Dr. Buckland, in his observations on the South-west coal 
field of Englani refers to a peculiar cherty conglomerate, 
which he states is found at East Harptree, belonging to the 
dolomitic conglomerate; and he also mentions tliat toere are 
in that neighbourhood smaller cherty pebbles distributed 
over the surface. Phelps alludes to the idea that these 
blocks originally came from Harptreo, but that on a more 
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accurate esamiuation of the Tidiul^ of Stanton Bre^, it is 
probable tbe;^ Tere raised near liie spot on 'whicb tbej 
stand, irom a stratom about six feet under the suH^e. 
I liaTe lately obserred numerous pebbles of chert distributed 
o?er the aurface in this neighboorhood, as at Harptree, and 
thou|;]i I have had no opportosity of testing the correctness 
of Mr. Phelps's conclusions,—as the geological position of 
the conglomerates would be sot beneath where the 
stonee now stand, it is probable he may be correct. Great 
mechanical power must have been needed to have trail' 
sported them from Harptree, a supposition not to be enter¬ 
tained when the same rocks are found within a distance of 
three miles. Most of the are composed of this con¬ 

glomerate, which has been slightly coloured by red oxide of 
iron, but there are others of a much finer grain, and were 
these found in Wiltshire, th^ might readily be mistaken for 
' Sarscn Stonea’ These appear to be derived from the 
carboniferous grits of the immediate neighbourhood. 

“To complete this imperfect sketch of the geologicrJ 
features of the district^ 1 have only to add, that directly to 
the north in ascending the hill to JDmidry, the lower lias 
may he seen resting npoo the new red san^tone ; further 
up the hill are the middle and upper b ag, of no commerdal 
importance, but which, in Torkdure, though in appearance 
nothing but an ordinary sandstone, last year yielded a 
million tons of valnahle irongtone. On the summit appears 
the inferior oolite, through which, on the eastern e n d , tbe 
Wansdyke has been cut, and on which stand the ancient 
remains of Maes Know]." 

The name of this place, Stanton Drew, has given rise to 
much discussion; some, as Keysler, CoUinson, sad others, 
being of opinion that the word Brew had been appended to 
Stanton, to denote that it was the Stanton of which the 
family of Drego or Brew were once the lords; while otheis, 
with Stukeley, attribute the name to the Druidical worship 
which was snpposed to have been there celebrated. Stukeley 
>Trites, “ I m^e no donbt but the name of Stanton Drue is 
derived from our monument: Stanton from the stone, and 
Drue from the Druids. It moves not me, that some of the 
name of Drew might Lave lived here fonnerly; for such a 
family might take the denomination of the town, and learing 
out the first part, retain only that of Drew. It is sufficient 
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CMiviction, that there are so many other towns in England 
and elsewhere that have preserved this name, and all 
remarkahle for monuments of (this) nature.'' CoUinson, on 
the other hand, saya, that atnDut the time of the Norman 
Conquest, great part of the place began to be poasesecd by a 
family who derived their names from it; of 'whom were 
Roger, William and Hxigh de Stanton, who all possessed it, 
or at least a considerable part of it, soon after the arrival of 
the Normans. Eobeit da Stanton aocounted for two Imights’ 
fees in the time of Henry 11, and after him came Gocerey 
de Stanton, who had lands in Timsborough, Stowey, and 
other places in this neighbourhood, 8 Henry III. One of 
this family bore the appellation of Drogo or Drew, de 
Stanton, and gave it his name by way of distinction from 
another pai’ish in this neighbourhood, called Stanton Prior, 
and from Stanton Wick, a hamlet in this parish. Their 
deaceodants were chiehy resident here and at Littleton, in 
Wiltshire. 12 Edw. III. Walter Drew is certified to hold 
half ft knight’s foe in Stanton, wliich William de Stanton 
formerly held; and 10 Henry IV., the same moiety, late 
the nropertv of Roger Drew, was held by John de Montacute, 
Ear of Salisbury. These Drews were nearly olliod to the 
Din ftms of BuchlanJ and Cor ton.'’ Theirs can bd little 
doubt tlmt CoUinson is right in liis opiuion. lu the Anglo« 
Saxon Cliartors and in Domesday Book the Stantons aro 
Sti^ums only, and any oiBx to thoir namas must hftve been 
of subsoquont date. In tho Anglo-Norman history of 
Ordoricus Vitalis, four Drogos aro mentioned, and among 
them was a Drogo, otherwise Dreux, of the celebrated 
Normau family of linuteville, one of tb© twelve sons of 
Tancred de Hautevillo, wlio conquered the south of Italy in 
the early part of tho eleventh century. Is it not pifllmble 
that it was from one of this branch tiiat tho nanio of 
HautoviUe becamo appended to that of Noiion, and the 
name of Dreux to Stanton, which was contiguous to it, and 
in which also it is very likely that ho may have beau a large 
proprietor t 

I will now briefly notice the different opinions which have 
been propounded by different persons respecting the objects 
for wbicti tho circles at Stanton Drew were constructed ; 
AJid here we pass entirely ioto the regions of conjecture and 
uncertainty. Stanton Drew is as little likely to give up its 
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secret as Abaiy or S6(mebeQge, and we must not espect 
that it will ever be granted to aaj inhabitant of this 
present earth to unlock the riddle and inteipret its dark 
sayinga I will giTe the results of such gropings for the 
light in respect to it as have come under iny notice. The 
first that I can find who has offered an opinion respecting 
Stanton Drew is the anonymous author of ‘‘A FooVs holt 
soon ehott at Stonagc»” which wa^ublished by Hoarne 
Jrom a MS. lent him by Mr. James West of Balliol College 
in 1722, aud which bears en'dence of haring .been written 
about the end of the seventeenth century. Ho says, This wos 
an old British Trophie, as nay appeu* by the name thereot 
roteined still in the name of the parrisU in which it stands, 
vis.. Stanton Dru, the tiow Tokm of Viciorio: —2, by the 
soiallcr stones, monuments of the Conquoi'oui* s friends (lie) 
tbsir shun, one of which being lately (alien in the Pitt, in 
which it stood, weie found the crum1>es of a man's t«ncB, 
and a round belt, liko a large Imise hell, witlt a skiew as tlie 
stomme of it; whence I conjecture, that as the circle of 
lajgo stones was tlie Trophie of Victorie, so tlioee smaller 
were monuments of friends slain in winning tho Victorie (for 
Victors would not honour their enemies with sudi monu¬ 
ments), and the belt was part of an old Briton's weapon, 
there buried with its owner, and I suppose, the like bones 
and bells may be found under tho other small stones, con¬ 
firming the premises. For Mr. Speed, in his Chronicle, 
pictureth an old Briton naked, Lions, Beares, Serpenta 
painted on him to terrifie enemies, with a lance in bis hand, 
and on tlie butt end whereof is such a bell screwed fast, which 
served in steade of a Trumpett to alarme, and a clubh to 
dasli out the enemies braines, and this bell was, I suppose, 
the pennanest part of that old Briton’s weapon Uiere buried 
with its owner, according to the old custome, continued to 
this day, in burying sonldiers weapons with them, at Least in 
carrying them on their coffins to their graves.” 

Dr. Musgrave believed the stones to have been tlie sup¬ 
porting portions of enclosures, within each of which, after 
the manner of the Greeks and Bomans. a body wns interred; 
time had destroyed the less durable materials, and had 
left only tiie stones. Although, from the total tilcuce of 
the Greeks and Bomnns respecting tlietn, tho nionmnents of 
this character were to be conridei^ as of postrRoman date, 
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he vas nevertheless willing to allow that this one might 
possibly have been erected before the arrival of the Belga. 

According to Dr. Stukeley’e opinion, these are the temples 
of the Gods, made by our British predecessors; the sun 
being represented by the large circle of tliirty, and tJio moon 
by the circle of twelve stones i the quincuple circlo ho eup- 
poses consecrate to the five lesser planets; and the Cove 
to have appertained to the service of the Goddess of the 
Earth. He considorod that as Stonehenge was an improve¬ 
ment upon Ahury, so Abury was executed upon a grander 
plan taken from this or some such like, and that tirere was 
a conformity between them, although Abury is a vastly 
move extensive and maguideeut design. He nevertheless in 
no way coimecta Stanton Drew with the form and veneration 
of the Serpent, although he attaches bo much importanco 
to that theory in relation to the temple at Abu^. 

Wood maintained that tho works of Stanton Drew formed 
apWfect model of the Pythagorean System of the Planetary 
Worii and tlmt iu this model the large drcle representeS 
the earth, the circle of twelve stones the suu, and me circle 
of eight the mecn. 

The writer in the Gentleman’s Magazine supposes this 
structure to bo a Bethel, or temple erected in the patriarchal 
mauuer of tmhcwu stones, to the Supremo Being worshipped 
in the sun, as the visible emblem of tlmt which is iavisibie. 

Mr, Bdwai'd King, in his Munimenta Antiqua (voL i., 

E . UI), observes, “ The circles at Stanton Drew seem to 
Five been designed for astronomical observatious, and for 
superstitious rites coiyointly " 

Collinscn suggests that it was a trophy intended to 
commemorate some signal victory obtained on the Wansdyke, 
wheie so much blood was shed by the arms of Britons and 
Celtic barbarians. 

Seyer considered that tho objects for which tsmples of 
this kind wero built were “ for the united purposes of reli¬ 
gion, law, and goverument" “They were not raised,” he 
says, “ without a prodigious expense of labour, perhaps 
the personal exeitlons of the whole tribe; and, thcrcforo, 
it must have been for some purpose interesting to the 
whole nation ; and such, religion, law, and government, 
will always be, That these places were the residence 
of tho Druids, the name of Stanton Drew, and others, is 
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sufficient proof; and we know that they wore the prieets, 
tho legislators, and tho judges of tho nation, and controuled 
even the kings. It is, therefore, almost cenain, that the 
village of Stanton Drew was in some aenso the metropolis, 
or seat of government of tho Heedui; and tliat it, and per¬ 
haps others in iU immediate neighbourhood, were inhabited 
exohisivoly by Druids, some of whom wont every day and 
sat in the cove or within the circle, to decide the suits and 
complaints brought before them; others instructed the youth; 
and others offexed up the daily sacrificee. On stated days 
probably there was an assembly within the circles of all the 
men of property belonging to the tribe (Uio Hajduih where 
peace and war, taxation, succession to the lands an^ to the 
tlirone, and other national afairs were settlod, still under 
the superintendence of the Druids; and the circles being 
placed on an easy and pleasaxit knoll in a valley surrounded 
by hills, whatever wes done might be seon by tlie whole 
assomblfld tribe ” 

The Eov. William Lislo Bowles thought that Stanton 
Drew was a temple of tlic Druids, dedicated to tho Teutates 
of the Celts, who was tlie same with the Egyptian Tbotlii the 
Fhconician Taute, tlie Grecian Hermes, and tho ^man 
Mercury. 

Sir ftichard Colt Hoaro pronounced this work to be a 
Dracontium, and in this he was followed by Mr. Bathurst 
Deane, who writes ns follows:—“ This temple, which is much 
dilapidated, Originally consists<l of one large circle connected 
by avenues with two smaller, and thus desciibed the second 
order of the Ophite biorogram—the circle and iwo serpents. 
In Egyptian hieroglyphics, when two serpents aro seen in 
connection, one typifies the Good and Uio other the Evil 
Principle." Mr. Deane admits, however, that he could 
trace no avenue between the circle of tt^ve stones and 
the large ciicle. He confirms his opinion of its Dracontiaii 
character by “a ti'adition of tlie neighbourhood, by wliich 
it app^rs that Keyua, the daughtei* of a 'Welch prince, who 
lived iu the fifth century, having left her countiy aud crossed 
tbe Severn for tlie purpose of finding some secluded spot, 
where she might devote hereelf without interruption to 
religious contemplatious, airived in the neighbourhood of 
Stanton Drew. She requested permission from the prince 
of the country to fix her residence at Ksjnsham, winch was 
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then an uncleared irood. The prince replied that he would 
readily give the permiesion required; but it waa impoasible 
for any one to live in that place on account of Me serpents, 
of Che most vcnemous apecies* -which infested it Keyna, 
however, confident in her aaintJy gifts, accepted the per¬ 
mission, notwithstanding the warning: and t akin g poesesfidon 
of the -wood, “ conTerted by her pi-aycra ad the siiakee and 
vipers of the place into stooea And to this day " remarks 
Oapgrave, the recorder of the legend, “ the stones in that 
country resemble the windings of serpenU, through all the 
fields and -vilUgea, as if they had been so formed by the 
hand of the engraver.” itr. Dtane goes on to remai k, “ The 
tran^ormation of the Mrpenii into sfone is tho fable which 
almost always denotes the neighbourhood of a Dracontiuro, 
as we may see in the legend of Cadmus and Hannonia, 
Python, and others. The remark of Capgrave may allude 
to the an^uina, or serpeot-stonee, eo often found in the 
vioinity ot Druidical templee: or even to the spedmens of 
the Cornua Ammonis, which I believe are eomedmee found in 
the neighbourhood.” (" Worebip of the Serpent,” p. 36 8, Ac.) 

The discussion of thaee tbeoriee forms no part of the 
object of this paper, but I wdl venture to remark with 
reference to tho deei^ of this structure, tlmt we ma^ not 
unreasonably regard it as having bceu set up for a religious 
purpose; but whether it wee Ule work of a piimeval and 
pre-liistoric race, or of the Belga, who suMued or ex* 
polled them, and of whom traces are supposed to remain 
m the name of the neighbouring manor o{ '* Bel^etune'’ or 
Belluton, will be a eubject of conCroverey to the end of 
tima 

Stukoley, iresh fiom the Downs of Wiltshire, wondered 
that he oteerved no tumuli or barrows, the burying-places 
of the people about it, as tn other casea, but supposed 
this owing to the goodneea of the soil; for, as bo goes ou to 
say, *'tbey wisely pitched upon barren ground to repose 
their ashes, where they could only hope to lie undisturbed: 
and on Mendip HiUs, not far off, they are rory numerous. 
This particularly I am told of seven that arc remarkable ” 
The group to w^h Stukeley alludes is moat probably one of 
two on Prlddy Hill, of whi<^ one is formed of nine, and the 
other of seven barrows. Many others, however, are to be 
seen on the Mendip range. The Friddy barrows were 
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examined by the iate Rev^. John Stlnner, in 1815, andia 
all i^es in which the interment wa^ found, creraation 
appears to hare prevailed, In some the ashes were found 
in ume, in others without uras in cists, oi* on flat stones 
without cieta. The urns were rude and unbaked, witli the 
zigsag ornament, and usually roTcrsod, One of them was 
embossed with projecting Imobs, like tlitt which was dis¬ 
interred by Sir R, C- Hoare from a tumulus on Beckhampton 
Down, iho following articlos wero also discovered: amber 
beads and a small blue opaque glass bead with them, per¬ 
forated ; brazen (bronze) spear heads; flint and bmzen 
(bronze) arrow-heads; aud au ivory plu, upwards of i 
inches long. These barrows are of di^erent sizos, the 
highest being 12 feet high, and 164 in circumference. The 
Mendip Mines were doubtless extensively worked by our 
British forefathers, and a considerable trade in metals must 
have boon carried on by them with foreign nations, 

Tho chambered tumulus at Butcombe, about three miles 
from Stanton Drew, must also be notice<l, inasmuch as it lias 
been supposed by some to have boon tho sopulchre of tho 
Druids attached to the Stanton Temple. “ This barrow,'' 
says the Bov. Thomaj Bere, roctor of Butcembe, m his com¬ 
munication to the Goiitlomon's Magazine, 1789, ‘‘is fiom 
north to south 150 feet, and from oast to west 75 feet.'* 
It was found to contain a ]oD,ricudinal stone chamber with 
lateral cells, similar to that at itew Grange, neoj* Drogheda, 
aud to tlie chamborod barrows at T7oUcw, in Somersctahii*o, 
ft few mi]os only from Stantou Drow, and at Uloy, in 
Gloucestershire.^ A perfect skolctoo, zoveral hiunan skuILs, 
and other bones wore discovered within it; but it is supposed 
to have been previously opened. It is now entirely 
destroyed,

Till Labyrinths of the dfussical age and the qu^nt devicoe 
of later times, the Mazes, of which they were the prototypes, 
present to iliQ arcliaecb^st a sabiect of inreati^tion 
which hitherto has not rocoired that degree of attention of 
•which it appears so well deaerring. I hope therefore that 
the ibllowiug obsoiwations may meet with a favourable 
reception, not only as connected with our early studies of 
d^sica! antiquity, but as illustrative of certain remarkablo 
eoolesiastical usages in the Middle Ages, and possibly ns 
recalHnz corcain pleasurable reminiscences of gay disports 
or rural revelries associated with the Mass of more recent 
times, of which the latest and most familiar example is the 
verdant puszls at Hampton Court. 

Labyrinths may be divided into several distinct classes, 
comprising complicated rangss of cavorna, arciutcctuml 
labyriiitiis or aopulohra! buildittgs, tortuous devicos indicated 
by coloured mnrblos or cut iu turf, and topiary labwiulhs or 
maxes formed by clipped Lodges. I noed scarcely obsorve 
that labyrinths arc o^ exceediugly ancient origin, or that 
they have been used for the most varied purposes, viz., as 
cat^ombs for the burial of the dead, as prisons, as a means 
of performing penance, and as portions of pleasure-grounds. 

Of the first class we may instance the labyrinth near 
Nauplia in Argolis, termed that of the Oyclops, and described 
by Strabo; ^ also tJie celebrated Cretan example, which from 
the observations of modem travoilers is supposed to have 
consisted of a series of caves, resembling in some degree the 
catacombs of Home or Paris. It bos been qnestioned, how¬ 
ever, whether such a labyrinth actually existed. ApoUo- 
dorus and others state that it was built by Dsdalus, near 
CnossuB,^ in imitation of a more ancient labyrinth in Egypt, 
by the command of King Minos, and that it served firk as

Of architectural labyrinths, the most extraordinary 
specimen was witliout doubt that at the southern end of the 
lako Mcoris in Egypt, and about thirty miles from Arsiooe. 
Herodotus, who desciibos it very distinctly, says that none 
of the edifices of Greece could be compared witli it either as 
to costliness .or workmanship; that it coniisted of twelve 
covered courts, 1500 subterranean chambers, to which the 
bodies of the E^pdan pHnoes and the sacred crocodiles 
were interred, ana of as many chambers above ground, wluch 
lost only he was permitted lo enter. lie states that ea^ court 
was surroundea by a colonnade of white stone b^ntifully 
built, that the wc^s were omamenlcd with bas-reliefs of 
various animals, that a lofty pyramid, 300 feet high, was 
raised at the angle where the labyrinth terminated, and 
the whole work was endrded by a continuous wall, Pliny, 
Strabo, and Pomponius Mela, hare also described this cele¬ 
brated labyrinth, hut they d^er both as to the date of its 
construction and the porpose for which it was intended. 
Another labyrmth, built by the .£ginetan architect, Sinilis, in 
the island oi Lemnos, was celebr&C^ for the beauty of its 
columns, according to Fliny, who also alludes to one built by 
Theodorus at Samoa.* lie last example we may mentioii 
as belonging to this architectural intended like the 
Pyramids of Egypt, to form a royal sepulchre capable of 
repelling the cuiiosity or acquisitive propeimtiee of iutnidera.

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was that huilt at Clusium, the modem ChiuBi, ia Etruria, by 
Lar Poiaena, the noble, bnt baffled, ibe of Eomo; it is 
described by Pliny and Varro. 

The Cretan Labyrinth is found on the rererses of coins of 
Cuoesas, as also on Greek and Boman gems,^ or at least 
what had become its coATestional dedgn, and it was occa* 
rionally represented upon the mosaic pirementa of Eomaji 
haila One specimen was drawn by Casanova at Pompeii, 
whose sinuous course, desgnated by coloured marbles, was 
surrounded by an embattled wall, strongtliened at intervals 
by towers; and the derign of another was found in the same 
city, scratched with a stylus upon a crimson-tinted column, 
ftcwmpanied by this inscription,—“ Labyrinthus hie habitat 
Minotanrus,” a clamical euphuism, we presume, for “ Here 
lives a great beast.”* 

But perhaps the most lurpriring fact connected with the 
mythological labyrinth is its aecsptaoco by Christians, and 
its adsptatioo by the Church to a lugher signification than it 
originally bore. Fi^ it was used as an ornament on one of 
the state robes of the ChrisUan emperors nreriously to the 
ninth century. In the “ Graphiaaure® urbis Roma,” pub¬ 
lished by A.V.Otanam, pp. 92 and 178, in tlie ^'Documenu 
inddits pour servir k rHiatoiro Llttdraue de Vltalie.” this 
rule regaidiug the emperor’s dress is given,—Habeat et in 
disrodino labeiinthum fabrefscium ex auro et mAxgaritis. in 
quo sit Minotaunis digitum ad os teneus ex smaragdo factus; 
quia eicut son valet quis laberintbum scrutaxe, ita non debet 
consiliuiu dominstoris propaJare.” Next, it was adopted 
in all its details, including the Minotaur, occlesiastlcs, 
and was ponrtrayed in chutes. A derign of this character 
still exists upon one of the por<h^ers of Lucca Cathedral, 
having the following inscriptira. (Pig. !•)

This is of small dimenaoDS, b^g only 1 foot 7^ iuebes 
in ^ameter, and from the continual attrition it has received 
from thousands of tracing fingers, the central group of 
Theseus and the Minotaur has now been very nearly efiacocL

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The whole device waa deemed to he indicative of the com¬ 
plicated folds of eiji by which man is surrounded, and bow 
impossible it would be to extricate himself from them except 
through the assistiug hand of Providence. Similar small 
dosignB of labyrinths, containing the figures of Theseus and 
the Mmotanr, either exist or did exist, in the very ancient 
churcli of St. Michele at Pavia j at Aix in Provence; upon 
the walls of Poitiers Cathedral; in the Roman mosaic pare- 
mont found at Salzburg, now at Lachsonburg, and nearly 
rosembling the Pompeian example alluded to above, as does 
another of very eaidy date, discovered in a mosaic pavement 
of a Chvistiau Basilica at Orleans ville in Algeria, lu this 
last, however, the words, sakoix roolmia, arranged in a 
complicated form in the centre, so as to correspond with the 
sinuosity of tlie labyrinth around tliom. take the place of the 
Minotaur, affording the fii'st instance of an entirely new 
signification attributed to such works, whilst tlioir assigns 
remained tlie same as befoi'o. 

In the diurch of Santa Maiia in Aquiro, at Roms, are 
several portions of an extremely ancient pavement, the relics 
of a far earlier building titan tne present church. Amonget 
tliQie is a small labyrintli, 1 foot 7<^ inches in diamet^, 
composed of porphyry and yellow and green marbles, the 
central circle being of the first-named material.* Perhaps 
tliis is a work of tho early part of the twelfth century, during 
whicli period such devices began to abound, and of these 
several are still preserved, One, 11 foot in diameter, 
exists near tho eaaisty of Santa Maria in Trastevere, at 
Rome, formed, in 1189, by a combination of different 
coloured marbles, and it is perhaps the most beauriful one 
still extant. Anotiier, slightly huger, viz,, 11 feet 4} iiicbOB, 
also composed of coloured marbles, is in the church of San 
Vitalo, at Ravenna, An octagonal specimen, 34^ feet in 
diameter, is in the entrance of the parish church of St. 
Quentin, buQt during the twelfth century (fig. 2); and a 
precisely similar pavement was placed in the centre of 
Amiens Cathedral, in 1288, but of a rather larger size, mea¬ 
suring 42 feet across.^ It waa destroyed in 1825, but its

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central compartment, still preaerred in the Amiens Museum, 
consists of an octagonal grey marble slab, decorated with 
a brass or latten croea in the centre, between the limbs of 
which were ranged small figures of Evrart, Bishop of Amiens^ 
the three architects of the cathedral, and four angels, cut in 
white marble, wit la a legend around the whole octagon, refer¬ 
ring to the building ot the fabric. Another labyrinth, 35 foot 
in 3iamet6r,aad precisely like the foregoing, was constructed 
in the we of Elieims Catliodml about 1240, but destroyed 
in 1779, by the desire of one of its canons, Jacquemart by 
name, who gave a cousiderablo sum to effect tliis mischievous 
purpose- On its central stone were cut the figures of the 
architect and of the four masters of the works employed; 
this was also surrounded bv a legend, like the Amiens 
labyrinth. An octagonal laDyrinth, 344 feet in diameter, 
composed of yellow and grey quarries, tormed part of the 
pavement of the naro in Arras Cathedral, until the Revo¬ 
lution. 

Before proceeding to instance more examples, wo must 
hei^e advert to another change in the signification of these 
curious works. The Oliurch liad adopted thorn as symbolical 
of herself; and when figures were designed in the centre of 
tiioir mauifoUl windiTigs, sucli as those of doooasod bishops, 
m'olutscts, or bulUlere, ranged round a cross, instead of ^lo 
actud woj\Is, SANCTA BCci.Ksu, the same idea doubtless was 
intended to be conveyed, aud the persons so represented 
were presumed to be resting in the bosom of the dhurch, ns 
iu on ark of salvation j but afterwards these labyrinths were 
made to serve another purpose, and received on entirely new 
name. Tliis was when tlie period of the Crusades was 
drawing to a close, and when certain spots nearer home than 
Jerusalem began to be visited by pilgrims, instead of their 
actually rceortiug to Palestine; and a pilgrimage to our Lady 
of Lorotto, to St. James of ComposteUa, or even to tlio 
shrine of St. Frideswide at Oxford, to that of St. Thomas of 
Canterbury or of Ht. Hugh of Lincoln, began to be looked 
upon aa too great an exertion on the port of the faithful. 

Then labyrinths became, as it is stated, histrumenls of per¬ 
forming penance for non-fulfilment of vows of pilgrimage to

being emblomatical of the difficulties attending a journey to 
the real Jerusalem, or of those encountered by the Christian 
before he can reach the heavenly Jenxsalem; whence the 
centre of these curious designs was not unfrequontly termed 
“ CitV* And, finally, they were used as a meaua of pen<*Lnce 
for sins of omission and commission in general \ penitents 
being ordewd to follow out all the siuuous courses of these 
labyrinths upon their hands and knees, to repeat so many 
pray Cl’S at fixed stations, and others when they roaclied tlie 
central “ Cid!* which in several cases took a whole hour to 
effect, whence these works, as stated 1^ M. Wallet, were 
not unfreouently termed “La lieu6.'* Unfortunately, many 
of them fiave now been destroyed, not a fow wantonly 
during tho Rovolution, but othors because strangers and 
children by noisily tracking out their tortuous pa^, occa¬ 
sioned disturbance during divine service, ss in tl^e instance 
of tlionext oxamjds to wlcli 1 shall allude. This is a square 
one, formerly in the Abbey Cliurch of St Bertin at 3t. Omor. 
The design is preservod by a drawing supposed to have boon 
tho work of some student of tho English coUegoat tliat town 
during the last century, having this inscription below, “Entrd 
du chomin de Jerusalem autre fois marou^ sur le carreau de 
rEgUse do 9b. Bertin.” It appears totavo been composed 
ofblack and yellow tiloa® A largo circular labyrinth, com¬ 
posed of grey and white marble, having an escalfopod border, 
and a scxagonal ouaped circle in the centre, exists in the 
middle of the nave of Chartres Oathodrrd. (Fig. 3.) It is 80 
feet iu diametor, and its path is 608 feet long. At Sens 
there was another of the same size, formed by Htics filled in 
with lead, and recorded to Imve required 2000 steps to reach 
the centre j and in tho chapter house of Bayeux Cathedral 
is an exceedingly beautiful work of tins deecriptioo, 13 fest 
in diameter, formed of circles of tiles, adorned with shields, 
griffins, and fleurs-de-lis, and separated from one another by 
bands of small plain black tiles. 

Occasionally something moro than tho actual path of the 
life present was attempted to be represented in these works. 
On a small labyrinth cut upon the pavement benentli the 
organ of the church of Notre Dame at St. Omer, the winding

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patli towar<ls the central Jeruaalom is Btraogely mixed 
up -with towns, rivers, moimtama, and Animals, intended 
probably to shadow fordi the refreahments and the difficulties 
which all Christian pilgrims may expect to meet with on 
their journey through life towards that heavenly city which 
they are seekii^- This is confirmed by the following in¬ 
scription, once attached possibly to a lahyrinthine design, 
and now preserved in tlie Museum of Lyons

Allegorical dedgas of sparitnal labyrinths were in vogue 
nnril the third ^parter of the last century : a long title to 
the following effect accompanies Art engraving of one pro¬ 
duced at Lyons in 1769, from a drawing by M. Belion:— 
A spiritual labyrinth watered by four chanucls of grace, 
representing, First, the four rivers of the terrestrial paradiso 
and the happy condition of man before the Pall. Secondly, 
by the di&ient windings tliat may be seen are intMided to 
be shown the miseries with which human life abounds since 
the Fall. Thirdly, from this labyrinth, terminating at the 
same point where it commenced, we are taught that as man 
was formed of earth ho will return to his first element by the 
corruption of his body. Fourthly, the wholesome water of 
these channels represents the grace of God, through which a 
remedy is supplied for a corrupted nature. 

I am not aware of the existence of a single specimen of an 
ecclesiastical labyrinth in any church in England, but we 
posseaa numerous works of this description cut in the turf of 
our rural greens, and some are of the same patterns as those 
of the foreign examples mentioned above worked on pave¬ 
ments or wdla These turf-mazes have been usually termed 
“Troy-towns,” or “Julian’s Bowers/’ but improperly, because 
such names apparently pomt to a very remote, or at least to 
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a clasaical period, whereas the works so styled are without 
doubt mediaral. 

The reign of Elizabeth was productire of a lo?e for mate- 
rial subtQties, and for allegorical figures of speech, which, 
from that Queen’s classical attuomeots, Tory usually took a 
classical form. Troy-town," and all the difficulties of its 
capture, would then form a tempting subject for one of those 
embryo diamas so fre^^uantly enacted in her presence ; 
whilst “ Julian’s Bower” would be an appropriate term for 
a court masque, in which a bevy of courtiers and fair dames, 
issuing from some verdant concealment, might affect to imi¬ 
tate ^e evolutions of the little lulus and his companions in 
their martial sport, os described by Virgil,

Whence any complicated figures, either traced by the 
feet of dancers or cut on the ground, might poasiblv acquire 
a synonymous appellation during the reign of tae groat 
Tudor Queen, and retain it to the present time. This con¬ 
ventional term was a most unfortunate cause of delusive 
speculations to Stukeley, as he was thereby completely led 
off from the origin of such turf-mazes to pursue an illusioa, 
with all the ardour of his vivid imagioation, fully beliering 
that he had discovered a still-exisdng Eomaji rommisceuce 
on our British soil. He says, in reference to the frequent 
occurrence of places called Julian's Bower, or Troy-town, 
both at Roman towns and other localities, especially m Lin¬ 
colnshire Upon a little refiecticn 1 conduded that this 
is the ancient Roman game; and it is admirable that 
both name and thing should liave continued through such a 
diversity of people. As to the uamo Bower it signifies not 
an arbour or pleasant shady retirement in this place ; but 
Borough, or any work made with ramparts of earth, as campa 

aud the like.The name of Jiuian undoubtedly refers 

to Ildus the son of .^eas, who first bwught it into Italy.”* 
The continued study of archaology, however, now so widely 
pursued, and the easy means of travelling abroad as well as

indent turf-mases either eniat or are known to have 
existed in Scotland and Wales as well as in England, whilst 
shepherds and other persons are still In the habit of ro-cutting 
these, or occasionally forming new ones, copied from more 
ancient designs, handed down from a remote period. Such 
works were to be seen in Strathmore and other parts of North 
Britain; they ocoxurod likewise in Wales, whero tlxey were 
termed “ Caerdroia,” or Troy-walls, allusion to which is made 
in “ Brych y Prif Oeeoedd and other Welsh histories, and 
they have been found in various localities throughout Eng¬ 
land, namely in the vicing of tho Solway, Cumberland; ’ at 
Eipon and Aeenby in '^OTkshire; at Alkhorough, Louth, 
Appleby, and Homcaatle in Lincolnshire; at Sneinton and 
Clifton in Notts; at Wing and Lyddington, in Rutland ; on 
Benghton-Oreen, in Northamptonahire; atComberton, Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, called “ the Mazles”; at Hilton, Hunts; Dun¬ 
stable, Bedfordshire; Saffron Walden, Essex; Winchester, 
Hants; West Ashton, Wilts; on tho Cotswold Hills, 
Gloucestershire; at Pimpern, and at Leigh in Yetminstor, 
Dorset. The latter is called the “Miz-Maze.” I will now 
refer more particularly to some of these. 

The first which I shall notice is the maze that formerly 
existed in Yorkshire on Ripoii Common: it was ploughed up 
in 1827, but its plan having been fortunately preserved by 
Mr. J. Tuting, sen., of lUpon, I am able to exhibit its form 
(see fig. 4). It was 20 yards in diameter, and ita path 
was 407 yards long. 

Another maze, precisely resembling this Ripen specimen, 
may still be seen in the same locality, namely, at Asenby, 
in the parish of Topelifie, and it is preserved with very 
laudable care at the expense of the parish, and I trust will 
continue to meet with such attention, It is slightly smaller 
than the maze formerly to be seen at Ripen, being 17 yards 
in diameter, and its path is 336 yards long. 

Another may be seen at Alkborougb, Lincolnshire, over- 
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looking the Humber. This is 44 feet in diameter, and the 
remaakable reaemblance between its plan and that designed 
on marble at Lucca will be at once perceiyed. (See Fig. 5.) 
The next example (Fig. 6) is on the outskirts of the Tulage 
of Wing, near Uppingham, Rutlandshire; it is 40 feet in 
diameter, and belongs to the same class as the preceding 
maze.

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Fig. 7 is cut on Boughton Green, in Northamptonalure, so 
celebrated for its fair; it is 37 feet in diameter. 

Fig. 8 is remarkable for tlxe addition of projecting features 
to the circular centre, which gives quite a difiereut cliaracter 
to its plan, and still more so on account of tbo cross-cross- 
lets fitchy cut within those piojectiona It formerly exosted 
on a hill near St. Anne’s ¥eH, in the lordship of Snomton, 
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about a mile tiiatant from Nottingham. Its diameter was 
17 yards, exchsiTe of the projecting portions, ajid the length 
of its sinuoufl pathway was 535 yari. It was termed the 
“Shepherd’s Maze,” and ‘‘Robin Hood’s Race,” but it was 
unfortunately ploughed up in 1797. 

Fig. 9 nearly resembleB the last. It is cut on the common 
adjoining Saffron Walden, Essex, and is 110 feet in diameter. 
There is a local traction that this is a copy of another and 
more ancient maze, which waa imitated by a soldier, but 

E robably the soldier only re-cut the old design ; certain it is, 
owever, that a maae has existed on the Saffron Walden 
common, such as is represented, for a Tory long period, as 
testified by local records.* 

Fig. 10 presents a totally new and y&tj complicated design 
to our notice. It formerly existed in the parish of Pimpem, 
near Blandford in Dorsetshire, and covered nearly an acre 
of ground, but it was ploughed up in 1730. It was formed 
of small ridges, about a foot high,* 

Fig. 11 is an example of a quadraogular maze, 86 feet 
square, also cut in turf hke the preceding specimens, It is 
on St, Catherine’s Hill, in the parish of Chilcombe near 
Winchester, and is known by the name of the “ Mize-Maze.” 
Having become very indistinct, it was re-cut by the present 
Warden, of Winchester, with the aid of a plan maX had been 
fortunately preserved by a lady in the vicinity. It has been 
thus alluded to In the Rev. J. Warton’a “ ilons Catherin® : ”—

It will be remarked that there is a very strong degree of 
similarity between the six circular designs given, of which, 
however, one is cut on marble in an Italian cathedral, and the 
ether five are cut in turf on the green-sward of as many 
different English counties. This fact, in addition to the 
great skill requisite to trace such complicated devices upon

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very limited spaces, at once negatlrea the idea that any of 
them could have been originally the handy work of some local 
shepherd. Denying, therefore, their pastoral, aa well ae their 
presumed Eoman origin, it now ronmina to he suggested, by 
whom they were created, for what purpose, and at what 
period. So fe,r, I belieTe queetious on these points would 
hare been asked in rain, but France has latoly presented 
a clue by which we may be guided to the solution of some 
of the difficulties connected with turf labyrinths. On com¬ 
paring the English specimens with those in French mediaral 
churches, and the maze at Alkborough in particular with the 
example before noticed in Sens Cathedral, the respective 
designs are almost identical, and there could scarcely remain a 
doubt that both had au ecclesiastical origin, had no other 
evidence been forthcoming. Moreover, this supposition is 
strengthened by another circumetanco, namely, that most, if 
not all, of our I^nglish turf-mazes are situated in the vicinity 
either of a church or chapel, or in localities wbero it may 
appear probable that seme sacred structure once existed. 

The Alkborough snecimen is within a short distance cf 
the utrish church of tVat village, si is that at 'Wing. That 
on Boughton Green, although now in a remote spot, is near 
the ruins of the original parish church of St. John, first built 
by the Abbot of St. Wandregesile in Normandy. That at 
Sneinton was close to the chapel of St. Anne, built in 1400, 
some traces of which still exist in the foundations of a 
modem house now occupying its site.^ This maze seems to 
have puzzled the learned historian of Nottingham, Dr. 
Deering, who, although rejecting Stukeley's opinion as 
to tlie Eoman origin of such works, and inclined to 
attributd them to ecciesiastics, gives the following ludicrous 
reason for their formation: — “Might I offer my con¬ 
jecture, I should think this open maze was made by some 
of the priests belonging to St. Anno*s cbappel, who being 
confined so far as not to venture out of sight and bearing, 
contrived this to ^ive ihetmelve^ a Srealhin^ for want ofoikir 
The Winchester maze also was near the ancient 
chapel of St. Catherine, of which mention is made in tha 
episcopal registers in conjunction with the parish church of 
Chilcombe.

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It appears possible, therefore, that some of these -worka 
may have been originaJly created as a meaas of performing 
penance, and not for purposes of amusement, and that they 
■were deigned by ecclesiastics, and not by Romans of old, 
nor by shepberda and others of later years. This supposition, 
is illustrated by the accompanying engrsTbg, taken from a 
drawing by a talented lady, Mrs. Robert Miles, -which repre¬ 
sents the ecclesiastics of St Anne’s chapeX adjoining the well 
of that name, at prayer in their penitential labyrinth. 

After the Refonnation, however, these rural mazes were 
certainly converted into a medium of recreation, as referred 
to in several passages of Shakspere:—

Another class of labyrinths still remains to be noticed, 
vii., the Topiary, consiatiag of those formed by clipped 
hedges of yew, holly, or hornbeam, enclosing a puasUng 
series of winding paths, one of which alone conducts to a 
small open space in the centre. These works, the joint pro¬ 
duction of nature and man, were known to the Romans, and 
are alluded to by Pliny,’ whilst the romantic history of Rosa¬ 
mond Clifford may readily remind us of their existence in 
England at an early period. The maze at Woodstock, in 
which she was for a time concealed by Henry IL from the 
sight of his young queen, Eleanor of Aquitaine, had probably 
formed part of the “Plaisancs” adjoining the royi paJa43e, 
long brfore it was adapted for the reception of the fair 
object of Henry’s love. In the reigns of Henry VIII. and 
Kbaabeth mazes "were mxich in rogue, and there must then 
hare been a frequent demand for fabricators of rerdant 
aubtiltiee, a maae formed by neatly clipped hedges being 
an usual adjunct to the royal residences, and probably also 
to those of the nobility. These, I believe, are now for the 
most part destroyed, hut their past existence is indicated by

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the retention of the name Maze in the vicinity of the spota 
they had once occupieid, euch as The Maze in Soathwarlc, 
marking the site of the Princess Mary Tudor’s residence, 
alluded to by Miss Strickland in her Lives of the Queens of 
England,* and Maze Hill, at Greenwich, once supplied with a 
simiiar means of amusing the royal inmates of the adjoining 
paUca Artists, moreover, whose names are of high repute 
in the development of the pictorial and other arts, did not 
deem it beneath them to devise plaus for these intricate 
verdant bowers. Holbein designed one, a print of which 
was exhibited at the late Manchester Exhibition, accompanied 
by a Latin and a German poetical inscription, whence it 
appeared that it was intended to represent the mythical 
work of Dedalus. Tintoretto, likewise, painted a labyrinth, 
which may be seen in Hampton Court Palaoo.* I here 
give two ^ans of verdant mazes of the sixteenth century, 
one, P^. 12, from the old palace of Theobalds, Herts; and 
another. Fig. 13, taken from an Italian work on architecture, 
by Serlio.' liabyrinths of this description continued to 
abound during &e seventeenth century in Italy, France, 
Germany, and Holland, bnt they were discarded fi'om 
England hy the refined taste of the times of Charles I. and 
Charles if., whose artistic garden-terraces, adorned with 
groups of well-chosen sculpture, and fair lawns enlivened witli 
embroidery of skilfully contrasted fiowers, could not admit 
the propinquity of so puerile a conceit as a gloomy mass of 
hedges, aSecting to represent the mighty architectural designs

suggested to Pope, who resided in ita ricinity, the idea 
expressed in the following lines

Tba loatitute U indebted to tbe kiodseoo of the Author of the fbn* 
going Keinoir for the greater part of the Oluilratioua by wbioh it ia 
aeooicpaaied. 
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TtfB noble family ivhoBe name appears as tbe title of 
tie present memoir, was intimately connected with two of 
the most interesting castles in Qreat Britain, and with one 
of its most picturesque and regal cities. Their histories 
are thus so closdy interworen, that it would be difficult to 
separate them, and more particularly towards the dose of 
the life of one of these great Seneschals, when Hawarden 
castle and the city of Corentry, subjects of the ensuing 
remarks, passed by bequest from the De Montalto family 
into tbe possession of the Plants^nets. 

Beyond all comparison or dispute tbe official Records of 
the Crown contain the most trustworthy evidence that can be 
referred to in every question of hiatonoal research. Monastic 
or municipal charters follow them in tbe scale of reliable 
authority. Should tliese be silent, the testimony of a 
monkish chronicler, or even of a mediseval tradition, will 
occasioiially cast a ray, though one of uncertain light, over 
the dark view of past events, events which however they 
more commonly mystify than explain. 

Therefore, whilst sketching an account of the De Montalto 
fitmily and some of their possessions, and addudng state¬ 
ments from these various sources, the value of authentic 
information ought to be cautiously balanced, and tbe cold 
deductions of truth carefully weighed against the popular 
attractions offered by the more agreeable narrative of 
medisval romance. Since it should be the Drat duty in 

E urauing Inveatiga^cas of this nature, to clear away without 
eaitation every statement resting on doubtful authority, and 
to lay bare the foundations, however trifling they may soem 
to be, yet still what arc left, which deserve the confidence of 
an inquiring age. 

The mere mention of the name of Coventry serves to carry 
away the mind to a series of events whose credibility has 
been disguised by dramatic fiction, Its mention evokes 
before us a motley spectacle of religious mysteries, moralities. 
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and miracle pUys. Yancy leads os to behold the exhibition 
of a scriptural aJlegoiy represeoted at the coat of some of 
those trading companias or holy frateroi^M abounding in the 
city, and we seem to Me and to follow the long pageant 
paeamg in tumultuous disorder through the narrow streets. 
We inwardly Uugh at the horleeque, if we do not turn 
away from the unnatural admiiture of what u impioua and 
absurd. Or, dwelling on more serious and trustworthy 
subjects, w© recotint the numerous immunitiee Coventry bae 
obtained from the days of the Confessor, oven to the last 
of the Stuarts; or we pass in review the transactions of 
Parliaments that have become memorable chiefly through 
their unpoUte‘ or opprobrioua* titl«. Coventry was the 
early seat of a Bishop, and it was, moreover, celebrated for 
a wealthy monastery founded by an Anglo-Saxon Barb The 
fame of Oodira’a Mnevolence (shall it be called according 
to the popular belief the heroism of her aelf-devotion 1) has 
idveeted ue dtY with an ondjingair of romance. It will 
be the duty of an inquirer into these earlier events, to 
ascertain the pounds upon which such traditicns rest, to 
hn$k the poetical enchutmeot that has deluded her cre¬ 
dulous admirers, and to protest, not only against the rude 
dismantling of her modesty, bat against a ridiculous narra¬ 
tive that has violated the sacred di^ty of history, degraded 
female purity, and converted a deed of charity, common 
enough at the period, into a frbulous act of indelicate com¬ 
passion. 

The value due to all these circumstancea will require 
examinatioQ, and they are also an esaential Introduction 
to the subsequent connecdoa of Covontry with the Do 
Montalto family. 

It has been stated by Florence of Worcester,^ a writer of 
research and fidelity, that Leofrie, Earl of Cheater, and 
Oodira his wife, founded and built at Coventiy a monastery 
before the year 1057, endowing it oo hberallywith land, 
with various ecclesiastical omameats, precious stones, and 
with gold and aOrer, that it was unequalled in riches tJuough- 
out England. This event happened so very noar the ticae

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wUen this hisfcoriaa flourished, if, indeed, it did not occur in 
bis lifetuse, seeing he died in 1118, that the drciimstauce 
would he fresh in his recollection. 

Henry, AroLdeacon of Huntingdon/ who succeeds in 
chronological order, after an interral of nearly a century, 
would be leas likely to write a truthful statement, and ho 
gives to Godiva the entire credit of this foundation, so soon 
had the first account of its history become corrupted. There 
can be no doubt that it was mainly the work of Earl Leofric's 
muni 6cence, though, as Vitalis seems to infer, it was subse* 
quently much enriched by the valuable gifts presented to it 
by the Countess herselt Even from so slight a perversion as 
this may havo originated the story that baa since conferred 
upon her so ambiguous a reputation ; the current tradition 
being, that ^e rode in a state of nuiiiy through the streets, 
to induce her husband to confer greater immunities upon bis 
Tssaals, as well as to lighten the burden of their taxation. 

This doubriul storv is first circulated in the history attri¬ 
buted to Matthew of Westminster, a writer who borrows his 
facts fi^m Florence of Worcester, William of Malmesbury, 
Henry of Huntingdon, and other less trustworthy sources; 
none of the writers, however, now named take any notice of 
such an improbable circumstance. Henry Knyghton, Arch> 
deacon of Leicester, who terminates his chronicle with tiie 
death of Eichord II., nves no original matter before tho very 
end of the reign of Edward I., and he, therefore, could only 
have copied from report bis own account of Godiva's exhi' 
bition, since it hod not previously been written amoug tho 
common annals. Kor would John of Bromton, Abbot of 
Jervaux, the third in order who mentions it, be capable of 
resting his version of the story on any earlier or reliable 
authority. By comparing their respective narratives, it will 
be perceived how slavishly these monkish chroniclers repeat 
the assertions of each other, a propensity that has descended 
to subsequent wiiters of history.®

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The Lady Godiya, hAviiig an extraordinary affection for 
the city of CoTontry, often besought her liusband, Earl 
Leofric, that ha would reUevs the inhabitants from a heavy 
burden he bad imposed on them, until at length, wearied by 
her importunity, he said to her that if she would consent to 
ride nmced from one end of the town to the other, amid 
the aasembled people, he would comply with her wislies. 
She thereupon immediately asked whether he would in reality 
permit her, and receiying an affirmative answer, on an ap¬ 
pointed day she mounted her horse, covered only by her 
flowing hair, which enwrapped her entire body except the 
legs, and having accompliwed this her heroic immolation, 
she ebtainod from her lord the release of their geld and 
services. 

It is added, though all the chroniclers are unpardcnably 
silent as to this &ot, which is in strict accordance with other 
portions of the narrative, and no one would wisli to mutilate 
It, that an order went forth that all the paople should shut 
themselves up within their houses during the time she rode 
through the city ■, but that one 'low churV a tailor, who 
peered abroad, was instantly struck with blindness, ss a 
peualty for his curiosity. The liistorians of the middle ages 
have provokiugly paasod over this incident in silence, though 
it must rest on equal authority with tho otUoi's, since the 
wretched oreatui^o lias even boon memorialised by a wooden 
effigy at the spot where hia prurient curiosity betrayed him. 
A domi-flgure, wearing a cocked hat, probaloly the uncouth 
decoration as the flgure>head of some ancient vessel, removed 
to the niche of a conspicuous corner, declares the fate of 
Peeping Tom to passers beneath, thus forming aa true a 
portion of the story as its other accoinpauimcntiS, perhaps a 
more convincing one, accordiug to the aphorLsm, that '* seeing 
is believing." 

Now it is a sufllcicnt contradiction of this foolish tale to 
produce Earl Leofiic's own deed of endowment, which is so 
full of benevolence and privileges, that there was no necessity 
for the chronicler to limit them at the risk of impairing 
Lady Godiva's discretion. This Charter,^ running much 
after the usual spirit of such grants, states that Leofric,

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Earl of OheEtor, bj tho &dnce aad pemussion of King 
Edward the Ooofesor and Pope Alexander, cauaed a church 
at Coreutry to be dedicated to the honour of Ood and the 
Holy Mary his Mother, and St Pet^ the Apostle, and St 
OsbuTga the Virgin, and AU Sainta. And he accordingly 
bestows on it for the use of dirine serriee, and for the main' 
ienance and clothing of the abbot and monks, twenty-four 
Tillages, with a moiety of the city where it is founded. 
Thseo poflMesioQS were settled on monastety with sac 
and sok. and tol and them, and liber^, and all such customs 
as had ever been held of t)ie king at the best: and moreovar, 
the abbot was to be amenable to the king alone. This ample 
charter was snbecribed by the Confesaor, Eadsi Archbishop 
of Canterbury, and by seteral otlier persons of importance, 
all witnesses of the transaction. 

Perhajs, it may bo remarked, from the foot of theso priTi- 
leges being conferred on an ecclesiastical body, that they 
would tlisrefore not inclndc widiin their scope tlie other 
inhabitants of tlie dty,and certainly as for as tbe Barrs own 
tenants woro coDcsmed, this charter does not offer any 
recognition of pnTilegee is their faronr. Yet there cannot 
exist any reasonable doubt that tbo devout spiiit wJiich 
prompted these institatioos, would look with equal ccH' 
sideration upon the depressed condition of Leome's other 
dependants. Indeed, it is most nsnatural to conceiTe that a 
nobleman so deeply influenced by a sense of religious duty, 
would so far disregard tbe equally sacrodclidms of buinanity 
as to exercise oppression orer his own raasels, and regard 
them u unworthy of his merdful concern. Whilst Earl 
Leofric made these ample offeriun upon the altar of God, he 
could scarcely feel insensible to me claims of aufforing indi¬ 
gence, nor could be allow GodiTa to act upon an impulse so 
repulsive to the modest feelings of her sex. Nor, indeed, if 
siich an exhibition bad ever in rcahty happened, and that 
" one low churl who “peeped.** had received bis darkened 
fota, and if “^e Powers above” had “cancelled a sense 
misused,” or if the people bad serious grievances, would it 
have been necessary for Ralph, Earl of Chester, in granting 
the following charter, to bare so distinctly wcognised the 
privilcgee conferred ^ bis father and predecessora Tbe 
original is preserved amongst tbe muniments in the city of 
Coventry; a deed in the finest prcecrvation, with the Bad’s 
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S6al io green wax appended, Both this and the auocceding 
charter are gireu at length, aa they have not hitherto been 
printed.

There seem roasonable grounds for attributing this 
charter to Raaulph de Gernona, the second of that name, 
Earl of Chester, who died in 1153, both from its being wit¬ 
nessed by Robert Seneschal de Mohaut who, under tlie ether 
title of Eobertus Dapifer de Montealto, was, according to 
Mr. Ormorod. alive in this year, and farmer of the lands of 
the Palatinate from 1159 to 1162, and also because this same 
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Eail Eaiiulph de Gemoos msids &ddi^oiial grants to tbe 
monks of CoTentry for the benefit of his eoi3 ^and of the 
eouls of hia parents aod ancestora ; * thus, apparently, eri- 
dencing an unbroken feeling of good vill towards the citizens 
from the days of the Confessor to the reign of King Stephen, 
and consequently discountenandng the idea, that the in* 
habitants lud cause to comply of any arbitrary tax or 
exactions, the whole tenor of these grants showing, in tket, 
indulgence and liberality. 

In unison with the spirit of this charter of the Earl of 
Chester was tho sucewding one. Both of them are in the 
finest state of preeerratioD. It is always dedrablo to secure 
an original document by printing it, and »lwo by ^rin^t in 
an extended form, whiw makes it readily iDtel]ig;ible. when 
records are printed with their contractions, few take the 
trouble to reM thorn.

It will be observed, tlmt this Charter, granted by King 
Henry U., refers to that of the Earl of Chester, and the pri¬ 
vileges conferred by his father and ancestors, which would 
carry us to immunities enjoyed by the men of Coventry at a 
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very remote peiiocJ, probably that of Earl Leofric. It liow- 
orer, there exists any doubt regarding so early a coouesion 
as this, we are more fortunate in being able to fix aa actual 
date to the royal charter itsolf, which the Great Roll of the 
Pipe mentions aa having been given in, the year 1182, the 
men of Covontiy havijig then paid for it the sum of twenty 
raarke.' 

At this precise time, “the Earl’s Half' of Coventry, as it was 
termed, belonged to RajiulphuB de Blundevil, Earl of Chester. 
He possessed it from 1181 to his death, in 1231, when 
Oovoutiy, with Chester, fell to the share of Mabel, tlie second 
of his four sisters, who married ’VS^illiaia do Albini, Earl of 
Aruudol. These possessions theu devolved upon Hugh, the 
second son, who married Isabella, daughter of William Earl 
Warren, This Hugh dying in 1243, his inheritance was 
divided among his four sisters, and, by another »Dgular co* 
incidence, Cecilia, the socoud, brought by her marriage, 
Coventry and Custle Rising to liobevt do Mental to. 

Tiie liberties of Coventry wai'o seised in 116$, in conse¬ 
quence of Hugh, Earl of Cueeter, having, in conjunction •with 
his tenauts, been an active participator in the rebellion a^gainst 
the king. The Crown, however, restored the franchiaos in 
1181, on rooeiving a fine of twenty marks. These privileges 
consisted in tUoir having a conumation of Earl RanuTfs 
Charter. By tliat they bold their possessions in free bui^ge 
with the some immunities as the fiurgessos of Lincolu. Tlioy 
were entitled to hold a portmoto court for pi ess of every 
kind concerning tliemselvos. They wore empowered to 
elect from tlieir own coinmuoity a judge, who was skilful in 
the laws and customs. To these and a few other priviie^ 
the Crown added, that whosoever sliould come to inhaijit 
there, from the day of his beginning to build for two years 
following, he should be free from all payments whatsoever. 
At the period when Henry II. grantei this cliarter, tho 
inhabitants at large were the bargesses, and tho privileges 
were conferwd without any corporate restrictions upon tlioir 
hell's; tlie existence of municipal corporations, and tho 
abuses of admitting honorary burgeeses not arising before

The posseasiotLS of Coventry became a fruitful source ot 
litigation at an early period. The diviaioa of the Earl’a half 
and the prioi'e haJf caused disputes T?hich are scarcely ended 
at the present day. It Trill not be edifying to enter into 
questions which wstracted the peace of the Church and city 
iike and therefore only a few facte shall be mentioned, such 
mer^y as M within the general scope of tlie present memoir. 
To place them before the reader in the most concise form, it 
will be suffident to state that Earl Leofric, at the foundation 
of the priory, gave various villages and a moiety of Coventry 
itself to the monks, without any reservation of rents or 
services, When these possessions fell to Roger de Montalto 
by right of his marriage with Cedha, the second dawhter 
of the Eavl of Arundel, they made, in a deed without date, n 
joint grant to William the prior, of all their right and claim 
in the whole manor, with the exception of Oheylcsmore and 
certain accustomed military services, on condition of receiv¬ 
ing an annual payment of 100/. from the prior sad convent, 
and ton raarcs from the nuns at Polos worth. It appears by 
a fine (84 Hen. III.) that a yearly rent of 107/, was reserved 
to ba wud by the prior. It also appears by a fine {1 Edw. IIL) 
botwoou Robert dc Moiitnlto, Emma his wife, and Henry do 
Ciiffo, that the mmier of Cheylesmore, with the appurtenances 
in Coventry and the services of the prior, were convoyed to 
the said Henry de Cliffe, who rendered them again to Robert 
do Montalto, who subsequently conveyed them, in default of 
bavuig mde issue, to Queen Isabella for the term of hor 
natural life, and after her decease to John of Eltham, the 
king’s brother, and in default of heirs, to the king and his 
heirs. 

To settle the disputes between the prior and the rity of 
Coventry relatiug to the said grant of Roger and Emma de 
Montalto to the former, Queeu Isabella released 10/. of tho 
same rent, which waa subsequently demanded as the fee farm 
to be paU into the Exchequer, as parcel of the duchy of 
Oomwa]].* 


* Tb«re it parpljaty io nooomib' Prior van —M.lMMd for 
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By & tripartite indenture,^ formerly Amongst th# docu¬ 
ments in tlie treasury of the corporation, written in French, 
and under the seaU of Oneec Isahella, the prior and convent, 
and the mayor and commonalty of Corentry, it appeeis that 
the mayor and commonalty paid a consideration for their 
franchisee, and agreed to a fee &na rent of 50i. per annum 
(20 Bdw. III.). 

Thus, out of the grant tn%Att by Ih^er de Montalto to the 
prior, there sprung a snit reapectlng the payments to be 
made to him by the monasiery, which became more compli¬ 
cated by the possessions at Coreatry being subsequently 
bequeathed by the Montalt fidnily to Queen Isabella, with 
remainder first to John of Eltham, afterwards Earl of Cornwall^ 
brother of Bdward III., and then to her husband Edward II., 
and his heirs for evor. KmiJar controveraiea were continued; 
when, however, Edward, the Black Prince, was a'eated Earl of 
Cornwall, his father settled the reTersiou of the manor of 
Cheylesmore upon him after the death of bis mother, 
entailing it, as it was then conceived, as an inalienable 
appanage of the dodiy.* 

No doubt this intimate connexion with royalty procured 
many immunitias for the city of Coreutry. Its long array of 
charters shows the favour in which the inhabitants were hold. 
Successive reigns saw the burgesses invested with increased 
privileges. But the grant of Montalt to the priory had 
udd the foundation of such civic controversy and strife, that 
it was only appeased by acts of legislation centuries after¬ 
wards. 

In consequence of the peculiarity of the grant by Koger 
de Montalto to the prior, even after the broils of dtisens and 
the encroa^iments of churchmen bad with their jealousies and 
angry passions passed away, freeh suits and protracted legal 
disputes sprung from theee ancient pretensio&a It was no 
longer a contest betwixt the duchy and the monhs of St. 
Benedict, but a dvd war carried on between the corpo- 
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ration and tha residents in those hamlets formerly grant^ 
to the Church by Earl Leofrio, which were consUtutad by the 
charter of 80 Henry VI. (U51) a part of the “ county - of 

*^“bt tWs charter, which the king states in its preamble he 
ffiTes out of the special affection which he bore to the city ot 
Coventry, it is declared that the aoreral hamlets, •which were 
then within the county of Varwict, should he one entire 
county of itself, wholly separated from the county of War¬ 
wick for erer, to he distinctly and separately called the county 

of the city of Coventry. , , i-u 

Such a local division gare rise to perpetual quarre s, which 
continued even after the pasring of the Municipal Art ol 
18S5. Nor was it until 1842 that the controyersy about this 

MuiTocal privilego was settled. . x r* 

In returning to the personal history of De Jdontaito, it 
appears that Robert, the seventh and last of that name, ^s 
the junior grandson of tho Robert who married Oewha, 
daughter and co-heir of William, third Bari of Arundel. He 
•was born about 1270 and died in 1330, living through the 
whole of the reigns of Edward I, and Edward 11. 

It is this Robert, tho last of tho race, to wliom our atten¬ 
tion will now be turned. , , x xi. 

On the dsatJi of his brother, in 1297, he aucceoded to the 
chief part of tho family powessions, was immediately sum¬ 
moned to perform the usual military and parliamentary 
services j amongst other duties, taking part in the important 
discussions in the Parliament held at Lincoln, in the 29 th of 
Edward I, when the presumptuous claims of Bonitaoe VIII^ 
to the sovereignty of Scotland were disposed of; and, m 
feet, occupying one of the most prominent positions m a 
Baron of the realm in all the important affairs of the period. 
To this Parliament he was called under tho style ^d titie 
of Dominus de Hawardyn, in consequence of holding that 

The Montalts were hereditary seneschals of Cheats 
throu^ seven descents, having originally derived 
name (Domini de Moaldis) as early as the middle oi the 
twelfth century, from the lordship of Mold, It is more 
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than probat^le that at this place they originaUv rfisided; but 
for greater Bscimty they 'were gubsequently induced to 
choose the strongly entrenched fortifications of Hawarden. 
It was on tliis majestic eminence that the last of the family 
erected the buildings which even still, in their ruins, OTerawe 
the surrounding plains of Cheshire, Denbighshire, and Flint. 
This fortress is no loss conspicuous throngbout a ^eat extent 
of country, than remajhable for its architoctural character. 
It is a building unlike others of the time, and therefore 
merits a short wacription. 

The site, as hsA already been stated, is very commanding. 
There seems good reason for supposing it to hare been a 
stronghold of the ahoriginee. the strength and nature of the 
circumvallations that wind round the hill on which Montalt 
built Ms castle, offering a protection which was too ad^an- 
taffsouB to be neglect^^. Those eaitliworks are not so vast 
asthoBo at Old Sarum, or those at Old Oswestry, which are 
much nearer, but thoy evidently belong to m remote a 
ceriod and are very similar to them. It was in tlie contra, 
and on the summit of these great earthworks, that the last 
Seneschal of tho family fixed his castle; a situation in all 
respects worthy of his choice, Nature dictated the fora it 
aasumed, and the circular keep, still in great part eptiag, 
shows the success attending such a conception. It is of a 
most unusual form, perhaps unique; for durmg the reign of 
Edward II. it was not the practice to erect a keep, and, 
therefore, this at Hawarden must be considered the latest 

^^^hen it is assigned to the time of Edward 11., the date 
is assumed, not from any documentary evidence we possess 
respecting it, but because the mouldingBof the chief entrance 
clamly show that it belongs to the middle of h« roign. 
Flint had been built thirty years before Robert de Monlalto 
raised the walls of this singular drcular keep. ¥e aay, 
raised the walls, as he probably used the foundations of a 
Norman castle; and in proof of this there exists sumcient 
evidence on the Welsh Rolls, which record that before the great 
Edward had conquered the Principality, the castle of Hawarden 
was besieged and burnt by tho Welsh in 1282.® Roger 
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de Clifford, who held it for the Idng, was carried away as 
prisoner, and such destruction of the Castle of Hawarden 
followed, that Roger de Mortimer was appointed to redress 
these outrages, itoger, the brother of Robert de Montalto, 
had married De Clifford’s daughter; but having no issue, on 
his death in 1297, the possession fell to Robert his heir, and 
it was undoubtedly this Robert, the last of his line, who ro- 
erected the caatle. 

The bnildinff is in the form of a pentagon, with a circular 
keep, reached by many steps, at the western angle. All its 
proportions and details are of the second Edwardian period; 
for example, the swell chamfors, and shouldered headings to 
its windows, doors, and passages. A small chapel exists in 
the chief floor (E.) of the keep, constructed in the tliioknees of 
tho wall on the north-east side. A portion of the great ball 
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(C-) remains, and there are other buildings (D.) without the 
cnceinie, of a character so unusual tliat it has proved 
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impr^tical^le B&tis&ctonl^ to ascertfuo their iotectioD. It 
was during a Tisit to these remaiost when the Archaeolegical 
Institute met at Chaster, that the opportunity waa afTori^ed of 
hearing rarions eonjeoturea that were made by some of the 
members as to the use of these curious buildings.^ It was 
discussed on the spot whether they were sewers, garderohes, 
cisterns, or places of confinement; and the eridenca in favour 
of each was negatively balanc^; so that, in fact, eren 



antiquarian epecuUtioa left the question unsolved, and this 
pyrgologiciJ enigma still continuee a perpleiity to exercise 
the ingenuity of future inquirers.' 
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A few paces over the softeat verdure that fairy footsteps 
ever trod, bring vis amid the shade of aadeut oaks to the 
handsome residence of Montalt’s later successor in this noble 
inheritance, who, though not invested with the office of 
Seneschal ^ the Palatinate, represents the Crown as Lord 
Lieutenant of Plintehire. The Institute may justly feel gra¬ 
tified that such an historic memorial should belong to one of 
its most valued and zealous members. Long may ho 
continue to possess, as he will undoubtedly, afbctionately 
preserve, a feudal castle so picturesque and sublime.'^ 

A few words more^ and tho chief remaining facts in the 
history of the last Montalt’s life are placed before the reader. 
He married Emma, the widow of fechard Fitz John, and 
was amongst the few svunmoned to meet the she-wolf of 
France” as a bride, on her landing at Dover. With his 
vrife,^ they were the first persons named to attend at her 
coronation ; and rt was, perhaps, owing to this early inter¬ 
course that a friendship subseauently arose whicli led him 
to leave to the queen the domesnes inherited from his 
ancestors, namely, OfiStle Rising, where Isabella afterwards 
passed twenty-seven years of lEer worthless eidstence, tho 
city of Covontry, and tho Castle of Hawarden.

Amongst tho recent acquisitions by •whicb the National 
Collection has been earicbed, few objects are to be found 
which will be viewed by many visitoi's to the British M^eum 
with greater interest than the Signet-ring of Mary Stuart. 
This little relic, associated as it is with one of the moat 
tragic and touching passages in the romance of biatorv, « 
scarcely less remavhable fov the tasteful perfection of ite 
workmanship, than for its nndonUble authenttwty. It is 
familiar to many of our readers, through the kindness ot its 
late possessor, Mr. Richard Greene, F.S.A., who permitted 
it to be produced on sovoral occasions at the meetings or tfae 

Institute. , „ i. 

It wore now a fruitless task to seek to discover through 
what means this ring mi^t have peascdinto the possesoon of 
the Queen of George III. No earlier trace of lU emstonce 
bee been found than the notice in the Account of ^jai wd 
Baronial Seals of Scotland, communicated W Astle to the 
Society of Antiquaries, in 1792, and published m the Vetusta 
Monumenta. The impression of the ring is there figured oa 
an enlarged scale, and described u *‘from a seal of Mary 
Oueen of Scots, in the royal collection at the Queens Bouse; 
it is set in gold, and baa the letters M. R, m a cipher on 
the back of the seal. This seems to he a royal seal which 
abe used after her return into Scotland. It may seem 
scarcely needful to observe that Buebnghim House m 
St. J^es's Park, having been settled by Parliament, in 
1775 on Queen Charlotte in Ueu of Somerset House, was 
called “The Queen’s House." The riug came into the 
possession of the late Duke of York; and at the sale by 
^istie of his plate and jewels, in Marc^ 1827, it 
chased by Mr. Greene for fourteen ^mea. In 1842 a 
notice was communicated to the Society of Autiquanes by 
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Kr. Gi’eese, and on a subsequent occasion tho ring was 
exhibited.® 

The riof is of gold, massiTo In fashion, and weighs 212 
grains. T&e hoop has been chased with foliage and flowers, 
and euatneled; it appears to have been madi worn, and 
ver^ few traces of enamel remain, although the outlines of 

the design may be discerned. The 
impress is the royal achievement 
engraved on a piece of cryatai or 
white sapphire of oval form, mea** 
siiriog about three-quarters of an 
inch by five-eighths, The anns are 
those of Sco&nd, here given ou 
an enlarged scale/ The crest, on 
A holmet with mantliogs and en- 

£ ed with a crown, is a lion sejant, 
•ath, crowned, holding in his 
dexter paw a naked sword, and in 
the sinister a sceptre, both bendwise. Above the crest 
appears the motto m didfsks, and lower down, the imtials 
u. u. The shield is surrounded by tho collar of the Thistle, 
with the badge, and supported by two unicorns ^ined and 
ducally gorged. On tue doxtor side there is a banuer 
chargM with tho arms of Scotland; on tho siuister 
another with tbiee bars, over all a saltiie/ Tho arms 
of Scotland, as tlioy appear on tliis riug, with supporters, 
bannors, and motto, occur in ocher instances during the 
times of Mary. Mr, Greene had pointed out tho engraved 
achiovemeot in the edition of Lesley’s treatise “deorigino, 
moribus, et rebus gestis Scotorum,” 1678, which corresponds 
a^ost in every particular, with the exception that the 
sinister banner is charged with a saltiro witliia a bordure.

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whicK apparently is riot intended to represent the fringe; and 
that a motto is introduced beneath the arms, and ia optotam 
PAETIM ELBOIT. Mr. Joseph Robei'taon has moreoTer pointed 
ont to me that this type of tU© Scottish arms occurs pre- 
Tiously to the reign of Mary, an example being found on 
the title-page of Belleiiden’a Translation of Hector Boece's 
History of Scotland, written in 1531, and printed between 
that date and 1542. The date of the achievement is fixed 
by the inscription, ucoBve • rex • 5. James V. reigned from 
1513 to 1542. The same woodcut apparently was used in 
the Acts of Parliameut of Scotland, printed at Edinburgh 
in 1566, the name maru rigika being sahstituted for that 
of her father: and in the Acta of Parliament of King 
James VI. printed at Edinburgh, in 156Q, the arms being 
in that instance accompanied by the name iaoodvs • Bix • 6. 

It is remarkable that the heraldic tinctures are represented 
on the back of tiie engraved stone, either by onameling or 
by painting, and the field or background is colourod dark 
blue. This mode of oruamentatiou is found in some of the 
fine Italian works of the period, of which the enameled Pax 
of the order of the Saint Esprit, now in the Louvre, is a striking 
example. It is fully described br Count De Laborde, in his 
valuaole catalogue of the enamels in that collection, with a 
special notice of " Oristaux peints,” and of other spedmons 
existing in France.* , , 

This mode of giving an enriched effect to an mtagho is 
comparatively uncommon. The most remarkable example 
known to me is the ring of Jean Sans-Peur, Duke of 
Burgundy, assassinated in 1419. It wss found in 1792 m 
his tomb, and came into the possession of tho Baron Van 
Hoorn, from whose collection it passed into that of the 
celebrated Denou. It is thus described :—“Uu saphir 
blanc, tailld en table, et sur lequel sont gravdea lea armes 
de Bourgogne : ce cachet at moatd en bague d’or d© travad 
ancien ; sous la pierre sont colories les m4tau3f et les imaiat 
de la famine dont ello offra V^cusson.”’ Some examples of 
less elaborate character than the signet of Mary ^ue 

in the rich Daciylotheca of Mr. Edmund Vaterton, F.8.A. 

Within the hoop of the nog there is a cipher, originally

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eaamded; it is here represeoted on an enlarged scale. It 
is inclosed wittiu a baud and ensigued bj a crown. The 
baud had been enameled with wliitej of which two portions 
remained when the ring came into Mr. Greene’s possession, 
amounting together to nearly half the cir¬ 
cumference, I hare been ijiformed by Mr. 
Flanks, that some very small fragments of 
white enamel remain in the circular band ; 
a portion of red is to be seen at the top of 
the upstroke of the M, on the sinister side; 
there ai'e traces of pale blue or greyish 
white in the oval of the monogram, as also 
in the central upstroke. On some of the 
leaves on the exterior of the hoop remains 
of green enamel may be discerne^i It had 
been conjectured that the motto Nemo me 
impune lacemt, or Optimam pafiem eleytt, 
might have been painted upon the white band in black 
enamel, If, however, any inscription was originally there 
to be seen, it may more probably have been me anagram 
Sa vej'iu rn'otitre, which will be noticed hereafter as con¬ 
nected with the cipher in question. 

Sir Henry Ellis, jn a communication to the Society of 
Antiquarios, stated his conviction, when the ring was brouglit 
under his notice, that inquiry “would probably identify it 
oiti)cr as an affiancing, or what was still more proUble, as a 
bridal ring of the unhappy Queen, It was evidently made 
for a female finger. In my own belief (observes Sir Homy) 
1 took it for what it certainly now appears to have been, her 
nuptial ring,"* Id explaining the ground of this opinion, 
Sir Henry sets forth the several forms in which, at different 
perio^ of her reign, Mary bore the Scottish arms, com¬ 
mencing with those of Scotland alone, before her marriage 
witli the Dauphin in 1558, and, after certain changes, as 
Dauphine, Queen Consort, and Queen Dowager of France, 
ahe finally reverted to the coat of Scotland alone sub¬ 
sequently to her raaniige witli Darnley in 1565. Whilst 
searching the Scottish Correspondence at the State Paper 
Office, in tbo fruitless endeavour to discover some letter 
bearing an impression of the signet-ring. Sir Henry Ellis 
noticed in the letter from Mary to Queen Elizabeth, dated 
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15 June (1565), and thua subscribed, Voire im qffecHonnee 
et Jidelie lonne 5<buj* ei cousine Marie Jt., the remarkable 
accempapiment of a cipher closely reaembling that which 
appears within the ring. (See woodcut.)* 

“ The monogram," Sir Henry observes, “ botli here and 
within the hoop of Mr. Greene's 
ring, is identical, and is clearly 
formed of the letters M and A. 

The comparison of the two gives 
countenance to the opinion that the written monogram was 
intended for Elisabeth wid Burdiley to study; the subse¬ 
quent creation of the title of l)uke of Albany in Lord 
Darnley ultimately opening their eyes to the enigma.” 

Witfi all deference to the opinion of an antiquary of such 
sagacity and experience as Sir Henry Ellis, this interpre¬ 
tation can scarcely be accepted, even if we are content to 
pass over the improbabiUty, apparently regarded by him as 
of slight moment, that Mary should have selected for such 
a device the initial of ti title, which it was her intention at 
some future time to coofer upon Darnley, It is believed 
that at the period when tlie letter bearing this signature 
was written, he was not merely her accepted suitor, but that 
their marriage had actually been celebrated la private at 
Stirling Castle, wly in April, 1565.^ It was, however, 
only ehoi*tly ^fore the public solemnisation of their nuptials, 
on July ^9, that Mary created Darnley Duke of Albany. 
It is obvious that Sir Henry’s proposed explanation is 
liable to a bctIous objection, since it leaves whoUy unnoticed 
a considerable portion of the monogram; the oval, the 
central stiuke, and a character introduced at each side of 
it resembling an E, which is not found in the monogram 
vfithia the ring. 

A third example of the monogram has been brovight to 
light, which had not come to the knowledge of Sir Henry 
Ellis; it may be numbered amongst the interesting rwulta 
of the extensive collections in illuBtratiou of Scottish History 
and Antiquities, contributed with most kind Eberality for

Amongst the ralaahle objects assodsted with the memory 
of Mary Stuart, heirlooms of the ancient family of Bruce of 
Rennet, a relic of angular interest had been preeerTed, 
namely, the email diver hand'bell of which a representation 
accompanies these notices. There can he little doubt that it 
was one of the objects of personal nse, which habitually 
garnished the chamber of the captive Queen, and it is pwhaps 
the identical described in the inventories of 

those T^uable effects, the relics of former state, which she was 
permitted to retain until the crud terminAtioa of her life at 
rotbennghay. Of this it must be admitted that the evidence 
is deficient, since no posidve information can be adduced to 
prove by what means the diver bell passed into the posseedon 
of the ancestors of the Bruce &mily; but it is certain that 
Mary was accustomed to make uae of such a bell, which, in 
accordance with the fashion of the time, accompanied the 

iiditoyre " and other furniture of her table.* The personal 
devices, however, found on the bell under condderation 
appear to aflbrd no slight argument in favour of tlie suppo* 
eition that it may have been her companion throughout her 
prolonged captivity. In tho will made by Mary, whou 
suffering from dekooes at Sheffield, in February, 1577, she 
bequea£ed to her secretaiy Kau, by whoee hand that 
document was written, the lowing precious objects i A 
!^fau, men grand diamant, ma grande eecritom d’argent aux 
bords dores, et la cloech^ de mesme.*** In the inventory 
oi Mary Stuart's jewels and plate, taken, as it is believed, at 
Chertley, during the time when ^e was suddenly removed 
to TixaJl, in August, 1566, there occur, amongst the Joyaulz, 
vaiaselle d’oigent, et autree bceongnee, au cabinet,” the 
items, *'Un grand escriptoire d’argent ouvrag^, dol'd par 
parcellee; and “Uoe dochette d'argent de sus la table de 
u Majeste.”* Again, in the inveotory of the jewels, plate,

The bell, now in the possession of Eobort Bruce, Esq., of 
Kennet» Clackmannanafiire, by whose kindness it was ez- 
hibited with other relics of Mary Stuart, in the Museum at 
tho raoetiug of the Institute in Edinburgh, measures about 
4 inchee in height, the handle included ; tho diameter at the 
mouth ineasuves indies. Around its waist, externally, arc 
engraved, 1, the royal arms of Scotland, the shield onsigned 
by a low arched crown, with strawberry leaves alternately 
with fleurs-de-Iys, as on her Scottish seals. 2, the mono* 
gram composed of tlie Greek letters Chi and signifying 
SiO namo of Our Lord, witliin a circle inscribed witli the 
words IS HOC VINOS 8f5, aud at the close of the inscription a 
trefoil slipped. 3- On the side opposite to the last, the 
mpraa, a vino of which a moioty is dead and l^flees; 
a hand issuing from douds abovo and holding a pruning bill 
cuts off the dead wood: on a circular band around this 
device are tlie words vibisoit ' vvlndbs • virtys** This 
impi'esn is identical in all details with that on one of four of 
Mary's silver jetons, of which examples exist in the colle> 
tions of Mr. Hawkins and Mr. Benjamin Nightingale. This 
pioco, it may be observed, bears on the obverse the arms of 
Scotland only, under an avdied crown, as on the bell, with 
the legend uaeia • didi * o • sooron • EBaiNA •; wher^ the other 
coujitors, in dimonsious and workmwiship precisely similar, 
display the nrmB of Prance dimidiated by those of Scot¬ 
land, with the legend MAEU * D * o * SOOTORV • rmika • 
7 RAN' DOI. The jotOD just described bears no date, each of the 
otlier three is dated 1679. That year, it will be remembered, 
was tho devonth “of Mary’s captivity; she was at that time

This device is the monogram or cipher 
before described as to bo seen within the hoop of Mary’s 
sigoet'ring ; here it is ensigued hy an arched crown, and 
eadcsed within a hand inscribed tKua, as * VIRTP * mitieb. 
This motto, which is an anagram of Mary’s name, occurs in 
the description of dovicca embroidered on a bed wrought by 
her, as stated in a letter from Drummond of Hawthoraden, 
to Beu Joason. “ I have been curious,” writes the poet, 

to find out for you the impresas and emblems on a bed 
of stats, wrought and embroidered all with gold and silko 
by the late Queue Marie, mother to our sacred Soverayne. 
which trill embellish greatly some pages of your books, and 
is worthye of remembrance. The first is the loadstone 
turning towards the pole, the words, her Majesties name 
turned into aa anagram, mabia stsuaht, sa vbbtv uatibb, 
which is not much iueriour to vbkitas aiuata.” ^ 

Tbo bell preserved at Kennel had been traditionally desi^ 
nated as a '^mass-bdl. ” It appears, however, m ost improbable 
that it was destined for any sacred use. There is an enigma¬ 
tical device engraved within the boU, which Ime boon supposed 
to show tliat ite use wae of tlio ordinary kind at that period, 
simnly to summon tlio Queen’s attenjaute to her presence. 
WitVin the bell ai^e engraved concentric circles, with linos 
radiating ftom the central point where the clapper is 
attaohe^li These lines, as shown in the accompanying wood- 
cut, point to certain letters and numerals engraved within 
the circles. The letters have been read, commcnciDg from 
the circle nearest the rim of the bell, OLAJiAf stas, she calls 
her attendants; departing a little from the order which tlio 
drclee seem to indicate, and passing over the numerals. 
This may seem too arbitrary a process to be quite satisfac¬ 
tory. It is possible that the letters are initials, and the

The figures have been 
read 43, and it baa been suggested that they may refer to 
Mary’s coronation by Cardinal Beaton, on Sept. P, 1543, 
when she was only nine months old. Another conjecture 
would explain these figures as indicating the age of Mary, at 
the period when this device was engraved. There is no 
event in the year of her age, from Dec. 8, 1584 to Dec. 8, 
1586, to which the device seems referable, nor can we dis¬ 
cover any memorable occurrence in her thirty-fourth year 
that throws light ou the obscure intention of these numemla

It is remarkable that the number, 43, is precisely the 
moiety of that occurring with the inscription w hoc visob, 
in the device before described, engraved on the external 
surface of the boU- Both of th©» mysterious numbers may 
have been intelligible only through some « the s^et 
ciphers used by Mary Stuart in her co^espondenc^* I m 
iodebted. however, to Mr. Augustus Franks, Dir. 
the observation, that whilst the figures 43 are possibly allu¬ 
sive to Mary’s coronation in 1643, the figures 86. which 
accompany the motto around tlie swred mono^ of the 
SaviouVs name, before described, may be explained by the 
date of her death, Feb. 8. 1586 ; since, according to the

f will now revert to the moncgram, of which no satisfactory 
interpretation has hitherto been giren; and I would here 
acknowledge with gratification my obHntions 
to the fneodly assistance of Mr. Weston S. Wal* 
ford, P.S.A., to whom we are indebted for the 
true solution, as I believe, of the enigma. On 
the revival of the study of Greek in Western 
Europe, there arose among those acq^iainted 
with that language a &ncy for the edition 
of Greek names, and for the use of Greek 
characlera for ciphers.* Monostrier, in bis Veritable 
Art du Blason, ou liXsage dee Armoiries, observes, '*So\is

An osample of this collar 
on the binding of a hook is noticed in a recent number 
of the Proceedings of the Society of Antiquarioa* In the 
collar of the Order of the Holy Magdalen, which 
was proposed to be instituted, in France in 1614, 
waa to nave been a cipher composed of M. A. A> 
ibr the initiaJa of the Magdalen, Louis 2III., 
and his Queen, Anne of iuetria.* Frederic,

wiLhine two 00 , resembling twa groat Tree [letters] <>, for 
Frederick tho king his name " ® Tho writer of the invwtory 
evidontly mistook the intersection of the two Phis for ati 
Omicron. The duplication of dphers, which might be read 
in any direction, was then in vogue. His Queon Elisabeth 
used a cipher consisting of two Es, or Epsilons, 
intersocting each other, which is mentionod 
in tlio same inventoij, and is subscribed by 
her to the letters which are printed with a 
woodcut of tho dpher in the Arcbeologia, vol. 
xxxvii p 225. The cipher of Frederic also 
appears on a smaU seal, with which two letters written by 
bis sons, Prince Frederick Henry and Prince Rupert when 
clhldren, to Lady Morton and Lady Apeley, are sealed.

If we take into consideratioa the use of Greek characters 
for ciphers in the sixteenth century* there can be no difficulty 
in accepting the monogram on the ring and tlm bell of 
Mary Qtteen of Scots aa composed of the Sreek Phi and Mu. 
Indeed, from the fact of the lines forming these two cha¬ 
racters both oa the ring and the bell being differently 
marked, . 48 if for distinction, (the on the latter being 
shaded* and the other strokes left plain,) there can be no 
reasonable doubt of these being the characters; and if so, 
they can scarcely be intended for anytiuog olse than the 
initials of Francis and Mary. The monogram is in both 
instances accompanied by the arms of Scotland only, os used 
by Mary previously to her first marriage, and subsequently 
to her alfiance with Bamley; and it is probable that both 
ring and bell were engraved iu France during the interval 
between her betrothal to the Dauphin, 1048. and their 
marriage* April 24,1058.^ This supposition appears to bo 
in a great degree confirmed by the piece, probably a silver 
counter, given by Cardonnel, presenting on one side the 
Scottish arms, as on the jetons already described, and on 
the ether tho ungraceful monogram froquently found ou 
Marys coins, consisting of r. and u. combined, under a 
crown, with the motto dilioitb * ivsticiam • 1553. The use 
of this cipher, sevoral years before her marriage with the 
Daupliin, been the subject of xnucli conjecture amongst 
numismatists, but all difficulty vanishes if ^is pieco is re¬ 
garded ae a jeton struck during her rosidence iu France 
af^r her betrothal. Mary’s gold coinage of the same year 
displayed a complicated cipher which may be read usniA r * 
or UARii RBOIKA. Thoso ciphers are so ungraceful, more 
especially the combination of p.m,, that they may serve in 
some degree to account for the substitution of Greek clia- 
racters, in conformity with the fashion of tho period, aud 
especisJly when used on a tasteful ornamout of personal uso. 

It has been previously remarked timt the monogram which 
accompanies Mary’s signature to the letter addressed to 
Queen Elisabeth, as described by Sir Henry Ellis, is not 
identical with that on the ring. It differs iu the addition 
of the letters £, of which no explanation has been offered.

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It Las been suggested, vhih much probability, that Mary, 
being attached to tlie cipher she liad protiouely oaed, com¬ 
posed of the Greek 4* and M, may, when it was no bnger 
appropriate, have hy the addition of two Ea (Epailons), con¬ 
verted it into MAPIE» wrillen in Greek cbaractera, the ^ 
being read as two Rho8» dos‘d-dof. This suggestion sup¬ 
poses an unwillingn«8 to depart from the original cipher 
further than was necessary. Whilst it must be ainitted that 
to render this reading completely aatislactovy, the down 
stroke of Uie Rhcs should liave been lengthened, w© must 
remember that ciphers of tliis description were intended to 
be read not only backwards and forwards, but also uppde 
down, Whether tliis explanation be accepted or not> it is 
evident that the addition of the Es renders this a different 
cipher j no dfflculty, therefore, which may present itself in 
this instance, nocGswrily affects the proposed interpretatiou 
of tho cipher iu its simpler or earlier foim. 

In oonclusiou, I will oriofly enumerate the other relics of 
Mary Stuart in Hr. Bruce’s possession, and which, with the 
kinifest liberality, he permitted to be produced both at tlio 
meeting in Edinburgh, and in the collection exhibited by tlic 
Institute last summer. The most important, as an example 
of medissval fu% is a large covs«d oiboriura of copper, richly 
enameled with scriptural subjects, It bears considwble 
resemblance infoiin to the celArated Coupid'Alpms, in the 
collection of enamels in the Louvre; and it is one of tlie 
fiuost existing specimens of the champlcti process of the art 
of enamel in tlie twelfth century.* This, as also the bell and 
other precious objocls p)*e3ervcd at Kennot, is traditionally 
regarded aa having been given by Mary to her faithful 
partisan, Sir James Balfour, deputy-KOvernor of Edinburgh 
Castlo under the Earl of Both well He espoused the heiress 
of Balfour of Burleigh, and these valuablewsseeaions paead, 
as it is stated, to the family of Bruce of itbonet by marriage 
with the heiress of the fifth Lord Burleigh. I have sought 
to trace this beautiful vessel in the inventories of Mary’s 
jewels and effects; and it may possibly have been described 
in the “ Inventair of the Quoene Regentis movables," re¬ 
ceived by Servay de Oonde, valet of chamber to the Queen

Another object of consideratile interest is the so-called 
“ Caudle-cup ” of Queen Marj, formed apparently of agate, 
witb silver gilt mountiz^ and handle. 1 am indebted to 
the skilful pencil of Mr. Geoige Scbaif, jun., for the drawing 
from whxcfi the accompanying representation lias been pre¬ 
pared, aud its accurai^ renders it unnecessary to offer any 
detailed description, ft may, however, deserve notfoe that 
it is probably of Scottish workmanship, the mounting having 
the plate-mark, an unicorn's head erased. The ornaments 
on tire handle are a lion’s head and a rose, both in relief. 
The cibcritm, accompanied by tlie silver bell and agate cup, 
appears in the group of interesting objects forming n fron¬ 
tispiece to the Fhotomphs from Portiaits of Mary Stuart, 
ai^irably reproduced by Oaldesi and Monteochi for the 
Series recently published by Messrs. Oolnagbi. 

A few objects of minor interest are likewise preserved at 
Kenuet as associated with the memory of Mary; these con¬ 
sist of silver spoons, and a richly ornamented handle of 
bloodstone, mounted with gold, and exquisitely enamolod, 
possibly of Italian workmanship. It apparently may have 
boon intended ns tlio liandlo of a fan ot feathers, or somu 
similar appliance whicli might suitably gi'ace even a royal 
hand. A circular fan of yoliow ostricri foathers tipped willi 
red Appears in Mary’s band in the portrait attributed to her 
in tlie episcopal palace at Gloucoster. An inscription, how¬ 
ever, of later date than the pmtrait states that it I'opie- 
sents Queen Elisabeth. Miss Strickland has pointed out 
the ruby heart ensignod by the Scottish crown, forming tlie 
centre of the fan, and which she regards os tbo cognisance 
of Darnley’s maternal ancestors of the house of Dougins."

Lietancaa might ba ellod of other elijceta doooratod with the l•ttfii' 
probnbly with out any referanee tc the collar of Jlvery.

This explanation, it muec be obeorved, xecoived some qod* 
fraiarion from the ooeurrence of tbe hui, amongit numorove varieties of 
the bodge of Rtobard II. on tlie etring-oouno and oorbele )o ‘Westmineter 
Hall, represented in one iniunee placed in a fouMrbesled cart, as if about 
to be conTsyed to tbe field.’

B^the Rer. Q. M, Kutjov.—A bronee figure, ono of the oorioui olus of 
medieval objects supposed to have been used as ewers, aed in the com* 
perttlrcly rare fona o^ an unicorn. Ur. Heleoa bos given the following 
partioalers rogardlcg this relic, purcbaiod by litoi in the auturen of last 
veer fiom Sclvaol, the well*known deator la product!oni of foreign art, at 
Brighton, “Silvaoi Is a Dative of Chlavonua, situated aboat thveo miles 
from the buried vill^ of Pieuis or ISwv, which was overwhelmed cd tlio 
night of Sept, i, 1618, by the fall cf Mcate Conte. It was a thrivinff 
place, surrounded by the villas of tho oitiasne of Chiavenna; of its 
lahabita&ls not a soul esetpad, and the ruiDS lie bcDeathamaBs ofddhris,60 
feet deep, in the valley of the river Uaira. Nothing had been reioued, with 
tbo exception of iwoltops, and a ball, brought to Tight by ibo action of the 
Btraam, and new used et Chiaveone. On Inquiring of Silvant wliother any 
iDtercatlog remains were ever found k eicavating et Fleurs, ho replied that 
he bad in Ins possession a bronso figure, exhumed tho year before whilst he 
wee visiting hii oetlve city. It eppeared that viosyerds hed been planted 
on the grave of the ill*fated village, tad occasionalfy some nr^clei of plate, 
with ousr relics of lutsi’est, had becu disinterred. Amongst these, 
according to Silvaoi’i osaurance, was the biooso untcoi'n, wlilch lie 
purohued on the spot. Tho Iguro stands 10^ Inches In height; it 
Rtsasures 84 iochee ^rom the ohset to the tail, and the weight is 41 be. In 
Wilson’s Prehistoric ADnals, page I flod an account cf veseele of 
Ibis dsecriprioo. with a repreaentatlcn of one found et llcddam Castlo, 
Bamfrissshii'e, in form of a Itoo, with a stag’s head, like a parasite, 
protnidiog from Its chest. 1 Imagine that my unicorn may liave bad soma 
airallar excrescence, since Ihoie appears a patch on the cheat, pieolsely la 
the posttioB of the stag’s head. Within tJie nose of the unicorn may he 
seen a spiral iron epring. for what porposo 1 know not, nod no such 
appeodage is alluded to ia WiUon’s account. He atatos that Eliiwor, in 
hia Korwe^n Antiqukea, has pourtmyed another figure la form of on 
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iisieom, lon$ pve««r?ed 6t Uold&, ceAr Drontb^. Itliad ui *p6rtar« iq 
tile aeok, to wbich obrleuely a lid lied beea atu«hod, Fitou tLe headifi 
Hloflg (be bauki wbceh I'epreieata a serpeot, aad the ciroiuzuteBQe 6/ (be 
horn in the forehead being; boUow, Eltkwer obaorvoe that it may maotiably 
bs conjeorared t« hare been uaed aa a liquor de^Botar.'' 

The figure ia Ur. Kelaon'e poaaeaalon la faaLiooed triUi eooaiderable 
ak'Jl and apult la ita deeigo. There ia as aperture hetwaou (he eara 
oloaed bj a ani&ll lid, attaobod to Cbe aeok by a hiage, aad through (hie 
upeoiag, doubtleaa, ^e cavity waa filled with lleuld, which wae poured out 
tfirough the horn protruding ftom the forehaal It haa bean luggeated 
that the apiitd aprisg liad very probably beea oonaaoted with the lid above 
deeoribftd, and aarTeu to prevent it* being auddealy tbrowa opaij, lO a» to 
allow the liquid ooate&ta to eeeape when the bead of the auitual wee 
turned dowawarda Is pourlog. The (ail aad coe of the hind feat have 
beea broken off* There li a ouived handle on the back of tho figure* 
oae ead baiag attached to Iti nane, the ether to tho lump. There are 
a few alight hnei cut with the graver ou the obeit and le the joieti { 
the figure apaeare to have been oaat lo one pieoe and worked up with the 
tool. A amali oblong plate liu baao inierted on tbo biaaet. u before 
saeationed, moaauriu ratber mere than an laeb, by three euarteri of an 
inch in breadth. Tlie i&tentios of the aperture tbui oloaeu eeetna qaei- 
tioaable, and it appean jirebable that bad auoh an opening bMo roqal- 
lito for oleariug out the oero, after the preoeee wf eaitiag, ai had been 
eouleotured. it would Lave been formed Is Mae part mere eouooalod fri^ut 
notice. 

Is the Arehmologia Allana, vol. Iv. p. 76. a broeae ewer ie figured, 
which wofl fouadnaar Ueshaa. NorthumiMrlaud. la the aoeompatiyiag 
Memoir by Br, Obarltoa, It li doeeribed at rapreieuttag a muuoted 
knigbt. armed wbollr lo aall. with the eioeption of a fiat*topped helm, 
the crown of which ii now opes, but U bad evldonUy beon oloaed by a 
little lid, attaohod by a hioge to tbe back of tbe helm. Lj thii aperture 
cloubtlow ibe veaeel wae filled, and there U a abort ipout prqjoetlag fiea 
the horeo'a forehead, through which tbe ooateata of tho ewer wore poared 
(ful, In the eheit of the horee there it Inaortod a aouare plate, t^ogb 
tvbieb Dr. Charlton aoppoeea that (be ooro of the nouM had been removed 
after tho flgaie waa oatt. The ooebume preaoala tho obaraotarlitice of 
the tbirteaatb oaotary. Tbii corioua example ia llkewlee figured In Ur. 
Soott'o Aetlqaarlan Qleaninga. pi. xatl,, and lo (ho Journal of tbe 
Arcbsologioaf Aaaooiatioe. 16^7, p. 150, where a Memoir u givea by Ur. 
Syer Oumiag on Uedueval Veooolt in the form of fiqueatrian ^uighta. The 
ewer may now bo aoen in (he Crituh Muaeum, Another ecample of the 
koightly type wae exhibited byPr.

Ccent VjuinoATi Suzsi, of Birgamo, coremuolcated notioee of tbe 
diicoTorr of Roman tcsibs. about 1841. near Lovere. on the Lake of 
Iica in Lombardy, and of sepulobral resMli found in then, now presemd 
in tlie Oouat'a Busoun at Bergamc. of which tbe following aoscoat was 
tronemitted fbom Milan by Mr. Albert Way. 

" The rich ploias of Lombardy and tbo looalitiei adjacent to tbe Italian 
Lakes are replete wiihveatiMa of the Romas period, and would supply 
aeieriale for inetrac(i?e publio collections la the various principal oUies. 
Witli the ercentiosi bewevor. of Breicia. where ea eitenrive mueum of 
Roman losoriptlons and local antiquities salsti. tbe value of publio ool- 
Isolions of the ancient remains of Ibe Roman age, end of etiU earbor times, 
does sot appear to have boon sufGoceDtly recc^lsed, vblitt oumorooB 
ohjecta of couaiderable interest esist in private coUoctione, well deBeiviog 
to he published and brought into con^risoB with those of analogous 
charaetor occurring in other parts of Europe. The impcifcct recoHof 
frequent dlsooveriee made from time to time may well suffice to cause 
regret that eo more ample memorial of the detaila coDaeoted tbere> 
with should have been preserved fur the benefit of tho Arobcoologist. 
The collections of tatiqaitios of all periods, combioed with works of art, 
examples of mediieval still of every description, iaierlptions, manuaoripls, 
oad everything which may coatribute to illustraU local history and anti* 
qnities, formed at Bergamo by tho Count Vimercati So&ai. include 
aotiqnitiee of the earlier periods of consldersblo interest. Many of tbem 
have been brought to light in tho course of excavations upon Roman sites, 
under tbe peieonal direction of that ifidefatigable antiquary. Amongst

T he iMt occurs ou a lamp In Mr. Roach Smith's Collection of Antinuitfes 
foond >B London, now deposited in the British Museum •,* aod oowumis has 
«ourred on fictile lamps found io London.^ The stomp of Pestitshas 
frequently been found on Samian ware in England, where the fuooreal 
lamp 11 eomparatively unoomnion. On one of tbe vessels of fine ware 
a saucer of ordinary fono, but more elegant In contour than those die!

Tlisrewere 
alae vadoua maaaoa reaewbliog worfor.io which remidua of metallie objecta 
weiw embedded: theae may liere been thrown Into tbe funeral fira, and 
eolleoted to be depoaited in the tomb. In regard to the aepulohral fliata, 
tliey wore fouod at a very am all depth balew the aurface, aa hoa occurred 
io diaeoTerioB in Rnfflnod: they ware formed of tliaa or hrieka of large 
dimeniion *‘(a^andi jufeatronf di tirra eoUa)” n mode of oonatrucHon 
of which exam plea hare oocuned In England it Terk and other place a.

1327. Of th* latter, a curiooa and inatmotive exempliAcntjon of military 
eoatume in the timsa of Edward I. and Edward II., the kind permlaaion of 
the counoil of th© Surrey Society enable* ua to plac* a roproseatatlon 
before our readen. Theee fine sepulchral portraitures are nearly of lif^ 
also ; the earlier one has repeatedly bean engiy ed, but in no instance with 
aueh patfection aa in Mosara Waller’s admirable Series of Monumental 
Brasses, accompanied by a valuable memoir. This figure is one of the few 
existing example* of the use of enamal for the eniicbmeat of broBBoe : Sir 
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John bore afW4. % cberroo or: the uure le repregented on hu ehield by 
K cU» Woe Titrified colonr, introdnoad above end below the oheTTOn, by 
raoeoe of two eepente pletee of copper, wblcb preaeoted cewroente or 
■hallow oeTitiee la whieJi the enemel waa fiieed, m in the cAon^fetv 
work of tho earlier productiona of Limogee. The mixed yellow m«el or 
which eepulchral braieei wore formed would not bear the requisite ^giee 
of heat. The Uter figure, of whioh the aooompanying woodont g;ve« a 
futhfuV rwreaeatatioB, had poaaibly been oraAmonlea in like maonor, but 
BO trwe of the vitrified colour now remains. „ ,

One would here supposed that so remarkable »fact as is 
here pointed out^ namelj, the dedication of Geoffnj’s cele- 
bratea work to ^ing —whereas in ell the other

attention to the manuscript The Cane of the work itself,

as well as its being the original to which we are indebted 
for the writings of Wace, Layamon, Robert of Gloucester 
(the Thrming historian), Eob^^ of BrunDe, and many more, 
_not to mention its ii^uence on the historical liteiature of 

Tot. rr. . ’ 
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England up to tbc seventeenth century,—would combine, 
not without refwon, to claim for it an unusual degree of 
interest Yet among the numerons writers who since 
Sinner’s time have discussed the authenticity of Geoffrey’s 
History, or illustrated ito contents, I do not find above one 
or two who have vouchsafed even to notice the manuscript 
at Berne. Roquefort in his “Etat de la Po^sie Fran^oise,” 
p. 143, published in 1815* briefly refers to it, and Sharon 
Turner repeats from him the reference m his "History of 
England during tbs Middle Ages,” vol. iv, pp. 218, 281, 
edit. 1830, but without a word of comment; so that up to 
the present time neither in England nor cn the Continent 
does the subject seem to have occasioned any Inquiry. Tlie 
latest editor of Geoffrey, Hr. Giles,’ aud the author of tlio 
" Biograpbia Britannica Literaria,” both omit all mention 

of it r* 

This dedication, however, of Geoffrey’s work to Stephen,— 
even if regarded as a mere literary curiosity,—had always 
appeared to myself to deserve more special notice ; and having 
recently had an opportunity of visiting Berne, I aagerly 
took advantage of it, to call at the Fublio Library luid 
oxamioe tlie manuscript in question,^ the result of whioU 
exaraination I now comramiicato. The volume is very 
imperfectly desoibed by Sinner, and it may therefore reccivo 
a fiiUer notice here. 

It is a small quarto, cn vellum, oonUining various Latin 
treatises (most or which, although now bound together, wero 
origiually distiuct), written in hands of tho twelfth an<l 
ihirteeuOi centuries. Of its former history wo only know 
from the autograph signatures yet remaiuing in it, that it 
belonged in the siatceitth contury to Bamabe BrUscu, 
d Mc^rirdr of the Parliament at Paris; tlion, in 
1564, to Pierre Daniel of Orleans j from whom it passed 
to Jacques Bongars, the diplomatist aud historian, who died 
in 1612, and beqnoathed his library to Gravisset, 

whose son Jacques, about the year 1638, gave the mauu*

The work of Geoffrey is the fourth tract in tlio raanuacript, 
and is written in a iiand of tlie twelfth century; but wliat 
is remarkable, the Prologue or Dedication, togcUier with the 
first ohapMr (eixdiiig with tUo words “latius explicabituv 
find also the closing page of the last book, are in a second, 
and apparuiitly som^whai hter hand. There ia no rubric or 
heading prolixod, but the Dedication coramonces, as in the 
usual copies with the words, “Cum mecum multa et de 
muUia sepiua animo revolrens ;" and continues to agree 
with tbe received text as far as the words, “ ipsos comoorari 
oportsrut.” It ia from this paragraph that the variatroaa 
commence, which render this copy ao remarkable. The 
name of Robert, Earl of Olouc4eier, has been taken out, and 
the name of King St^ficn substituted in its place; and & few 
other Bontoncea aro altei'ed,in conformity with this change of 
name, but dene in ao imutifteial a manner, and with so little 
disguise, that it is surprising bow any writer could have 
ventured on such a step, and not rather have cancelled the 
wliole of the originnl Dedication. The terms of praise in 
which the Bari of Gloucester had been addressed, in regard 
to his proficiency in the liberal arts, were well merited, and 
arc amply borne out by the contomporary testimony of 
William of Malmesbury, bub could hardly be applicable to 
Stephen, except by licence of the grossest flattery. To show, 
however, more completely tbe variations marie in this 
Dedication, 1 copy below the passages in pai allel columns ; 
the text on the left Irand being taken from a fine MS. 
written in the latter half of tlie twelfth century, which 
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formerl 7 belonged to tlie monastery of Margan, founded by 
Eobert himself in 1147; and that on the right hand from 
the heme MS. The Tariations in the latter are marked in

It appears, however, that the author of the Berne Prologue 
by no Tneaoa intended (ne asserted bv Sinner) to limit the 
dedication of his work to Stephen alone, but proposed to 
associate jointly with him his powerful antagonist lloberc. 
It could scarcely, indeed, have been otl^orwise, without a 
gross act of in^atitude and injnatioe on the part of Geoffrey ; 
tor we learn ^om his contemporary Gaimar that, although 
tbematerialsof his work were obtained from another quaitor 
(namelT, frotn Walter of Wallingford, Archdeacon of 
Oxford), yet that the translation was made by the desire 
and encouragement of the Earl of Gloucester.

Tliiis information is entirely corroborated by Geoffiey 
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liimself. In the usual copies of his worlc, the Dedication 
ends ^ith the words abore qooted, but iu the Berne 
mauuscript, the writer proceeds immediately afterwards to 
address his patron Kobcrt in the following terms :—

This supplementary Dedication would seem to bear the 
strongest inierna) evidence of its having proceeded from 
Gooffre/e pen> and it is higlily curic\is iu more than one 
point of view. At fiiat^ one would conclude tli&t this was 
tlie Tory copy altered by the author himself, in oonformity 
with the Tiews he had newly adopted in regard to the patrons 
of his work; but this supposition is forbidden, £ist by the 
numerous literal inaccuracies in the text of tliis manuscript, 
and next by the fact that it contains the PrfiphtcUs of 
Morlinf preceded by the spistle to Alexander, Bishop of 
Lincoln, and the premtery noticoi the latter of which could 
not have been added to the work until after the death of 
the Bishop, the SOth July, 1147;* and, therefore, iu all 
probability, subsequent also to * the death of the Earl of 
Gloucester, which took place on the 3Ut of October following. 

Two questions of much interest hence arise: fii’st, at 
what period was the History of Geoffrey of Monro outh pub* 
lisLed : and secondly, under what circumstaucos aud when

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was tliis joint Dedication to King Steplien and Eail Robert 
likely to bare been composed. 

The former of these queetiona has already been the 
frequent subject of discussion, and its literary importance 
may warrant its being once more thoroughly e^tcmincd. 
Mr. Wright, the talented author of the “Biographia 
Britannica Literaria,’' 8“. 1856, has asaained with too much 
confidence (from the terras in which the Bishop of Lincoln 
ia mentioned*), that “the date of the publication of 
's History can be fixed to the autumn of the year 
and this opinion has been incautiously followed by 
Hr. Buckle, in his “History of CiTilwation in Englaod,” 
p. 295. It is certain, howerer, that the possago relied on 
for this date proves only that the second scSft’oa of Geoffrey 
work (with tile addition of the Propberies) appeared after 
the deatlk of Bishop Alexander, in July, 1147. Her was 
it unusual at that period for successive editions of historical 
works to be made, as we know from tbe instances of William 
of Malmesbury and Henry of Huntingdon. That the work 
of Geoffrey, in its original form, must have been complotod 
and given to tike world hofcie the year 1139, cau be proved 
to demonatifttion ; for in the eavlv fknrt of tlkAt yenr a copy 
of tlio worlc was seen and abridged by Henry of Iluntingdon 
at tl )0 Abbey of Bee, in Normandy, when he was on his way 
to Homo with TlicoboJd, tbe newly consecrated Archbisliop 
of Canterbury." Of this fact there con bo no doubt, for 
Henry of Huntingdon's own words are, in his Epistle to 
Wariit the Briton,—when speaking of the events said to have 
liappened in Britain previous to the time of Julius Oiesar,— 
“lloc tameu anno, qui est ab incamotione Domini 1139, 
cilin Romain profiscorer cum TheobaJ Jo, Cantuariensi Ai'chio- 
piscopo, apud Beccuin, ubi idem Archiepiscopus Abbas 
fuerat, scrota rmivi pvtcdiciat-um siupens inpeni/' Tliis 
manuscript was shown to him by Robert de Thorigni, then 
a monk at Bee, but subsequently Abbot of Mont St. Michol, 
mid well known for his 'Additions to the Chronology of 
Sigebert of Gembloui^. That this work was Geoffrey's 
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History, is not only certain from the ahridgment made ly 
Huntingdon, and sent to his friend TVarin, but aJso from tiie 
words of the former at the close of his Emstle, where he 
writes, “ Quorum si prolixitatcm deaideree, Mrum granrieni 
Oft^fridi Arluri,* quern apud Beccum ccenobium fnwni, dili- 
geoterrequiras, ubi pradicta satis prolixe no luculonter Iractata 
reperies" A copy of this Epistle of Huntibgdon to Warm 
was given to Robert de Thorigni, who annexed it to the 
Prologue to his Additions to Sigebert; and in this foi-mit 
is found in several contemporary manuscripts.* “ Quam 
Epistolam," writes Robert, “ciim Romam idem Hcnrious 
pergerct, me ei prabente copMin Memplaris toHus Uisioria 
iritonum. apud Beccum excripsiV’ 

No noTolty is claimed for the evidence thus adduced, for it 
was plainly stated by Dr. William Lloyd, Bishop of St. 
Asflph, in his Letter to Mr. Thomas Price* (written previous 
to Id92); and, in recent times, the arwment is also fairly 
put forth by Sharon Turner, in his History of England, 
Tol. iv, p. 2d9. Wo can, tltereforo, have no difRcuTty ia 
concluding, that Geoffrey's work was completed, at laieet, in 
tUs year U38, but how much earlier be roav have composed 
it, rests mwnly upon the assumed date of anotlier writer, 
Alfred of Beverley, who abridged Gecffi*ey’8 History, and 
inserted it in his own, The Annals of this author, as printed 
by Hearne, in 1716, extend to October, 2D Henry I. [1128], 
and licnce the editor too hastily concluded, first, that 
Alfred must have died in 1128 or 1129 j and next, tlmt 
Geoffrey was later, in point of time, tliau Alfred. The 
lattor of these propositions may be dismissed at once ss 
untrue, for it is now univorsally admitted to be so. Asaumiog, 
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therefore, that Alfred of Beverley horrowed from Geo&ey 
of Monmouth, it becomes of moment to aecertain the real 
date of the former’s compilation. Bale says that Alfred 
brought doTm his Annals to 1136, and post aligw4 
mnos" some years afterwards. Pits, following Bale, says, 
“ sepultura traditus eat otrca annum 1136.” It is, therefore, 
a grave error on the part of Turner and many modern 
writers, to cite Bale and Pits as stating Alfred to have died 
in the pear 1136.^ That some copies of Alfred’s work were 
in azistence, which came down later than Heame’s text, is 
certain, not only from the testimony of Bale, but from a 
transcript preserved in the Harleian !MS. 1018, art, i., which 
ends with the death of Henry I, in 1135. A similar copy 
also is expressly referred to by Bishop Lloyd,* and extracts 
from a later manuscript than the one used by Heame^ were 
made by Lambarde in 1568, and are to be found in MS. 
Cott. Vespas, A. V. f. 18. 

But besides those chronological data, an argumont may be 
advanced from a remarkable passage in me Prologue to 
Alfred’s work, which would seem to indicate cleany tho 
period of its composition. It is as follows, In diebus 
siloDtii nostrb quaudo non poteramus reddero Deo qum Dei 
erant, et tamen cogobamur reddero Csosari qum Cmsaris 
erant, quin proptsr prasenitm excomDiunicatorum multitu- 
dinein, sscukdnm Londoniensis Concilii decrctum, a divinis 
cessabamus, et regiis exnctionibus afflicti, vitam tediesam 
agebamus, grassanto oppressicne qua, expulsia ad Jicffis 
odiettm de sedibus suls ecclesise nostm oolumnis, diu gravi* 
ter(jue vexatus sum” Sharon Turner, who has minutely 
criticised the mouk of Beverley's Annals, comes to the con¬ 
clusion (chiefly founded on the above passage) that Geoffrey’s 
History “was probably published before the year 1128”* 
(vol. iv. p, 250), although in another place (i3. p. 270) be 
qualifies this opinion, by saying ** it was composed or translated 
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in the latter portion of the wign of Henry I,” He grounds 
the date 1128 on the following reaaoniDg;—“Alured of 
Bererley ends his history in the 29 th year of Henry L, and 
in hie premium says, he carries it down to the 26 th jeer ; 
and that he wrote it in the days of his silence, when by a 
decree of the Council of London be ceased from his sacer¬ 
dotal functions inmixts, and among many excommunicated. 
This exactly suits tJie 29th year of Henry 1 or 1129, wlien 
the Council held at London suapeuded all married arch¬ 
deacons and priests/* ’ Now, it must be remarked, in the 
hrat place, that the proceedings at the Council of 1129, 
by no means bear out or agree with the language used by 
the Beverley annalist; and, in the next place, that Turner 
has erred greatly in ouotiug th^ date 28 (in some copies 
27) Henry!., as part of Alfred's proem, whereas, in fact it 
only occurs in the rubric or heading, and is contradicted by 
the text of the work. Indood, Hcarne has pointed out that 
this date was not to be ascribed to the author, but to an 
error of the copyist. It is hardly worthwhile, howarer, to 
dwell on thia, since the assumed date of 1128 or 1129 has 
been already proved to rest only on the imperfect edition of 
Hearne. 

The passage, relied on by Mr, Turner in Alfred’s Annals 
for this date, lias been very differently interpreted by oilier 
writers. Bishop Lloyd, in the “Letter” already quoted, 
takes quite another, and, no doubt, a more correct view of 
it. According to him, Alfred refers to tlie decree of excom¬ 
munication passed at the Council held at London in 1U3, 
Against the oppressors and violators of the Church, as alao 
to the interdict laid in 1148 by Henry Murdac, Archbishop 
of York, on the party adverse to him throughout his province, 
and to the visit made by King Stephen to Beverley in 1149, 
and the fines imposed by him on the people for receiving 
Archbishop Henry.* Nearly the same period is advocated 
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by Clarke, in his Prefect to Wotton’e edition of the “Leges 
Wallic®in 1730; bub he refers the OTents noticed by the 
Beverley chronicler, with lees probabdity, to the year 1141, 
and to the Coondl held 7th December in that year, at which 
the adlierenta (rf Matilda were excommamcatro* ¥arton, 
in his “ History of English Poetry/’ with t sagacity more than 
ordinary, says that Alfred of Beverley’s work was compiled 
“ evidently between 1148 and 1150* and Wright tells us 
with confidence, that “there cannot be the least donbt that 
Alfred refers to the troubles which arose in the diocese of 
York from the rivalry of the two Arcbbishope Henry and 
William, supported severally by the contending parties in 
tbe dril commotions of the reign of Stepben.* 

In further corroboration also that Alfred of Beverley wrote 
ai^er the death of Henry tbe Pint, I may refer to another 
work by him (i^ll inedited) preserved in two transcripts of 
the sixteenth century, MS. Cott. Otbo C. xvi., and HarL 650, 
containing a treatise oo tbe rights and privileges of Beverley 
Minster. The first portion of this work (which is certainly 
to be ascribed to AlAwd) eoDcludee with several charters of 
King Stephen, which prove it to have been written subse- 
ouent to lbs year 1135. In all probabilitv, Alfred died 
curing this iciga. as otherwise he would doubtless have 
added the clmrters of Henry II. to hin work.* 

The drcumstance also meotioned by Alfred, of the extreme 
popularity of Geoffrey of Monmouth^ work at the time he 
wrote,^ will agree pei^ectly well with ihe year 1149 or 1150 
(when I conclude the former to have compiled his Annals), 
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mpposing Geo&«y8 Histoiy to hare beeo publisbed in or 
beiore 1136; but if this popataritj bju^ been obtained previoua 
to 1129, it ifl Dtterlj inedible that Henry of Huntingdon 
should hare remains in ignorance of the work for a period 
of ten yo&rs afterwards. 

It remains now to discoas briery the remaining question, 
ns to the time when Geotfnj thought fit to alter the Hedi* 
cation to his Histoi^. Ve know t&t he undertook it at the 
request of Robert £ar] of Gloucester, and, in all probability, 
betcre the death of Henry I., rince the Earl could scarcely 
haTe found leisure in the troubles of the years immediately 
following, to hare given much attention to literary pursuits.^ 
We know also that Oeofiray had arrived at the clou of his 
sixth book, before be put it by for a while, in order to oblige 
Alexander, Bishop of Liueolo, bv truulating the Pro* 
j>hecies of Merlin.^ At that period (to judge from the terms 
:e which he is mentioned,') the Bishop must have been at 
the height of bis power and influence, and therefore it wse, 
probably, about the same time when Henry of Huntingdon 
addressed him in his Prologue, as "Flo* etoacumen regni/’ 
and "Prineepe a Eege second us.” This period ie generally 
assumed to be shortly after the accesaion of Stephen, to 
whose party Alexander, together with bis uncle Roger, the 

E owerful Bishop of Salisbury, bad adhered. From Guffrey 
imselt we may gather some other indications of the date of 
bis work, which coincido with the above supposition. Thus, 
in his Dedication, the terms in which he speaks of his patron 
the Earl of Gloucester, would seem to imply that Henry I. 
WAS then dead, and that Britain badcaose to rejoice in seeing 
another Henry revived in the person of bis illustrious son; ^ 
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bannoknof Bofor. tba aahmJ m of

whilst at the close of hie work, h© alludes to William of 
Malmesbury and Ileory of Huntingdon, as the historians of 
the Anglo-Saxon kings. Now, the Gesia Return Anghrum 
of the former writer was completed, apparently, about the 
year 1125, but was afterwards rerised and enlarged, at the 
request of the Earl of Gloucester,* while the history of 
Henry of Huntingdon, as first published, concludes with the 
death of Henry I, although it was afterwards continued to 
1148 and 1154. These dates therefore will wy well cor¬ 
respond with the presumed period of Geoffrey's text. 

rvom all that has been previously advanced, it would seem 
to be rendered tolerably certain, that Geoffrey’s History raust 
have been commehce^ before the death of Hen^ L, and 
completed between tiie commencement of 1136 ana the end 
of 1188,* Within this limited interval, therefore, the 
alteration in the de^catory epistle, as seen in the Berne MS., 
must also have been made, ^he recent accession of Stephen 
to the throne must, doubtless, have occaeioned a considerable 
change in the views of many persons, who were looking 
forward to their own advancaraent; and Geoffrey may have 
been tempted (after the example of bis frieud the Bishof^ of 
Lincoln) to pay court to the new monarch. It is obvious, 
liowevor, tliat to account for a joint dedication of a work to 
persoDS who stood in so doubtful a relation to each other, 
we must fix on A time when these persons were friends, or, at 
least, not open enemies. Now, the only period during whicli 
Stephen and the Earl of Gloucester were on amicable terms, 
even in appearance, must have been between April, 1136, 
when Hobert came over to England, and did homage to the 
Eing,* and May, 1138, at which time the Earl sent to renounce 
the fealty he had sworn. We find Robert's name among

the witoessofl to StcpheD’e Great Charter of Libei-tiee, 
graDted at Oxford, in 1m compapy with tb© Bishops of 
Salisbury, Lincolo, aod Ely, Bari Banolph of Cheater. Milo 
of Gloocorter (afterwards Bari of Hereford), and many other 
persons of note, sereral of whom afterwards abandoned the 
Borereign they now appeared to rapport Early in the 
spnng of the following year (1137) both Stephen and Robert 
croaflod orer to Normandy, and there the dislike of the King 
to his powerful adTersaiy was manifeetod without diegnis^ 
once in a treacherous attempt to seUe his person, and after¬ 
wards by priTat© slander and mjustaco.' While roch a state 
of things continued (and it nerer ceased till the death of the 
3^}^ it could not hare been acceptable to either, to 
find bis name associated with that of his enemy in the Dedi¬ 
cation of a work destined to be so popular; nor would the 
author himself scarcely hare Tentured on such a step. Why 
Geoffrey thought proper to pay this double court to the King 
and Earl, can only now be goesM at; but although the private 
feud between them whilst in Normandy, mi^t bare been 
unknown to the writer, yet after Robot’s open renunciation 
of his fealty, and the hostile itena taken immediately by 
Stephen against him. it would have been the height of 
imprudence to allow such a joint dedication to romafn 
prefixed to the ffitioria BriUmum. It may be comeotured 
therefore, that this joint Dedication was composed in the 
latter part of 1136. when Stephen’s fortune appeared in the 
ascendant, but that subseqnent erents. and toe expectation 
of Robert's arrival as the champion of Matilda, having 
determined the author to adhere to his original intention of 
addressing his work solely to the Earl of Gloucester, only 
one or two copies of the work, with the altered Dedication, 
were preserved, and from one of these the manuscript 
in the library at Berne may possibly have been transcribed. 

I have examined many copiei of Geoffrey’s Histoiy pre- 
aerved in English libraries but none earlier than the ml^o 
of the twelfth century, and therefore riirowing no light on 
the original form of ^e woik. If the copy sent over to

DISCOVERY or AJf 1KCI25T COKDUIT AT 8T. SIDWELL’S 
BEAB BngTRR, 

Dcbinq the early part the year 185 B, the discovery was 
accidentally made of a very ancient coodwt, for conveying 
water from some spriogs in the Yicinity of Bieter to that 
city and to some of the ecclesiastical ^tablisbrnents there. 
The curious details of its conatracdon ^pear well deserring 
of being placed on record, more especially since by an act ot 
wanton Vandalism, which cannot be too severely reprobated, 
all vestiges of this unique caiteSum have destroyed. 
The locality was named anciently “ He^lwyllmede," and is 
situated in the parish of SC Sidwell, in the county of the 
city of Exeter, but without the walls of the dty, and about 
half a mile from the east gate. 

St. Sidwell, or St Sativola, as abe is called in all Latin 
documents, was patron saint of the church of the parish in 
which the sources are. The springs rise through a red sand' 
stone rock ; the most copious of them was conveyed into a 
leaden stand-pipe soldered into a Urge disc of lead ten feet in 
diameter, and more than three inches in thicknees. This disc 
rested on a circular platform, roeasoring ox feet four inches 
in diameter, constructed of two layere of red volcanic stones, 
probably from the Kiilerton quarries, eveiy stone channelled 
on its under ode, and placed in five concentric circles around 
the opening into the Imse of the stand-pipe, forming also six 
or eight radiated ero 83 -chaiinel& The stones were kept firmly 
in their places, and the disc of lead fiat upon them, by a bed 
of day six feet in depth, firmly pnddled down, about twenty 
feet in diameter, and at a depth of rather more than twenty 
feet from the general surface of the adjacent ground. The 
purpose of the numerous little channels in the stone base- 
meut appears to have been for reguUring the flow into the 
stand-pipe, as well as coDectiog the water on all sides. 

A similar construction was formed, but with one layer of 
stone only, over a second less copioos spring within the same 
bed of clay, and the water was conveyed by a leaden pipe

into the first mentioned stand-pipe. This pipe was soldered 
into a leaden disc fi^e feet in diameter, resting upon a plat¬ 
form of stones of one layer only, oach stone channelled on its 
under aurfece in like manner as has been already described. 
The centre stone only has been preserred; it has four 
channels, which open into the centre aperture, as shown in 
the annexed wood-cut. A somewhat similar arrangement, it 
may be remembered, was noticed at tho

About twenty-five feet distant fiom 
■ tho larger spring was a very ancient 
/ Ipk I square well 0 / stone, seven feet sis inches 
deep ffig. E. in the diagram), built over 
ontMiiu3n*0tA»iBMi a thir^ spring, the water from wliich was 
conveyea by a leaden pipe ( 1 .) through 
the puddled clay into the other source beneath the stone 
platform. This well was corered with heavy elm plank, and 
although on lower ground than that where the cistorn stood, 
it was sufficiently above the base of tho stand-pipe to permit 
the fiow of the water, aud appears to have boon taken 
advantage of when the remsrlrable works above deseiibcd 
were constructed. It was most probably this wall which 
gave the name to the meadow, and was tho scone of the 
martyrdom: tho masonry appeai'od to be of very remote 
antiquity. At the top of the stand-pipe first described, waa 
placM a ciatem, enclosod in a small stone arched building, 
i'rom which the water flowed to the conduits in the city 
originally, and until the year 1836. The annexed diagram 
shows a section of these curious works, aud may serve to 
render this description intelligible. Under the largest stone 
platform, on the sand-rock, was found a brass coin of the 
femperor Nero, in perfect preservation. The legend around 
the head on the obverse is as follows : iup . nebo , CitSAK.

la laaking doep cuttings in January, 1858, for a railway in 
course of formation through the locality, the very curious con- 
stnictioaa of the ancient works have been brought to light.

whole of this extremely interesting conduit was most ruth¬ 
lessly swept away by tbe railway contractors. TTe are 
indebted to him for the diagrams which accompAny this 
notice. 

St. Satirola fa believed to havo been a British lady of 
noble birth, boni at Exeter, and contemporary with St. 
Wiofrid or Boniface, of Oredj'Eon, in the middle of tlie eighth 
centurv. In the Martyrology of Exeter Cathedral, her 
festival is thus entered: “August! 2, In Britannia fores 
murum civitatis Ezonie, Sancte Sativole virginis et martyria.*' 
lu Leland'a Itinera^ it is stated that her Other’s name was 
Benna, and that after his death she was beheaded by a 
mower (/amtMca) one of his servants, near a well in 
Hedwyllmede, at the instigation of her stepmother, who 
coveted her possessions.* She had a brother named Bans, 
and three devout slaters: St. Juthwara, who was killed by 
Dana, through the malicious counsels of her stepmother; St. 
Eadwara j and St. Vilgitba. The legend of St. Juthwara is 
given by Capgrave. 

There are several notices in early documents of legacies 
to keep this well in repair; * and mention occurs of the 

Tumba Sancte Sativol^’' in tho atyacent church. 

John de Doulys, by will, dated Tuesday after the Feast of 
St. Luke, 1257, left, for the repair and maintenance of St. 
Sidweirs Veil, one acre, called Bromeacrc, and half an acre 
called Stokislaud, which latter was about forty-five feet from 
tho well towards the north, 

In the east window of the choir of tlie cathedral at 
Exeter, there is a painting of St Satlvola in a black dress ; 
the aureole of martyrdom is seen around her head; in her left 
hand she holds a s^the, and at her right side is a well with 
a stream of water flowing from it.*

The works lately destroyed were very probably constructed 
at the latter end of the twelfth century, or early in the 
thirteenth In 1226, the well is mentioned in a document 
preserved in the Caxlulary of Si Nicholas's Priory. Kxeter 
fol. 139 : “ Carta ^rlonis, decani S. Petri do Exon, et capituU 
de tercia parte aque fontU Sancte Sativole ; tost© Hylario 
Albo tunc majora Eron.” &o. The fountain of Si Satirola 
waa thereforo evidently well known at that period; Hilary 
White was mayor of Exeter 1226-27- 
On the 3rd May, 1846, the Dean and Chapter conveyed 
the stream to an inclosed building in the Cathedral yard, from 
whence it branched into three channels: one for the use of 
the members of the Cathedral within the close; one for the 
City; and the third for St, Nicholas's Priory : the City and 
the I^iory paying each eight shillings ary ear to the Chapter 
for the water. 

In the Chartulary of St. John's Hospital at Exeter, fol. 86, 
there is an extract from a book given to Eichard Hylle, Prior 
of the said Hospital, by Roger Holande, Esq., a.d. 1498, and 
which had formerly belonged to Henry Lange, the procurator 
of the Hospital rents, as fellows :— 

‘‘ la Saynto Sydwylle is Paroche, ther as she was byhedded, 
ys a well, and tlie closo that lyoth next© aboff dircctely is 
called and named Hedwyllmedc." 

And subsequeatly the following passage occurs :— 

** The Prior of St. John’s and his Brothers hoff most© 
ground© vn that Hylde or close, and they he bownde to 
repayre tbs wylle” 

In the fabric Rolls of tlie Cathedral for the years 1419-20, 
is found a colloction presented to tlie church by the mayor 
ajid citiaens of Exeter, “ pro emendation© piparum fontis 
Beat! Petri Exon; ” and the samo Rolls for 1487 and 1438 
set forth a considerable expense for stones for the wall made 
at LoDghrooke for the safe keeping of the pipes. The 
Longhrook was supplied by the waters diawn from the lands 
adjacent to the above named springs. 

The water continued to flow from thee© springs to the 
localities indicated in 1226, until the total destruction of tho 
above described enrioua works by tho railway company in 
the early part of the year 1858. 

In the year 1836, some improvementB were carried out by 
forming a well of a larger capacity ttum the ancient cistern. 
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Tina weU m^ured three feet six inohes in diameter, and 
thirteen feet in depth ; the average depth of water in it being 
ton feet. The engineer does not appear, however, to hare 
perforated the puddled day as low aa the leaden disc, but to 
have rested the new brick-work on an oak platform, three 
inches thick, placed on tho clay about three feet above the 
leaden disc, that being a level which would supply more 
copiouely his new pipes, and give by the size of file well a 
much larger body of water in tie reservoir. The ancient 
stand-pipe which originally ascended into the cistern, and 
probsWy meaaui^ed fifteen to eighteen feet in length, was 
cut off just above the oak platform. These recent con¬ 
structions are more clearly to be understood by exaraining 
the accompanying diagram. * 

As there appears to have been no necessity for carrying 
the railway cutting immediately over these springs, it u 
much to bo regretted tliat any body of speculators should 
have the power of wantonlv destroying works which served 
to indioate a high doCTce of scientific knowledge at so remote 
^ fts the twelfth or thirtsenth century; cauang at 
same time extreme inconvenience to those who enjoyed 
tho use of the water supplied by this remarkable conduit.

The Shropshire Domesday deecrtbes the Manor of 
“ Beldewes " aslmg in Conodovre (Condover) Hundred, and 
says that the Bis'hop of Chester had held it in Saxon timeSi 
and still retained it at the period of the Survey. It was 
estimated at one hide, was held partly in demesne and 
partly cultivated by viOains and serfs, whose dependent 
condition may further bo gathered from mention of a resident 
Prorost. The Manor coniAioed a mil) and some wood-Und.* 
Second in succession to Robert de Limesey (the Domesday 
Bishop of Chester) came Roger de Clinton, who, the 
Archaeaconry of Buckingham (then in Lincoln Diocese), wse 
elevated to this see, receiving consecration from the liande 
of Archbishop Wilbam Corboii, at Cautei'bury, on Sunday, 
September 22, 1122*

Eoger de Clinton vfss napitew of the elder Geoffrey de 
Clinton. The latter, at the tim© of which we speak, waa hold' 
ing high offlc© in tho court and kingdom of Henry I.: he was 
a Eoyal Treasurer and Chamberlain, a Justiciar commissioned 
to orery part of the realm ; he alio had the Shrievalty of 
Warwickshire in this very year, beside other forms, for which 
he was accountable to the crown. The nephew, who, although 
Archdeacon of Buckingham, wa.8 not ordained priest till the 
day previous to his consecration, was enthroned at Coventry 
shortly afterwards, by Simon, Bishop of Worcester. He is 
said to have purchased his biahoprick by a present of 3000 
merks to tho King,* Tho pipe-ioll of 1180 exhibits many 
tokens of royal ftivour to (Jeoffrey de Clinton, and more 
than one to the now bishop, but it in no way confirms this 
simoniacal story, 

Eoger de Clinton is said to have founded Buildwas Abbey 
in 1185,^ a date which becomes extremely probable from 
evidence presently to be cited. He is also said to have l»ou 
Founder of Pairwell, a Benedictine Nunneiy in Staffordshire. 
His evident interest in the prosperity of Kenilworth P^ory 
maybe attributed to his relationship with Geoffrey de Clinton 
its founder, A charter, which Eoger de Clinton expedited to 
Shrewsbury Abbey, indicates a deep concern in the parochial 
condition of the diocese, and is in sympathy and verbal 
concert with similar charters of the ootemporary bishop 
of Hereford, perhaps the most exemplary prelate of his 
day. 

^oger de Cliuton has had various dogrees of credit in 
regard of his contributions to the fabric of his Cathedral at 
Liclifield. The question between large improvement and 
entire reconstruction cannot be settled by exiting evidence, 
forth© present church contains little or nothing wat can be 
aesignod to his era. He increased the dignity of the coll©' 
giate body by the addition of eight prebendaries, endowed 
apparently out of the revenues of the See. 

In 1139, Roger de Clinton was one of the five dignitaries 
elected to repi'esent the English Church at the tenth General 
Council, which, under the auspices of Pope Innocent IL, 
assembled in the Basilica of the Lateran on April 20 in that 
year.

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Not one autLentic instance can I find of this BUhop’s 
having attended tho courts of Henry L, Stephen, or the 
Empress. He joined the Crusade of 1147, and died at 
Antioch, on April IS, 1148. 

The wi'iter of the Gesia St^hani supplies us with a 
Terydifieront estimate of the character and conduct of Roger 
de Clinton. Detailing the wretched state of Bngland in the 
nutumn (as I infer) of 1143, he makes seyere remarks on the 
conduct of the bishops;—the cowardice and fickleness of 
some, the yiolence and rapacity of others. The latter he 
describes as girt with the sword, clad in splendid armour, 
fortifying and mauniog their castles, oppressing and spoiling 
their neighbours* riding forth in same ranks with the 
fiercest agitators of flio period;—the prime moyers of 
enormities which they neyer attempted to palliate, except 
by charging them on their subordinates. “ And,” continues 
this chronicler, '‘that I may at present keep silence about 
others, for it is indecent to stigmatise all equally, public 
Tumour hath denounced the Bishops of 'Winchester, Lincoln, 
and Chester as more eagerly bent upon such unholy pursuits 
than any others.” 

Tho individuals thus held up to infamy appear to be 
selected by tliis cotempo)*ary writer, without tho usual 
leaning whidi lie exhibits to tlie oauso of King Stephen. 
Henry of Winchester was tlie King’s brother, and, though 
once his opponent, had been at a more recent period tho 
main instrument of his restoration to tho throne. There 
is some slight ground for supposing that Roger de Clinton 
was in turn associated with each of the political parties 
of his day; but a temporising spirit, wluch were venial 
in him, if a man of peace, was omy servile treachery if com¬ 
bined with that lOTfl of cruelty and violence with which he 
is charged. 

Summarily, the character of Roger de Clinton, Founder 
of Buildwas Abbey, is preaented to us under contrasts 
which no ingenuity can reconcile. On tho one hand we 
have the simonkcal occupant of a bishoprlck, busy in 
forta^ing the Castle of Lichfield, in Burrounding the town 
with a rampart, in converting the peaceful tenants of a 
spiritual fief into tenants by military service; we have, in 
uort, the picture of a ruffianly marauder and persecutor. 
On ^e other hand, we find him improving his Cathedral 
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by a costly outlay, mcreafling tbo cumber and dignity of 
its collegiate members, originating or stimulating other 
religious foundations: we read bis charters warm with 
pious zeal and full of holy considerations; we see him 
representing Catholic England in the Councils of Christen, 
dom 5 lastly, we behold tiie Crusader devoting his energies 
and his life to a cause as hazardous as it was accounted holy. 

We may ^ther from all this, not the specific truth which 
regards an individual, but a more general fact, viz,, that the 
internecine war, which deluged this kingdom with crime and 
bloodshed, blotted also the records of ^e ago with impene¬ 
trable falsehood. 

Prom the roan and his ambiguous character, wo now 
pass to the date and circumsUnces of one of his undoubted 
works. 

Among the various branches of the Benedictine Order, the 
Cistercian arose in a.d. 1098, when its first house was 
founded at Citoaux, in Burgundy. It adonted a white habit 
in contradistinction to the black dress of the original l^ne- 
dictines. It affected other reforms of usage, chiefiy revivals 
of a more ancient rule. Its presumptive purity soon 
increased its influence, and other monasteries wore rounded 
on the pattern of Citeaux. Amongst these wastheNorcnan 
House of Savignyi originally a hermitage situated in the 
woods which terminated the southern frontier of the Diocese 
of A Tranches. The probable date at wliich Savigny became 
a Cistercian Abbey was A.n. 1112, but it soon established 
itself as the leader of a separate Order, called Savigniac or 
Tironenaian, during the oeriod of its independdnce, but which 
iu 1147 was, with most of its affiliations, reunited to the Oister* 
clan body. Meanwhile Savigny had two such affiliations in 
England, vis., Fumeas in Lancashire, and Build was.* Furness, 
which for a time resisted all rannion with Citeaux, had been 
founded iu 1126 or 1127, or rather transferred to Furness 
in one of those years, afler a previous sojourn at Tulket 
in Amunderncsa. Its founder was Stephen de Blois, then 
Earl of Boulogne, and afterwards King of England, whose 
Norman fief of Mortaine adjoined, if it did not compriso, 
the district in which Savigny was built. 
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Buildwas» said to have been foxmded in 1135, was the 
second or third Savigniac house ia England, but, when it 
became simply Cistercian, it lost this relative precedency,* 

“We have a transcript of Roger de Clinton’s foundation- 
charter of Buildwaa. Its inaccuracies, verbal and gramma¬ 
tical, are probably due to its transcribers. In other respects 
it haa every appearance of being derived from some genuine 
original. I give tie charter substantively as it stands in 
Dodsworth^s MSS.^

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This Charter, appearing at first sight to bo ooaral with 
tlio actual gift which it implies, will, 2 1135 were the date 
of tbe fonndatioa of Buildwaa, be construed to hare been 
written in that year. Some internal otidence supports such 
a conclusion,—-a g. the first lay attestation, if rightly attri¬ 
buted to the Sari of Gloucester, indicates the presence of a 
person who can have attended no peaceful meeting, in 
company with the Bishop of Chester, after Easter, 1137. 
Nearly the same may be said of the Earl's son-in-law 
William fiCz Alan, who early in 1138 was in arms for the 
Empress, and before the close of the year an esile,—never 
restored to bis Shropshire estates till seven years ^er the 
death of Bishop Clinton. It is also quite certain from 
external evidence that the gift implied by this Charter took 
place before August, 1138, when King Stephen, occupied in 
the siege of Shrewsbury, confirmed it. 

However, a diligent examination of the testing-clause of 
this Cliarter convinces me that it was not written at the time 
when tlie Bishop’s grant was made, but some yeai's latei*, 
and that tlie names which it embodies are of two classes, 
viz.,—first, some who were afterwards remembered by the 
Bishop to have been present when ha gave Abbot Ingenulf 
formal seizin of Buildwas Manor, and secondly, some who, 
not having been then present, were afterwards witnesses 
and approvers of a Charter, written to record the conveyance 
and assure the Abbot's title. 

Of the first class, as I take it, were the Earl of Gloucester, 
William fitz Alan, Philip de Bolmsis, and perhaps other lay 
witnesses. Of the last class, were Halph, Archdeacon of 
Stafford; Hoger, Archdeacon of Derby (neither of whom 
were in office till after 1139) ; perhaps also Laurence, Prior 
of Coventry, and the other ecclesiastical witnesses.* 

The gift of Buildwas Manor and the faundation of the 
Abbey belong, I doubt not, to the year 1135 or 1136 ; the 
written record to a period pexhaps ten years later.*

The neit subject to be noticed is King Stephen's Char¬ 
ter to Buildwas, which, being already printed, I need not 
repeat here,* though I hare one or two remarks to offer 
thereon. It confirms Bishop Roger’s grant of the Manor as 
a grant made in the King's presence,—another proof that 
verbal and public concession was a mode of conveyance 
quite distinct from the written charter, for the Bishop’s 
Cliarter has no appearance of having passed before the 
King. 

The King's Charter also qnotes the estimated hidage of 
Build was, and exempts the manor from all dues and oSliga- 
tions appertaining to the Crown. The hidage given is that 
of Domesday, and the privileges allowed by tlie usurper 
were afterwards respect^ by his lawful succeesors on the 
throne. 

Again, the King speaks of the Abbey as Savigniac, and 
$6 d^cated to 8t. Chad. The latter was the Patron-Saint 
of Bishop Olioton's Cathedral at Lichfield, as well as of his 
Collegiate Church at Shrewsbury. When Build was be¬ 
came Cistercian, we should expect to find it following the 
uovarying rule of that order by associating the tutelage of 
the Virgin with that of its previous patron ; but I shall 
presently show that this addition was made earlier, i. e., 
while Buildwaa was simply Savigniac. Earl Symon de 
Silvanecta, who attests Stephen's Charter, should perhaps 
be noticed as identical with Simon de St. Liz, Earl of 
Northampton. 

The King’s Charter is dated “ apud Salopesberiam in 
obsidione, anno Incarnationis DominicE moxxxix, regni vero 
mei tertio.” Here the Dominical year given is inconsiatant 
with the regnal year, as well as with the historical feet; 
for no part of the third year of Stephen fell later than 
Chriatmaa, 1138, and the Siege of Slirewsbuir, which lasted 
a month, ended in a surrender between .August 21 and 
August 28, 1138. This has been pointed out and com¬ 
mented upon before;* but the Charter involves another 
matter very pertinent to chronology and history, It is 
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tested by Hebert de Ferrars, whose services to Stephen 
are said to We procured him an Earldom in this very 
year.* This Charter helps to prove his activity. He must 
have quitted the siege of Shrewsbury immediately, for 
he commanded the men of Derbyshire at the Battle 
of the Standard which was fought on Monday, August 
22, 1138, and in that very week Shrewsbury sorrendered 
to Stephen. 

Milo de Gloucester, another witness of Stephen’s Charter, 
was at the siege of ^rewsbury, but probably by no will of 
his own. Little more than a year after, he was apprised by 
the Earl of Gloucester of the Empress having landed at 
Arundel. Milo, obviously known to the Earl as a secret 
friend to her cause, at once became an open one. 

Philip de Belmeis, the last witness of Stephen’s Charter, 
should be noticed more particularly in connection with 
Buildwas Abbey, to which, after the King and Bishop, he 
was probably the next benefactor. 

His grant of Ruckley to “ Saint Mary and Saint Chad " of 
Bildewas, I have printed, from the original, elsewhere.^ The 
grantor acknowledges the reception of himself, his wife, and 
heirs into the fraternity of Buildwas, and of the Mother- 
Church of Savigny,—a proof that Bnildwas, while simply 
Savigniac, adhered to so much of original Cistercian rule as 
to acknowledge the tutelage of the Virgin. 

Belmeis's Charter passed about 1139, as I think, hut mar© 
certainly before 1145, when he was enlisted in favour of 
another and very different foundation. 

Another very early benefector to Bofldwas was the first 
William fitz Alan, who is known to have died about Easter 
1160, He gave Little Buildwas, an outlying member of his 
great manor of Wroxeter, but only separated ficm the 
bishop’s land by the Kiver Severn, the charter conveying 
this grant is not known to be in existence, but it is expressly 
alluded to, and its contents distinctly enumerated aod con¬ 
firmed, by his son, in a deed which seems to have passed 
about 1175.® Other grants by the founder are ooly known 
by subsequent confirmations, which shall be cited in their 
place. 
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' No chartulary of Buildwaa ia known to exist, but the 
deficienGy may be supplied from the Inapeximua of Edward L, 
and other public and private documente,^ 

There is another story about the foundation of Bnildwas 
Abbey, which, as it waa adopted by Leland and indirectly 
strengthened byDugdale, deserves some attention. Leknd 
tells us that—“ Matild de Bohun, wife to Ser Eobort Bur- 
nelle, foundar of Bildevois Abbey (thowghe some, for the only 
fifre of the site of the howso, toke the Bysshope of Chester 
lor founder), was buried in the prosbitery at Dour/' ^ 

I am not aware wlio Matilda de Bohun, buried at Bora 
Abbey, may have been: but 1 presume that Leland's some¬ 
what ambiguous sentonca means to indicata Sir Robert 
Burnell as the founder of Buildwaa, not his wife, as the 
editors of the Monasticon have concluded. 

Dugdala, in bU account of the Barony of Buroelli tells us 
of ‘'an old Martyrologe (sometime belonmne to the Abby 
of Buldewus) which plainly demonstrated the great anti¬ 
quity of that family.* At the head cf the succession, thus 
authenticated, stands Sir Robert Burnell, Knight, alleged to 
have died November 15,1037, 20 Will. Cooq. (where, by the 
way, wa must read either I08d or 1 Will. 2). 

i'his Sir Robert Bum oil must be the same as he whom 
Glover revonJa to us as "a knight in the array which Earl 
Roger de Beloame brought over to this kingdom with 
William the Conqueror," and as dying in 1087, and being 
“buried at Buildwaa in Salop.” 

We need not atop to identify that mythical pereonago, 
Earl Roger de Bolcsme, or the man buried at Buildvas 
nearly fifty yeajfl before it was founded, nor yet to criticise 
the two schemes of succession, by which Qlover and Bugdale 
pass through a series of unheard-of Bumdls till they arrive 
at a genuine Philip Bumol), who died in 10 Edw. L ^1282). 
The truth I have already stated elsewhorc,® and now 
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repeat it Tbe Burnells vere a iamUj of moderate estate 
in Shopaliire, beard of first in tke reign of Henry IL, and 
thenceforward, till, in the time of Henry III., the bead of the 
house was outlawed for murder. liis confiscated estates 
were in time repurchased by a relatioD, Eobert Burnell, who, 
after Tarious minor accessfons of wealth and honour, became 
Bishop of Bath and Wells, Lord Chancellor of Bugland, 
and the founder of a splendid barony. The «ra of BuruoU’s 
chancollorship eorret^aded with tbe time when the first 
Statute of Mortmain dealt a beaTy blow on UonasUc interests. 
AUre to tbeir prospecdre nee^ the monks of Buildwas 
bethought themselree of an iugenlous plan for propitiating 
their powerful neighbour at Acton Burnell. Under 
the sh»e of a Martjrology they concocted a genealogy 
of the Burnells, which (whe^er we taka Glorer'a or Dug* 
dale’s rersiou thereof) omits aU accorate mention of every 
known progenitor of the race, and is specially silent about 
the outlaw. 

The list commences with Sir Eobert Burnell wlio 
Is made to die in 1087, and was adopted by the meuks as 
founder. 

It is mortifying to find Lelsnd, Qlorer, and Dugdale, dupes 
of such an imposture; but tbe combination of credulity and 
self-deception which induced the monks of Buildwas to com* 
memorate tlie deeds, pray for tbe souls, and perhaps point 
out the tombs, of men who oerer lived, never died, aud neror 
were buried, is simply ludicroos. 

I now resume my account of Buildwas with tbe accession 
of Henry II. » 

On iforember 26,1156, Kicbard, Abbot of Sarigni, oom« 
mittod to Ranulf, Abbot of Billwas, tbe cure and disposition 
of the Savigniac house of St. Mary’s, Dublin. In the next 
year the Flintshire house of Baangwerk was subjected to the 
same Abbot and bis conrent of Billcwas, by a second ordi¬ 
nance of tbe Abbot and convent of Savigni.^ 

Tbe Staffordshire Hpe-EoE of 1157 excuses tbe monks of 
Buildwas their quota of tbe Daa^eld, and of the donum, 
then assessed on that county. This refers to a previous 
acquisition of the monks. Oerold de Brelectun, a knight of 
tbe first William fits Alan, had given them *‘tho hmd of 
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Broctutt" This estate was in the parish of Sheriff-Halea, 
and is still koown at Brockton Grange. 

In 1158 the monks of Buildwas are excuecd two 
sums of ^s. id, and 4^. their respectiye quota of 
the donum then collected in Staffordshire and Shrop¬ 
shire. In 1162 they axe excused 2$. of tlie Danegeld of 

Sti^ordshire. tt i. • 

Between the years 1163 and 1166 King Henry IL, being 
at Lichfield, iwaed a writ in favour of the monks of Buildwaa, 
which requires some explanation, independently of its being 
inaccurately printed elsewhei'e.* A charge, called “ le che- 
ahambre,” had in the limo of Henry 1. been payable by a 
certain district of Shropshire to the Bishops of Coventry and 
Lichaeld. This due Bishop Peche (consecrated in April 
1161) had recently made over to the monks of Build was, 
but the latter it soems were resisted in levying it. The 
Kin^s writ orders the sheriff of Shropshire to onfbrcs the 
monks’ right by judicial process against the men of hie 
Bailiwick. The writ ia tested by Geoffrey, Archdeacon of 
Canterbury. . , ^ 

In 1174 King Henry II. ia said to have subjected St. 
Mary’s, Dublin, to Eanulf, Abbot of Buildwas.* The date 
and circumstance are supported by a charter. The King’s 
act was In effect a ratification of the previous arrangement 
of the chapter of Savigni. 

In or about 1176 the second Williiun fitz Alan expedited 
two chartere to Buildwae Abbey, confirming two acts of his 
father relative to Little Buildwas and Brockton. 

About the year 1177, Matthew, Abbot of Baaing work, 
endeavoured to free both hia own house and that of Dublin 
from subjection to Buildwas. He had appealed to Clteaux 
in the matter, but William, Abbot of Savigoi, summoned 
both Abbots (Matthew of Baaingwerk and fianulf of Build- 
was) to appear before the chapter of Savigni and plead the 
cause. They obeyed. The charters of Richard de Curci, 
Abbot of Savigni in 1166 and 1157, were produced, and 
settled the question. Abbot William of Savigni, in full 
chapter, ralifeed the ascendancy of Buildwas, and issued 
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injunctions of obedience accordingly, to Mattlion*, Abbot of 
Jiftflingwerk, ruid to A., Abbot of Dublin.’ 

la 1182 wo hoar that Hobwt, Abbot of Build was, trans^ 
fen ed tlio Seignoury over the Irislx Abbey of Duabrothy 
to Sc. Mary's, Dublin.* Havvoy do Montemarisco had given 
Dunbrotliy to Build was j but Alan, a monk of Build was, 
having gone over to inspect Duabiotijy, found it waste and 
desolate, lleaco this prudent tran^for. 

On October 21, 1189, King Richard L, being at Win¬ 
chester, granted a charter to Buildwes, acquitting the Abbot 
and his men of all obligation to pay toll (thelonoutD) ajid 
other dues, miywlicro in his domiuious.'* Tlio i^ext day 
(October 32) tlio King expedited a general charter of coiifir- 
matiou to Buildwas, whicii may bo taken to recite all tho 

S renous acquisitions of the Abbey. It ascribes to Bishop 
•oger (do Clinton^ tho grants of tho Manor of Bihlowas, of 
Meola (Monk Moofc), and of tho “ Chii'choinber'' asHCSsabla 
on the two huudrads of Wiockwardiiio and Coudovor;^ also, 
tlie grant of one mau, named Bdric, in tho territory of 
LiclideUl it asenbos to Bishop llicliard (Peche) the grants 
of a messuage iu tho b'ovgate of Oicstor, ajid of 4 s., receiv¬ 
able yearly out of the nhll of Buvue, near Lichfield. Then 
ibilow the grants of (Little) Build was, Brockton, Buckley. 
CcNiforci, and Hatton. Walter fits Heremann had given a 
moiety of Walton (iu Staffordshire^ j Henry fitz l^ilcher 
given tlio land of Ivenbroc (in Deroyshiro); and Willlani do 
Cal done, tlie land of Caldone (in St^ordsbive). 

A more interesting piece of evidence is the coiifirinatiou 
of Bishop Hugh do Novant to Buildwas Abbey. It ia 
dated at Bildewes itself, iu tho fifth year of the grantor’s 
pontificate, and on Sunday ui the feast of St. Cecilia, iu tl»e 
year 1192; that is to say, November 32, 1192, Tho 
witnesses aro Hugh, Abbot of Shrewebmy, Robert, Abbot of 
Basingwerk, Richard, Abbot of Hagemon, Robert, Pjior of 
Wenloc, “William filz Alim, Robert Corbet, Henry, Avch- 
<leacon of Stafford, Eichaid, Archdeacoji of Salop, Mnstui* 
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Robert of Salop, Master Richard de Gnowsalc, Master Wil¬ 
liam Duredent, Master Heniy de Bredashale, Roger Corbet, 
Wiliiara de HedJclie, Stephen de Stanton, Richard deLehton, 
Malcolumh de Harlehe, and AUo de Bildewes.*, 

The Charter professes the grantor’s deference to tlie 
institutes of his predecesson, Bishops B<^er, Walter, and 
Richard. It concei* to the Honks the place in which they 
are mihtant under the rule of St Benedict, and under the 
Cistercian order. It also condnns the Till of Heole and 
those Burgeses of Salop whid) belonged to the Bisliops of 
Lichfield, and the tenure near Lichfield whicli Edric formerly 
held, and four soUdates in the mill of Bume, and half a man- 
svra in the Forgate of Chester, which had been Herbert 
the Scnrener’e, and the right to collect the com called 
Chirchomber, which right the Bishop’s predecessors wero 
known to hate tbemselres enjoyed, ana to hare conferred on 
the Monks, sa appurtanaot to the Manor of Bildewas and 
Meoles.' The Charter was corroborated by the seals and 
Authority of the Bishop himself, his Chapter of Cotentry,^ 
and his Chapter of Lichfield. 

In this same year we hear of another quarrel 

between the Houses of Buildwas and Baaingwerk. Tho 
latter had renewed an attempt to withdraw itself and 
Dublin from the jurisdiction of Buildwas, and to subject 
both to the imme^te control of SartgoL WilUam, Abbot 
of Sarigni, and the cotemporary Abbot of ClaiTraux, sitting 
At Claimux in judgment, again decided that Basingwertc 
and Dublin were subject to Buildwas, as Daughters * This 
decision was recited end confinsed in the aamo year by 
WilliaJD, Abbot of Gitesux, as head of all Cistercian ho\iseB, 
Savigniac or not^ 

^ithm sLt years of this time A. (probably Arnold), a 
Kucceeding Abbot of Citeaux, confinos Buildwas in tliis 
auperionty, eitiog the former acts of Richard de Ourcl and 
William de Tolosa when Abbots of SaTjgni. The testing- 
dause of this manifesto shows the enormous infiuence

of tko Cistei’cifm OrJer, cong;regatiDg, as it did, to its 
General Chapter the Heads of its rarious Houses, -whethei* 
situated in Finance, Normandy, ScotUmd, Wales, or Toi*k- 
shire. 

On October 24, 1198, King Richard [., then at Roclio 
Andeley, expedited a Charter whereby tlie Monks of Build- 
was wei'e entitled to hold all their lands, whethei already 
obtained or thereafter to be obtained, free and quit of all 
waste and regard of tho Kiue’s Fowst.® 

Soon aftov this, I think, fi, (pcrhAps Huctred) Abbot of 
Buildwas, caused ti'anacripts to bo made of the Charters 
which proved tho subjection of Baaingweik and Dublin to 
lus House. These transmlpts, verified by W., Abbot of 
Oumbe, W., Abbot of Miraval, and W,, Abbot of Stanlo 
(Stonelaigh), were forwarded over sea to W., Abbot of 
Citsaux, presiding over a Chapter of his Order.® 

Ill Hilary Term, 1231, an unusual but curiouti subject 
occupied the attention of the Courts at Westminatev. It 
was the expediency of altering a certain pass m the Royal 
Forest near to Duldewas. the spot liaviug become notorious 
as a haunt of malofftctois, and for tho constant commission 
of crimes. 

The History of Buildwas Abboy during tho tliirtocuth 
century becomes somewhat obscure. The Hundred-Rolls of 
1265 do not inontioQ the Manor, obviously because it was 
oxtiik-bundrodaJ. The Abbot seems to have obtained a 
Chai'ter from Bdward I., dated Septembei’ 14, 1290 ; this 
Charter does uot romaui on the Rolls, but ws gather from 
anotlior Record that it was, iu part at least, an Inepeximus 
of one of Richard I/s Chiirters. The Charter inspected 
was recited most fully in tliis instance, as far hs privi¬ 
leges were concerned, and is seems doubtful whether it 
was not different to either of tlie three Charters of 
Richard I. already quoted. It allowed to the Oliuroh of St- 
Maiy of Buldewas all the lands aud tenements previously 
granted thereto, and that the roouks should hold both 
those lands and all lauds thereafter’ acquired, free aud quit 
of geld, danogeld, scutage, fines for murder and lavcoiiy, 
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also of Uidago. of sLiras and Uondreds (that Ls tJio suit 
thereof) I of military services (©rerdtibua), of aummonses, 
sheiifly sids» and all other aids; abo free of any amerce¬ 
ment sat upon the county or huudi'ed, of toll, of passage, 
aud of poutage belonging to the King, of all work at 
castles, bridges, fish-ponds, walls, or parks, of fenciugs 
(elaasuris), of pleas, pl^ts, and all other customs, of all 
secular serrico, exaction, and servile work.^ Suclr were tlio 
piirileges coveted by, nod ooDgonial to, tho peaceful aud 
even indolent geaiuaof tho Cistei'cuina The Charter explains 
the comparative obscurity in which ilie lutonial affiuia of 
Buildwas Abbey arc buiied. 

The Taxation of 1251 gires us the fiiat goueral state- 
ueut of the pOBcasions of this house. In nereford diocese 
it derived from Kynnerton, Wentnor, Itagdou, and Hopo- 
Bcwdler an income of 6^ 7s. lOd. from lands aud rents, and 
$1.1 Od. from live-stock.* In Lichfield Dtocose, and Stafford 
ArchdoaMniy, it bai from Walton, Brockton, and Cud- 
deaden, an iocoms of 214 16a. Gd. lU grow income from 
l>laces in the Archdeaconry of Salop was 764 12a. 3d. Its 
total temporalities, tliot is. excluding Churches, Tithes, Ac., 
may theicforo be put at 113/. 12a. 5d. pei* annum. Of this 
sum Buildwas Grange, that is the Abbey Manor (uot in- 
ciujing Little Build was), yielded 164, or 44 10a. ou six 
carucates of land and 104 10a. ou live-stock. 

Ou February 6,1202, I^dwairi I’s ample luspeximus of 
Build was Charters pawed the Great Seal* 

In 1301 the old dmntw about the supremacy over 
l^ublin were revived. The Abbot of Savigni now claimed 
the honour against BuUdwu; but a General Chapter, 

E leaded over bv John, Abbot of Oiteaux, and ritriug at 
ileaux, decided once more for Buildwaa. Willioia do 
Asbbume, who ou this occasion acted ns piocter for 
Build was, was a mouk of the house, but afterwards became 
Abbot of Dublin. 

The existing Abbot of Dublin was Kogor de Bi*ugor, 
who also had been a monk of Buildwas, aud who died in 
130P.‘ 

J should here obsen'e that tlio Dlocisau Kegistera of 
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Lichfield do net d£bi‘d tLe sUglitdat evidence that tlie 
Bishops of that See retained any right of patronage over 
Build was Abbey. A letter of Bishop Koger de Noithbuigli 
to the Abbot of Build was, dated at EocleakaJl on January 
14, 1324-5, not only pwcludes all idea of friendly inter¬ 
course, but is a philippic of no ordinary violence. TUo 
Bishop had been conrmissioued by the Pope to collect the 
biennial tenth, last accruing to the Apostolic See. Tlio 
Abbot had povtinaciously, the Bishop says inBoleutly, 
neglected to pay his quota. Aftor plentiful abuse the 
Bishop titreatens to proceed to tlie publication of censures 
()noauing oxooinmuuication) against the Abbot, is such 
dmrehos vrd nlocos as he shall deem expedient, uulcse tlio 
Abbot pay before tho 2nd of Fobnmvy.’ 

In 1342, John, Abbot of Buildwns, attending ageuernl 
Chapter at CiCcaux, confirhicd to St. Mary’s DubUu a eupic- 
macy oror the Abbey of Dxuibwtliy.*

The excess was cluefly in the 
valuation put upon tlio receipts from Great and Little 
Build was. wliicli, instead of 30/. U. id. }>er annum, were 
inci'cased to Gl/. IGs. Id. \ but the site of the Monastery 
was an item iu the later calculation.

Whatevah style of Mediteval arcliiteotvire we may prefer 
ou the score of beauty or gmndem*, we shall, 1 think, readily 
admit the peculiar interest of tliat period when the Gothic 
WAS begiouing sensibly to develope itself And this traasi* 
tional period, which we may set down as coroprislng the 
latter half of the twelfth contuiy, was paiticularlv rich in 
ecclesiastical buildings, both in llnglaud and on the Conti¬ 
nent, so that thero are few localities in Western Europe 
where the features indicative of the peat change may not 
easily be studied. Tho county of SHropsluro has its full 
share of fine examples, The Abbeys of Wenlock, Lillesliall, 
Haghmond, and the Whito Ladies, ueai* Boscobel, and 
the churches of Shiffnal, Wrockwardine, Morvill, Quatford, 
Bdstaston, near Wera, Sliawbury, Wistauaton, CundoTsr, 
with many others, a£oj*d beautiful specunons. I have 
selected the Abbey of Bulldwss as being the most extensive 
and the most peifect. The remains of the church, whiclr 
are very considerable, present, with the exertion of the 
sadilia, nothing so far advanced as tho Early English ; tho 
whole evidently, belongs to that half century of which I have 
spoken, the latter liUf of the twelfth. Yet even during 
this period there have been, as 1 shall presently show, some 
alterations in the original work. And a hu’ge portion of 
the monastic buildings, which have received little or no 
insertion, appevUin to the same period. 

Before we proceed farther, it will be as well to assign to 
this and similar buildings their true position and character. 
The Medieval styles may be said to nave been always in o 
transitional slate. In England and Normandy, a tendency 
to Gothic showed itself for near a century and a lialf before 
the style itself was fully established. Tho purest Norman is

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not free from this tendenoj. Its clustered columns, and tlio 
tall slender engaged shafts that run up, iu face of the pier 
and wall above it, to the springs of the vaulting arches, or 
the brackets of the wooden roof, indicate the presence of 
that principle which was afterwards so variously and beauti¬ 
fully developed. Though the introduction of the pointed 
arch took place, I believe, later in England and Normandy 
than in some other parts of Western Euwpe, yet, when it 
did appear in these countries, its influence was much moro 
rapid than elsewhere, in giving completenesB and unity to 
the Gothic system. 

From the Conquest to the end of the twelfth century we 
may observe, iu our own country, at least four phases of 
Norman architecture. 

First,_That before the end of the eleventh century. 

Of we have not many examples remaining. The beat 
known are the transepts of Winchester, a small part of Ely, 
and a portion of the west front of Lincoln Minster. Much 
of St. Alban's would also be of this date; and probably 
other cathedrals, originally built soon after tho Conquest, 
retain parts of the original structure. One chief charactei'- 
istic of this period is the wide-jointed masonry; aud when 
it occurs in large and oaitfully built ediflees, it may bo IcMoked 
upon as a criterion of date, but not in amtUlor or less costly 
wurches. Tho style is *ouo of much simplicity, the orna¬ 
ments bold and effective, though somewhat rudo, and the 
cornpositioD grand and massive. 

The second phase is the architecture of the reign of Honvy 
I., in which the work is executed with greater care and pre¬ 
cision, while none of the massive grandeur of the earlier 
buildings is lost. Even where much ornament is used, an air 
of simplicity pervades tlie whole, aud tliis will always be pi'o- 
nounced to be tho age of the finest and purest Norman. The 
naves of Tewkeahury aud Gloucester, much of Norwich, Peter¬ 
borough, Ely, Southwell, Wymondham in Norfolk, Romsey, 
Chichester, Durham, are of this character, which iu fact may 
be looked for in most of those cathedrals tliat wore commenced 
shortly after the Conquest, aud have been partially, but not 
wholly, Gothiciaed. For the choir, which was first \m\t, was 
also the first part to be renewed in the more enriched stylo, 
consequently the work of the eleventh century has often 
disappeared, while that of tlie early part of the twelftli 
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vem^ns. A marked difference is observable in the early 
jxirt of tlie reign of Homy II., which we may consider as 
the commencement of a third phase of Norman. It is not 
easy to state in wliat tlie difference consists, tlrough the 
pvac^sed eyo \7ill detect it. Sometimes it appears in 
mouldings of greater intricacy and less power, of which an 
example may be seen in the west end of Build was, where we 
have a kind of network ornament occupy mg both the faco 
and soffit of one of the orders of an arch, which must Imvo 
been move difficult either to design or execute, thau it is 
even to draw, and tliat is no easy matter. It has not nearly , 
the effect, either as regsids richness or grandeur, that is 

f voducod by the for less elaborate cuttings of earlier work. 
n the simpler work too we often detect a certain degree of 
feebleneas, perhaps arising from an increased deeiro of high 
finish, as compared with the vigour of the early Kormau, 
lu Bomo buildiugs the pointed arch is used freely, in others 
the round arch is retained, but the numbei* of mouldings la 
much increased. It lias often struck me, in buildings cou* 
taiuiugbotU poiotod and round arch os, that the pointed have 
ornaments inclining to the Norman character, wbile tlie 
mouldings of the round approach to those used in an 
advanced stage of Gothic. 

Steyning Church, in Sussex, presents a good example of 
the late Norman j the piei'-ardies of the nave are still 
semicircular, but their enrichment, ui number and variety of 
mouldings, may compare with the riel test Gotliic. 

After this, towards the end of tlie roign of Ileniy II., and 
to the close of the century, we find what is strictly colled the 
transitional style, having pretty nearly in equal parts the 
Norman and the Gothic element. In this the ai^ches are 
mostly pointed, though occAsionally the round aixh occurs 
where its use ia dictated by convenience, aa in the presbytery 
of Chichester, which is a fin© specimen of the style. The 
mouldings are still generally arranged in such groups as to 
give each older of the arch a certain squareness of section, 
and the square abacus is used. The aTiaft is common, and 
has a capital of foliage, which affords an admireble instance 
of convention^ treatment, as lodicatiug the flexibility of the 
le^if or plant, while tho stiffness necessary to give it ai'chi- 
lectural character is retained. This soi't of capital, of which 
there are specimens at Buildwas, though tho shafts them- 
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selves have disappeared, prevails tbroogh the whole of the 
tiaositioual period, asd in Franco is extremely common, 
v/hero the pointed style, through tbo whole of the thirteenth 
century, the Epoch of our Early Wnylighj U veiy eiinilaj to 
our own transition. The choii* of Canterbury is our finest 
example of the transidoual style, but it evidently shows its 
Continental origin. 

The capital wo have noticed, is veiy difficult to draw, 
eeperidly when the stone in which it is executed becomes 
decayed, ns the sketcher is tempted to produce a closer 
. imitation of the real or supposed oatmal type, and this goes 
tar to weaken the arcluteetoral chancier. Photogiuphy 
iifibrds the best menus of dealing with sudi subjects. And 
liero I would make a remark upon sculpture as applied to 
aidiitectural decoration. It is applied iu two ways, one as 
a mere embellishment, having little or no inference to 
the constructive features, but simply occupying a suitable 
portion, just as a picture huog up against a wall. Suck aio 
the statues in niuea, and mien upon flat sur&cce; and 
through certain arrangements of their general lines may bo 
desirable, for the sake both of the work of the architect and 
of the sculptor, yet there is no reason why nature should not 
be faitlifuliy leprcseDted, or why any of the ordinary rules 
of ait should be abandoned, the atatne or the relief may 
be treated na worka of high art, and no deviations froui 
uatuie allowed, but lucb as may be suggested by the point 
of view. So when a wreaUi of flowers is used as an orna¬ 
ment, as common in the Italian style, these should bo 
perfectly true and natural; they take no part iu the con« 
stiiictioD, and there ia do reason why they should not 
have as much freedom and flexibility as the material will 
admit But when &u important and essential member of 
coQstruction is sculptured, care must be taken to prcseiTo 
its chameter as an architectural feature. The corbel, though 
carved into a human head, or tho capital, into a bunch of 
foliage, must still retain that stony rigidity which fits it 
for &e support of tho weight above. The natural typo 
must not he so followed up as to confuse or conceal tlio 
reality; we must not be presented with a cluster of leaves 
and flowers, where we want a solid block of stone. Tho 
stone may be made to remind us of flowers, or leaves, or 
any other beautiful or pleasing object ; and to do this 
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with judgment U the great art of tlio arehitectural sculptor. 
I think the perfection of it, in the one article of the 
foliaged capital, is to he found in the transitional peiiod. 
The Barly English capitals arc extremely good, hut often 
a little too flowing and orerhaugiug. lu the fourteenth 
centmy the imitations of nature became too cloeo, and tho 
conventional treatment in great part abandoned. 

Tbs lemains under our present consideration, tlioso of 
Buildwaa Abbey, belong for the most part to what may bo 
called the third epoch of Norman Architecture, namely, tliut 
which prevailed early iu the resign of Henry II.; an! they 
retain on the wliole more of the purity and grandeur of tiro 
older Korman than a great numbei' of Bpecimens of tiro 
some.period. In describing the ddiflee, I point out a few 
of tho marks which enable us to form a conjecture as to tho 
date. 

Tho clmwh couaists of a uavo, central tower, choir or 
chancel, and a north aud south transept, each with two 
oastorii chapcla. Those, ns well as tlie chancel, are squai'o 
iu their custcru termination, instead of being npsidal, tiro 
more usual form at the earlier period. The walla of tho 
aisles u*e altogether destroyed, as well as the gi eater part of 
the transepts, still it is not difficult to fom a probable cou« 
jecture as regards the appoarfinco of the building before it 
fell into ruin. The face of tho south transept stul exhibits 
pai t of a buttress, which bisected it, as is the case with 
tho west-front; mid tlio western compartment b&s a door- 
wAy, the upper part of which has been demolished. Tlie 
pitcli of the gable is marked cloarly enough on the wall 
of tho tower. There is a staircase in the south-east angle 
of the transept, and a corresponding one in tho tower, 
^»hich, from the look of tho masonry, I think had a very 
slight projection, but I cannot ascertain this unless by a cloao 
examination. 

As there is an opening in the wall of the tower below 
the weather moulding, I conclude that the passage was 
canied between the outer and inner roof. Tho upper part 
of tire cleiestory walk above the wndows, baa disappeared; 
but there are rcuiains of a corbel table on the north side, 
which was doubtless continued round the whole- Tlie wall 
of tho aisles were most likely divided into bays by pikistev 
hutti'flsses, caneapoiiding with thoso of the clereirtorj, and 
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pierced with round-headed wiadows, the corbel table finishing 
the whole. Ai there is no western doorwaj, I cousidci* it 
pi'obablB that ooe may hare existed ui the most usual 
position, naraely, the second bay from the west end. If 
there are any remaine of a porch, they are now under gr ound. 

The nave has seven bays, divided by maasive columuav 
piem: the pair nearest the tower, octagonal; the rest, 
circular. The capitals arc of a description common in the 
late Noiman, ana the abacus is square, with ro-eutonug 
angles, so as to be adapted to tlie reception of nn arch of 
two orders. In the earlier Norman the large eolumunr pier 
lias usually a round abacus ; this is the case at Tewkesbury, 
Gloucester, and Southwell. The orders of the arches 
plain and square, and the trebes themselves pointed, but so 
slightly, that their real shape will hardly be detected from 
a £stanca The bases of these piers hare not the boldness of 
the earlier Norman; and they have this lemarkable pecu¬ 
liarity, that they only comprise half the circumference of tlie 
column; namely, that fa^g the lusles; the other half, 
facing the central passage of the nave, being brouglit down 
to the square slab or pliutb on which it rests, without any 
base moulding whatever. From this we may in for timt 
some sort of screen, or range of stalls, extended the vriiole 
leugth of the uare, concoaliog the lower part of tho columns. 
Tlicse uearest tJie tower have a free of broken masoury 
towards tlie nave; probably here tlio sci*een >vns of 
stonework. 

The inner order of each of the transverse towoi* arcljca 
vests on brackets, so as to make the piers range with those 
of the nave and with the walls of the choir; leaving au 
uiunterrupted space, the whole length of the church, for 
ritual arrangements. And we obeerve here the practice 
wliich has been often noticed before, of disposing tlte 
oro&DieDt so os to meet the view of the spectator looking 
eastward. For both tbe eastern and woetcni arches have, 
on their western frees, three ordei’S aud a hU>ei; and on 
tlieir eastern faces, only two orders, without any label. The 
northern and southern arches, which have two orders, liare 
a label on their free, which is seen by a person staiidiug 
\vithiii the area of the tower; those towards the transepts 
bdiug destitute of this ornament The orders are square, 
and the arches slightly poiutod. 
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At aa earlier period of the Normau style, a coiiTentional 
church of the magnitude and importaDoe of the one under 
consideration, would scarcely hare been without that 
important feature, the triforium, Here indeed the height 
cf the building would not admit one j but at Kirkstall, a 
structare of about the same date, where the height lb con¬ 
siderably greater, thia feature is also wanting, I look upon 
this omission, in such buildings, as a mark of a late ITorm&n 
style. 1 should notice, howerer, that in Germany t^s case ia 
rever^, the older buildings haring a plain blank wall abore 
the pier arches, and those approachlog the thirteenth centnry, 
a large triforinm. The clerestory haa a range of round-headed 
winclowa, corresponding with the pier-arches. These hare 
been enriched internally with shafts, having a capital of foliage 
and square abacus, these windows show more clearly the 
lateness of the style than even the pointed arches helow. 
Aa we bare obserrod, there is no western door, and the front 
is diridod by a flat buttre^ on each side of which is a 
round-headed window, enriched externally with rather a 
complicated kind of ornament, which betokens tbs latest 
Norman. Neither the nave or aisles appear to hare been 
vaulted. The ohapels east of the transept are, as at 
Kirkstall, separated from each other by a wait. They hare 
each a cross vaulting, with plain diagonal ribs, springing 
from brackets at the comers. The vaulting of the ebapeU 
at Vais Crucis are treated in a somewhat similar manner. 
Under the north bay of the north transept, and its chapels, 
is a crypt, 

The choir, or chancel, U in all probability the oldest part 
of the building, but has received alterations at a very early 
period, that is, before the Karly English style had fairly 
established itself. For we see brackets, and the springs of 
vaulting ribs, of a transirional character, and these are so 
placed aa to bring the crown of the vault to a higher 
level than the top of the wall of the nave. I endeavoured 
to discover, in the east wall of the tower, any marks of the 
chancel being higher than the nave, but could not perceive 
any; the weather-moulding corresponding with the others, 
and the ashlar masonry of tho tower above it being clear 
aud smooth up to the angles. There ia, however, a mark as 
of a principal longitudinal vault; but the arches of the cells 
must have been very flat, if ever computed I am inclined 
VOL. jr. 3 c 
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to thiuk thftt the brackets 'were inserted, and the ribs com- 
meaced, before the necessary addition was made to the 
height of the walla, and the work for some reason diacoa- 
tinuecL 

We may perceive very plainly an alteration of the east 
end, which now containe a triplet of lofty round-headed 
windows; hut had them originally in two tiers, The inter¬ 
mediate portions of the wall have been cut away, bo as 
to bring two windows into one. The labels of the lower 
windows are still visible, A window on the south side bos 
also been lengthened, the string below it being cut through 
for the purpose. On the nom side the original windo\> 
remains untouched, Ilow, I suspect that this iteration was 
au early onej for had it taken place during the later styles, 
there would probably liave been other indications of Into 
work about the church, and I cannot find any such. Had it 
taken place in the thirteenth century, or at any succeeding 
period during the prevalence of Gothic architecture, I think 
more would have been done; the windows would have 
i^en wholly remodelled; their arches pointed, and shafts 
introduced. As they now stand, they are very characteristic 
of tlie period when the vertical lino began to assume that 
prominenoo which subsequently gave its life and spirit to 
the Gothic style, Wo diid similar windows in tho nave and 
transept of £riukburn Abbey, in Northumberland, and in 
Idantony, in Konmouthshiro. The sedilio, a triplet of pointed 
arches, ore evidently inserted; tliey are purs ^rly English, 

The abbey buildings stand to the north of the church, 
The most important is the chapter'house, which ranges with 
the north transept. It is oblong, according to the type which 
was most usual before the Ear^-English octagonal chapter- 
houses were introduced. The front, as in the beautiful 
specimen at Hagbmond, has a round«headed door, with an 
arch of the same form on each side ; all enriched with 
Xfennan ornaments. The room itself has a vaulting in nine, 
compartments, supported by four rather slender columns, 
two of them cylindrical, the other two octagonal At first 
sight this would appear to be a decidedly Early English com- 
pceitioD, os even the square abacus is not use! except in tho 
angles. The vaulted ribs that run from north to sontli 
(the narrowestdimensiou), are pointed; those from east to 
west, round: they have bold mouldings. But when we 
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examino these, we find that they are not strictly Early 
English, though, if w© met with them in France, we might 
pronounce them to belong to the thirteenth century. One 
would almost (Question whether they aro of the same date 
with the front and walls of tho chapter-house ; for at 
EirkstaJl, a building on the whole of a more advanced 
character than Buildwas, the columns and vaultings of the 
chapter-house come much nearer' to a pure Borman style. 
I do not, however, find marks of insortion, and possibly this 
interior belongs to tho original design, the Noitaui arches 
being employed in the front, as conformable with similar 
buildings of the period. 

The nave of the church and the range in which tire 
chapter-house stands, formed, we may suppose, two sides 
of a square occupied by doisters. Unless 1 am much 
mistaken, 1 have a recollection of an arch standing by itself 
at no groat distance from the west end of the church, whiclr 
might have been an eutvauoe into tiro cloister. All traces of 
it have now disappeared. 

The present farm'house was probably built from the 
monastic remains, and has doubtless much confused the 
general plan ; there axe, however, a few more fragments 
still remaining, principally of the transitional style. The 
length of the church internally is about 162 ft., of which 
the navo is 105 ^ The wijth of tho chancel, and of 
tho nave, from pier to pier, is 26^ ft. The distance between 
the piers of the nave is ft. ; but tho westernmost arch is 
somewhat larger than the others. Tho girth of each columnar 
pier is li ft., which gives as its diameter upwards of 4^ ft,; 
this seems also to be generEdly the threknees of the walk 
The total width of navo and areles internally, is about 60 ft. 
The transverse length, at the transopU, 32 ft. The cliapter- 
house is 41 ft. by 31^ ft. 

In beauty of situation, this ruin is not surpassed by any 
of ^ose, which the artist^ as well as the antiquary, loves to 
visit. It stands on the bank of the Severn, a little above 
the spot where ita valley is narrowed between the steep and 
almost predpitcus slopos, which are connected by the 
celebrated iron bridge of Coalbrook Dale. The monafitio 
buildings lie between the church and the river; on the 
south side of the church the ground rises rapidly, and at 
a short distance forms a bold and v.iried outline of hills, 
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mostly covered with vxnd. On the opposite side of the 
river the bank is stih more abmpt, and nsee in irr^ukj' 
ridges, to the foot of the Wrekio, vrhich towers bol^y over 
the landscape. 

It is many years now since I first became acquainted 
with this beautmil spot; 1 have often and often reriaited it, 
and I may say that I have never done so without increased 
interest and pleasure.

We are encooraged to continue these eontributicne to the 
history of seals, by the assurance that the examples giten 
in our previous memoirs, and choeen either on account of 
their histoneal value or their artistic interest, have proved 
higUy acceptable to many readers of the Journal. 

In availing oureelvee of the communication of one of the 
moat interesting matrices of seals existiof in Continental 
museums, and for which we are cbie6T indited to the kind¬ 
ness of the learned President of the Sodety of Antiquaries 
of Zurich, Dr. Ferdinand Seller, it might seem needless 
to advert to the value of an extended compariecn between 
English seals and those of foreign countries, were It not to 
invite attention to that higher appredation of Medisval 
seals which appears to prevail on the Continent, as com¬ 
pared with the limited notice hitherto bestowed upon the 
subject in our own country. The monographs illustratire 
of ^6 Munidpal and other seals of Switserland, produced in 
the Transactions of the Antiquaries of Zurich, may here 
cbum special notice amongst contrihntioufl to this section of 
archsotogical literature which have recently appeared in 
foreign parte. ^ These memoirs di^lay an extensive series 
of seals, represented with a degree of artistic skill and pre¬ 
cision rarely equalled in England. Many valuable examples 
have also been published in Switseriand in the “ Armorial

countries of Europe. No production, hovever, of this cUw t 
has surpassed the yoJumes published by Yoesberg, espodally 
his collections on the seals of Poland, Lithuania, Silesia, 
Pomerania, and Prussia, or the commenoemeat of a valuable 
vork by the late eminent arcbsologist of Vienna, Eduard 
Melly* 

We nay here mention yrith satiaiactioa, that, whilst in our 
own country no sxtenrire collection of seals afbrds the 
faciliriee desirable for purposes of general reference and 
instruction, either at the British Museum or any other 

C * lie deporitory, the Ilboral permission granted to Mr. It. 

liy, esDOcially by the authorities of our collegiate institU' 
tioDS, bas Vrougbt within reach an invaluable assemblage oi 
matorisJs exemplifying tlae progress of the Sphragistic art in 
England. The &^tiee kindly afforded to tb^r skilful arti¬ 
ficer in several muniment uiambers at Cambridge have 
been foUowed, as we learn with pleasure, by siinilar privi¬ 
leges at Oxford. We would record the thanknil acknowledg¬ 
ment of the benefits which accrue to archsological science 
from such commendable liberally. It may be acceptable to 
some readers to learn, that Mr. Beady's most recent 
acquisition, through the kind favour of (he Warden and 
Fetlows of New College, and of the Ber. J. £. Sewell, the 
Bursar, comprisee nearly 600 examples, among which will be 
fonnd royal, personal, and official neds, of tbe highest intereet 
and per.^ in preservation.’

He died, it should seem, io 1504, at the age of 
eighty-three, and wea boried at Tournehem in Artwi. He married Mary,

Bngiiih Iliatory. They have been known ee the aooouati of '* Cratrariante’ 
Laadt,’' havi^ bees rendered to the Orovn after the eelaure of tlie eaitlea, 
lasda, aod effect* of the baroni, who had riten la ineurreotioii with 
Tbomae Bari of lAnouter, Huispb^ de Bohun, Sari of Eeroford, Reger 
de Mortimer, Lord of Wigmoro, fto^r do Mortlraar, of Ohirk, hii un^e, 
Roger de Clifford, and other powerful maloonteote, ecoited to rebellion 
through the orerbearlag rapacity of the Deneoaere and the feeble tyranny 
of Edward IL Tlie bold iuiurgenta roaohed London ia Auguat, 13^1, and 
ebtaijied from parliaaeat a »Mlenee of ottahider and eatle again at the 
obnoxioue favoaritea, in w))icb the aoreroig&wea not only oonpolled to 
aequioaee, but aetunlly to give the rebel a t])a iodemoity which they 
deaaadad for their iilogal rlolanoe. It were neeclloai here to relate the 
oouree of welUkoowa event* whiob followed the indignity tl)ueoffbred to the 
royal authoritythe roturn of the Deaponeera; tbo decUoiag popularity 
of the Bari of Lauoaiter, leader of the ineurgent baron* ? hta traitoroua 
negoolation with tlie Seota: hia oaplure and dugraoeful fate at Pontefraot, 
ia Marah, 1322, aftar the defeat at Uorouglihridge, by whiob the powerful 
faotioa waa brokea up. The ooQfederatea were, witli few exceptlooa, taken 
priaonar*; moat of the bannerete end the prinolpel knigbta were executed ; 
a few, among wbom weie the two Mortiaeie, reoelved jodgment of deeth 
oomoutcd for perpetual imprieonmenl. The cutlea and eeUlea of tbo 
Manrgeala w«e forfaited ; the two Mortimeri were committed to the 
Tower, where the elder, ea itia itated, died abortly after? bia nephew, the 
lord of Wigtoore, bad the good fortune t« effeot hie eecape to Fi«oe, 
Auguat2, 1323. and entered into the aerviee of Cborlea de Valoio.

SmeWcTwa. probably a kbd of body-armoav. Renouard, in the Lesiixue 
Roman, girea “Lemiera, limiire, sorle d’armnre on lames de n»haa,' 
eihnn a paesago in the Life of S. EonoraC, where it ss mentioned with 
tbe'^mboison. The term, and also probably the peculiar kind of ^onr 
which it designslod, are Italian. See the quotations cited in the Vooeb. 
della Crosca, where Lamisra is eiplaioed to be ^'Eabergo di lama di 
ferro.” Ducange aho cites oertwn atatotea regarding does on importation 
of “lameriarum ct pectoralium.” We hare not hitherto found mention 
of a pur d« funsU', nor of pairs de heseeeue, nnlese the latter may be 
identical with the pieces of armour, appajently part of the helmet, whicli 
occur in the Ic#e of Richard Bcauobamp by John Rous, who relates that 
tbe Bari tilting with Sir Hogh Lswney, “ Smote op hia visat thries and 
brake liis bcsagues aad other barneys.”* 

An item which presents considerable difficult here occurs, namely, 
X tabor' pro ripar'.*’ Intho "Wardrobe Book, 28 Edw. L, published by 
the Society of Antiquarica, p. 89, a payment oecors “ pro decern tabores 
pro Riper'emptis.” They were purchased by the sheriffs of Ixmdonby 
Se king's order, and sent to him at Nottingham. Agab, atp. 301, a 
payment Is found to a mseaengei carrying the king’s letters to the sheriffs, 
“pro Tnburis et fUparla per eesdem Ticecomltes emend’,” to., and for 
hiring a hackney to ^rlsg the said tabors to the king. Tbe term is again 
found in a passage in tbe Cbronicles of Ralph de Dioeto, under the year 
1191, during the reign of Richard C»ur d© Lion.' A young man of the

I., before »ted, that ripo^ eigaified a peraon enga^ in acme 
of the fonctiona of falconry, poaslbly in the puraiilt of wtletrowl on the 
banka of rivere, Sir John de Bikenow, the AgtuTc<iriue Begis, rweireJ 
Ilia wagea at the rate of 2t. per diem for 43 daya, “ per quoe fait extra 
coriam oum BBturcia Repa ad ripatxi' per rieea ; ” and vftrioua peraooa 
in tbe serrice of Sir John received payments for keeping hawks in mew 
and for time paaaed " extra curiam m npontfo pertices."*. T)ie word ii 
not found in Docange : in Henacbera edition we find i^tponare, expluoed 
a» rignifyiog hawking, aucujxm. 

The heterogeneous eluLncter of the itema here enucoemted aa fonnd lo 
Mortimer'* caatle, may eerveto supply a aingnlar picture of the intetier 
condition* of the stronghold of tbe Lord Marcher. With tho stare 
cpplianeeaof warwefod mingled those for field sports, fetters for prisoners, 
nets for an Bring wild beasts, poattbly ioclodiog wolrea; tbo"aperth’ d( 
Hibernia,” tbe Irish axe or epartb, which Brompton and ether chresicler\ 
tell ue was brought to Ireland by the Norwegians \ * body armour and ' 
objects destined only for thetoomament; hoaachmdTeasel* and prorisiona; 
and amidst these an inoldental trace of some approach Cowards social 
ref cements, the large cbess*board pauntedand gUt, the JtmiUa of ebeaa* 
men being alao found in a latar part of tbe Inventory ; tbe “ taUar’ ds 
inuge,” a board for tlie game of Cables or draugbcs, formed of aome exotic 
wood, doubllese of aromatic quality, auid eonaidered to be that of cho 
nntmsg tree. Snob Bastere rarities were held in high eatimatian, la the 
Inrentory of effects of Homphry de Bohuu, 1322, given by Mr, Hndson 
Turner in this Journal, toL it. p. 348, occur tbe items, " j- poume muge 
mya en ua erampoua dargent ore menuea piers et perlee; J. petite ooupe 
da muge ore le pee at le ooverole d’argeat susorrd.” 

From the castle the Inventory leads ua to tbe outer court, wherein were 
stored in atoeks various kinds of grain and hay, dtc„ and there also were 
found heifers, oxen, ewine, and five pee,eo«ks, their value was not known. 

We next proceed to Che effects found in Wigmore Abbey, situated about 
A mile from die oastle. That noble monastery had been amply endowed 
by Hugh ifortimer, in 1179. and on the presept occsmou the patron sppeare 
to liBve confided to the monka his costly liangiogs aod eoverleU, carpets 
find dorscre, and also hU wardrobe, with a preeione heir*loOTn, tiie brasen 
horn, "qnofi nna cum quodam ftiuchono est, ut dicitor, Oarta tone de 
Wygemore,” This tenure-horn was delivered op to die King : we are not

diaoorered. Tba tovn bu a&rdad objaeta of cnore ordloary uti* 
quarian bkaraaS, and I may aanUon (be importaot colloc(ion of Eomaii 
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rendoe. t*>e property of tie CorpOTAtiott, freely open to the mipeetiwi of 
the fneeds oad mem^ere of tio Ina^iute, Our Deighhouibood eleo preieota 
n rich veriety of chorchee end eccle^ticil hoUdioge, m well ai strihiog 
essmp]«B of domeitle architecture, lueh ae the manor houaee at South 
Wroxball and Sreat Chalfleld. I iruit* my Lord, that the inquiriei of the 
Institufe, during iw viiit, may be replete with gralifica^on, and that 
favourable oppoitunltlea will be found of enabling thoeo who bare bonourad 
ui by theii attendance to ihveeltgate the Tarioue objeoUof intorert In a 
eetiiftetotT nasner. Tbe loetitute will foel gratelul, vUb me, M tbe 
eitiseeeof 'Bath for tbe readioeu wbiob they bare erinoed in enrlcbbg 
tbe lo«aI Muieuaj. Mo applieatioti i for aaiiatanoe i n thia reipbct bare boen 
made in vain; they have been promptly and liberaJly met. In oenoluricm, 
mj Lord, I would agein tender to year Lordehip and tbe members of tbe 
Arohieologioal Inetitute tbo hearty welcome of tbe OorporarioA and oiUiena 
of £aih, to this onr aneleot ^ty. 

Tbo Right Rot. BUbop OaSK also deeired cordially to weieoino the noble 
Preeident and tbe Archaeologteel Inititute. Altboogh be bad entered bat 
little into tbe itudyof archaeology, bemusl eordimly admit ibat there 
were many ciroumstenoet which reconmonded arobaeologloal inquiries to 
hUioind. In tbe drat place, euoK a study, a* the Mayor well ooeerved, 
teeded to illuetrate bletwy, to esplala ear ouitomi, ead It led to tbe oon- 
lideratiOD of the fbundatlou of ow laws and inititutioni. Another advantage 
conoeoted with reeestobioto antiquity wae, that It not only illuilrated and 
eonfmed history, hot gave reality to the blstorloal facts wbiob we read. 
There wae eleo a great advoatage in the Institute holding neetingi in 
different parte of the kingdom ; they neooiiarily bad a lencenoy to wrow 
light upon tbo abiurd ideas wbieh won often entertainod. He rcoiomberod, 
wbaa a '^y, bearing in Yorkehlre. that certain largo beaps of stonea 
(which were BO doubt fuaeral moundi)hed been brought by fairies I another 
legend was nflon related to the effect tl)at a oeriala mound was caused by 
a witeb, who wae earryisg etonea to a cenaiu ipot, end that being intor* 
rupted, she let them fali, Mow the reiearohee of Arcbaeologiite disproved 
eucb vliionary fablee, and i&veeted with a reel Inlarest the objeote dit^ 
oovered. Another great adrantago connected with euoh reaearobee wee. 
that they were oalmlated to oxdte deep tbankfulocn for onr preseot 
poeltion. For inelaneo, when we referred to the relics of tbe Druide, m egei 
whsB probably tbe neighbourhood wae covered with a great foreet, and tbe 

E opulotion was in e state of barberiem, or we looked beck oo tbe times of 
Oman bUtory, wefoued cuetome which must ffll our mlode with ropugoaoce, 
and regroc t^at maDkiod abonid have been eualaved by snob debaiing 
luperstUione. There could be no doubt that tbe leodencj of snob die* 
ooveriee wee highly beoefioiol, for theytaughtnato bethenkful that we lived 
in timoi so enlightened as tbo present, and to be thaokful, he truited, to 
PrevideDce, for tbe light of Sacred Truth which we enjoy. He begged to 
second the welcome which tbe Mayor bad given to bis Lordship and tbe 
Institute. 

Jaaou UuitCH, Beq,.expressed bii wish to offer tbe lasritute welcome in 
the name of tbe Bath Litenry and Seientldo loititution. TbenJcaiaot 
duty which dovolved upoo him would bare been far better, and far more 
sppropriately, dJiebarged by t veaerable friend who, for re any year*, 
presid'ed over tbel loatitution, aed whose came wae well*koowo in connection 
with eemo blgber ioteraete of the dty. He was sure that all who were

conferrad opon them. He feared, if iha troLh must be ^dcwd, that lew 
had done what tbej coeld jn the arthaceJggica) opportnaltiae eo abundantly 
praaeoted Co them; but he uigfit expreea the eanuat andcipation that 
their Tiaitora ware preeeot, net taerelj (e eberiah chair own tastee aad 
iocnaae th«r own kztowled^ bat to iapart to ocher* what they deemed lo 
Tfrluable tbemaelrea.

Bnter—rfanew et wmera6fle noeww—in bia well-knowD 
eeeej, haa ealJ, “ Bath bee deaerred to hare a name in the literature aod 
Bcienea of Bogland," let them hope that they bad not ae far degenerated 
at the praaent daj aa net to luul the of the Arehaeologieal Inatitote 
with (be greateal pleanre. It wai oeedleen to go into anbjeett eo i^o eaa> 
Taaeed on theee oeeaauna. TVe oiUi^ of the society, oo one, he thought, 
could qoeeSioo. By meaoa ei ita annul pregreaeee, by the aiertaona ^in* 
diridnal nemberi, aod by iaa Jeamal, aUentMO bad, in aumberleae Injtaoeaa, 
been dbeeted to otgeete td biatorieal inporiaoee and iaiereet, whioh 
bed tberobj been preaerrad from deaf end injnry. What eu Impulae 
alio bad bm giru bj (he lutrtiito Co reearcha wbidi had elicited mat 
valuable infonsatkiii, and opened to the atodent new aoaroee of inquiry. 
There was no one Urieg la the paeeot dey nndar (he adTaategee wbieb 
we enjoyed from oar aBeeetoca, beC moat be senable of the nob inheritance 
we poaeeaaed from them. Ker wu it poeaihle that aoy man could cen- 
templaie the moQoaieiiCs of antiquity which they had beqnatbed to ns, 
and inrestagate the enatoma and manner* he spoke of thoae oaly which 
were eicelleot—which they bed left aa, withou being thankful that he 
was an Engli shman. He could not nanma bia seat intbovt referring to 
the very important eervkea whioh hit Lordship (the Pruideot) had 
invariably rendered in tbe good nsnes. is which they ware engaged. He 
would here allude nerueularlj to hia reeeot efibrta on the aubjeet of 
Treasure Trove. Wi thin the ZiM month Lord Talbot bad ioCroduced 
into PariiamcDC a bill, wbieb be (Hr. Markland) doobtad not, if paaied iato 
a law, wonld prerent mlnable antiqnitSaa bHng aacHfieed aa they bate 
been In former jeart. Hr. Harklaod then nferra to the preservadon of 
moDomencal loecriptiona, a nbjeet which waa of grant importance both to 
hiatoriaos ond bkograpbara, and to wbieb (he Soeiety of AntiqQarie^^tbelr 
venerable perent^^haJ reeeotlj directed apeelal aUaodon. He regretted (bat 
Cbey were deprived of the presence of many of those who on former 
ooeoslons graced tbe anembliea of the Zoatiuite. He might partioolarly 
mention, from lettera which be bad recsired, tbe iwgmt whioh waa expreeeed

The Noble Cbadocap then eud: Mr. Ue;or, Ledlee, tad Qeotieraen. 
1 feel gretefol to ^u, sod I have greet pleetare os tbe pert of Che 
ArohAeolugicftl Inetitute, in exprouing osr vrermeet thnnke for tho honour 
you have Msfetred oo u in iovitlng ni to your beautiful eity. 1 mart 
ohierre tbat Batb ie net altogether osknown to me.. For many yeare I 
hare bees familltr vith it. and I can appreoiate masy of those beeuties tad 
advftstigei which it poueiMi. It is, howerer, a matter of great satisfaction 
to me to be able to pMS a few days in that aneleot city, to pursue mci*e 
in detail tbe isvsetdgaiion of those moDusieuts vbioh are situated in the 
neighboorhood. and derote special ooiiii deration to scoh ouatous and 
historioal assooiatioes as are oouneoted with it. 1 shall sot, upon tlie 
present oosasica, enter into asy of thoee general ^ueetlcos which demon' 
strate the adrantagei arising f^om the study of arebaeolo^. Tliat sub* 
jeet hai been well alluded to by eorae who bare prooe^ me, aod It 
is eee now uoivenallj rooognUe^. AH wbo value aocurasy In history, 
^1 who feel the latereet which is conveyed In history by dotaitM 
aeeouBti Insteed of vague gensrellsatieas, must feel the great eharm 
lufueed into a oanative of earlv eventa, when it ie roudered more like the 
ebronicle of a eontcniMrarv tlas the work of a uewly.joforned writer 
of the proseat ego. ‘'To snow the InoreaMng interest which boglas to 
be generally felt, 1 need not go further tliao to draw attention to tJ)e 
ccrmel reception whioh has been given to those pubJioatioos wlilch hove 
appeered within the last few years, illustrating details of social life. The 
works of Ure. Zvcrotc Oresa end Mlis Strickland, anti of other ladiee of 
ncooaplishinonta and letnitng, show that aroliaeologloel investigations 
into the mtnaers of timee past, possess very great attraction. The former 
lady is partioolerlyprtisevortby, end she bee rcooited e very high tsetimony 
of approval from the goveromeet. by being one of those who are Introsted 
with Che inporteot duty of olaaslfyiDg the uatlooel dooumeats preserved in 
the State l*aper Office, in London, The city of Bath, aewn all knew, 
bee been oelebrated for the taste of its iDbebitanti, for the patronage they 
have gireo to the more liberal arte, and for tbe number ol dlstlsgulshed 
persons wbo have made it their residence, in order to oultivate with 
more t^uiot, aod less disturbed by the turmoil of life, those moi e oongenial 
and profitable pursuits. I aaed not allude at any lergch to the coureo tbe 
society will pursue on tbe present occasion. Tbeie will be iotersetlng ev« 
eutaions.bul I hope that wo ebell have a good supply of memoirs ou subjects 
of local interest. It is most important to remember the I tbe success of 
tbs Inetitute, and of soeh meetings as tlie preeeat, Is more depeudeot upon 
the value of the memoirs commuoicated to the Sections, than upon 
excursioQS, which often prove moro attraetivo. I trust that we shall have an 
ample provision oa the present oooaaion, and that there will be com- 
muDicatioui Hlusti ati))g every branch of archaeological luvestigation. It ie 
one of the merits of our study that hardly anything ie of too trivial or too 
^miliar a character not to poeacss an Intei'ast when duly inveatlgated with 
referenee to times past. One gentlemui. a writer of oo mean attainments, 
oonaeoted with the city of Bath, wrote an Interesting irsAtise opoo the

W« know irbat iasportaot reiulU « chftoge 
of tb® Ifc* bis offaoted m Denmark, and U appear* certain tbet the reaulta 
of a aimllar meaeure muW prore of aqml advaotaee to arobaeology in 
ihU oouotrj. I do ftot mean to contend that it ii the oalj thing vanted. 
Ko doubt greater aitenUontopoblio monumeota is absolutely repaired. Ooe 
advantage of a society, such aa the Institute, is that It keep* waton on 
public authootio*; an^ I must here admie that there are many corporations 
which do not t* 3 c* the eame iotereat as the Corporation of Bath has shown 
in tbe preseryation of ita ancient monuments, Some of the worst acts of 
▼aadalism hays been committed by such bodies. One of the ol^octs 
of such an auocistioa as oars u to msdnieio vigilant watch for such pro* 
floedioga, and I ba»e reason to think from my own oiparieaee, that when 
tbs etfl apprehended is fsirly stated, we seldom hate difficulty in obtainiug 
redrei*. it requires however greet assiduity and promptitude in obtaining 
aceurate and early information. It was. therefore, rer^ detirable iliat we 
should have tome publJv department to take an interest In the matter, and 
to be ready to ioterpose when any Injary to Katioual uoDouantais projected. 
It is Tory difficult, in this free oouotry, to interfere with the rights of w 
individoal, and eompel him to do even that which everybody edmite M be 
reqursd; but I trnst that there will be well considered suggestions brought 
forward in regard to these questions, which may enable ui to deal effeotually 
with this Impertaot aobject. In Trance, there exiita a Coanltteo of Arta 
and Monuments, whlo^ takes ooplaasoe of the preservation of ancient 
remaiai. and whisb in many instaneos acts well. We know, however, that 
the government of Trance Is a very different govsromsnt to our own. 
AJtliough Prance has uniTsrsal saffrage. it is not m tlis enbyment of the 
same liberal privileges that we enioy. Tlie |ovemusnt of Prance is omni* 
potent; it can prevent a porion (roiug anything it oootiders wrong, and by 
that means it does very much to pteservo ancient monuments. At the same 
time, 1 must oandldly admit that the Froneb Mvemrneot have not always 
been equally sucese^. I hare heard a remailable instance of this which 
may interest some present who are aoqoeinted with Fionob astlquitiee. 
Tilers wsa a ourioua tower In the oeiitre of Peris which belonged originally 
to the Koighta Templara The autlquarleas of Paris wer« ezoewogly 
anxious to preKrvo it. On tlie other band there were many persona, who 
had property In the neighbourhood, householders of Peris, who are a vory 
important body, and these wore anzloas to remove what they oousldered a 
Qulsaoce, Matters at length came to na issue: the untiquenaDs usorted that 
tiiey regal'ded tbe tower aa one of the few venei'sblo reDains left in Parle, 
ni that it ought to bo preserved. But the shopkeepers in tbe neighbour' 
hood sent a deputation to the Emperor, and pointed oat the iDCOuvenienoe 
etassd hy this tower, aod that they weiw anxlooe to get lid of ii. I 
belisre that tbe Emperor has no very great archaeolopoal turn of mlud, 
so ho said St once, Let it be removed."’ The antiqushan party next day 
siismbled : they were ready to proteet, and tried to interfore, but it was 
too lace : tbs tower wa* reoioved. There is another anecdote, which may 
not bo irrelevant ou tbe preaeut occaaloo, sioce It Is atidkiogly lUastratlve of th e 
way in which they do things la Fraooe. Theie was anothei' very remark* 
able tower, part of the old church in the Place du Chfltelst, which the 
antiquarians were exceedingly aoxlous to preserTO ; but it was situated In 
very iocoovealent proximity to some new sti eota that wore in course of

1 put it into EpgIUb, because it U eaaier lovrlte, ae well u because 
it may poasibly be more oonTonieot : not knowiog vhetUer, in joor 
aatiquariac aMf, you hare indulged year appetite with Aaglo-Saxon, Too 
hare very probably some topographical historian of Botli, who hse diuorered 
noUoaa of Abbot ^ijifsigeor BiW. 1 hare net ivlth hii aaoieio other 
doounients, and 1 think the Cambridge nanuieri^ from wbieh this waa 
takes, waa formerly the property of Beth Abbey.' 

To thie relume Sfr. Hunter rofori, at p, 78 of his valuable esiay “Hj« 
Cooaeolion of Beth aiih the Literatnre end Sdence of Bnglaod.’' ^Ifaigs, 
or Birsy, was die Afth and last Abbot of Bath. Se died lo 1067. 36on 
efUr hie death, the see of Welle was remered to Batli. In 1106 John de 
Villula, or of Toore, tUe Bishop of tbe dioeese, ooafoited the oity, witli 
ite appurtenancie and nriooe landi and tenomente in ite neighbourhood, 
on tbe Konaetery of St. Peter, appointing the aame to be goreroed by a J^rior, 
initsad of an Ab’bct. (See Bugd. Monaet. ii. 257.) Hfekoa has also giten 
an Anglo*5exon Initrucaent roratlDgto a Orldsolpe at Bxetar {from a MB. 
in ths Cathedral), founded under »e eanotiouand oonourrecoe ofOibera, 
Bishop of Exeter, from 1072 to U07, and the Caooasof 8t. Peier'ein th« 
oity with the namea of tbe Memben in rarious plaoea. Agmo, at n. 20, 
lliokee prlate (from M8. Cott. Tib. B. V, f 75), a third dooument in Anglo. 
BaxoQ, also aooompaoled by a Latin Tersiem, oontauiog the agreemeet for a 
Oyldioipe at Cambridge, between a nomber of peraeae eiolusirely laymen. 
Theie nilee ere exoeadlngly ourioui, «d are appended to thsee obeerva* 
tlone. A fourth loetrumant of tbe aamo obaraoter is printed by liiokse 
at p. 21, from the same MS. Tbe regulations are equally curious; 
this latter was made at Bxeter, neither of tbe two Utt, Bir Predenck 
Madden infonns me, are dated, but no doabt they are all aWe the 
pai'iod 1100, or rather later.

These guild*, accoi-ding to Lingard, existed in every populous district, lo 
numerou* ramifications. Some were restricted to the performance o! 
religion* dutiee, and all were solldtoos to provide for the apinwal welfnre 
of the departed brethren, In some places, eaoh member paid a sum for the 
good of ie soul of a deoeoeed broth ar. If one fell sick at a d letanoe, certeja 
of his brethren brought bim home and attended hii funeral. Araong the

Hampton Down waa alao vialted under 
the gddaaoe of the itev* Id. U. Scartb. He dlrooted attention to Warn* 
dyke, the great Delglo boundary, a portion of wbieh li bare *017 diilluoB. 
l^hey wore sow, be ebaerrad. on entering upon tho Down, upon the aite of an 
anoiaat Dolgie tektJentent, wlnoli, ne ^ubl, exiited before the Ohrlatian 
ore and oon^uued until after the Roman oooupatlen; the Romani living in 
the ralley, and the natirea npou tl\e bill. The vlaltora prooeeded over tlie 
trookway throaghtha camp, vblob le diatiootly marked, oad the dlvl^ona 
ef the Mttlement aonpoea^ to bare been ooeupled by different tribea ore 
olio obeerrahle. Mr. Seortb pointed out the aituatlon of other eeapi, 
inoluding that on tho oppoaite bill of Solabury, where the goddeia Sofia 
Buppoaed to have baen worahipped, and which or tbo neighbouring 
]iil! of Cannerdowf) the Sanooa invadad Doth. Remaina of hut oirelea are 
traoeeble on Hampton Down. Skeletoni depflaiked b a lUting poature had 
been found in tbo eide of the hill, at a ipot probably uaed ai a buiial placo 
for tlie eettiemeDt. Tho roadway or atone aveoae from the camp to the 
aneient temple or place of judluel oeaerably. woa olao abowa, u were tho 
iwmalDa of the Druid icol oirele itielf. Tliii oirolo wu formerly mach 
mere eomplete, and It ia to bo regrattod that many of the atonm bate baeu 
carried ftway to form omamanUi ruok*w«k in the Bath Park end in private 
gftrdena.

Tbe coOagca of (be peasantry for many milea 
rooad, wbere they bad not bean modeniieed. were of great interast i aad 
in toasy of (be Tillages (he tradltwo of Ge^ric Domeetic Arebltectnre was sot 
lost. Is iUostration be nu^t meatMti that is tbe Tillage of Lacocb, where 
be reaided, eome eottagee bad mently bees bsUt by tbe TiHsge maion ae 
a matter <£ specslitios. and be bad introdneed the mnlUoned window, 
which WM nan belter than som «f ^loae be bad been eaUed opoo to 
make when working osdv arcbitnetL Tbe art (rf aawiog atone aeeae alao 
to bara bean practised bare when cbiseli and other instroments lequuiog 
piore labovr in tb^ nee were employed ebewbere.

It drfferod >b tfaia ^oq those magDifieeot foreign 
churches, whieb is the lefty proper^oos of (be elffeatory it imluted, ti)at 
ths form of the isterito, the eaeeodsj point to be made obviMi is Oolhio 
architecture, was not hidden or dragmsed by a bage leafioldiag of atone* 
work. He then proceeded to later tames. r»wbed that in Bnih at leaat 
thot which had been the aobject ef eo nmeh obloquy eltowbere, street 
•reUiteetore. bad been praciuied betttf than in almost nay other place. 
Among the earliest specimens of this ftyia, wen the sound and grand 
niassea of the Pandea; Uilaem Street also eontaSaed eons good arcLi* 
taoture, hot it bad been moeb iojared by the eoiireiwoo of the lower part 
of tbe hoBsea into abopc. Tbe upper ade of Queen’s Square was one 
rDagoifleent whole: tbe Creeoect waa,perbepe too baaiy io Its eoloaoal 
port, but it was a aoUe atmetnre in a noble atoation: and the Clrcoa was 
the happiest Idea of turning the Reman Aaphitheeuw outside In. aod eon* 
Tertlng ;t into habetadons, that be had oeon. Indeed, the elaaoieal orders 
aa they were known is Rome, ir«« leareely anywhern carried out with ao 
high a degree of pmi^ u in Bath. 

Ur. EewAfia Permajc then ddremd his DUeoorae on the Archlteetuml 
styles and pecnliaritiea of Ualmeabory Abbey* Be took ooeaaion to depre* 
cate the selection of placee fot exenrsou at the Anoial Uee^ga of tlie 
Institute, remote from tbe locality in which tlm Society aaaembled. Ho 
iiifited atCeotion to the evioaa Angki-SaTon chnreh eilstiug at Bradford, 
within a short distance of Bath, and oo^eeted that if possible that plnco 
should be visited in prsferonee to the more disUnt ohireh of Ualmeaonry, 
annoaoced in (be pn^ramme for tbe following day.

At the Ereniog Ueetiag io the Assembly Rooms, araluable Hemcir 
was read by Ur. Trb. U. P.. Oa the Discoveries reeeatly made at Bodnia, 
tbe ancient fielicarnassus. Bameroos lUustratioos were ubibited. 

SitUKDiT, July 24. 

This day bad been devoted to an excotrioa to Castle Combe aad Ualeaes- 
bory Abbey. Tbe party proceeded at an early hour by train to Cotsbam, 
aod tbeaeeJa oarriages by Blddestooe. where they examined the open belfry 
of tbs dmreb, tbe earliest known example of the kind, tbe leper’s window, 
the BoraiaD font, Ac., to Castle Combe. After ioepeoting the churcb, 
rseently restored, the cress'legged effigy of one of the Be DaostajiTille 
family, the paloted ^ssa. ^c.. theTirtora were condneted tbroogh Cie 
gardens of Mr. Pouletk Scrope’s rcsidaocs to the British camp and tbe 
castle beyond. That a Rotean station existed near this spot appears fiom 
iiutcarons coios aod Rowan reflcs luroed up by the plough at various times. 
The Fosse way poasci wltliln a short dietanee of the Castl^biU. and forms 
the parish boundary on the West. A plan of the entrcDcbmeDta ie given 
in Ur, Scrope'e Hlatoiy of the ancient Barooy of Caatle Combe.‘ and 
in tbe Ahriogmeut of tbat iaterNting rolome, produced in the TransaC’ 
tions of the WUeahi e Arehmotogicid Society. The earop occnples a 
aU'iklng poaitfon; the area la about eight acres, and is divided by traos* 
vei se wo^B into several compartmente, within the last of wblob. towards 
the extreme point of the bill, the lower chambers of a keep-towar. eOB> 
aidereJ to be of Norman «orb, are still to bo aoen. The party than 
proceeded to Ualmsahury. 

Mr, J. £. PaHKbb. F. S. A., who biodly acted as cicorone to the 
exenrsionists, poioted out that the earliest part of tbe church was Norman. 
Tbe Abhay was originally Snion ; the Normans began to rebuild it io 
1185i and probably earrisd It on to 1150, and the doorways were inserted 
about 1170 or 1180. When good banmei’ and chisel wo^ woa foaod 
it gouerelly hidicatsd a date later than 1150 or 1160. The aculptore of 
the chisel was vary rare till near 1150. A aimplo too] would be aaffident 
to aceoeot for the billet work and shallow mouldbga; ahnllow work was

He began ai the west cod, booeoae tbe maDoer ia which (be jobta of the 
doorway h&re heeDinaerted in tbe earlier work is there disunotlj risible, 
and this doorw^ ti part of the riehly eeulptored work eit&ctly of the aame 
kind and of the same date as the rerj rich eoath doorway and porch. 

In the eoutkem side the great por^, the lower tier of windows, aa upper 
Uer, some Syjig hottressee. with tb«r pinnacles, sad an orascacnul open 
pan^et, elsim atten^on. Round tbe lower part of the wall was a contmued 
serlee ^ iatersseti&g aroU mouldings, forming arcades, which most bevo 
been iotended merely for ornament; these are eontlnoed along the weetern 
front and also ronnd the traosepts. Immediately abore is a plain Mrieg 
moulding, ud ever that a range cn round'beaded windows, in which, b^g of 
enlarged dimensioni, mullioiu and tracery hare been introduced. The 
upper windows or clerestory are in tbe Decorated £og)ieh etyle. The 
exterior and inteiior doorwaya of the sontbern porch are co*ered with 
elaborately ornamental aculptuie. Tbe figurce appear to represent rancos 
gubjeote from the Old and Kew Testament : and (hough distorted and ill- 
desig^, yet, as specimene of the art oftbeir ege, they are exUemelyourloua. 
The inner doorway, witbont columos. Is ^ao doeorat^ with scolptaree. 

hir. Parker stated that tbe dfteenth century tracery bad been introdaced 
in windows of tho twelfth oenturj ; tbe open parapet was of the fourteenth 
centnrj j tbe outer arch and eoaiug of the perch were of the fourteenth, and 
the inner arebea iato in the twelfth century, Tbe interlamag of tbe cma- 
ments was eery curious, almost uniqoe ; tbe flying buttresses were of the 
fourteenth century end Tetr fiue. I'rom the flat buttresiee between tbe 
clerestory wiodows lie cansllered that the KormaB church was of the same 
height as tbe present; the circular oraacaents called potsrtw are nlcnost 

E oonliar to Malmsebury. Tbe church was designed of its full use originally, 
ut from the irregularity in the form of the buttresses near tbe wset end, he 
bclie?ed that there had been an iaternption iu the work. 

Proceeding to lbs in^de, Mr- Parhar poinUd oot the irregularity of the 
work, sjid mentioned that after proee^Ing for a time tbe bnllding must 
have becQ diseontlnucd for want cf funds, and hare been contioued by a 
different set of workmen. The pobted atohes bad soraeUmea been ood- 
sidered to be tbe earliest of t!>e leind in Eoglarfii The mouldings and 
omamenU were about 1140 to 1160, and he eawno reason why the archeu 
should not be aaeigoed to tbe same period. Tbe two eastern arebea were 
constructed at a later data than the others, though the capitals were of the 
earlier period. Tbe triforium was of tbe same period (1150), and be 
thought riiat the original design had been carried out. A great portion ^ 
the omameoUl work was probably cut after tbe atones were placed in tbeir 
positione. The raulting was of tbe fourteenth century, and of a beautiful 
kind i the boseee were elegantly csrred, the amogarnent of the nbs and 
tbe eide-Taulta rery good, Of the projection from the derestory it was 
obearred that it was laid by some to be the abbot's oratory connected with 
bis rosidence. It might hare been for the nee of the ringen. Some said 
it was for a smeJJ organ, or some other murioad instniueni. Tbe centre 
Taulted c^og with the ^restory windows were ioserted in ^e fourteenth 
century. The rsnltiog of the side aisles helonge to the original work of the 
twelfth. The oomioe abore tbe srohee, containing the Crteak “ Uu alter- 
natelyrerersed, wes rery nnoommon, and was locked npon as an indiostioo.

omplojod. Tho ramaitiiiig portion of tba stono Mreon waa of the time of 
Hear/ VIII .; ereotad when the tower fell, and inaertad in the Iformau work. 

The maaa of raina at the eeat end of tbe atructure waa then inspected ; 
the loftj and Bls|:ti!aivehaped arah, one of the four which anpportad the 
central tower, oxoited admiratiou. ** Tbe (uobiraalt (aaje BntCon) dooa not 
apriog immadiataly from tbo capitals aa la usual In the aecm-oircuJar arch, 
but the mouldinga, after preaerviog their perpendicolar lioee for about sir 
feat abora th« oapitala, oon?arge, and form an arch of what ia commonly 
called the bone-^oe shape, rather flattened at tbe top. The )nler*columola< 
tiou la not 10 wide by nsoHy ten faet as that on the weatem aide of the 
tower i oouequeDtly tlie latter formed a parallelogram.” From this cause 
the arches aeroaa tbe narrow space would not be of the same fom as Ihoea 
orer the wider spaces. Tbe fragments of oroament iuide the remaining 
portion of tbe tower, Ur. Parker looked upon as indicating that the tower 
was a lantorn tower open to tbe ehnrcb. The ebanoel was of the aaine 
date as the nave: tbe church was so injured by tbe fall of the central 
tower ee to render it necessary to out it off from the rest of the building. 

Tbe door and wiodowe ou tbe north side were tbeu ezamioed. With 
respect to tbe geble window, mlscalJed a doromr, bfr. Parker obsorred that 
it wee probably carried up and the wiodow ioserted to give additional light 
to an altar or obaotry ioside the eborch. Pointing out the comparatively 
plain appearanee of Uus portion, he remarked that It was not the custom t^ 
ornameat all parts of ohurohes alike, but only those portions that wore 
most in view. There were many Instances of this practice. 

After Tiiiling the rectory boose and vestlgee of the estenslTe conventual 
haifdings, tbe party returaM by Chippenham to Bath. 

Monday, July 26. 

An Sscartion was made, under the obliging goidanco of the Rev. H. 
U. SceutB aud Mr. C« E. Bsvia, to Euglishoombe, the remarkable remaios 
of the Wansdyke, Stanton Drew, and some other local!tiee of greet 
arobeok«ieal interest. Mr. Scarth gave a detailed aoeouat of tbe course 
and peculiar features of (be Wanadyke, which, after traTersIng Wiltshire 
from east to wait, enfars Somerset ou the brow of Farley Down, and 
oroeses the Avon a little beyond Batbford, theoce ascending to the ancient 
camp on Eampton Down, sod at the back of Prior Park towards the Fosse 
Way, which it traverses. It ia best seen at Fnglisbcombe; thence It pio* 
ceods to tbe bill camp of Stautonbury. and may bo distinctly traced near 
ComptoD Daodo ; after which it reaches a camp at Maes Knoll, of 
which it forms, as likewise in two other instances in Somereet, tbe northern 
boundary. Tbo lino beyond this fortress is very obscure ; it hsi been 
eupposed to terminiUe st Porllshead on the Severn. This dyke was 
probably the last froutier of the Belglo province ■, and Sir R. Colt Hoare 
points cut evidence of its having been need likewise by tbe Saxons, as a 
boundary between two petty kiogdoms, the West Saxon and Merciaru 
At Englishoombe tbe atUntioo of the visitors was arrseted by tbe 
ancient bam, with an early English finisl, windows, woodwork, and other 
portions which were referred by Mr. Parker to tbe fourteenth oeutiuy. Two 
croorform apertures, filled with tncery on the inmde, he oonsidered ualque, 
and possibly work of the time of Edward I. The p^y visited tbe ramalas 
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of CMtId of tb« So 6oumsj9, ond tha cKiirchi $> amioturo ohip6/ of 6b« 
troontioDftl period ebont L180: tbe cbonoel «m rebuild t Edward 11, A 
einpUir eSgy of an lefant ia iweddlbg eiotb« h Man ov«r tbe oWeel 
arob.

I»o^ rooeotly restored by Mr. Gore 
iMgloa, under the dlreoUooa of Mr, B&tu, was neiC vislMd; eleo tUe puk^ 
m&sor*bouse, and eoade of St, Loea ; wfaeuee the pert; proceeded to 
Stuton Bu^ HiU, and tbe reaiark^Le encampment which ceomaada a 
most exteonre ?iew. Tbe Ten. Arcbdeacon Ounniog kindl; directed the 
attention of tbe TtBiMn to its Taried and inieteeibg featuree, At Compton 
Dando ehurob Ur, Scarth pointed out a Bomon altar, add to bavo been 
fooud in tbe Wansdyke, ana sow built into one of tbe butcresaea, It boars 
two fibres, Msaibi; Apollo and Eeroules. On tbs road tb^ce to Stanton 
Draw, Arehdeaoon Ounulag pnoted out tbe boga stone known as the 
“Qiant'a Quoit,” add to bare bsen thrown b; a giant from Maes KnoH- 
Oo reaebing the Sroidical eirolea, of which a map liu been giren in tbia 
volooe, p. idd, anU, the Tisltors were kiadlv welcomed b; Mr. Coatee, 
son of tbe proprietor of the estate on wbiob tSe remuna are utueted. and 
an interesting discourse on their character, aa compared with tboM at 
Stonehenge and at Aburj, waa delivered b;the Rev, J. Bathuret Scene. 
Ur. Uoore, a gentleman latimatel; acquainted with the gaolog; of tbe 
district, oSered some remarks npon tbe matsrids of whlob tbe masriTe 
blocks are f3rme<l, and stated that the nearest place at wbiob similar stone 
new appeara za at Broad field Sown, distant three znilsa and a half. The 
remains of a cromlech or sepulcbral chamber were pointed oot b; Ur. 
Bathurst Deane near Stanton cboreb, where also some featurea of interest 
were examined; the Nonsen font, an incised tomb of unusual cberacter, and 
a building adjacent to tbe cbnrcb, now known as "the Priest's Souse,” 
poeribl; an Anchorite a cell. The part; returned Cowards Bath ihrongb 
Queen Charlton, Eeynsham, end Bitcoa, where the obiaf objeeta ofiotoreet 
are the ebantr; cliape), bnilt 1299, bj Thomas Se Bittoo, Bishop of Exeter, 
and the Combs of the Bittons. The; hare bean described in a Memoir 
bj the Rov, H. T. Edacombe, in the Transactions at tbe Ueetlog of the 
Institiite at Bi'iatol, p. 248. One of these merDoriali, a remarkable cross* 
legged sfflgj with the head in ralief, the rest of tbe figure briog pourtrajed 
b; incised outlioes onl;. ia there figured. It is supposed to repreeent 
Blobert de Bitten, who lived about the time of Edward I,

Tbe Annual Ueating of Members of tbe Institute was held at ten o’clock. 
Tbe Chair hariog been taken b; Lord Talbot n Kalaezpb, the Report 
of tbe AndiCors for the prerious jwar (printed in tbia volume, p. 178}. and 
the following Annual Report of tbe Central Committee were submiUed 
to tbe meeting, and both were nnanimoua] j adopted. 

In accordaoce with acoustomsd usage, tlie Caotral Comoltteo gladly 
availed tbeioselvos of the ecoasion presented by the Annual Asuubly of 
the Institute, to pass In review tbe general progrsea of tiie Society, sod 
the advance of Archeological research during tbe previous year. They 
could not rehwin from tbe exprusion of coograiuJation, not only to those 
membei'B who had responded to the friendly mritarions of a city replete 
with associatioDS highly Interesting to the antiquary, but to those also, 
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throu|boo» tbe realm» wlio bed beeo unebU to participate m tbat 
iateUeetuol tad eocia] intercb eoga of bDcnrladge, which tho recorrenee of aoeh 
MBireruriea oouJd not fdl to encourage. Sioce the last Aaoaa] Eeport had 
been euh&itted to tbe Society at tbs Cbeeter MeeUag, oo tstv remarkable 
ioeideot, pouibl;, bad marked the past year to direct ceonealoD with their 
Proeeedioge, to elaim epeoial notice on this occiwoa. Ko etrikiogaot of 
VaadaUem had claimed iQterfereooe, but tbe exteniioD of a Urely interest in 
IfationaJ Monnmentei atlmulated, donbtlou, tbrongb the Ueetiogs aed 
the FcblieaUoiia of tho loatliute and of other kindred Aeaociatiooa, might 
joitly eoceuraga the hope that, with a more true appreoiadoo of Historical 
and Antiqutran Tesrigea, an affeotual conaervatire iimocDce most ba brought 
Into oparaticB through the length and breadth of tba laod, One namorabla 
oeeurrejioo, howerer, lignalissd tbe prerlous yeer, in regard to the iDieresUi 
of Arcbmologieal Sdance. A dedsiTe morement bad been at length 
originated by tbe noble President of tba iQsdtQte, in a oause of wbich he 
had long beeD tbe aoaloua advooate,'~the remedy of erila arisiBg from the 
ancient rights of Treasure Trore. Whilst in Scotland ao energetic coui’se 
had been taken by the Society of Antiquaries, from which tJie relief so 
long deered might speedily be raised in North Srit^n, Lord Talbot bad 
taken tba ioitiatire in this coostry by preaeoting in tbe Houae of Lords, 
during the last seeion, a Bill for tbe amendment of the eiistiog law, aa tbe 
first step towards bringing tbia question under serious oonuderation on a 
future occasion, It may coofideotly be hoped that tho conflicting iatereets 
eoDoected with a matter of sncb essential moment to the antiquary may 
thus ultimately be adjuated, 

Puriog tbe past year Kr. Oharlse Kewton, formerly Honorary Seeretary 
of tbe Ifictitute, has arailed blmsolf of adrantages presented in Ills actual 
poMtton as VicC'Ccusul at kfitjlcne, to acbiere some of (be most important 
discoveries of recsni times, ot (be rite of tbe ancient Halicarnassus. With 
most praiseworthy spirit and ener^ Ur. Kowtua has carried ont the 
espioration of the remains of tbe '^omb of Mausolua, and rescued from 
oblirioo eaUniiTe testiges of that wonder of the andent world, sufBciog to 
enable him satisfactorily to identify ita remarkable character andderign. 
The national coUsniion has already been enriched by a considerable portion 
of these predoos relics, dlsplayiBg in a remarkable degree the genins and 
artistio power of Scopes acd bis great contemporeries, through whose 
united skill (bat memorable work was aoblere^. Ur. 2fewton is still 
engaged In the proseeutioo of bis eiplointiona in Asia Minor and at 
Certbage, for which it were (o be desired tbet ample funds should be pJaced 
by tbe Goremment at bis disposal. To the encosregemeot and liberality of 
Her Majesty's Uiaister Flenipotenriery atConsteniinopIe, Lord Stratford do 
Beddife, tbe successful reaulta of Ur. Newtou’s recont enlerprisc baa bees, 

!l is behered, maioly due. 

Tbe promoiioo of Archssologlcal pursnits throngh the operation of 
Prerindu Sodetics and Inititutlans, the foraiation of Locsl Museums, 
and tbe record of dlsooeerisa, baa been constantly on the adraocc. In 
Somersetshire a eery importaot sccossion to Antiquarian resourcea baa been 
secured through the bequest of tbe late Ur. Smith Pigott, whoso Tiluablo 
colJectioos tod drawisgs of the ^bitsetura] and other ancient remains 
tbrongboQt the county bare been entrusted to the Somenetshire Areheo> 
logical Society, and will find a suitable depository in tbeir Museum at 
Taunton, Tbe establisbmest of the Franklin XesUtutien at Inncolo, with 
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nrrAQ^cD^nta for t Mue$ura to rsoufo the soattercd reatl^ of 
00 profoaelj prcoeoted fa tS&t loofrlitj, md roseuod frooi otjlivloQ through 
die leudeble effbne of Mr, Troflope and other seeloua fnande of the 
loititate, cleimi honoareVIe mondoo. es doe# tleo (he Muieiiiu ud Free 
Publie Library at Lichfield, uid the oompletloa of a Mueeum end Free 
Library at ^orwiob, wbloh hae been achieved with Uberalitj frortbj of chat 
great city. The Katioaal collecUooe at the Britlab MueeurQ have been 
enriohod by praieeivortliy libaraUty oq tbe pare of oertaio ladividaala, and 
they have been aagaiented tlcae to time lUroogh the indefatigable 
exortiooe of Ur. Auguatue Franki. It ie, however, to he regretted tbac 
oecaoioDe for tbe aoquiaition of iraportaat eoUeetiooe have, as heretofore, 
bean loot; the valuable utiquitiee brought together at Ricbborough aod 
Sandwiali by Ur. Eolfe, have, it ii nadarabo^ folbwed the Fnuseett 
Uuaearu ; they have passed fate tbe poaeeaeioo of tbat liberal arebieologist, 
Ur. Mayor, P. S. A, who ie foosd ready on ereiy oooaeioa to advance the 
intoreete of science. 

At a former Ueotiog of the lostlCnte, the mape of the Roroen Wall, 
surveyed by direction of the Duke of Norihambcrlaud, were tbroagh hie 
kind penmaaion produced for the gratifioation of the Society. That very 
valuable sorvey, admirably eairled oot by Ui*. Uaclauohlaa, has aubaA 
qucntly been eugraved at tlie sole experee of his Grace ; and the aooorate 
netoortal of ao remarkable a monument of RemuQ enterprise must be 
viewed with the hlgheat gratiftoatiou, as an evidence of the oeatiaoed 
favoor of the Duke towards Arebosologmal uvestigatious. which have been 
already so largely indebted to hia geaerooa sQooaragemenl. It baa more¬ 
over been aonoimaed, that through tlie liberality of the Dnko of Korthuen* 
berland a eomplste I^idarium, iHnatrative of tKe sealptnres and [oscripcionfl 
of the great Kortbern Barrier, U in preparation ander Che able editonbip 
of Dr. OoUingwood Braee. This wo», in whioh may be aotiolpated the 
most important aoceasioa to the hlabory of Etoman occupation in Britma that 
hae appeared dace the days of Horsley, will be produced under the tuepioes 
of tbe Society of Antiquariea of Newcastle. 

The CnnOm Committee desired (0 record the tribeto of regret and respect 
to tiie members deceased since tbe last Annual Meeting. Lo tha enumera* 
tioD ware specially to be remembered the disthigoisbed noblecnan who had 
given hia aosetion to the Meeting of the Institate at Tork, the Earl Fits- 
william, President on the occasion ; as olaci the late Dean of Tork, who 
had encouraged the Froceadisga of tbe Society at that time. The losUtute 
had to lament the loss of one ^ their earliest and most friendly supportere. 
Lord Braybrooke, a nobleman who had ever shown himself tbe kind puroa 
of historical and antiquartao researches, to which also he had personally 
devoted oonaiderahle attention. Another valued friend, aasoog the very firat 
who bad given to the Society their warm oooperation, the ^v. Br. Blies, 
late Registrar of tbe Univeraity of Oiford, had cavninated a life of 
laborious and well direeted ezertions, amidst which his kindly sympatbiea 
and assistance were ever readily bestowed on Societies or on indivlduale 
engaged In pnrsnlts kindred to his own. In tiie death of Lord Ilaodyside, 
a distinguished member of tbe Scottish Court of Sestion, the InsLitute has 
sustained tbe loss of a vslned Mend, one of tlie most iuSuentiai acoesaiose 
gained through the Edinburgh Meeting, to which Ite gave the warmest 
snpporL Among other members, and thoee who bad participated ia tbe 
Annaal Proceedings of the Society, moat be named with regret the late
